College  Receives  $50,000  Grant 

The  Booth  Ferns  Foundation  ot  New  York  has  approved  a 
S50.000  grant  to  Elon  College,  according  to  Dr-  ).  Fred  Young, 
president- 
Booth  Ferris  Foundation  is  a  perpetual  charitable  trust 
founded  in  New  York  in  \^57  with  a  trust  established  under  the 
will  of  Chancie  Ferris  Booth.  A  second  trust  was  established 
from  the  estate  of  Willis  H  Booth,  and  the  trusts  merged  in 
1964  to  form  the  Booth  Ferris  Foundation. 

The  unrestricted  grant  was  made  in  connection  with  Eton's 
PRIDE  Campaign,  or  "Providing  Resources  for  Institutional 
Development  at  Elon  "  The  funds  will  be  used  primarily  for 
renovations  to  existing  facilities,  Dr.  Young  said. 

The  foundation  provides  grants  for  higher  education,  pro- 
testant  theological  seminaries,  hospital  and  health  agencies, 
civic  and  urban  programs,  and  programs  for  the  performing 
artS- 

"We  are  delighted  that  this  national  foundation  has  recog- 
nized Elon  College  with  such  a  substantial  gift."  Dr  Young 
noted.  "These  funds  will  allow  us  to  make  many  necessary 
repairs  on  our  existing  structures  to  enhance  the  environment 
for  our  academic  and  student  life  programs  " 

Robert  F.  Longley,  secretary  for  the  trustees  of  the  founda- 
tion, said  the  trustees  "feet  that  small  colleges  such  as  Eton  are 
playing  a  very  important  role  in  higher  education  in  the  United 
States,  and  we  are  happy  to  be  able  to  help  in  this  way  " 

Scholarship  Endowed 

A  $5,000  bequest  has  been  received  from  the  estate  of  a 
Virginia  woman  to  establish  an  endowed  scholarship  at  Elon 
College. 

The  fund  given  in  memory  of  her  brother,  Amos  Thornton 
Rollings,  came  from  the  estate  of  Miss  Viola  V,  Rollings,  who 
died  August  23  Miss  Rollings  received  her  Ph.B.  degree  from 
Elon  College  in'1914.  She  did  graduate  study  at  the  College  of 
William  and  Mary  and  resided  in  Alexandria,  Va.  She  was  a 
retired  English  teacher. 

While  at  Elon.  Miss  Rollings  was  recording  secretary  for  the 
YMCA.  In  1913  she  was  president  of  Society  Entertainment  and 
Class  Poet,  and  in  1914  she  served  as  class  secretary  and  as- 
sociate business  manager  of  the  yearbook. 

The  scholarship  will  be  known  as  the  "Viola  V,  Rollings  and 
Amos  Thornton  Rollings  Scholarship"  and  wilt  be  awarded 
annually  to  a  deserving  student. 


Bequest  Given 


Elon  has  received  a  bequest  of  $20,000  from  the  estate  of  Leiia 
Gerbie,  officials  have  been  notified. 

The  funds  will  go  into  a  scholarship  created  by  the  First 
United  Church  of  Christ  of  Portsmouth,  Va.,  with  the  income 
used  preferably  for  one  or  more  students  pursuing  full-time 
Christian  vocations  Preference  will  also  be  given  to  students 
from  the  Tidewater,  Va   area. 

The  First  United  Church  of  Christ  was  formed  when  the  old 
First  Church,  founded  in  1901.  merged  with  the  United  and 
Shelton  Memorial  Congregational  Christian  Churches  of 
Portsmouth  in  1965-  Mrs.  Gerbie  was  a  member  of  the  First 
Church, 


New  York  Doctors  Leave 
$40,000  In  Bequests 

Two  deceased  New  York  doctors  have  left  bequests  totaling 
over  $40,000  to  Elon  College  in  their  wills,  according  to  Robert 
C.  Baxter,  vice  president  for  legal  affairs. 

Dr  Edith  Lincoln,  who  died  recently,  bequeathed  $30,000  to 
Elon  College  with  income  going  to  her  descendants  for  their 
life  time. 

Although  she  did  not  attend  Elon,  her  late  husband,  Dr,  Asa 
Liggett  Lincoln,  was  a  member  of  the  class  of  1910.  He  died  in 
1974  and  left  a  bequest  of  over  $10,000  to  the  college,  which  is 
also  subject  to  life  income  provisions. 

Dr  Asa  Lincoln  received  his  A  B  and  MA.  degrees  from 
Eton  He  then  went  to  Johns  Hopkins  University  in  Baltimore, 
Md,.  where  he  met  his  future  wife.  He  received  his  M,D 
degree  in  1916. 

He  had  been  professor  of  clinical  medicine  at  Cornell  Uni- 
versity Medical  College  in  Ithaca.  NY.,  visiting  physician  at 
Bellevue  Hospital  in  New  York;  associate  attending  physician 
at  New  York  Hospital;  and  consultant  to  the  Hackensack,  N.|,, 
and  Greenwich,  Conn,  hospitals.  He  was  a  captain  in  the  U,  S 
Army, 

The  couple  was  married  in  1918  and  had  two  children 

1915  Graduate  Is  Honored 

A  $10,000  scholarship  memorializing  a  member  of  Elon 
College's  Class  of  1915  has  been  established  at  the  college  by 
the  man's  family 

Robert  Kelley  Hancock  of  Lookout  Mountain,  Tenn,,  died 
over  a  year  ago.  His  daughter,  Mrs.  Myrle  Hancock  Chamber- 
lain,  and  her  son  and  daughter-in-law,   the  Rev,   and  Mrs     i 
David  Chamberlain  of  Falls  Church.  Va.,  provided  the  scholar- 
ship by  sending  a  $10,000  memorial  gift  to  the  college  recently, 

Hancock  received  his  A,B.  degree  from  Elon.  where  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Philologian  Society  and  business  manager  or 
the  yearbook  He  was  elected  society  debater  in  ]912  and  was  , 
captain  of  the  Freshman  English  Debate  that  same  year.  In  1913 
he  was  a  commencement  marshal  and  class  vice-president.  He 
was  the  society  representative  at  commencement  and  class 
president  in  1914,  During  his  final  year  he  was  assistant  secret- 
ary of  the  Sunday  school  and  instructor  in  mathematics.  The 
1915  yearbook  names  him  the  most  dignified  member  of  the 
senior  class. 

In  a  letter  to  the  college,  Mrs,  Chamberlain  said  the  $10,000 
gift  was  her  late  father's  idea  'to  establish  a  trust  fund  with  the 
income  being  used  each  year  to  aid  (in  his  words)  a  needy  and 
deserving  student,  but  more  than  that,  a  student  with  a  sense 
of  purpose  and  one  with  a  dream 

The  scholarship  will  be  named  the  "Robert  Kelley  and  Pearte 
Jones  Hancock  Scholarship  Fund,"  Mrs.  Hancock  was  also  a 
member  of  the  Class  of  1915  at  Elon,  where  she  received  her 
Ph.B,  degree.  She  died  in  1967, 

"This  generous  gift  from  Mr  Hancock's  family  will  allow 
many  students  the  opportunity  to  share  in  those  blessings 
which  Mr,  Hancock  found  in  life,"  said  S,  Carlysle  Isley,  direc- 
tor of  institutional  relations  at  the  90-year-old  college,  "We 
have  many  deserving  students  who  share  that  sense  of  purpose 
and  dream,  and  we  join  those  students  in  gratitude"

Dr.  Durward  Stokes' 
History  Book 
4^  Released

Dr.  Durvvard  T.  Stokes  is  not  one  lo  take  retirement  too 
seriously-  Since  stepping  down  last  year  as  professor  of  his- 
tory, he  has  |ust  seen  his  first  history  book  published,  has 
another  at  the  printer  for  a  spring  release  date,  and  is  working 
on  a  third. 

His  "History  of  Dillon  County.  South  Carolina"  has  )ust 
been  printed  by  the  University  of  South  Carolina  Press,  the 
culmination  of  a  five-year  investigation  into  the  thriving  South 
Carolina  community. 

And,  from  every  indication,  the  book  will  be  a  local  best 
seller.  One  thousand  of  the  1,500  first  editions  were  sold  before 
the  first  page  was  printed. 

At  almost  $20  each,  it  should  also  be  a  financial  success. 

'But  I  have  no  financial  interest  in  the  sale  of  the  book.  I  was 
|ust  employed  to  write  it,"  the  gravel-voiced  professor  notes 
matter-of-factly. 

He  does,  however,  have  some  feel  for  how  successful  sales 
have  been  He  spent  three  days  in  Dillon  recently  autograph- 
ing copies  of  the  book,  "and  I  wrote  my  name  a  lot  of  times,"  he 
says 

The  hard  cover  book  runs  slightly  more  than  500  pages  and 
was  written  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Dillon  County  His- 
torical Preservation  Commission,  chaired  by  General  John  C. 
Henagan, 

It  was  Gen.  Henagan  who  read  an  article  by  Stokes  in  a  state 
magazine  and  called  the  professor  to  determine  his  interest  in 
the  protect.  He  quickly  accepted, 

Stokes's  connection  with  Dillon  goes  back  to  1938,  when  he 
stepped  into  a  local  jewelry  store  and  purchased  a  small  gold 
cross  for  his  girlfriend  to  wear  around  her  neck.  The  girl  later 
became  Mrs.  Stokes,  and  when  the  couple  returned  to  Dillon 
recently,  she  wore  that  same  cross. 


i  liked  Dillon  then  and  I've  always  had  a  sentimental  feeling 
for  it,"  Stokes  said.  "1  like  it  even  more  now  " 

While  the  book  took  five  years  from  start  to  finish,  it  was  a 
labor  of  love  Stokes  invited  local  citizens  to  bring  him  old 
photographs  and  family  records.  He  read  newspapers  a  half 
century  old.  And  he  became  a  familiar  face  around  the 
courthouse,  where  long  hours  were  spent  searching  dusty  re- 
cords. 

■■]  had  almost  total  cooperation  from  the  people  of  Dillon 
County.  The  county  was  founded  in  1910,  so  much  of  the 
history  is  still  in  the  minds  of  the  people." 

He  is  pleased  with  the  book.  '1  have  been  told  it's  easy 
reading,  but  I'm  not  the  proper  person  to  answer  that  ques- 
tion," he  notes  with  a  smile. 

In  the  acknowledgements,  Stokes  thanks  several  local  peo- 
ple, including  Elon  College  President  |.  Fred  Young,  who 
cooperated  with  the  professor  in  scheduling  his  time;  Mrs. 
Emma  Lewis  of  the  Elon  staff;  the  Rev  T.  H  Mackintosh,  a 
local  historian;  and  Mrs,  Peggy  Vogler  of  Mebane,  who  typed 
the  manuscript. 

"In  addition,"  he  wrote,  "my  unbounded  appreciation  is 
due  to  my  wife.  Enita  Nicks  Stokes,  who  traveled  with  me  to  all 
the  places  visited,  aided  in  the  research,  and  met  with  the 
people  of  Dillon  County  while  constantly  giving  advice  and 
encouragement  throughout  the  entire  project," 

The  book  is  now  available  from  the  University  of  South 
Carolina  Press,  Columbia.  S.C  The  sales  price  is  J19,50,  or 
$15,60  each  in  orders  of  two  or  more. 

Stokes  recently  completed  a  history  of  Company  Shops,  now 
the  City  of  Burlington.  That  book  is  expected  to  be  available 
sometime  this  spring.  His  current  project  is  a  history  of  Elon 
College,  which  was  founded  in  1889, 


College  Historian  Needs  Information 


Elon  College  historian  Dr.  Durward  T,  Stokes  is  in  the  mid- 
dle of  writing  his  history  of  the  college  and  needs  the  help  of 
<-ur  readers  on  a  few  facts 

For  instance,  he  has  discovered  that  11  alumni  and  tour 
f^tudents  were  killed  in  World  War  1.  but  he  cannot  find  their 
names.  He's  looked  ever\'where,  so  if  you  know  of  a  student  or 
graduate  who  was  killed  in  the  war,  he  would  appreciate 
knowing  their  names. 

"The  1923  yearbook  was  dedicated  to  those  killed  in  the 
war."  Stokes  notes,  "but  it  did  not  list  their  names.  I  don't 
think  they  knew  the  names  even  then  Since  everything  here 
burned  down  that  year,  they  may  have  had  them  and  lost 
them." 

Another  reference  to  the  15  victims  was  discovered  in  the 
te>tofa  speech  given  by  a  former  president,  Dr,  W.A.  Harper, 


There  are  other  unanswered  questions  before  the  history 
book  goes  to  press.  For  instance,  ivhat  were  the  official  colors  of 
the  three  original  literary  societies^Philologian,  Clio  and 
Psiphelian?  The  college  colors,  maroon  and  gold,  are  said  to 
have  come  from  the  colors  of  the  literary  societies. 

Records  have  also  been  lost  concerning  the  early  stages  of  the 
alumni  association.  Dr.  Stokes  knows  that  in  1^22,  a  man 
named  Donovan  was  named  the  first  alumni  secretary.  In  1927, 
George  Colclough  was  named  secretary.  But  there  is  no  record 
of  who  served  between  1922  and  l'*27

A  local  Elon  College  alumnus  has  presented  the  Athletic 
Department  here  with  an  antique  "ELON  COLLEGE"  pennant 
tor  display  in  one  of  the  new  trophy  cases  in  Alumni  Gym. 

Cary  Allred,  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1970,  presented  the 
4-fiiot  long  pennant  to  Athletic  Coordinator  Melvin  Shreves 
recently.  Allred  purchased  the  handmade,  felt  banner  at  a  flea 
market  near  Greensboro  last  year. 

"The  manufacturer  has  been  out  of  business  for  a  number  of 
years,"  says  Allred.  "The  person  from  whom  I  bought  it  found 
it  in  a  trunk  with  an  Old  Tnnitj'  (DUKE)  pennant,  so  we  have 
good  reason  to  believe  that  it  is  at  least  50  years  old." 

The  presentation  was  made  at  a  report  meeting  for  the  Fight- 
ing Christian  Club's  new  member  drive  for  which  Allred  is  a 
volunteer  solicitor.  He  released  the  following  statement  at  the 
presentation;

The  Elon  College  Librar\'  has  been  named  the  national  de- 
pository for  materials  of  the  American  Theatre  Organ  Society, 
according  to  Charles  B,  Lowry,  head  librarian  at  the  liberal  arts 
i!oIlege. 

The  American  Theatre  Organ  Society  (ATOS)  is  a  national 
organization  of  over  6,000  members  headquartered  in  Mid- 
dleburg,  Va.  Dr.  Paul  M.  Abernethy,  Burlington  ophthal- 
mologist, is  a  former  president  of  the  organization,  and  Barry 
Simmons,  director  of  financial  aid  at  Elon  College,  is  a  former 
national  curator  Both  men  were  instrumental  in  obtaining  the 
Elon  College  Library  designation. 

The  college  has  other  ties  to  the  organization    Paul  Aber- 

net^hy  Ir. ,  an  Elon  graduate,  is  a  member  of  the  organization's 

national  board  of  directors.  The  Alumni  Memorial  Gymnasium 

on  the  Elon  campus  has  become  the  home  of  the  newly  restored 

thtatre  organ  from  the  old  Paramount  Theatre  in  Charlottes- 

V  []le,  \'a  The  organ  restoration  was  a  club  project  of  the  Pied- 

-:t  Theatre  Organ  Society,  the  local  chapter  of  ATOS.  The 

.  IS  now  in  the  process  of  restoring  the  pipe  organ  in  the  old 

>lina  Theatre  in  Greensboro.

-  jme  of  printed  scores.  It  also  contains  some  original  tapes  of 
■    "formances  and  a  really  outstanding  collection  of  player 


organ  rolls,  similar  to  player  piano  rolls.  These  have  been 
manufactured  in  the  past  few  years  from  older  rolls,  and  they 
are  of  a  very  high  cjuality." 

Simmons  added  that  the  most  interesting  items  in  the  collec- 
tion are  an  assortment  of  rare  and  delicate  sing-a-long  glass 
slides,  used  to  project  musical  lyrics  on  theatre  screens  so 
audiences  could  sing  along  with  the  organ  music. 

The  library  officials  are  now  working  with  ATOS  executives 
to  get  the  collection  analyzed.  Lowry  has  proposed  that  the 
society  retain  a  consultant  to  determine  the  costs  of  organizing 
the  collection  and  displaying  some  of  the  materials.  Until  then, 
the  items  are  being  stored  in  the  basement  of  the  Iris  Holt 
McEwen  Librar\'  Building  at  Elon, 

"Having  a  permanent  home  for  the  ATOS  library  at  Elon 
College  will  mean  a  great  deal  to  both  Elon  and  ATOS."  Dr. 
Abernethy  noted.  "Elon  is  a  name  now  known  internationally 
via  the  ATOS  magazine." 

"The  collection  is  of  great  interest  to  a  select  group."  Lowry 
said.  "It  is  very  much  like  the  church  history  room  in  the 
library — a  collection  of  highly  specialized  material.  Ultimately 
we  hope  to  provide  loan  sen,'ice  of  the  collection  materials  on  a 
national  basis." 

Lowry  said  it  would  be  impossible  to  place  a  value  on  the 
collection  until  it  is  analyzed  by  a  consultant.

It  is  a  chill  morning.  The  temperature  peaks  around  18  de- 
grees on  the  thermometer.  Cold  air  stands  quietly  on  an  empty 
campus. 

In  front  of  the  Alamance  Building  a  Trailways  bus  is  parked, 
headlights  pointing  towards  the  Carlton  music  building.  Its 
motor  idles  loudly,  sending  a  purring  noise  through  the 
hushed  early  stillness. 

Soon  a  swirl  of  activity  enfolds  the  vehicle  as  an  enthusiastic 
group  of  students  boards.  They  carrj'  cumbersome  instrument 
cases  with  agility.  Swaggering  down  the  narrow  aisle  of  the 
bus,  they  swing  the  cases  into  an  overhead  carrier  area  and  hurl 
themselves  into  the  vinyl  seats, 

Bundled  in  heavy  coats,  they  throw  verbal  barbs  at  one 
another.  Jokes — some  good,  some  bad — spear  the  air  as  a  jubil- 
ance settles  in  the  atmosphere. 

The  seats  are  taken,  a  count  is  made.  Soon  everyone  is 
present.  The  bus  doors  close  with  a  hiss  as  the  rig  begins  its 
steady,  solid  journey. 

The  Emanons  are  in  motion  once  again. 

In  January  each  year  the  Emanons  travel,  offering  a  musical 
promotion  of  the  school.  They  are  a  jazz  group  and  during  the 
winter  mini-term  they  visit  high  schools  where  they  introduce 
their  sound  and  their  school  with  equal  zeal. 

When  the  group  arrives  at  a  high  school,  each  member  has  a 
predetermined  |ob  to  do.  Microphone  stands,  public  an- 
nouncement speakers  and  related  paraphernalia  are  drawn 
from  the  bowels  of  the  bus.  Quickly  the  bus  is  emptied  as  the 
stage  becomes  a  frenzy  of  activity. 

Microphones  appear,  cords  snake  across  the  floor;  risers  are 
put  in  place;  and  the  equipment  is  soon  in  order.  Students 
reach  tor  instruments  and  warm  them  with  series  of  scales  and 
bits  of  songs.  The  trombone  player  "blats"  a  low  note  which 
echoes  in  the  rafters  of  the  auditorium,  A  saxophone  player  sits 
in  a  seat  in  the  empty  arena  and  softly  makes  his  own  music. 

The  music  professor.  Jack  White,  stands  backstage,  over- 
seeing the  work,  making  sure  the  stage  is  ready  for  the  show 
ten  minutes  away.  He  jokes  with  students,  reminds  them  to 
give  the  Blood,  Sweat  and  Tears  number  a  little  more  life  and 
talks  with  co-worker  David  Bragg,  an  assistant  professor  of 
music  who  plays  in  the  group  and  helps  Mr.  White, 

Roy  Haines  is  the  bus  driver  for  the  group.  For  more  than  ten 
years  Roy  has  driven  the  gang.  He  has  escorted  the  group  from 
north  to  south,  east  and  west.  Every  year  when  plans  are  made 
for  the  tour,  Mr.  White  requests  the  bus  company  to  dispatch 
Roy  for  the  driving  chore. 


While  the  band  is  setting  up  the  equipment  Roy  stands 
backstage,  tamping  his  pipe  and  enjoying  the  excitement.  On 

schedule,  the  audience  files  in.  As  the  school's  senior  class   -. 
enters  the  auditorium,  the  underclassmen  stand  at  attention 

After  eveyone  is  seated,  a  quick  introduction  is  made  by  Mi 
White,  an  associate  professor  of  music.  Then  he  turns,  raises  3 
hand  and  the  music  begins.  Soloists  belt  out  their  numbers 
hands  clap,  feet  tap  rhythmically,  saxophones  scream;  drum- 
snare  the  beat,  and  today's  rock  music  prevails  in  a  darkened 
auditorium.  The  show  continues  for  50  minutes. 

Under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  White,  the  band  glides  eventv 
through  the  latest  rock  songs.  The  act  is  punctuated  by  fowr 
singers  who  musically  address  themselves  to  their  audience 

When  the  last  fervent  note  is  played,  the  band  bows  to  1(5 
audience.  It  is  saluted  with  a  standing  ovation,  cheers,  ap- 
plause.  As  the  program  ends,  many  of  the  students  approach 
the  stage  to  express  their  appreciation  to  the  musicians  and  * 
invite  them  to  come  again. 

As  the  auditorium  empties,  the  musicians  once  again  go  to  ' 
work  disassembling  the  stage,  packing  equipment  into  cartons 
and  loading  the  bus  again.  They  discuss  their  performance  as 
they  work.  ^ 

Soon  the  bus  is  loaded.  Another  trip  is  scheduled  that  after- 
noon. Lunch  is  needed  and  some  calls  must  be  made  concern- 
ing future  engagements.  More  practice  sessions  will  be  called 
before  the  band  plays  at  Disney  World. 

But  for  right  now,  the  band  has  ]ust  made  more  friends  for

Harper  Center  Is  Evolving  Into  Super  Dorm

It  was  known  throughout  the  ranks  of  upperclassmen  as 
'The  Zoo,"  or  at  least  that's  what  the  graffitists  scrawled  one 
day  on  the  wall,  David  loyce  remembers. 

All  freshmen  were  housed  thereat  Harper  Center  on  the  Elon 
College  campus  and  the  usual  monkeyshines  and  vandalism 
prevailed-  Since  the  dorms  were  isolated,  some  students 
looked  down  on  this  dorm  complex  with  a  "you're-sluck- 
over-there"  attitude. 

They  don't  mock  it  anymore,  nor  do  they  call  it  a  zoo.  In- 
stead, what  is  going  on  within  those  walls  at  Harper  Center 
may  eventually  alter  the  lifestyles  of  all  on-campus  students. 

The  Harper  Livmg'Learning  Center  is  what  it's  called  now 
and  the  idea,  used  widely  with  success  at  major  universities, 
mines  men  in  one  building,  women  in  another — and  a  lounge 
separating  the  two. 

But  it  goes  much  deeper  than  having  the  two  sexes  so  close 
together. 

At  Harper,  college  officials,  particularly  David  Joyce.  25.  and 
Pam  McDaniel,  24,  hope  students  will  learn  more  than  what's 
v\Titten  between  two  book  covers. 

We're  trying  to  teach  them  about  themselves,  about  others, 
more  of  a  whole  concept,  the  education  of  the  total  person," 
says  Ms,  McDaniel,  now  in  her  last  year  of  divinity  school  at 
Duke.  Joyce,  center  coordinator,  and  Ms.  McDaniel,  his  assis- 
tant, oversee  the  project.  Both  are  ordained  Methodist  minis- 
ters. 

Joyce  explains  the  program  symbolically. 

"With  2,400  students,  this  is  no  longer  a  small  college  and  it's 
pretty  hard  to  know  everybody.  We're  trying  to  create  a  small 
college  within  a  college." 


Joyce  and  Ms.  McDaniel  say  that  by  bringing  students  under 
one  roof  interpersonal  relationships  are  spawned;  students 
learn  to  cope  with  others,  and  through  mmi-courses  such  as 
human  sexuality,  canoeing,  campmg  and  rap  sessions  the 
"total  person"  is  reached. 

Both  emphatically  contend  that  the  living/learning  concept  is 
not  meant  to  take  the  place  or  interfere  with  traditional 
academics,  but  is  woven  into  the  total  scheme  of  things 

According  to  Dean  of  Student  Affairs  William  G.  Long,  if 
everything  goes  according  to  plans,  similar  programs  may  be 
developed  next  year  for  the  dorms  "across  the  street." 

They  say  the  "total  person"  is  reached  in 
living/learning — called  "synergy"  in  many  circles — through 
offering  credit  and  non-credit  courses  with  students  free  to 
develop  their  own  ideas,  which  may  range  from  academic  to 
social  activities. 

Both  Joyce  and  Ms.  McDaniei  encourages  excursions,  service 
pro)ects.  field  trips,  tournaments  or  any  other  creative  project 
for  Harper  Center  residents,  who  make  up  a  cross-section  of 
Elon's  population  from  freshmen  to  seniors 

When  talking  about  what  living/ieaming  is,  the  expression 
"total  person"  continually  crops  up  in  conversations  with  col- 
lege officials.  Even  the  student  handbook  devotes  two  para- 
graphs to  "The  Center." 

"The  Center,"  it  says,  "provides  an  environment  in  which 
the  education  of  the  whole  person  is  addressed." 

Long  says  it  better:  "It's  how  he  (the  student)  lives,  his 
relationships  with  others,  his  out-of-classroom  time,  his  study 
habits.  It's  an  integration  of  the  total  education  experience." 

In  other  words,  a  person  is  a  "whole  being"  and  "I  feel  the 
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best  education  is  the  kind  dealing  with  the  whole  person," 
says  Long 

They're  not  ehtists  over  there  at  Harper,  just  taking  part  in  a 
new  expenment  that  Long  and  several  other  college  officials 
witnessed  at  Carolina,  Duke,  State  and  other  major  campuses. 

It  is  believed  to  be  the  first  attempt  at  living/learning  on  a 
campus  similar  to  Elon's. 

They  chose  Harper  Center  as  the  birthplace  largely  because  it 
was  the  newest  of  dorms  with  the  conveniences  of  a  lounge 
connecting  the  two  buildings  which  serves  as  a  meeting  point, 
several  classrooms,  multi-purpose  rooms,  cafeteria,  radio  sta- 
tion and  others 

The  other  dorms— Sloan,  Carolina,  West,  Moffitt,  Smith, 
Staley  and  Virginia — didn't  have  all  those  things  and  men  and 
women  were  segregated  on  the  main  campus  anyway. 

"We  were  not  sure  all  students  would  be  interested  in  the 
programs  and  we  thought  it  would  be  a  mistake  to  establish  it 
across  campus."  says  Long. 

"We  are  really  attempting  to  maximize  all  advantages  of  a 
very  small  college  on  a  larger  campus  so  we  can  learn  from  our 
mistakes  before  starting  elsewhere." 

Since  the  program  is  not  quite  a  year  old,  there  have  natur- 
ally been  mistakes  in  getting  living/learning  afloat.  Some 
flack's  been  caught  and  some  lealousy  may  be  lurking  amongst 
the  halls  of  Sloan.  West,  Carolina  and  the  rest. 

They  (the  administration)  gave  us  freedom  to  conduct  the 
program  over  here  and  that  was  also  the  freedom  to  make 
mistakes,  "  says  Ms.  McDaniel.  "Hopefully,  we  can  learn  by 
our  mistakes." 

Flack  hit  the  fan  recently  over  a  canoeing  trip  to  western 
North  Carolina  by  a  group  of  Harper  students  and  others 
wondered  why  they  couldn't  do  likewise. 

"We  encourage  them  to  do  things  like  that:  go  canoeing, 
camping,"  says  Joyce,  As  for  the  others  across  the  street. 
"there's  no  reason  why  they  can't  do  it.  too.  Maybe  they  just 
haven't  thought  of  it." 

The  biggest  problem,  he  adds,  is  how  fast  or  how  slow 
should  the  program  develop,  how  easy  can  some  of  Joyce's  and 
Ms.  McDaniel's  ideas  be  woven  into  the  entire  scheme. 

"When  you  go  too  fast,  people  don't  understand  it.  They 
think  we're  over  here  having  a  big  party,  that  we're  an  elite 
group,"  says  Joyce,  "If  we  go  too  slow,  people  wonder  if 
they're  getting  their  money's  worth." 

That,  he  adds,  is  a  part  of  the  growing  pangs. 

Meanwhile,  they  want  a  "unique  living  environment,"  one 
that  places  the  burden  of  behaving  on  students.  They  can  mm 
in  the  lounge  frequently,  not  in  the  rooms,  following  standard 
Elon  visiting  procedures  Harper's  residents  are  given  a  little 
bit  more  responsibility,  following  the  framework  and 
philosophy  of  living/learning. 

Although  the  added  responsibility  is  there  and  possibly  the 
urge  to  sneak  the  girlfriend  or  boyfriend  into  the  room  after 
hours  is  there,  the  program,  its  activities,  and  rules  must  be 
within  college  guidelines,  says  Joyce. 

So  where,  |oyce  and  Ms.  McDaniel  say,  can  the  "unique 
living  environment"  come  about  and  remain  in  bounds? 

"The  purpose  of  the  whole  pro|ect,"  says  Joyce,  "is  to  teach 
them  to  be  adults  I'm  not  here  as  a  policeman.  You  get  out  of 
the  program  what  you  put  into  the  program. 

"If  you  treat  them  like  children,  they  will  act  like  children. 
Treat  them  tike  adults  and  they  will  act  like  adults— well,  most 
of  them  will." 


Dr.  A.  L.  Hook.  Dean  Emeritus 

The  Burlington  Rotary  Club  honored  Dr.  A.  L  Hook.  Dean 
Emeritus  at  Elon  College,  by  naming  him  a  Paul  Harris  Fellow 
at  a  special  dinner  at  the  college  recently 

The  87-year-old  educator  has  been  a  member  of  the  Burling- 
ton Rotary  Club  for  50  years.  He  is  a  former  president  of  the 
club  and  has  been  closely  associated  with  the  International 
Rotary  Exchange  Student  Program  for  this  district  for  a  number 
of  years. 

The  coveted  Paul  Harris  Fellow  Award  is  presented  to  club 
members  who  have  made  or  in  whose  name  is  made  a  $1,000 
scholarship  donation.  Dr.  Hook  joins  Julian  P.  Griffin  as  being 
the  only  members  of  the  Burlington  club  honored  as  a  Paul 
Harris  Fellow. 

A  native  of  West  Virginia,  Dr.  Hook  took  a  three-day  train 
ride  from  the  Allegheny  Mountains  to  Elon  College  in  1909  at 
the  age  of  18  He  has  remained  at  the  college  since  that  time 
and  he  still  spends  a  part  of  each  day  m  his  college  office. 

After  receiving  his  A.B  degree  from  Elon  in  I'JIS  and  hi^ 
M.A.  degree  in  1914.  he  joined  the  Elon  faculty.  In  succeeding 
years  he  received  the  M.S.  degree  from  Cornell  University,  In 
1960  he  also  was  awarded  the  honorary  Doctor  of  Science? 
degree  from  Elon,  During  his  first  year  on  Elon's  faculty,  ho  \, 
married  Jessie  Dawson,  who  was  the  daughter  of  the  Rev  and 
Mrs,  T,  B.  Dawson.  The  couple  recently  celebrated  their  64th 
anniversary. 

Dr.  Hook  has  served  the  college  at  many  levels.  Never  one  to 
turn  down  a  challenge,  he  found  himself  appointed  instructor 
of  a  pilot  training  program  following  a  faculty  meeting  in  the 
tall  of  1934  He  immediately  set  out  to  take  private  flying 
lessons  while  teaching  the  course  in  navigation  and  aeronau- 
tics By  the  time  the  course  closed  in  1943,  he  had  trained  75(i 
Elon  College  students  in  the  new  science  of  aviation.  He  re- 
tained his  pilot's  license  until  two  years  ago,  when  he  was  the 
second  oldest  pilot  in  the  state.  ' 

In  addition  he  has  served  Elon  as  chairman  of  the  physics 
department  he  founded,  professor,  dean  of  students,  otticial 
photographer,  and  resident  beekeeper.  ^ 

Dr  Hook  has  served  the  Elon  College  Community  Church  as 
deacon  since  1920. 

The  award  was  presented  by  A-  Berry  Credle,  Rotary  Club 
District  Governor.  Dr.  J.  Earl  Danieley,  professor  of  chemistry 
at  the  liberal  arts  college  and  Rotarian.  presented  the  testi- 


Water  Tank 
Leveled 
In  A  Day

A  significant  part  of  Elon  College's 
history  literally  bit  the  dust  recently, 
and.  according  to  college  officials, 
"Good  riddance." 

The  65-year-old  water  tank,  which 
loivered  over  the  massive  oaks  on  the 
north  side  of  the  main  campus  and  was 
the  unauthorized  billboard  for  many  a 
fraternity  slogan,  was  dismantled  and 
shipped  away  for  good. 

The  move  came  after  the  college  tap- 
ped onto  the  town's  water  supply  for  its 
total  water  needs,  abandoning  several 
welK,   the  source  of  the  institutions's 


ivater  needs  for  the  past  90  years. 

Although  the  town  and  college  have 
shared  water  for  some  years  now.  the 
college  still  relied  on  wells  for  the  major 
portion  of  its  water,  and  the  tank  pro- 
vided water  storage  for  fire  protection. 

However,  when  the  town  completed 
its  new  200,000-galIon  tank,  the  wells 
and  water  tank  on  campus  were  no 
longer  needed. 

It  didn't  take  college  administrators, 
who  pride  themselves  on  a  beautiful 
campus,  long  to  decide  that  the  50,000 
gallon  monster  had  outlived  its  purpose. 


On  a  crisp  December  day,  a 
part  of  Elon  College's  history 
was  taken  apart,  piece  by 
piece. . .  to  become  a  memory. 


Two  men  with  cutting  torches  and  a 
massive  crane  brought  about  a  quick 
demise. 

The  tank  was  constructed  in  August  of 
1913  after  a  10,500-gallon  wooden  tank 
on  top  of  West  Dormitory  became  in- 
adequate. That  tank  was  constructed  of 
wooden  staves  like  a  silo  and  had  en- 
circling steel  bands  for  reinforcement. 
But  decaying  wood  forced  the  construc- 
tion of  the  elevated  steel  tank. 

The  R.  E.  McLean  Co.  of  Gastonia, 
N.C,  removed  the  tank  before  Christ- 
mas, much  to  everyone's  delight.

Ranked  No.  2  In  Nation 


Christians  Advance  To  NAIA  Finals 


The  Fightin'  Christians  of  Coach  Jerry  Tolley  ended  their 
1978  season  as  the  second-ranked  team  in  the  nation  after 
having  advanced  to  the  finals  of  the  NAIA  Division  I  Champ- 
ionship with  decisive  victories  over  No.  3  ranked  Concord 
(W.Va.)  and  No.  6  ranked  Grand  Valley  State  (Mich,)  in  playoff 
action. 

The  Elon  eleven  gave  their  Texas  opponents  all  they  wanted 
in  the  34-14  championship  game  loss  to  Angelo  as  they  tried  to 
play  catchup  in  the  third  period  after  being  behind  21-0  at  the 
half. 


With  All-American  Bobby  Hedrick  playing  injured.  Elon's 
offense  was  able  to  score  only  twice,  once  on  a  Mike  Currin  to 
VVillard  Maynard  pass  and  later  on  a  one-yard  dive  by  Hedrick. 
With  the  score  21-14  in  the  third  period,  Elon's  defense  held  the 
Rams  in  check  for  four  series,  but  the  offense  was  unable  to 
sustain  a  drive  for  any  more  points.  Angelo  State  scored  twice 
more  in  the  final  period  to  make  the  final  tally  34-14. 

"When  we  closed  the  score  to  21-14,  1  felt  that  the  next  team 
to  score  would  win  the  game."  said  Tolley  of  the  game.  "Unfor- 
tunately, we  weren't  able  to  provide  that  equalizer  and  we  lost. 


But  we  played  a  good  game  and   we're  very  proud  of  our 
players." 

En  route  (o  the  playoffs,  the  Christians  captured  the  SAC-8 
championship  for  the  third  time  in  the  past  four  seasons  with  a 
9-1-1  regular  season  record.  In  defeating  Concord  21-6,  quar- 
terback Mike  Curnn  and  defensive  end  )ohn  Richards  were 
named  the  outstanding  players  of  the  game  while  Richards  and 
runningback  Steve  "Pogo"  Corpening  received  the  same  hon- 
ors in  the  13-7  win  over  Grand  Valley, 

Of  the  eight  colleges  and  universities  in  the  Division  I 
playoffs,  Elon  was  the  only  one  that  was  not  slate-supported.

22  in  the  Oakhursi  Rest  Home 
in  Creensboro  after  a  lengthy  illness 

Weil  known  in  Alamance  County,  he 
was  a  professor  of  religious  education 
and  campus  minister  at  Elon  College 

Of  Mr  Graves,  Elon  College  President

Friends  Honor  Johnny  Graves 


I  shall  always  remember  my  first  contact  with  lohnny 
Graves.  It  was  early  August  1973,  one  of  my  first  days  on  the 
campus  at  Elon  College 

It  was  a  hot  day— in  the  ''O's  outside  and  even  hotter  in  the 
unoccupied  dormitories  and  buildings  that  I  was  touring  with 
the  physical  plant  director.  Unknown  to  me,  two  friends  who 
live  in  California,  whom  I  had  not  seen  in  over  15  years, 
dropped  by  the  campus  to  visit  me  lohnny  Graves  saw  them 
on  campus  and,  as  was  his  custom,  asked  if  he  could  help  them. 
He  then  set  out  to  find  me,  trailing  me  through  empty  dormi- 
tories and  buildings  in  that  extreme  heat  for  nearly  45  min- 
utes to  insure  that  I  would  be  able  to  see  my  friends 

He  was  a  model  for  courtesy  and  hospitality  on  the  Elon 
Campus.  This  incident  also  indicates  the  inconvenience  he 
would  thrust  upon  himself  to  be  of  assistance  to  anyone  who 
could  profit  from  his  services,  Whether  it  was  an  incident  of 
thoughtfulness,  such  as  enabling  me  to  have  a  reunion  with 
close  friends,  or  a  personal  crisis  of  ma|or  importance,  he  was 
always  available.  What  was  even  more  remarkable,  he  con- 
ducted this  personal  ministry  with  hundreds  of  people 
— students  and  faculty,  friends  and  strangers,  rich  and  poor. 
There  seemed  to  be  no  limit  to  his  capacity  to  give  of  himself  "

With  the  death  of  Johnny  Graves,  at  age  65,  this  week,  our 
Lommunity  has  lost  a  valuable  friend  He  was  one  of  those  rare 
individuals  who  can  truly  be  described  as  a  fine  person.

That  is  the  way  Johnny  Graves  was  in  his  duties,  teaching 
religion  at  Elon  College  and  serving  as  the  campus  minister  He 
made  many  friends  in  this  community,  not  only  through  his 
work  at  the  college,  but  through  his  long  association  with  the 
First  Congregational  Church  (now  the  First  Christian  United 
Church  of  Christ).

more  in  deed  than  in  word  and  his  text  was  'God  is  love,'  He 
knew  that  serving  God  meant  loving  and  serving  others  and  he 
gave  his  life  in  unselfish,  loving,  caring,  sharing  service. 

He  was  a  great  spirit  whose  life  radiated  the  desire  expressed 
by  Charles  Meigs:  'Others,  Lord,  yes,  others — Let  this  my 
motto  be:  Help  me  to  live  for  Others,  that  I  may  live  like 
Thee."  '

He  attended  the 
Eastman  School  of  Music  where  he  was  a 
student  of  David  Craighead  and  the  School  of 
Sacred  Music  at  Union  Theological  Seminary 
in  New  York  from  which  he  received  a  master 
of  sacred  music  degree  in  1967. 

Mrs.  Stokes,  a  native  of  Amsterdam,  the 
Netherlands,  studied  the  cello  with  loel 
Krosnick  of  the  |uilliard  String  Quartet  at  the 
California  Institute  of  the  Arts,  where  she 


received  both  her  bachelor  and  master  of  fine 
arts  degrees.  She  received  a  master  of  music 
degree  from  Virginia  Commonwealth  Uni- 
versity where  she  was  a  cellist  of  the  VCU 
String  Quartet  from  1973-75  In  1970  the 
Canada  Arts  Council  awarded  her  a  grant  to 
enable  her  to  study  in  London  with  Chris- 
topher Buning. 

She  was  a  member  of  the  music  faculties  at 
Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale 
and  the  University  of  Wisconsin  at  Stevens 
Point.  Currently  she  is  a  resident  of  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  where  she  teaches  cello  and  per- 
forms solo  and  chamber  music  recitals 
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Dr.  Young  Cites  Growth,  Looks  to  Future 


Highlighting  Eton  College's  history  and  achievements.  President 
I  Fred  Young  challenged  the  college  community/  to  irnrry  on  the 
ipirit  exemplified  by  the  founders  of  the  school. 

FoUou'ing  are  Dr.  Young's  remarks  made  during  founders  Day 
activities  Marcit  7  in  Alumni  Memorial  Gymnasium: 

In  December  1888,  a  committee  of  five  men  stood  in  a  dense 
grove  of  oak  trees  across  the  street  from  where  we  are  today  and 
agreed  that  this  place  should  be  the  site  for  an  institution  of 
higher  learning,  which  the  small  but  ambitious  Southern 
Christian  Church  proposed  to  found.  On  March  11,  188". 
ninety  years  ago,  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  granted  a  charter  to  Elon  College;  the  first  term  began 
in  September  18'50;  and  three  students  graduated  at  the  first 
commencement  the  following  spring. 

Dr.  E.  L  Moffitt.  one  of  the  original  faculty  members  and  the 
third  president  of  the  college,  described  the  austerity  of  those 
first  years:  "one  building  for  administration,  instruction,  and 
housing  for  male  students,  and  it  far  from  completed — uails 
not  plastered,  only  a  few  split-bottomed  chairs  for  furnishings, 
no  light  but  oil  lamps,  no  heat  but  wood  stoves,  no  water  but 
the  told  college  well,  only  five  professors  and  108  students." 

Will  Long,  who  was  the  son  of  Dr  William  S.  Long,  Elon's 
first  president,  recalled  how,  during  the  construction  of  the 
first  building,  his  father  rode  thousands  of  miles  around  the 
countryside  trying  to  raise  funds  to  build  the  college.  One  day 
Dr.  Long  received  a  letter  from  his  bank  stating  that  unless 
certain  persons  signed  notes  the  bank  would  not  alloiv  any 
more  money  for  the  construction.  Young  Will  was  told  to  ride 
14  miles  to  see  Dr.  George  A.  Watson  beyond  Union  Ridge  in 
Alamance  County,  N.C,  The  message  was  simple:  "If  you  do 
not  sign  this  paper,  the  work  of  Elon  College  will  be  stopped.  " 
Fortunately,  for  all  of  us  here  today,  thousands  of  students,  this 
community,  the  state  and  region,  Dr  Watson  signed  that  paper 
and  the  crisis  passed,  but  there  were  others. 

Will  Long  said.  "My  father  and  mother  lived  in  a  three-room 
cottage  during  the  construction  of  the  building  They  slept  in 
one  room,  cooked  in  one,  and  fed  the  carpenters  in  the  other. 
My  father  sold  his  house  and  farm  for  $4,500  and  used  this 
money  to  bridge  a  gap.  This  was  the  beginning  of  Elon  Col- 
lege." 

After  this  inauspicious  beginning,  Elon  developed  gradually 
but  consistently.  Most  of  the  founding  fathers  were  still  living 
in  1923  when  a  substantial  portion  of  the  college  was  destroyed 
by  fire.  Refusing  to  abandon  the  work  they  had  begun,  the 
founders  took  the  lead  in  rebuilding  what  Governor  Cameron 
Morrison  had  termed,  "that  noble  institution."  Within  a  rela- 
tively short  time,  a  newspaper  columnist  could  report,  "There 
is  a  new  college  rising  from  the  ashes  of  the  old."  Construction 
of  the  five  major  buildings,  the  ones  connected  by  the  colon- 
nades, was  completed  in  1^26. 

Just  a  few  years  later  the  college  faced  another  crisis  as  severe 
as  the  fire — the  Great  Depression.  In  1932  the  physical  facilities 
were  in  deplorable  condition — weeds  sprouted  and  covered 
Ihe  lawn,  dorms  were  in  sad  repair;  heating,  water,  and  sew- 
age systems  were  inadequate.  Furthermore,  there  was  a  stag- 
gering indebtedness— $768,000,  which  would  be  equivalent  to 
over  S3  million  today  There  were  only  86  students  enrolled. 
The  faculty  had  22  members,  and  for  a  substantial  period, 
actually  over  two  years,  they  could  not  be  paid. 

Due  to  the  hard  work,  sacrificial  giving,  and  loyalty  of  faculty 
and  friends,  the  college  pulled  through  those  difficult  years, 
and  by  World  War  II  it  was  financially  stable.  After  the  war,  the 


college  entered  a  period  of  growth  in  enrollment,  financial 
resources,  physical  assets,  and  educational  programs.  Today, 
Elon  sen.'es  over  2.400  students  and  is  recognized  as  one  of  the 
major  independent  colleges  in  this  region. 

It  is  difficult  to  measure  the  impact  Elon  College  has  had  on 
the  27,840  students  who  have  attended.  We  can  look  around  to 
our  immediate  locality  and  note  the  highly  visible  alumni  who 
are  distinguishing  themselves  in  their  professions,  and  we  can 
assume  that  the  college  is  having  a  similar  effect  on  com- 
munities wherever  alumni  have  scattered. 

We  can  also  determine  the  real  value  of  this  college  by  noting 
that  Elon  has  always  served  and  continues  to  serve  a  substan- 
tial number  of  students  who  could  not  otherwise  secure  an 
education. 

This  college,  however,  makes  its  greatest  contribution  in 
areas  that  cannot  be  measured:  developing  the  inquiring  and 
open  mind;  cultivating  spiritual  values;  generating  a  love  for 
learning  and  the  arts;  and  encouraging  citizenship  and  public 
service. 

Because  Elon  contributes  so  much  to  the  quality  of  the  lives 
that  it  touches,  we  who  meet  here  today  are  charged  with  j 
special  responsibility  to  carry  on  this  cause  with  the  same  spirit 
and  same  devotion  shown  by  the  founding  fathers.  Not  only 
did  they  erect  the  buildings  and  initiate  the  educational  pro- 
grams they  also  established  the  foundations  for  a  communitv 
that  has  continued  throughout  the  past  90  years. 

Recalling  the  sacrifices  of  the  participants  in  those  dailv 
efforts  to  realize  their  dream — a  dream  that  was  based  or 
mutual  commitment  to  education  and  to  Christianity,  Will 
Long  remarked  "We  all  came  together  as  one  family  and  loved 
each  other  and  encouraged  every  possible  effort  to  make  'our 
college'  a  success.  We  called  it  'our  college.'  " 

That,  essentially,  is  our  calling — to  build  the  solidarity,  the 
commitment,  the  unity  of  purpose,  that  will  enable  us  to  meet 
successfully  the  challenges  of  the  future.  Our  founders  worked 
wisely  to  leave  us  the  place  in  the  sun  we  now  enjoy,  and  it  is 
our  solemn  duty  to  protect  and  develop  this  institution. 

We  honor  the  memory  of  our  founders  today.  Each  of  them 
richly  deserves  the  same  tribute  paid  to  London's  famous  ar- 
chitect. Sir  Christopher  Wren,  who  was  eulogized  with  the 
statement,  "As  for  his  monument,  you  have  only  to  look  about 
you."

Governor  Expresses  Belief  In  Elon 


North  Carolina  Govfriior  lames  B.  Hunt  jr.  rc-cmphasizcd  lus 
li.dication  to  education  during  his  visit  to  Elon  College  on  Founders 
Day    March  7 . 

Stressing  the  importance  of  higher  education,  he  told  the  audi- 
ence students  should  have  the  choice  betxueen  private  and  pubhc 
forms  of  higher  education  and  pledged  his  support  for  funding  to  the 
private  schools. 

The  full  text  of  Governor  Hunt's  remarks  concerning  Elon  Col- 
lege follows: 

Elon  College  has  come  a  long  way  since  the  early  1*^205.  after 
the  great  fire  of  TS23  that  destroyed  the  administration  build- 
ing, when  many  people  weren't  sure  the  college  could  survive 
the  next  10  years.  But  the  faculty,  students  and  the  friends  of 
Elon  College  took  up  that  challenge,  and  challenges  still  to 
come  and  u-orked  even  harder  to  build  the  kind  of  school  this 
state  can  be  proud  of  This  is  certainly  a  testimony  to  what 
people  can  do  for  themselves,  their  community  and  their  state. 

Private  higher  education,  particularly  church-related  educa- 
tion, IS  important  to  our  state.  We  have  the  good  fortune  of 
having  two  strong  systems  of  higher  education— public  and 
private.  Both  of  these  systems  are  vital  to  the  progress  of  North 
Carolina,  and  we  need  to  keep  both  of  them  strong. 

Our  private  colleges  and  universities  provide  an  atmosphere 
and  an  education  different  from  that  offered  by  our  state- 
supported  schools.  And  I  believe  our  people  should  have  the 
opportunity  to  take  advantage  of  that  alternative,  if  they  want 
to. 

Church-related  colleges,  like  Elon  College,  fill  a  special  need. 
Many  students  want  an  education  that  stresses  Christian 
commitments,  insights  and  values. 

People  are  different;  they  have  different  needs  and  interests. 
To  satisfy  that  diversity,  i  believe  it  is  proper  for  the  state  to 
promote  an  overall  system  of  higher  education  that  can  meet 
Ihose  different  needs  and  different  interests. 

That  is  why  I  am  a  strong  supporter  of  the  state's  financial 
assistance  for  North  Carolina  students  who  believe  their  own 
needs  can  best  be  met  at  a  private  college  or  university. 

I  have  proposed  to  the  General  Assembly  that  we  increase 
the  amount  of  legislative  grants  to  North  Carolina  students  in 
private  colleges  by  $75  per  student  in  the  first  year  of  the 
coming  budget  biennium,  and  by  another  $75  in  the  second, 
bringing  the  total  grants  to  $475  per  student  in  the  first  year  and 
S550  in  the  second.  The  cost  of  that  increase  over  the  next  two 
budget  years  will  be  $5,1  million. 

This  recommendation  emphasizes  my  strong  support  for  the 
private  colleges  and  universities  in  our  state.  Elon  College, 
because  of  the  quality  of  education  it  offers,  is  an  excellent 
example  of  what  private  colleges  can  mean  to  our  state. 

You  have  just  completed  the  first  phase  of  an  ambitious 
program  aimed  at  financing  improved  educational  oppor- 
tunities for  your  students.  And  1  think  the  name  of  this  pro- 
gram reflects  what  you  should  feel  at  having  surpassed  your 
goal  of  $2,5  million— PRIDE.  1  am  certain  that  this  two-phase, 
sii'-year  program — Providing  Resources  for  Institutional  De- 
velopment at  Elon — will  mean  a  lot  to  this  college  and  the 
people  it  serves. 

Vou  are  to  be  commended  for  being  able  to  decide  what  is 


needed  to  improve  the  quality  of  education  at  Elon  and  then 
going  after  the  financing  you  need  And  I  believe  the  funding 
could  be  used  for  no  better  purposes  than  for  providing  scho- 
larships.for  deserving  students,  for  developing  athletic  fields 
for  intercollegiate  and  intramural  sports,  for  renovating  major 
buildings  and  landscaping  to  provide  a  pleasant  environment 
for  serious  study,  and  for  the  planning  of  a  fine  arts  center.  lam 
certain  that  the  second  phase  of  this  program  will  meet  with  as 
much  success  as  the  first. 

Vou  have  a  lot  to  be  proud  of  in  Elon  College.  You  have  the 
fourth  largest  library  of  all  the  independent  colleges  and  uni- 
versities in  the  state.  You  have  a  wide-ranging  curriculum, 
taught  by  faculty  members  representing  a  wide  range  of  in- 
terests, origins  and  fields  of  study  And  you  have  a  record 
enrollment  this  year,  over  2,400  students,  representing  diverse 
backgrounds,  from  22  states  and  13  foreign  countries;  but,  at 
the  same  time,  strongly  representing  North  Carolina  with 
about  68  percent  of  the  total  student  population. 

Of  course,  with  such  a  strong  group  of  trustees,  led  by  my 
good  friend,  Thad  Eure,  I  can  certainly  understand  why  Elon 
College  has  made  such  great  progress  and  has  become  one  of 
the  best  private  institutions  in  our  state, 

1  want  to  commend  each  of  you  for  the  hard  work  you  have 
put  into  making  Elon  College  the  best  it  can  be,  and  1  want  to 
encourage  and  challenge  you  to  keep  up  that  hard  work,  and  as 
your  former  president,  William  Samuel  Long,  once  said, 
"make  Elon  College  the  )oy  and  pride  of  our  people,  a  great 
center  of  influence,  a  blessing  to  humanity."

Long  active  in  the  Democratic  Part>',  Hunt  was  college  direc- 
tor for  the  Democratic  National  Committee  in  !%2-b3  He  was 
elected  president  of  the  Wilson  Young  Democratic  Club  in 
l'5e)7,  and  in  1%8  he  was  elected  president  of  the  state  Young 
Democratic  Club,  He  was  a  delegate  to  the  1%8  National 
Democratic  Convention  and  authored  the  state  party  precinct 
manual,  "Rally  Around  the  Precinct."

Founders  Day  Celebrated  At  Elon 


On  a  September  morning  in  1439,  a  group  gathered  on  the 
Elon  College  campus  to  reflect  on  the  humble  beginnings  of  the 
school,  the  achievements  and  triumphs  during  the  first  50 
years 

It  was  a  full  day  of  activity  and  was  Elon's  first  recorded 
Founders  Day  event.  During  the  morning  session  a  magnolia 
tree  was  planted,  commemorating  the  school's  first  faculty 
Today  that  tree  still  stands  as  a  silent,  living  tribute  to  Elon's 
progress- 

Dr.  Emmett  L,  Moffitt  addressed  the  audience,  highlighting 
the  dedication  of  the  first  faculty  members  for  "faithfulness, 
gentleness  and  helpfulness."  As  the  day  continued.  Dr.  WillS, 
Long,  Jr..  son  of  the  school's  first  president,  reminisced  about 
his  family's  role  in  the  school's  first  years.  As  the  principal 
address  of  the  day,  North  Carolina  Governor  Clyde  R,  Hoey 
spoke  in  favor  of  the  United  States  supplying  material  for  the 
Allies  to  fight  Hitler's  Germany,  bringing  a  serious  note  to  the 
day's  events.  He  also  congratulated  the  "school  in  its  distinc- 
tive public  service  in  which  a  rich  contribution  has  been  made 
to  Christian  education." 

On  March  7  of  this  year,  again  a  governor  of  North  Carolina 
visited  Elon  College  for  a  Founders  Day  salute.  Unlike  the 
governor  who  spoke  forty  years  ago  about  impending  war, 
North  Carolina  Governor  James  B  Hunt  jr.  highlighted  Elon's 
importance  to  the  state  as  a  private  institution  of  higher  educa- 


tion, calling  for  administrators  and  faculty  and  students  to 
meet  the  challenges  of  today  and  move  forward. 

Again  on  this  Founders  Day  of  1979,  a  magnolia  tree  was 
planted  to  stand  opposite  its  sister  tree  planted  40  years  ago.  It 
will  stand  on  Elon's  campus  as  a  reminder  of  challenges  met,    , 
determination,  perseverance  and  progress. 

Founders  Day  celebrations  are  not  elaborately  observed 
every  year.  Founders  Day  has  been  observed  only  16  times 
since  the  first  occasion  in  1939.  In  the  beginning  the  celebra- 
tion took  place  in  Septembers  to  coincide  with  the  time  stu- 
dents first  entered  classes  in  September  of  1890.  Under  the 
administration  of  Dr.  |.  Earl  Danieley,  however,  the  event  was 
changed  to  be  celebrated  in  March,  the  month  of  the  school  f 
charter  in  1889, 

Founders  Day  celebrations  have  occurred  in  1939, 1940,  1941, 
1943,  1952,  1955,  1961,  1962,  1963,  1964,  1967,  1968,  1969,  1971, 
1973,  1976  and  1979,  On  these  occasions  people  representing  t 
occupations  ranging  from  prisoner  of  war  to  astronaut,  to  gov-  r 
ernor  to  presidential  counselor  have  visited  the  Elon  College 
campus  to  bring  words  of  challenge,  progress  and  hope  to  the 
audience. 

These  celebrations  allow  administrators,  faculty  and  stu- 
dents alike  an  opportunity  to  remember  the  past,  see  today  and 
move  forward  to  the  future.

The  Catholic  Encyclopedia  comments  on  "The  Stations  of  the 
Cross"  as  follows;  "The  Stations  or  Way  of  the  Cross  refer  to  a 
series  of  pictures  or  tableaux  representing  certain  scenes  in  the 
Passion  and  Death  of  Christ,  each  corr^ponding  to  a  particular 
incident  connected  with  the  Passion  They  are  usually  ar- 
ranged at  inter\'als  around  the  walls  of  a  church. 

"The  object  of  the  stations  is  to  help  the  faithful  make  in 
spirit  a  pilgrimage  to  the  principal  scones  of  Christ's  Passion 
and  Death.  The  devotion  is  carried  out  by  passing  from  station 
to  station,  meditating  on  each  incident  represented  in  the 
tableaux."

During  his  career  at  Elon.  he  e«ceHed  in  the 
lields  of  football  and  boxing.

Some  of  the  guys  who  once  played  for  Doc  at 
Elon  admitted  they  still  fear  the  gruff-voiced  menlor  who  now  lives  a 
relative  life  of  ease  on  hts  farm  at  Snow  Camp.  He  had  a  sharp  toe,  one 
said, 

A  glance  around  the  banquet  room  was  akin  to  reading  the  pages  of 
Who's  Who  in  Athletics  at  Elon  College,  They  came  from  tar  and  near 
MikeMoffocameatl  the  way  from  Waterbury,  Conn.,  ]ust  topay  honor 
to  his  coach 

Lou  and  Lou  were  there-^Roshelli  and  Robertson  So  was  their 
sidekick.  Sat  Gero.  one  of  the  roasters  NicK  Thompson,  Scott  Quaken- 
bush.  Hank  Hamrick  Husky  Hall,  Ben  Kendall,  Ray  Whitley,  Luther 
Conger  SherriilHall — the  list  is  endless.  An  estimated  300  people  were 
on  hand;  several  sent  telegrams  of  regrets,  including  |im  Mallory, 
whose  wife  is  ill, 

Mathis,  of  course,  was  inducted  into  the  Elon  Sports  Hall  of  Fame, 
.ind  former  Elon  prof  and  publicity  wizard  Luther  Byrd  did  the  honors. 
Presentation  of  the  Hall  of  Fame  plaque  was  incidental  to  the  real 
purpose  of  the  dinner,  which  was  to  honor  Doc  for  his  services  to  the 
school  and  also  kick  off  the  G    L.  (Doc)  Mathis  Scholarship  Fund. 

Hall,  former  Elon  pitching  great,  announced  during  the  fete  that  over 
SloOOO  already  has  been  raised  for  the  Fund,  which  will  offer  a  scholar- 
ship to  an  athlete  on  alternate  years  at  the  school 

Charlie  Harville,  WFMY-TV,  was  master  of  ceremonies,  and  Conger 
save  the  invocation,  and  the  roasting  began. 

Some  of  the  things  said  cannot  be  repealed  here. 

Kendall,  a  Peck's  Bad  Boy  of  sorts  when  he  starred  on  three  basket- 
ball teams  ot  Docs  that  made  the  NAIA  playoffs  in  Kansas  City,  said 
Mathis  was  always  accusing  Husky  Hall  ol  leading  him  astray 

So  finally  one  day,  '  Kendall  said,  I  went  to  Doc  and  told  him  the 
iruth.  'Doc'  I  said,    you're  exactly  right.  Husky's  doing  it  '  " 

Kendall  noted,  however,  that  none  of  the  players  called  Mathis 
Doc". 
Doc  was  always  fair,  and  sometimes  he'd  take  a  little  griping.  More 
often  he  d  tell  an  athlete,  'That  bus  that  brought  you  here  goes  right 
back  up  the  road  the  way  it  came,  if  you're  not  happv  here  *  He  kept 
sending'  Hank  Hamrickback  to  Madison-Mayodan,  and  Hall  lived  in 
Draper  ' 

Gero  recalled  the  time  Elon  went  to  High  Point  It  was  one  of  the  final 
vears  that  High  Point  fielded  a  football  team  "This  fullback  lor  the 
Panthers  gained  about  75  or  80  yards  m  the  first  hall  and  as  1  headed 
toward  the  sideline  near  halftime.  Doc  came  out  to  meet  me  He 
growled.  1  don't  want  that  (bleep)  to  gain  another  yard  through  our 
tine.'

Doc  spoke  his  mind' 

Gero  pointed  out  that  Mathis  always  said  what  was  on  his  mind 
pulled  no  punches.  He  saw  me  |ust  the  other  day  "  he  declared,  "and 
said  to  me.  Well.  Sal,  I  see  your  star  quarterback  (Andy  Headen) 
signed  with  Clemson  '  I  said.  That's  right,  coach  '  And  he  replied, 
'Well.  1  guess  you'll  have  to  go  back  to  coaching  next  season.'  " 

Rube  Wilson,  an  associate  of  Doc's  when  Mathis  was  a  scout  for  the 
Chicago  Cubs,  also  praised  the  Snow  Camp  man  for  his  contribution  to 
baseball,  but  he  didn't  roast  Doc  very  much  'I'm  |ust  glad,"  said 
Wilson,    "to  call  Doc  my  friend." 

Mathis,  of  course,  had  his  turn  following  the  roasting,  and  he 
praised  Byrd,  whom  he  has  known  since  his  high  school  days,  for  his 
publicity  work  for  Elon  athletics,  and  also  had  praise  for  Dr,  A  L 
Hook,  who  tor  manv  years  was  chairman  of  the  athletic  committee  at 
Elon, 

"Sometimes,"  Mathis  related,  'Dr.  Hook  is  too  much  of  a  gentle- 
man 1  recall  in  1457  when  our  football  team  (Sid  Vamey  was  head 
coach.  Doc  an  aide)  went  undefeated,  but  we  had  to  cancel  a  couple 
games  because  of  a  flu  outbreak  in  the  state, 

"The  Carolinas  Conference  had  a  meeting,  and  we  were  sure  they 
were  going  to  name  us  champions,  tor  we  had  beaten  Lenoir  Rhyne, 
the  only  other  team  with  a  chance  ot  getting  it.  It  broke  the  coaches'  and 
plavcrs'  hearts  when  Dr  Hook  recommended  that  the  title  go  to  LR 
(which  It  did).  And  1  wasn't  exactly  lumping  up  and  down,  myself." 

Mathis  whocoachedbaseballand  basketball  and  assisted  in  tootbaH 
durmg  a  nine-year  so|ourn  at  the  school ,  had  been  kidded  earlier  by 
Kendall  about  the  time  he  helped  Eleanor  Roosevelt  christen  a  ship 
when  he  worked  in  the  shipyards  at  Norfolk  during  World  War  11. 

Correcting  Kendall's  version.  Doc  said  "I  told  Mrs  Roosevelt  the 
winds  on  the  lames  River  were  tricky,  to  throw  the  champagne  bottle 
with  vigor  Shetoldme  'Youngman,  I  wasiaunchingships  whenyou 
were  in  knee-pants, '  whereas  she  swung  at  it  a  couple  times  and 
missed   1  grabbed  her  hand  and  finally  helped  her  break  the  bottle." 

Mathis  added  that  he  didn't  like  to  call  any  woman  ugly,  "But  Mrs. 
Roosevelt,  I  guess,  was  about  the  least  good-looking  person  1  ever 
saw  ■' 

In  a  moment  of  seriousness.  Mathis  told  his  many  players  that  they, 
not  he,  should  be  getting  the  honor  he  was  receiving.  'This,  "  he 
added,  "is  the  greatest  honor  I  have  ever  received  in  my  life  Nothing 
can  touch  it  "

Is  Democracy  Possible  In  Real  Life? 


Can  democracy  work  in  schools?  Do  family  lifestyles  lead  to 
involvemenl  in  the  democratic  system'  Can  management  and 
employees  cdst  in  a  true  democratic  relationship? 

In  short  can  our  democratic  system  work  in  everyday  life 
experiences? 

These  questions  and  others  were  raised  when  a  panel  of 
experts  visited  the  Elon  College  campus  to  discuss  the  future  of 
democracy.  This  program  was  sponsored  by  the  Liberal  Arts 
Forum  in  conjunction  with  the  Burlington  League  of  Women 
Voters  under  a  grant  from  the  North  Carolina  Humanities 
Committee. 

During  the  first  session,  Dr.  lohn  B.  Miner  explored  the 
business  sector  of  democracy  He  is  doctoral  program  coor- 
dinator and  research  professor  of  management  at  the  College  of 
Business  Administration  of  Georgia  State  University-  An  au- 
thor of  many  publications.  Or  Miner  has  held  positions  in  the 
business  and  academic  worlds  as  well  as  served  as  consultant 
to  many  large  American  corporations. 

During  another  session,  Dr   )ohn  C-  Gibbs  viewed  democ- 


racy and  justice  in  a  school  setting  that  is  often  undemocratic  in 
nature.  Dr.  Gibbs  is  a  research  associate  in  the  Center  for  Moral 
Education  at  Harvard  University 

On  the  second  day  of  the  program.  Dr.  John  H.  Scanzoni 
questioned  the  role  oi  family  and  democracy.  He  drew  conclu- 
sions about  family  participation  of  children  and  their  concern 
for  the  democratic  system  as  adults  He  is  a  professor  of  sociol- 
ogy at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Greensboro  where 
he  is  also  a  member  of  the  department  of  child  development 
and  family  relations. 

During  the  final  session  of  the  program,  Dr.  John  A.  Krom- 
kowski  asked,  "Can  democracy  be  revitalized  on  the  local 
level?"  He  directed  his  talk  towards  ethnic  groups,  cultural 
backgrounds  and  neighborhoods.  As  president  of  the  National 
Center  for  Urban  Ethnic  Affairs,  Dr.  Kromkoivski  is  a  support- 
er of  neighborhood  organization  involvement  He  was  assis- 
tant professor  of  government  and  research  associate  in  the 
Institute  for  Urban  Studies  at  the  University  of  Notre  Dame  for 
seven  years.

George  Jessel  was  presented  a  certificate  of  recognition  by 
Elon  College  Dean  of  Student  Affairs  William  Long  when  he 
was  in  Burlington,  N.C  ,  promoting  George  Washington's 
birthday  in  February  with  a  patriotic  show. 

Jessel,  a  stand-up  vaudevillian  who  entertained  troops  in 
three  different  wars,  was  recognized  for  "promotion  of  inter- 
national peace  and  understanding,"  according  to  Dr.  Robert 
Baxter,  vice  president  of  legal  affairs  at  the  college.

War  and  the  Vietnam  War,  During  the  last  war.  Jessel  made 
fifteen  trips  to  Vietnam,  was  wounded  and  subsequently  re- 
ceived medals  to  honor  his  heroics  there. 

In  his  more  than  80  years.  Jessel  has  been  a  Broadway  star;  a 
motion  picture  actor,  radio  and  television  personality  and 
headliner  of  nightclub  acts  in  addition  to  his  work  with  the 
troops. 

In  earlier  days,  Jessel  was  a  noted  song  and  dance  comedian 
who  brought  fame  to  the  song,  "My  Mother's  Eyes"  Through- 
out his  career,  his  patriotic  enthusiasm  has  gained  him  atten- 
tion at  many  levels.

Athletics  Grow,  Expand,  Meet  Success 


The  success  of  Elon  s  athletic  program 
through  the  years  has  to  be  attributed  to  the 
dediL-ated  coaches  that  the  college  has  been 
fortunate  enough  to  have,"  says  Melvin 
Shreves,  currently  the  chief  administrator  of 
Elon's  13-sport  program. 

When  athletics  first  emerged  on  the  oak- 
shaded  campus  in  the  late  18'JO's.  the  coaches 
were  either  student  coaches,  members  of  the 
teaching  faculty  or  volunteer  coaches.  Later 
professional  coaches  were  hired  as  intercol- 
legiate athletics  began  to  expand 

Those  early  coaches  included  such  out- 
standing individuals  as  Bob  Doak,  |ack  )ohn- 
son.  Frank  Corboy.  Douglas  Clyde 
'  Peahead"  Walker,  Horace  Hendrickson,  )im 
Mallory,  Sid  Varney.  and  Doc  Mathis,"  re- 
called Shreves.  "They  brought  Elon's  teams 
to  the  front  among  North  Carolina's  small 
colleges  by  dedicating  a  major  part  of  their 
careers  to  Elon  and  the  players  they 
coached," 

And  Shreves  says  that  today's  coaches  are 
|ust  as  dedicated,  if  not  more  so. 

"It's  my  belief  that  we  have  one  of  the  best 
staff  of  coaches  of  any  college  in  the  nation," 
adds  Shreves  "They  certainly  work  more 
hours  for  less  money  than  most  of  their  coun- 
terparts, but  their  most  outstanding  quality 
is  that  they  care;  they  take  a  personal  interest 
in  the  student  athletes  as  individuals,  not  |ust 
as  players,  and  they  are  loyal  to  Elon." 

Shreves  points  out  that  Elon's  staff  mem- 
bers average  seven  years  of  service  at  Elon 
and  that  six  members  have  been  at  Elon  for 
seven  years  or  more  'This  provides  Elon 
with  a  good  continuity  within  the  program 
A  constant  turnover  of  personnel  would  tend 
to  slow  the  development  of  a  program,  ' 
Shreves  observed.  "That  has  not  been  the 
case  here." 

Bill  Miller  is  the  senior  member  of  the 
coaching  staff  having  come  to  Elon  in  '['15'). 
Bill  IS  also  the  dean  of  the  Carolinas  Confer- 
ence basketball  coaches  and  is  highly  re- 
spected by  his  peers  He  has  had  numerous 
opportunities  to  accept  coaching  positions  at 
other  institutions,  but  he  loves  his  work  here. 
He  has  a  rough  exterior,  but  his  heart  is  al- 
ways in  the  right  place.  He'd  give  you  the 
shirt  off  his  back  it  you  needed  it." 


Head  football  coach  Icrry  Tolley  and  assis- 
tant Don  Kelly  rank  second  in  seniority  hav- 
ing joined  former  coach  Red  Wilson  here  in 
l%t.  Tolley  was  named  head  coach  in  Ji^??  to 
succeed  Wilson. 

"lerry  has  certainly  lived  up  to  all  expecta- 
tions," said  Shreves,  "He  has  given  his  assis- 
tants added  responsibilities  and  has  earned 
their  loyalty.  He  has  initiated  a  vigorous  and 
highly  organized  recruiting  organization 
within  the  staff  and  his  success  as  a  coach  is 
evidenced  by  the  success  his  teams  have  en- 
|oyed  in  the  past  two  seasons," 

Don  Kelly  also  serves  as  Elon's  tennis  coach 
and  was  once  the  coach  ol  a  short-lived 
swimming  team.  'Don  works  with  the  line- 
backers and  defensive  ends  in  football  and 
has  done  an  outstanding  job.  He  now  faces 
the  challenge  of  building  a  strong  tennis 
program  in  a  league  that  already  has  two  of 
the  best  small  college  teams  in  the  nation," 
added  Shreves. 

Clayton  [ohnson,  offensive  coordinator 
under  Tolley  and  head  track  coach,  joined 
Elon's  staff  in  1%9.  A  former  Elon  player  for 
Coach  George  Tucker  in  the  early  bOs.  lohn- 
son  has  been  a  main  force  in  the  rise  of  Elon's 
lootball  program  in  the  past  decade.

He  has  single- 
handedly  built  the  golf  program  into  a  na- 
tional power,  having  taken  Elon  teams  to  the 
national  tournament  five  of  the  past  seven 
years  and  finishing  as  national  runner-up 
twice   Bill  IS  a  hustler  from  the  word   go.'    *

the  women's  basketball  and  sottball  teams, 
and  Barbara  Yarborough,  women's  volleyball 
coach,  succeeded  Kay  Vow  after  she  went  to 
North  Carolina  State    Coach  )ackson  led  her 


Softball  team  to  the  NCAIAW  state  cham- 
pionship in  Division  1  last  spring  and  then 
her  basketball  team  finished  second  in  the 
Carolinas  Conference  this  year,  the  best 
finish  in  four  years.  Coach  Yarborough's  vol- 
leyball teams  have  shown  steady  improve- 
ment in  the  past  four  years  "We  are  ex- 
tremely fortunate  to  have  them  at  Elon,"  says 
Shreves. 

Newer  members  of  the  coaching  staff  in- 
clude Macky  Garden,  assistant  football  coach 
and  wrestling  coach;  Bob  McBee,  baseball 
coach;  Karen  Garden,  women's  tennis  coach. 
Linwood  Ferguson,  assistant  football  and 
track  coach;  and  Steve  Ballard,  soccer  coach 
and  assistant  sports  information  director.

Joseph  Evans  advises 
graduating  seniors 


Addressing  some  336  graduating  seniors,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Joseph  Evans  asked  each  one  in  the 
audience  to  examine  their  lives,  determine  their 
values  and  leam  tp  love. 

"Life,"  he  said,  "can  and  hopefully  will  be 
exhilarating,  wonderful,  glorious,  happy,  success- 
ful, fulfilling  —  some  of  the  time.  For  far  too 
much  of  the  time  life  will  be  cruel,  harsh,  rough, 
raw  and  rugged  —  excessive  in  its  disappointments. 

"My  wish,  my  prayer,  my  yearning  for  each  of 
you  of  this  graduating  class  in  these  grand  and 
awful  times  is  that  life  will  be  kind  to  you." 

To  avoid  the  harsh  times,  Dr.  Evans  suggested 
four  elements  which  can  help  in  that  quest:  time, 
risks,  values  and  love. 

Noting  that  the  years  often  glide  by  at  a  fast 
pace,  Dr.  Evans  told  the  students  to  measure  their 
time. 

"Of  all  the  gifts  and  advantages  that  are  yours, 
one  of  the  most  precious  is  time.  After  Ufe  and 
health,  the  most  precious  thing  you  have  is  time. 
Use  it  well." 

By  understanding  the  importance  of  time,  Dr. 
Evans  then  charged  the  students  to  take  risks  in 
order  to  avoid  wasting  time  in  the  wrong 
profession  and,  thereby,  spending  Ufe  unhappily. 

"Another  asset  you  have  at  this  juncture  of  your 
life  is  that  you  can  take  risks.  Youth  is  a  time  of 


'  life  when  risk-taking  is  not  a  danger.  It  can  be  an 
opportunity,"  he  advised. 

Before  the  students  step  into  responsibilities  of 
adulthood  and  permanency.  Dr.  Evans  told  them, 
"Soon  you  will  put  to  test  your  college  education. 
You  could  be  in  the  wrong  field.  Find  your  right 
place.  Change,  test,  search,  seek,  until  you  discover 
where  and  what  you  were  meant  to  be  and  do." 

Along  with  time  and  risks,  however,  Dr.  Evans 
told  the  graduates  that  values  must  accompany 
both. 

"Life  will  be  kind  to  you  if  you  base  it  on  a 
meaningful  set  of  values  .  .  .  We  are  sustained  over 
the  long  haul  not  by  the  abandonment  to  the 
ecstasy  of  the  moment,  but  by  what  we  trust  and 
believe." 

As  a  conclusion,  Dr.  Evans  stressed  the 
importance  of  love  and  trust  in  the  lives  of 
everyone.  By  placing  love  and  trust  with  another, 
Dr.  Evans  assured  the  class  of  1979  that  true 
happiness  will  be  found. 

"Life  will  be  truly  kind  to  you  if  you  find 
someone  to  love,  to  cherish,  to  serve  —  and  I  am 
not  talking  about  the  mess  that  loo  often  passes  for 
love.  True  fulfillment  comes  in  giving  oneself  to 
someone  else! 

"Find,  I  beseech  you,  someone  who  you  can 
love,  trust,  believe  in,  for  when  you  do,  you  will 
discover  who  you  are."

Graduation  exercises  at  Elon  College  were  held 
Sunday,  May  20.  During  the  ceremonies  336 
seniors  graduated  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Joseph  H. 
Evans  was  the  commencement  speaker. 

Evans  is  secretary  of  the  United  Church  of 
Christ  which  is  headquartered  in  New  York  City. 
He  was  awarded  a  bachelor  of  arts  degree  from 
Western  Michigan  University  and  earned  a  bachelor 
of  divinity  degree  from  Yale  University  Divinity 
School  in  1942.  During  that  year  he  was  ordained 
at  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  in  Chicago. 

In  addition  he  holds  a  doctor  of  human  letters 
from  Cedar  Crest  College  in  AUentown,  Pa.,  a 
doctor  of  humanities  from  Western  Michigan 
University  and  a  doctor  of  divinity  Honorary  degree 
from  the  Chicago  Theological  Seminary  in  Chi- 
cago. 

He  has  held  pastorates  at  several  Congregational 
churches  located  in  New  York,  Ohio  and  Illinois. 
For  almost  12  years  he  has  been  the  secretary  of 
the  denomination.  In  this  position  he  is  responsible 
for  keeping  the  official  proceedings  of  the  General 
Synod  and  of  the  meetings  of  the  executive  council.

Awards  were  presented  to  Dr.  Frank  Hayes  and 
Dr.  Marvin  Moss,  distinguished  alumni;  Carolyn 
Little  and  Dr.  Gerry  Oxford,  young  alumni;  and 
Roger  Gam  Jr..  a  special  friend  of  the  college.  The 
awards  were  presented  Saturday,  May  5,  during  a 
banquet  in  McEwen  Dining  Hall. 

A  1969  graduate  of  Elon,  Dr.  Gerry  S.  Oxford. 
3 1 ,  has  established  himself  in  the  field  of ' 
physiology  and  related  fields.  Author  of  many 
publications,  Dr.  Oxford  is  an  assistant  professor 
of  physiology  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
at  Chapel  Hill.  While  at  Elon,  he  worked  as  a 
laboratory  instructor  from  1966  until  his  1969 
graduation  cum  laude  with  a  bachelor's  degree  in 
biology.  In  1974  he  earned  a  Ph.D.  degree  in 
physiology  from  Emory  University.  Later  he  did 
postdoctoral  research  as  an  associate  at  Emory  and 
Duke  University  Medical  Center  concentrating  in 
physiology  and  pharmacology. 

He  has  held  fellowships  and  has  earned  honors 
which  include  the  William  Moseley  Brown  Award 
at  Elon,  the  N.D.E.A.  Predocioral  Fellowship  at 
Emory,  the  Tull  Fellowship  at  Emory  and  a 
postdoctoral  fellowship  in  neuroscience  at  Duke.

In  Roanoke  Rapids,  she  also  is  a  member  of 
many  civic  and  professional  organizations.

In  addition  to  his  work  at  Elon,  Gant  serves  as  a 
director  of  Wachovia  Bank  and  Trust  Company, 
the  United  Fund  and  the  Cherokee  Council  of  the 
Boy  Scouts  of  America.

Frank  Alfred  Hayes,  a  1942  graduate  of  Elon 
College,  is  the  director  of  the  Southeastern 
Cooperative  Wildlife  Disease  Study  at  the  Universi- 
ty of  Georgia's  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  a 
position  he  has  held  for  22  years.  Previously  he 
earned  both  his  bachelor  of  science  and  doctor  of 
veterinary  medicine  degrees  from  the  Georgia 
University.  A  lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Navy 
from  1943-47,  Dr.  Hayes  received  his  master  of 
science  degree  from  Auburn  University  in  1959. 

In  the  field  of  parasitology,  he  has  been  an 
instructor,  professor  and  administrator  for  many 
programs  at  the  Georgia  university.  Throughout  his 
career  he  has  been  recognized  for  his  outstanding 
work.  Among  these  recognitions,  he  has  been 
named  alumnus  of  the  year  at  the  Georgia  school; 
was  selected  an  American  Man  of  Science;  and  won 
the  Blue  Key  Faculty  Member  award.  He  has  been 
comm_ended  by  many  groups  including  the  Georgia 
House  of  Representatives,  the  Southeastern  Associ- 
ation of  Game  and  Fish  Commissioners  and  the 
Florida   Game  and  Fresh  Water  Fish  Commission. 

Dr.  Hayes  is  a  member  of  various  honor  societies 
including  Sigma  Xi,  Phi  Sigma,  Phi  Zeta,  Alpha 
Zeta  and  Blue  Key.  Among  his  professional 
memberships,  he  is  involved  with  the  American 
Association  of  Veterinary  Parasitologists,  American 
Veterinary  Medical  Association,  international  As- 
sociation of  Game,  Fish  and  Conservation  Com- 
missioners, the  Wildlife  Society  and  United  States 
Health  Association.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the 
Defenders  of  Wildlife,  Ducks  Unlimited  and  the 
National  Rifle  Association. 

An  expert  in  the  field  of  animal  diseases,  the 
58-year-old  native  of  Raleigh,  N.C,  is  the  author 
of  numerous  publications.  Also,  he  has  helped 
patent  a  number  of  different  methods,  devices  and 
techniques  for  administering  drugs  into  animals. 

Dr.  Hayes  is  co-inventor  of  the  internationally 
known  Cap-Chur  Equiprnent  and  the  nationally 
known  Sentry  Collar  among  other  accomplish  - 
ments.  In  addition,  he  has  been  instrumental  in 
procuring  more  than  $5  million  in  research  funds 
for  many  studies  of  parasitology  and  related  fields. 

Dr.  Marvin  Moss  has  achieved  world-wide 
recognition  in  the  area  of  nuclear  non-prohferation 
and  has  worked  with  such  projects  as  SALT  and 
Nuclear  Weapon  Test  Bans.  Dr.  Moss,  a  1954 
graduate  of  Elon  College  with  degrees  in  physics 
and  mathematics,  is  associate  director  for  energy 
research  in  the  U.S.  Department  of  Energy.  In  this 
position  he  is  involved  in  domestic  nuclear  policy, 
in  inlernational  ramifications  of  nuclear  energy  and 
with  other  basic  energy  issues. 

He  has  served  as  lead  coordinator  for  numerous 
studies  prepared  for  the  President's  National 
Security  Council,  for  the  State  Department  and  for 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Energy,  traveling  to  many 
foreign  countries  in  (his  capacity.  In  1975  he  joined 
the  U.S.  State  Department  as  director  of  the 
nuclear  division  where  he  worked  on  strategic 
nuclear  problems  before  undertaking  his  present 
position. 

Dr.  Moss,  who  hojds  an  M.S.  degree  in  nuclear 
engineering  and  a  Ph.D.  degree  in  physics  from 
North  Carolina  State  University,  is  a  member  of 
the  American  Physical  Society,  the  American 
Association  of  Physics  Professors,  the  Arms 
Control  Association,  Sigma  Xi,  Phi  Kappa  Phi  and 
Sigma  Pi  Sigma.  For  his  work  in  nuclear  concerns, 
Dr,  Moss  has  received  numerous  awards  and  held 
various  positions  of  leadership. 

A  former  professor  of  physics  at  NCSU,  Dr. 
Moss  was  a  senior  research  fellow  at  the  Imperial 
College,  the  University  of  London  and  Kings 
College.  He  has  authored  several  publications  and 
holds  two  patents  dealing  with  the  nuclear  field. 

A  resident  of  Falls  Church,  Va.,  Dr.  Moss  and 
his  wife  Kay  have  three  children,  Shauna,  Derek 
and  Steve. 
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Gas  shortage  worried  Elon  scientist  50  years  ago 


Mary  of  us  are  resigned  to  the  idea  that  driving 
is  an  expensive  habit  these  days.  WheeUng  into  gas 
stations,  we  prepare'  ourselves  to  confront  the 
89.9-cent  per  gallon  price  mirrored  on  the  face  of 
the  inanimate  pump.  With  its  pattern  of  black  and 
white  squares,  the  pump's  face  seems  to  be  smiUng 
at  our  misery,  hose  on  hip  Uke  an  old  man  saying, 
"I  told  you  so." 

However,  if  it  is  any  consolation,  the  problem  of 
gasoline  and  its  threatening  shortage  is  not  a  new 
situation. 

An  Elon  College  graduate  called  for  conservation 
and  new  alternatives  as  far  back  as  1928— more 
than  50  years  agol  In  the  Elon  Alnmnl  Voice  of 
that  year.  Dr.  Dan  Wicker  wrote  a  three-page 
article  concerning  the  supply  of  gasoline  and  its 
imminent  demise. 

Dr.  Wicker  has  known  Elon  both  as  a  faculty 
member's  son  and  as  a  graduate  of  the  class  of 
1926.  In  that  year  he  earned  an  A.B.  degree  in 
chemistry  and  mathematics.  His  father.  Dr.  W.C. 
Wicker,  was  an  1893  Elon  graduate,  and  his 
mother  attended  Elon's  predecessor,  Graham 
College. 

As  Dr.  Wicker  related  it,  his  father  was 
instrumental  in  establishing  Elon's  school  of 
education  and  chaired  the  departments  of  mathe- 
matics  and   philosophy.    The    school's    seal    was 


designed  by  his  father  and  the  board  of  trustees 
approved  it  in  1911.  Dr.  Wicker's  father  died  in 
1939  and  his  mother  died  in  1967.  Following  her 
death,  the  college  bought  the  Wicker  home.  It  later 
became  the  house  of  Tau  Kappa  Epsilon  Fra- 
ternity. Years  later  the  home  was  razed. 

Today  Dr.  Wicker  is  a  resident  of  Landrum, 
S.C,  following  a  career  in  paper  and  fibers.  As  a 
chemist,  Dr.  Wicker  has  always  had  a  keen  interest 
in  the  value  and  supply  of  fuel.  In  1928  he  wrote, 
"When  the  Tank  Goes  Dry"  and  cautioned  readers 
to  be  aware  of  wasteful  consumption. 

As  far  back  as  1928,  the  automobile's  impact 
was  ah-eady  being  felt.  "The  automobile  has 
exhibited  a  mutation  from  a  relatively  scarce, 
toy-like  luxury  to  a  system  of  milUon  of  units 
which  forms  a  fundamental  artery  of  commerce 
and  industry,"  Dr.  Wicker  wrote. 

He  spoke  of  standing  "on  a  busy  street  comer 
and  watching  the  numerous  devices  which  depend 
on  the  combustion  of  gasoline  for  power  .  .  . 

"As  we  gaze  upward  at  government  mail  planes 
speeding  on  their  course  at  a  rate  of  which  the 
riders  of  the  famous  Pony  Express  never  dreamed, 
we  probably  congratulate  ourselves  on  living  in  this 
age  of  science  and  invention." 

In  1928,  Dr.  Wicker  said  scientists  and  men  of 
the  industrial  world  were  "striving  to  answer  . 


.when  the  petroleum  supply  will  be  exhausted  and 
what  should  be.  .  .a  substitute  for  it."  Ironically, 
today  scientists  and  men  of  the  industrial  world 
remain  concerned  about  the  fuel  shortage  and  are 
still  looking  for  a  substitute.  In  1979  these  experts 
are  looking  to  "gasahol"  to  alleviate  the  problem. 
In  1928  experts  were  turning  to  methanol,  a  fuel 
synthetically  produced  from  wood  alcohol,  as  the 
substitute. 

"A  flood  of  methanol  was  expected  to  supplant' 
gasoline  and  motor  fuel  and  commercial  solvem 
interests  seemed  to  be  facing  disaster.  But  no  such 
consequences  followed,  and  synthetic  wood  alcohol 
was  soon  dropped  from  the  public  mind." 

At  that  point  in  1928,  Dr.  Wicker  was  very 
optimistic,  however,  that  scientists  of  the  day 
would  conquer  the  impending  gasoline  shortage 
even  in  the  face  of  public  apathy. 

"The  general  public  is  very  little  concerned  over 
the  possibility  of  a  shortage,"  he  reported. 

This  Elon  graduate  was  asking  a  question  in  1928 
that  is  commonplace  in  conversations  of  1979,  a 
question  which  makes  headlines  nearly  every  day 
now. 

His  quesrion  was,  "Do  we  realize  how  rapidly 
Nature's  supply  of  petroleum  is  being  drained,  or 
the  full  force  of  the  old  adige,  'You  never  miss  the 
gasoHne  until  the  tank  goes  dry?""

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Koury  Field  House  to  be  constructed 


An  athletic  field  house  to  be  built  at  Elon 
College  will  be  named  in  memory  of  a  Lebanese 
immigrant,  John  A  Koury,  who  beheved  in  the 
value  of  education  even  though  he  never  achieved 
much  forma!  education  himself. 

The  John  A.  Koury  Field  House  will  be  built 
with  funds  provided  by  his  sons,  Maurice  and 
Ernest  Koury  of  Burlington,  N.C. 

The  structure  will  house  dressing  rooms,  showers 
and  supporting  facilities  for  Elon's  football, 
baseball,  soccer,  track  and  softball  teams.  U  will  be 
constructed  near  the  Newsome  Baseball  Field  on 
the  Elon  campus.  The  $150,000  building  will  cover 
approximately  5,000  square  feet.  Vernon  Lewis  of 
Burlington  is  architect  for  the  project   which  is 


expected  to  be  completed  in  early  1980. 

"The  field  house  will  mean  a  great  deal  in  that  it 
will  give  our  growing  athletic  program  modem, 
convenient  dressing  and  equipment  facilities  on 
north  campus  adjacent  to  the  new  athletic  fields," 
said  Athletic  Coordinator  Melvin  Shreves. 

"Ernest  and  Maurice  Koury  have  been  long-time 
supporters  of  Elon's  athletic  program  and  we  are 
appreciative  of  this  outstanding  contribution  which 
will  stand  not  only  as  a  monument  to  their  father, 
but  to  them  as  well. 

"Elon's  athletic  program  has  grown  because  of 
the  help  and  support  of  people  like  the  Kourys," 
Shreves  said,  adding,  "We  are  deeply  grateful." 

In  1906  John  Koury  first  visited  America.  At

that  lime  he  was  fleeing  Beirut,  Lebanon,  which 
was  in  religious  turmoil.  He  was  16  years  old. 
Later  he  returned  to  his  native  land  but  came  back 
to  the  Burlington  area  again  in  191S.  He  never 
returned  to  live  again  in  Lebanon. 

To  earn  a  living  in  America,  Koury  became  a 
piecegoods  salesman.  Even  though  he  was  just 
learning  to  speak  English  he  advanced  rapidly  in 
his  work.  In  time  he  became  owner  and  operator  of 
his  own  dress  shop  on  Front  Street  in  downtown 
Buritngton.  The  year  was  1927. 

As  owner  of  the  Princess  Dress  Shop,  Koury  was 
one  of  the  first  merchants  in  thi^  area  to  sell 
clothing  on  credit.  His  sons  remember  the  day  their 
parents  went  to  the  courthouse  in  Greensboro, 
N.C.  to  become  American  citizens.  The  couple  had 
six  children:  Ernest,  Maurice,  Marshall,  George, 
Salve  and  Pauline.  As  the  children  grew,  they  knew 
the  emphasis  father  John  placed  on  education. 
Every  child  eventually  achieved  higher  education. 
Two  sons,  Ernest  and  Marshall,  attended  Elon 
College,  while  M_aurice  and  George  went  to  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill.  Salve 
graduated  from  Immaculata  in  Washington,  D.C., 
while  his  sister  Pauline  is  a  graduate  of  Sacred 
Heart  in  Belmont. 

Today  Ernest  and  Maurice  share  responsibilities 
as  owners  of  the  Carolina  Koury  Hosiery  Mill. 
Marshall  operates  the  dress  shop  his  father 
established,  now  known  as  Koury's  Dress  Shop 
and  still  located  in  the  downtown  area.  Their 
brother  George,  is  a  practicing  physician  in 
Burlington.  Pauline  resides  in  St.  Augustine,  Fla., 
while  Salve  is  living  in  Raleigh,  N.C. 

Ernest  remembers  his  father  eagerly  waiting  for  a 
Lebanese  newspaper  to,  arrive  each  week  from  New 
York.  When  he  received  it,  Koury  would  take  the 
paper  to  a  quiet  place  and  read  all  he  could  about 
the  latest  happenings  in  his  native  land. 

Koury  died  in  1953  at  the  age  of  65,  a  man 
dedicated  to  education,  hard  work  and  integrity. 

"This  addition  will  also  free  some  valuable  space 
in  Alumni  Gym  thai  has  been  used  by  the  football 
team  since  it  was  completed  in  1949."  says  Shreves. 
"Now  we  will  be  able  to  provide  dressing  facilities 
for  our  wrestling  and  tennis  teams  and  for  visiting 
teams.  In  addition,  we  will  have  some  much  needed 
office  space." 

The  field  house  will  include  a  training  room, 
coaches'  dressing  room,  public  restrooms  for 
Newsome  Field  spectators,  and  laundry  facilities.

Football  at  Elon  in  1979,  the  70th  Anniversary 
of  the  sport's  beginning  at  Elon,  will  be  hard 
pressed  to  top  that  of  the  1978  season.  Elon  tied 
for  the  SAC-8  title  and  advanced  to  the  National 
Championship  game  in  the  "City  of  Palms  Bowl." 
Finishing  ranked  number  two  in  the  nation  leaves 
but  "one"  left.  As  head  coach  Jerry  ToUey 
reiterates,  "It  will  take  the  greatest  year  in  Elon's 
football  history  to  lay  claim  to  the  National 
Championship.  Il  is  our  goal  to  win  the  SAC-8 
crown  and  to  bring  the  National  Championship  to 
Elon  College  for  the  first  time  ever." 

After  an  excellent  spring  practice  the  coaching 
staff  was  extremely  optimistic  for  the  1979 
campaign.  Losing  but  six  starters  to  graduation, 
the  Fighting  Christians  return  eight  starters  on 
offense  and  seven  on  defense  with  the  nucleus  of 
standouts  returning  on  both  sides  of  the  line. 

Linebacker  James  Riddle  is  again  captain  of  thr 
Fightin'  Christians  with  guard  Donovan  Brown, 
end  John  Richards  and  safely  Bryan  Burney  thii 
year's  co-captains. 

Offensively,  Elon  wilt  return  its  entire  starling 
backfieid  in  QB  Mike  Currin,  fullback  James  Dove 
and  All- American  halfback  Bobby  Hedrick. 
Hedrick,  who  will  be  a  junior  in  1979,  gained  over 
1500  yards  and  scored  20  TD's  in  the  1978  season. 
Jeff  Michel  at  QB,  part-time  starter  Bob  DeFrenn 
at  fullback  and  sophomore  tailback  Dave  Gatton 
give  Elon  excellent  depth  in  the  backfieid. 

Elon  lost  all  three  of  its  top  wide  receivers,  but 
Tolley  believes  their  replacements  are  as  good  —  it 
not  better.  Senior  Larry  Smith  will  be  at  one  spot 
while  sophomore  Steve  Bargas  will  man  the  other 
spot.  Western  Carolina  transfer  Don  Ricks  is 
challenging  for  a  starting  spot  along  with  senior 
Bill  Doggett.  Elon  returns  junior  standout  Joey 
Hackett  at  the  tight  end  spot.  The  6-5,  225-lb. 
Greensboro  native  is  being  compared  with  another 
past  Elon  standout.  Rich  McGeorge.  after  an 
excellent  finish  last  season. 

The  offensive  line  looks  to  be  bigger  and 
stronger  with  more  size.  At  center,  6-2,  21D-lb. 
Bruce  Morgan  returns  while  the  guard  spots  are 
held  down  again  by  6-0.  207-Ib.  Donovan  Brown 
and  6-2,  210-lb.  Tom  Schoch.  Top  backups  are 
Tony  Pethel  and  Mike  Teachey.

two  big  transfers  should  give  Elon  more  power  off 
the  ball.  With  6-4,  244-lb.  Chris  Robins,  a  transfer 
from  Villanova,  and  6-4,  231-lb.  Robert  Bickel,  a 
transfer  from  Duke,  Elon  will  have  size  and 
experience  at  the  tackle  spot.  Freshman  starter  Ken 
Houston,  himself  6-0,  246-lbs.,  is  battling  to  hang 
on  to  a  starting  spot. 

"If  we  develop  cohesiveness  in  the  line  and  our 
wide  receivers  come  through  as  we  expect,  the 
offense  should  produce  more  consistently  than  last 
season,"  commented  Tolley. 

Linebacker  James  Riddle  leads  an  aggressive 
defense  that  returns  seven  starters.  Riddle,  the  team 
captain  from  Chuluota,  Florida,  led  Elon  in  solo 
tackles  with  100  last  season  and  was  named  to  the 
All-Conference  and  All-District  teams  while  also 
being  selected  honorable  mention  Ail-American. 
The  other  linebacker  spot  looks  to  be  held  down  by 
5-11  sophomore  Ernie  Tootoo. 

The  inferior  defensive  line  lost  two  of  three 
starters  including  honorable  mention  Ail-American 
Randy  Michaelson.  Jerry  Cook,  6-4.  250-lbs.  will 
return  at  one  tackle  while  sophomore  Adrian 
Robertson,  6-4,  255-lbs.,  has  earned  the  stariing 
spot  at  the  other  tackle.  Eddie  Bulen,  who  saw 
plenty  of  action  in  1978,  has  nailed  down  the 
noseguard  position.  The  two  ends  are  held  down  by 
6-2,  202-lb.  senior  standout  returnee  John  Richards 
and  6-2,  188-lb.  cat-quick  Reggie  Tice,  who  trans- 
ferred to  Elon  from  Wake  Forest. 

The  entire  defensive  secondary  returns  intact  and 
is  led  by  senior  free  safety  Bryan  Burney  who  set 
an  Elon  record  with  12  interceptions  in  1978. 
Strong  safety  Charles  Womach  joins  cornerbacks 


Dave  Vaughn,  Dennis  Walker  and  Greg  Bynum  to 
complete  a  secondary  that  intercepted  31  passes  last 
season,  also  an  Elon  record. 

"Defensively,  we  have  the  potential  to  be 
outstanding,  especially  if  the  new  boys  in  our 
interior  line  come  through,"  said  Tolley  on  his 
defenders. 

The  kicking  game  is  a  question  mark  with  the 
loss  of  Mitch  Rippy  who  won  numerous  games  for 
Elon  the  past  two  seasons  with  long  field  goals. 
This  looks  to  be  Elon's  biggest  problem  going  into 
next  season.  The  punting  is  in  the  capable  hands  of 
Phil  Melton  who  Tolley  believes  could  lead  the 
league  next  season. 

Elon's  overall  team  speed  looks  to  be  improved 
and  size-wise  the  team  is  bigger,  especially  in  the 
trenches.  ''Most  of  our  boys  have  been  together 
now  for  a  year  which  gives  us  maturity  as  a  team," 
said  Tolley.  "As  a  team  we  are  faster  and  we 
definitely  are  much  stronger  than  last  season," 
concluded  Tolley- 

Asked  to  predict  next  season,  Tolley  is  quick  to 
point  out  everyone  will  be  trying  to  knock  off  the 
Fightin'  Christians.  "The  SAC-8  is  well-balanced 
and  extremely  tough  all  the  way  down  the  line. 
Last  season  there  were  two  or  three  teams  thai 
could  have  been  in  the  playoffs  and  this  year  will 
be  no  different,"  commented  Tolley.  But  he  added. 
"On  paper  we  look  to  be  better  than  last  season.  If 
we  get  the  right  chemistry  working  we  just  might 
reach  our  goals."  Those  goals,  so  far,  have  only 
been  part  of  an  impossible  dream,  but  1979  —  70 
years  after  Elon's  first  team  took  the  field — may  be 
the  year  that  the  dream  becomes  a  reality. 


Jerry  Tolley  begins  third  season 


Elon  head  coach  Jerry  Tolley  begins  his  third 
season  at  the  reins  of  the  Fighting  Christian 
football  team.  A  native  of  Edenton,  the  East 
Carolina  graduate  has  already  established  an 
outstanding  reputation  as  a  topflight  coach. 

Prior  to  taking  on  the  head  coaching  job  Tolley 
served  as  an  ■  assistant  coach  and  defensive 
coordinator  at  Elon  for  10  seasons. 

After  a  9-2  mark  in  his  initial  season  as  coach, 
Tolley  last  year  foriified  his  respect  among 
colleagues  with  a  11-2-1  mark  that  included  sharing 
the  SAC-8  title  with  Presbyterian  and  No.  2 
ranking  in  the  final  NAIA  poll.  He  led  the  Fighting 
Christians  through  two  playoff  victories  to  McAl- 
len,  Texas  where  Elon  played  in  the  national 
championship  game. 

On  his  success  as  Elon's  head  coach,  Tolley  is 
quick  to  point  out  that  he  learned  under  a  great 
one.  Coach  Wilson.  Adds  Tolley,  "Our  coaches  all 
do  a  great  job,  especially  Coaches  Johnson, 
Garden,  Kelly,  Ferguson  and  Coach  Brown  who  is 
now  at  Duke  with  Coach  Wilson." 

With  last  season's  showing  Tolley  came  out  of 
the  shadows  of  his  predecessor  and  now  is 
establishing  his  own  coaching  identity.  As  to  the 
upcoming  season  Tolley  is  confident  his  charges 
will  again  make  a  run  at  the  national  cham- 
pionship. Though  surprised  Elon  was  not  picked  to 
win  the  SAC-8  title  in  1979,  he  is  optimistic  Elon 
will  again  have  an  outstanding  season. 

Tolley  believes  that  enthusiasm  is  a  key 
ingredient  in  coaching.  His  mannerism  also  projects 
this  eagerness  to  be  a  winner.  "We  have  a  winning 


program  here  and  we  stress  to  our  players  the 
importance  of  continuing  this  tradition  —  enthus- 
iasm breeds  success  and  greater  confidence,"  he 
affirms.  It  is  very  evident  that  ToUey  has  not  only 
continued  a  winning  tradition,  but  is  now  building 
his  own  legend  at  Elon. 
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Busy  fall  for  Elon  athletics 


Besides  football  Ejpn  College  will  have  four 
other  athletic  teams  competing  this  year.  Volley- 
ball, women's  tennis,  soccer  and  golf  all  begin  their 
season  in  early  September. 

The  Golden  Girls  volleyball  team  is  looking  good 
for  the  upcoming  season  and  coach  Barbara  Yar- 
borough  is  confident  that  the  netters  will  improve 
on  their  showing  of  a  year  ago. 

With  a  schedule  that  included  North  Carolina 
State,  Wake  Forest,  Guilford  and  High  Point,  Elon 
will  have  a  tough  road  if  they  are  to  capture 
conference,  regional  and  state  titles.  Coach  Yar- 
borough  believes  Elon  has  the  potential  to  play 
with  the  teams  on  the  schedule.  Commented  Yar- 
borough,  "We  have  some  excellent  talent  here  at 
Elon.  Volleyball  is  such  a  mental  game  that  it  is 
not  the  physical  play,  but  mental  concentration 
that  determines  the  winner  most  often."  This  is  the 
key  to  the  Golden  Girls  success  in  1979. 

Leading  Elon  will  be  senior  Jane  Cooper,  junior 
Barby  Adcock  and  sophomore  Barbara  Carter. 
Other  top  returnees  are  junior  Sue  Bias  and 
sophomore  Gina  Rhew.  The  lone  newcomer 
counted  jon  to  lend  a  hand  is  Penny  Moore. 

Predictions  don't  come  fast  from  Coach  Yar- 
borough,  but  she  does  believe  that  '79  will  be  a 
"good  year." 

Elon  women's  tennis  team  turned  in  a  7-10 
record  in  their  first  season  under  Coach  Karen 
Garden.  As  can  be  expected.  Garden  is  optimistic 
that  1979-80  will  bring  even  better  fortunes  to  the 
Golden  Girls.

Wall  was  a  state  champ  in  the  5th  flight  singles  in 
1979. 

Garden  predicts  the  Golden  Girls  tennis  fortunes 
will  only  get  better  this  year.  Commented  Garden, 
"Hard  work  and  a  little  luck  could  give  us  an 
excellent  season."  This  will  come  soon  if  Coach 
Garden  has  her  way. 

After  a  2-11-1  campaign  in  1978,  the  Elon  soccer 
team  will  be  attempting  to  turn  its  program  around  / 
under  second-year  coach  Steve  Balljird.  i  — 

With  a  year  of  recruiting  Ballard  hopes  that  Elon 
will  be  more  competitive.  Top  newcomers  to  the 
Fighting  Christian  side  should  be  fullback  Scott 
Reynolds,  halfbacks  George  Bakatsias  and  Bob 
Ramsey  and  forward  Nathan  Pulkingham.  These 
four  join  returning  starters  goalie  Kevin  McCau- 
ley,  halfback  Eric  Wigren  and  sweeper  Mike 
Curtis. 

Ballard  is  confident  his  hooters  will  be  more 
competitive  on  the  field.  Whether  Elon  makes  up 
the  difference  between  High  Point,  Guilford, 
Campbell  and  Belmont-Abbey  will  be  told  on  the 
field.  Elon  College  will  play  a  better  brand  of 
soccer  which  is  what  Ballard  believes  is  necessary  to 
build  a  winning  program.  That,  Ballard  hopes,  is 
not  far  off. 

After  a  first  place  Carolinas  Conference  finish, 
second  place  District  26  finish  and   10th  overall 


finish  in  the  nation,  most  coaches  would  be 
satisfied  with  a  good  season.  Not  so  Elon  Coach 
Bill  Morningstar.  Comments  Momingstar,  "Elon 
now  has  a  national  reputation  — our  finish  last  year 
in  the  national  tournament  was  a  poor  one." 

Thus  Morningstar  went  out  and  recruited 
perhaps  his  best  group  of  freshmen  golfers  ever.  To 
replace  graduating  All-American  David  Graham, 
Morningstar  recruited  Dave's  brother,  Daimy,  who 
played  number  one  at  Mt.  Airy.  Other  top  signees 
were  Mike  Shoffner,  number  one  player  at 
Graham;  Keith  Myers,  Virginia  State  champion; 
R^mey  Mize,  number  one  at  Martinsville  High 
School.  Virginia  and  former  Virginia  State  cham- 
pion Keith  Decker  who  comes  to  Elon  by  wayof 
North  Carolina  State. 

Adding  these  five  to  a  strong  nucleus  of 
returning  golfers  has  Momingstar  optimistic  for  the 
upcoming  fall  and  spring.  Former  North  Carolina 
State  champion  Randy  Jarrett  from  Eden;  Frank 
Jones  from  Danville,  Virginia;  captain  and  senior

"We've  got  some  good  returning  players 
and  an  outstanding  group  of  freshmen  that  give  us 
the  talent  to  make  a  run  for  the  title  if  we  play  to 
our  potential,"  states  Morningstar.  From  past 
records  and  seasons  that  might  just  happen  in  '80. 


Stadium  named 
for  Alumnus 

W.G.  "Bill"  Stoner,  a  member  of  the  class  of 
1923,  was  honored  by  his  hometown  community 
this  summer  when  the  City  of  Greensboro 
dedicated  the  W.G.  Stoner  Stadium  in  recognition 
of  the  contributions  he  has  made  to  youth  baseball 
in  that  community. 

Dedication  ceremonies  at  Jaycee  Park,  of  which 
Stoner  Stadium  is  the  keystone,  included  an  award  ' 
presentation  to  Bill  Stoner  by  Greensboro  Mayor 
Jim  Melvin  and  the  thro^ying  out  of  the  first  ball 
by  Stoner  to  the  mayor.  Elon  was  represented  at 
the  ceremonies  by  Dr.  &  Mrs.  A.L.  Hook,  Dr.  J.E. 
Danieley  and  Dr.  Jo  Watts  Williams. 

Bill  Stoner  first  became  involved  with  youth 
baseball  by  organizing  the  first  American  Legion 
team,  Burtner  Post  No.  53,  in  1927.  He  served  as 
general  manager,  coach,  fund  raiser,  you  name  it, 
for  that  team  for  over  40  years.  In  1953,  together 
with  Bill  White,  Stoner  helped  organize  Greens- 
boro's Pony  Baseball  program.  And  then  in  1962 
he,  with  several  other  individuals,  started  Greens- 
boro Youth  Baseball,  Inc.  and  Greensboro's  Colt 
League  program.  He  even  coached  a  little  league 
team  in  1968. 

"Mr.  Stoner's  contributions  to  youth  baseball 
are  countless,"  say  officials  of  Greensboro  Youth 
Baseball,  Inc.  "Over  the  years,  he  has  been  the 
over-all  top  fund  raiser  for  the  organization.  He 
has  given  many  young  players,  who  could  not 
afford  to  pay,  baseball  equipment  —  gloves,  shoes, 
bats  and  more.  He  has,  through  his  business  and 
his  personal  means,  contributed  a  substantial 
amount  of  money  to  all  of  the  youth  baseball 
programs.  But  more  importantly,  he  has  given 
himself  to  youth  baseball.  And  that  is  why  the 
Greensboro  baseball  facility  was  named  in  his 
honor." 

The  baseball  facility  located  in  Jaycee  Park  is  the 
result  of  the  Greensboro  Jaycees  and  the  City 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department  together  contrib- 
uting time,  money,  and  effort  to  provide  a 
handsome  baseball  park  for  use  of  the  city's  youth.

Senior  rightfieldcr  Phil  Baskerville  topped  off  an 
outstanding  year  by  being  named  to  the  NAIA 
All-American  first  team.  Baskerville  also  gained

Elon  Vets  softball  club  which  tied  for  the 
Alamance  County  League  championship  and  then 
made  a  tour  of  the  middle  Atlantic  and  New 
England  states  at  the  end  of  the  summer. 

Ed  left  sports  writing  in  1951  and  went  into  sales 
in  Ohio  for  a  few  years,  then  was  promoted  to  a 
district  sales  manager  job  in  Pennsylvania.  In  1956 
he  was  made  sal&j  manager  of  the  Star  Pin 
Company  in  Connecticut  and  in  1961  was  made 
vice  president.

Ed  attended  Blue  Ridge  College  and  Washington 
and  Lee  University  also  and  I've  visited  them,  but 
alas,  I've  never  seen  Elon.  It  is  my  hope  that  we 
will  be  able  to  visit  Elon  sometime  next  year,  and  I 
shall  look  forward  to  seeing  it. 

I  have  met  many  of  Ed's  old  Elon  buddies,  such 
as  Leon  Pope,  Jimmy  Huyetl,  Jimmy  Langston,  H.

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Elon  Campaign  Seeks  $250,000 


The  Elon  College  Annual  Fund  campaign  was 
launched  this  week  with  a  goal  of  $250,000  to  be 
raised  before  May  31,  1980. 

"The  Annual  Fund  provides  the  necessary 
unrestricted  money  to  meet  current  expenses, ' ' 
according  to  J.  Fred  Young,  president  of  the  liberal 
arts  college.  "The  Annual  Fund  has  allowed  Elon 
to  operate  without  a  deficit  for  over  two  decades. 
It  is  our  greatest  hedge  against  inflation." 

Annual  Fund  monies  differ  from  restricted  gifts 
such  as  donations  to  build  facilities  or  establish 
scholarships  in  that  they  go  into  the  general 
operating  budget  of  the  college. 

"Most  people  do  not  realize  that  a  student  at 
Elon  College  pays  only  about  80  percent  of  the 


actuaJ  cost  of  his  education,"  Dr.  Young  ex- 
plained. The  other  20  percent  is  raised  from 
alumni  and  friends  of  the  college." 

Gifts  to  the  Annual  Fund  may  be  paid  at  one 
time  or  pledged  over  a  one-year  period.  They  may 
be  made  in  cash  or  through  in-kind  donations,  such 
as  stocks  and  bonds,  real  estate,  memorials, 
vehicles,  paintings,  or  other  tangible  assets. 

Donations  to  Elon  College,  a  non-profit  institu- 
tion, are  subject  to  charitable  contribution  tax 
deductions. 

"Inflation  has  an  especially  damaging  effect  on 
private  institutions  of  higher  education,"  Young 
noted.    "For  instance,  a  10  percent  increase  in  our 


electric  bill  results  in  an  unexpected  expenditure  of 
approximately  $15,000.  Our  tuition  is  estabhshed  . 
six  months  before  school  begins,  so  we  cannot  pass 
additional  costs  on  to  the  consumer. 
"  Additionally,  white  Elon  College  ranks  among 
the  lowest  in  terms  of  tuition,  room  and  board 
charges  for  private  colleges,  officials  are  reluctant 
to  increase  costs  to  students  because  of  the  high 
costs  involved  already. 

"There  is  no  question  but  what  Elon  College 
would  be  severely  handicapped  without  the  help  of 
so  many  friends  and  supporters,"  Dr.  Young 
concluded.  "Their  gifts  make  it  possible  for  us  to 
continue  to  provide  the  quality  of  education  all  of 
us  want  for  the  students  who  attend  Elon." 


Washington  Reporter 
Heads  Campaign 


Miss  Marjorie  Hunter,  Congressional  reporter  for 
the  Washington  Bureau  of  the  New  York  Times, 
has  been  named  national  chairman  of  the  Annual 
Fund  campaign  at  the  liberal  arts  college. 

A  graduate  of  Elon's  class  of  '42.  Miss  Hunter's 
byline  is  familiar  to  the  majority  of  the  American 
public  who  follow  her  daily  reports  on  development 
from  the  House  and  the  Senate.  She  is  one  of  the 
few  women  reporters  in  the  Time's  Washington 
Bureau. 

As  chairman  of  the  annual  fund-raising  drive  at 
Elon,  Miss  Hunter  will  solicit  gifts  from  Elon's 
16,000  alumni,  friends  and  supporters  throughout 
the  United  States.  The  campaign  has  a  goal  of 
$250,000,  to  be  raised  by  May  31,  1980. 

Since  joining  the  Times,  Miss  Hunter  has  built  a 
reputation  of  being  a  competent  and  accurate 
reporter  of  the  national  political  scene.  She  has 
served  as  president  of  the  Women's  National  Press 
Club,  which  is  now  the  Washington  Press  Club, 
and  was  vice  president  of  the  Washington  Chapter 
of  Sigma  Delta  Chi,  Society  of  Professional 
Journalists.  She  has  entertained  Presidents  in  her 
Washington  home  and  has  also  had  them  "drop 
in"  to  sample  her  spaghetti. 

After  her  graduation  in  1942  from  Elon,  where 
her  father  was  once  a  professor,  she  joined  the 
staff  of  the  Raleigh  News  and  Observer  and  began 
to  speciahze  in  political  reporting.  Three  years 
later,  after  a  brief  stay  in  New  York,  she  werit  to 
work  for  the  Houston,  Tex.,  Press.  Then  it  was 
back  to  North  Carolina  where  she  covered  state 
government  for  the  Winston-Salem  Journal.  From 
there  she  joined  the  Times'  staff  in  1961  and  was 
moved  to  the  Washington  Bureau. 

"We  are  pleased  that  Miss  Hunter  would  accept 
this  position,  which  is  so  important  to  Elon,"  said 
J.  Fred  Young,  president  of  the  college.  "Her 
national  reputation  and  skill  will  be  a  tremendous 
asset  as  we  seek  to  communicate  with  all  our 
alumni  and  friends."

Raleigh  Mayor 
Tops  Alumni 


Raleigh  Mayor  Isabella  Cannon  has  been  named 
chairman  of  the  Alumni  Division  of  the  Elon 
College  Annual  Fund  drive.  Mrs.  Cannon  is  a 
graduate  of  Elon's  class  of  1924.  She  was 
Saiutatorian  of  her  class,  and  last  year  she  received 
an  honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  degree  from  the 
HberaJ  arts  college. 

As  alumni  chairman  she  will  work  under 
National  Chairman  Marjorie  Hunter,  Congres- 
sional reporter  for  the  New  York  Times,  in 
helping  meet  the  Annual  Fund  goal  of  $250,000  by 
May  3 1,1980. 

A  native  of  Scotland,  Mrs.  Cannon  came  to  the 
United  States  in  1916  at  the  age  of  12.  At  Elon  she 
met  Claude  Cannon,  business  manager  of  the 
college  and  her  future  husband.  Following  their 
marriage,  she  managed  the  student  bookstore  and 
worked  at  the  town  bank,  which  was  robbed  while 
she  was  on  duty. 

During  the  Depression,  her  husband  took  a  job 
with  the  National  Youth  Administration,  and  the 
couple  moved  to  Raleigh.  When  he  went  overseas 
as  an  American  embassy  official  during  World  War 
II,  she  secured  a  job  in  Washington  working  for 
the  French  Purchasing  commission  and  later  with 
the  United  Nations,  handling  financial  and  payroll 
work  for  returning  U.S.  citizens. 

With  her  husband  she  has  lived  in  Monrovia, 
Liberia,  and  Baghdad,  Iraq.  She  learned  to  speak 
some  Arabic,  Persian  and  Turkish,  and  she  later 
did  postgraduate  work  at  American  University  in 
Washington  and  N.C.  State  University  in  Raleigh. 

Now  running  for  reelection  as  mayor  of  Raleigh, 
her  victory  two  years  ago  was  a  tremendous  upset 
for  her  entrenched  opponent.  She  filed  only  90 
minutes  before  the  deadline,  and  her  victory 
brought  her  worldwide  press  attention,  both 
because  of  her  age  and  sex. 

The  74-year-old  mayor  campaigned  as  the  "Li'l 
Ole  Lady  in  Tennis  Shoes"  as  a  takeoff  on  the 
cliche  of  aging,  and  she  later  was  awarded  an 
honorary  black  belt  in  karate. 
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British  Studies  Abroad  Program  Planned 


Although  January,  1980  seems  far  away,  a  group 
of  faculty  members  at  Elon  College  is  completing 
plans  for  the  12th  annual  Winter  Term  study- 
tour  to  Great  Britain  for  students,  alumni  and 
friends  of  the  college.  They  will  be  based  in 
London  from  January  2  through  January  25,  1980. 
The  British  Program  in  England  will 
offer  courses  in  English  history,  English  literature, 
fine  arts,  music,  religion,  mathematics,  biology  and 
political  science.  Each  program  will  accentuate  the 
significant  English  contributions  in  its  field  as  well 
as  the  general  relationship  of  each  discipline  to 
English  society,  culture  and  history  as  a  whole. 

Prior  to  departure,  each  professor  will  par- 
ticipate in  the  group's  required  orientation  sessions 
during  the  1979  Fall  semester.  These  meetings  will 
'acquaint  the  students  with  the  specific  requirements 
of  each  course  as  well  as  the  general  structure  of 
the  entire  program. 

The  student,  alumnus,  or  friend  of  Elon  College 
can  earn  three  hours  academic  or  audit  credit  in 
any  of  the  eight  courses  offered  by  the  Studies 
Abroad  Program  through  panicipation  in  the 
Winter  Term  in  Great  Britain  and  its  orientation 
sessions.  In  addition,  for  those  interested  in  a 
deeper  knowledge  of  English  history,  politics  and 
culture.  Dr.  David  Crowe  will  teach  a  one-hour 
credit  course,  "Great  Britain:  Today  and  Yester- 
day," one  night  a  week  from  October  9-November 
13.  The  course  is  designed  for  students  that  intend 
to  participate  in  the  British  Studies  Abroad  trip  as 
well  as  the  general  college  population  and 
community. 

The  faculty  for  this  year's  program  includes  Dr. 
Crowe,  assistant  professor  of  histoid,  who  will 
direct  the  program  and  serve  as  history  tour 
coordinator.  Dr.  Crowe  has  lived  and  studied  in 
London  and  the  Continent.  He  directed  last  year's 
program  and  led  the  history  group  in  1978  and 
1979.  He  has  conducted  a  similar  travel  program 
for  Elon  College  in  the  Soviet  Union. 

In  addition,  several  experienced  professors  from 
previous  Elon  College  Studies  Abrbad  programs 
and  three  new  faculty  will  participate  in  the  British 
program.  These  include  Terrell  Cofield,  assistant 
professor  of  music,  who  teaches  voice  at  the  college 
and  performs  in  numerous  operas,  musicals  and 
recitaJs.  She  will  direct  the  music  and  fine  arts 
programs.  Professor  Cofield  has  studied  voice  in 
Italy  and  has  travelled  often  in  Europe.  She  led  the 
music  group  in  1978  and  has  participated  in  several 
earlier  Studies  Abroad  programs. 

Dr.  William  G  Rich,  assistant  professor  of 
religion,  introduced  religion  as  an  area  of  study  last 
January.  His  iimovative  program  will  include  visits 
to  Oxford  and  other  historical  sites  that  reflect  the 
broader  role  of  religion  in  English  history  and 
culture. 

Dr.  Lamar  Bland,  an  associate  professor  of 
English  and  chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Literature  and  Languages,  is  a  welcome  addition  to 
this    year's    program. 

Everyone  in  the  program  will  participate  in  the 
core  activities,  both  in  London  and  on  day  tours 
outside  the  city.  The  groups  in  fine  arts  and  music, 
for  example,  will  attend  dress  rehearsals  and  visit 
numerous  galleries   and  theatres,   while  those  in

religion  will  visit  Oxford,  tour  the  Jewish  Museum, 
St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  Westminster  Abbey  and  other 
sites,  The  group  in  history  will  attend  sessions  of 
Parliament,  go  to  Speaker's  Comer  in  Hyde  Park, 
visit  the  Tower  of  London,  travel  by  boat  to 
Greenwich  and  take  leisurely  walks  through  historic 
Hampstead.  Other  groups  will  see  many  of  these 
places  as  well  as  other  important  cultural,  scientific 
and  historic  sites  in  southern  England. 

Everyone,  as  part  of  his  prepaid  program,  will 
attend  a  symphony  by  one  of  London's  major 
orchestras,  see  a  ballet  at  Royal  Festival  Hall, 
which  overlooks  the  Thames,  and  travel  to 
Stratford-upon-Avon  to  see  the  Royal  Shakespeare 
Company  perform  one  of  the  bard's  plays.  In 
addition,  most  individual  groups  will  attend  several 
other  top  plays,  musicals  or  concerts  in  London. 

As  part  of  the  trip  package,  the  entire  group  will 
sec  dozens  of  historic  spots  on  numerous  daytrips 
throughout  southern  England,  including  Oxford 
and  Stratford-upon-Avon,  the  grave  of  William 
Shakespeare  in  Trinity  Church  at  Stratford  and 
Cambridge  in  East  Anglia,  Great  Britain's  other 
fabled  university  center.  Students  will  see  the 
university's  beautiful  spires,  turrets,  cloisters  and 
lawns  beside  the  Cam  River.  They  will  also  enjoy 
its  street  markets  and  shops. 

The  group  will  also  travel  to  Stonehenge,  the 
mysterious,  prehistoric  circle  of  stones  on  Salisbury 
plain  and  England's  oldest  monument;  and  Bath,  a 
beautifully  preserved  Roman  city  with  its  baths, 
hot  springs,  and  splendid  regency  architecture 
above  the  city  that  made  it  the  center  of  European 
society  in  the  18th  century.  Students  will  also  be 
able  to  visit  the  famous  Abbey  Church,  founded  in 
767  A.D.,  next  to  the  Roman  Museum. 

Also  included  in  the  tour  are  visits  to  Windsor 
Castle,  home  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II  and  the  largest 
castle  in  Europe;  Eton  College,  famed  English 
public  school;  the  medieval  castle  at  Dover; 
Battle  Abbey;  and  the  Royal  pavilion  at  Brighton 


on  the  English  coast. 

We  have  also  developed  a  number  of  optional 
programs  for  those  who  wish  to  do  more.  One  of 
the, most  popular  optional  activities  for  students  is 
the  Elizabethan  Banquet,  a  recreation  of  a  16th 
century  banquet  at  Hatfield  House,  one  of  Henry 
VIII's  palaces.  Another  optional  excursion  is  a 
three-day  visit  to  Edinburgh,  the  capital  of 
Scotland. 

At  the  end  of  the  organized  program,  students 
will  have  liberal  free  time  to  explore  London,  Great 
Britain,  or  the  Continent.  Travel  to  Europe  from 
London  is  quite  inexpensive  in  January,  and  an 
increasing  number  of  students  have  used  this  time 
to  travel  to  Rome,  Paris.  Amsterdam,  and  the 
Alps.  This  year,  plans  are  being  investigated  to 
take  a  group  to  Athens,  Greece.  Information  on 
each  of  these  tours  is  available  from  Dr.  Crowe. 

The  tour  group  will  be  based  during  the  entire 
trip  at  the  Kennedy,  an  excellent  hotel  with  easy 
access  by  underground,  bus,  or  walking  to  all  of 
London's  famous  attractions.  The  group  will  travel 
to  London  aboard  a  luxurious  Pan  American  747 
from  Dulles  International  Airport  to  Washington, 
D.C.  Free  bus  transportation  is  provided  to  and 
from  Dulles  to  Elon  College. 

The  trip  cost  is  $999  ($1099  for  non-students), 
which  includes  Winter  Term  tuition,  airfare, 
airport  transfers  in  London,  first  class  hotel 
accommodations  (double  occupancy)  with  Conti- 
nental breakfast,  extensive  travel  throughout  south- 
ern England,  a  symphony,  play,  ballet  and  other 
enrichment  activities.  Travellers  are  responsible  for 
the  cost  of  lunch  and  dinner,  underground/bus 
expenses,  and  other  normal  personal  expenses. 

Alumni  and  friends,  as  well  as  students  of  Elon

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MLT  Offers  Medical  Careers 


College  students  interested  in  career  opportuni- 
ties have  found  the  Medical  Laboratory  Technician 
(MLT)  Program  at  Eion  College  the  ideal 
preparation  for  job  security. 

Practically  all  the  students  who  can  get  in  the 
two-year  program  have  found  immediate  employ- 
ment in  their  chosen  field. 

"As  far  as  I  know,  we  have  100  percent 
placement,  unless  the  student  decides  himself  not  to 
enter  the  job  market,"  says  Gayle  Scott,  MLT 
program  director.  "Some  students  inmiediately 
continue  attending  school  at  Elon  to  attain  a 
baccalaureate. 

"We  have  the  highest  placement  of  any 
department  in  the  college.  Once  students  get 
certified,  they  can  work  just  about  anywhere  in  the 
United  States,"  Scott  said. 

One  reason  for  the  bright  job  outlook  is 
attributed  to  Biomedical  Laboratories  of  Burling- 
ton, Elon's  major  clinical  affiliate.  MLT  students 
do  internships  at  Biomedical's  labs  near  the  Elon 
College  campus,  and  many  students  return  as  full 
time  employees  of  the  large  company  upon 
graduation.  Dr.  James  Powell,  president  of 
Biomedical  Laboratories,  is  the  MLT  Program's 
Medical  Director  for  Elon. 

Another  reason  for  the  success  of  the  two-year- 
old  program  is  scholarship  money.  Scholarships 
totaling  $8,000  are  available. 

"The  field  is  expanding  tremendously,"  Scott 
noted.  "The  new  equipment  being  developed  does 
not  cut  down  on  labor,  and  physicians  are  ordering 
increasing  numbers  of  laboratory  procedures." 

Graduates  of  the  program  are  able  to  perform 
more  comphcated  laboratory  procedures  than  a 
laboratory  assistant  and  require  only  a  limited 
amount  of  supervision  by  a  physician  or  a  medical 
technologist.  Major  areas  of  expertise  include 
hematology,  microbiology,  blood  banking,  urinaly- 
sis, serology  and  chemistry. 

Graduates,  who  receive  an  associate  of  science 
degree,  find  employment  in  hospital  labs,  private 
labs,  research  facihties,  cHnics,  veterinary  offices 
and  private  physicians'  labs  and  offices.  The 
Clinical  Laboratory  Improvement  Act  of  1977 
specifies  that  only  certified  personnel  can  perform 
laboratory  tests  in  many  cUnical  labs,  thus  Hmiting 
the  profession  to  students  who  have  been  through 
such  a  program.  Students  who  complete  the 
two-year  program  at  Elon  College  are  eligible  to 
take  a  national  certification  exam  such  as  the 
American  Society  of  Clinical  Pathologists  Registry 
or  the  National  Certification  Association 
of  the  Laboratory  Personnel  test. 

There  is,  of  course,  one  drawback.  The  program 
is  highly  selective  and  difficult  to  enter. 

"We're  probably  full  for  the  fall  semester," 
Scott  said  before  school  began.  "We  might  be  able 
to  take  a  few  more,  but  we  have  20  to  25  freshmen 
coming  in  this  fall." 

A  native  of  Georgia,  Mrs.  Scott  received  her 
associate  of  arts  degree  from  Emory  at  Oxford  and 
her  bachelor  of  science  degree  in  medical  technolo- 
gy from  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia.  She 
obtained  her  master's  degree  from  the  University  of 
Georgia  and  plans  to  continue  work  on  her 
doctorate  this  spring. 

She  has  worked  as  a  technologist  in  hematology, 
blood   banking   and   chemistry.    She   set   up    the 


research  laboratory  for  the  respiratory  center  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Georgia  and  established  the 
Medical  Laboratory  Technician -Certificate  Pro- 
gram for  Augusta  Area  Technical  School,  where 
she  was  education  coordinator  for  eight  years  prior 
to  joining  the  Elon  College  faculty. 


She  is  a  member  of  the  American  Society  for 
Medical  Technology,  the  N.C.  Society  for  Medical 
Technology,  the  American  Society  of  Clinical 
Pathologists  (affiliate),  and  a  charter  member  of 
the  CSRA  Society  of  Medical  Laboratory  Person- 
nel.

George  R.  Lentz  Sr.  has  been  named  director  of 
the  Non-Traditional  Student  Program  at  Elon 
College. 

Non-traditional  students  are  all  students  outside 
the  standard  18  to  22  year  old  age  bracket.  The 
program,  in  its  second  year  at  Elon,  is  aimed  at 
encouraging  older  adults  from  22  to  70  plus  years 
of  age  to  return  to  college.  Many  are  full-time  or 
part-time,  degree-seeking  students.  Others  return 
for  personal  enrichment,  to  update  job  skills, 
develop  new  talents,  or  simply  just  for  the  fun  of 
it. 

Lentz  comes  to  Elon  from  Randolph  Technical 
College  in  Asheboro,  where  he  served  as  an 
instructor  and  director  of  evening  programs.  He 
taught  human  relations  courses  in  business  and  oral 
coimnunication  and  was  responsible  for  planning, 
initiating  and  supervising  courses  for  the  evening 
curriculum. 

A  graduate  of  Fishbume  Mihtary  School  in 
Wa^esboro,  Va.,  Lentz  received  his  B.A.  degree 
from  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  and  his  Masters  in 
Education  degree  from  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Cftarlotte.  He  has  done  additional 
graduate  work  at  N.C.  Slate  University,  UNC- 
Chapel  Hill,  Virginia  Commonwealth  University, 
and  Appalachian  State  University,  among  others. 

While  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  he  received  the  Outstand- 
ing Campus  Contribution  Citation,  Outstanding 
Individual  Fraternity  Contribution  Award,  and  was 
named  Student  of  the  Month  three  times.

Lentz  served  18  months  as  manager  of  Home- 
makers  Upjohn,  where  he  was  responsible  for  the 
management  of  the  Greensboro  and  Winston-Salem 
offices  of  Upjohn  Health  Care  Services  Inc.  Prior 
to  that  he  was  deputy  state  director  of  the  N.C.

WASHINGTON  —  The  message  conveyed  on 
John  Cameron's  ('37)  necktie,  "How  Sweet  to  be  a 
Tar  Heel,"  tells  you  immediately  that  this 
handsome  Southern  gentleman  is  proud  of  his 
North  Carolina  heritage. 

Cameron  was  bom  in  Joncsboro,  N.C,  and 
spent  much  of  his  adult  life  in  the  state.  In  1959, 
however,  he  entered  the  Federal  Government  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  as  chief  of  the  School  Housing 
Section  in  the  Department  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare. 

From  that  time  until  he  joined  the  National 
Telecommunications  and  Information  Administra- 
lion  (NTIA),  he  served  in  a  variety  of  posts  at 
HEW.  For  example,  from  1971  to  1972,  he  was  an 
acting  associate  commissioner,  and  from  1972  to 
1973,  he  was  a  special  assistant  with  the  National 
Center  for  Educational  Technology. 

In  1974,  Cameron  was  named  chief  of  the 
Educational  Broadcasting  FaciUties  Program.  With 
ihe  passage  of  the  Public  Telecommunications 
financing  Act  of  1978,  this  program  was  renamed 
ihe  Public  Telecommunications  Facilities  Program 
and  was  transferred  to  NTIA.  He  now  serves  as 
director  of  NTIA's  PubUc  Telecommunications 
Facilities  Division. 

The  FaciUties  program  distributes  grants  for  the 
planning  and  construction  of  the  faciUties  associat- 
ed with  diverse  telecommunications  technologies; 
goal  is  to  help  expand  the  deHvery  of 
non-commercial  education  and  cultural  programs 
and  related  instructional  and  information  materials. 
Cameron  holds  an  A.B.  degree  in  mathematics 
from  Elon.  He  says  he  was  fortunate  enough  to 
attend  Elon  on  a  four-year  basketball  scholarship. 
He  also  holds  an  M.A.  and  doctoral  degree  in 
education  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina. 

After  college,  Cameron  taught  mathematics  and 
physics  at  Jonesboro  High,  where  he  also  served  as 
issistant  principal.  From  1937-41,  he  was  an 
instructor  in  business  law  and  served  as  athletic 
director  at  Louisburg  College. 

During  World  War  II,  Cameron  served  in  the 
U.S.  Navy.  Being  an  athlete,  he  became  part  of  a 


cadre  of  coaches  responsible  for  shaping  pre-flight 
cadets  into  top  physical  condition.  He  was 
discharged  from  the  Navy  as  a  Lt.  Commander  in 
1946.  After  his  military  stint,  he  taught  health  and 
physical  education  and  coached  baseball  at  East 
Carolina  University. 

John  and  his  wife,  Beulah,  live  in  Falls  Church, 
Va.  His  wife  is  a  pianist  and  organist  by 
profession,  and  she  leaches  piano  to  private 
students  in  the  area. 

They  have  three  children:  William  John,  a 
manager  in  Ernst  and  Whinney  in  Washington; 
Elizabeth,  a  flutist  in  Raleigh,  N.C;  and  David,  a 
design  and  publications  specialist  in  N.C. 

As  one  might  suspect,  anyone  with  the  name  of 
"Cameron"  is  likely  to  be  Scottish.  Cameron  says 
he's  very  interested  in  Scottish  affairs  and  that  the

College  Planning  Essential 


Despite  all  the  predictions  of  dwindling  enroll- 
ments and  a  rough  financial  future  for  liberal  arts 
colleges  in  the  1980s,  colleges  able  to  adapt  to 
changinc  students  and  curricula  have  a  bright 
future,  an  educational  expert  told  the  Elon 
College  faculty. 

Speaking  at  the  89th  annual  convocation  of 
faculty  members  at  the  private,  liberal  arts  college. 
Dr.  William  R-0'Connell  Jr.,  newly  appointed 
director  of  curriculum  development  for  the  Asso- 
ciation of  American  Colleges,  said  the  liberal  arts 
are  still  a  viable  goal  for  college  students,   but

schools  must  determine  the  kinds  of  students  they 
can  serve  before  experiencing  new  vitality  and 
returning  to  the  values  and  individualism  of  private 
institutions. 

Dr.  O'Connell  served  for  many  years  as  project 
director  of  the  Undergraduate  Education  Reform 
Project  for  the  Southern  Regional  Education 
Boards  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  where  he  was  also  director 
of  special  programs  and  as  research  associate.  He  is 
a  graduate  of  Virginia  Commonwealth  University 
and  received  his  Ed.D.  degree  in  higher  education' 
and  educational  administration  at  Columbia  Uni- 
versity. 

Dr.  O'Connell  said  the  career  prospects  for 
liberal  arts  graduates  are  still  favorable  for  the 
white  collar  sector,  but  that  traditional  areas  for 
college  graduates  are  becoming  very  tight.  He 
noted  that  many  school  systems  in  the  1940s  did 
not  require  a  college  degree  but  now  insist  teachers 
have  a  masters  degree.  New  fields,  such  as  law  en- 
forcement, however,  are  opening  for  liberal  arts 
graduates. 

The  educator  said  colleges  must  recruit  more 
non-traditional  students  to  maintain  their  enroll- 
ments and  academic  standings.  The  largest  en- 
rollment increases  in  the  United  States  over  the 
next  decade  will  come  from  minority  populations 
and  women,  many  of  whom  will  study  part  time. 
The  enrollment  of  students  over  the  age  of  25  will 
increase  substantially. 

While  general  education  degrees  offer  students 
immediate  specialization,  liberal  arts  curricula 
provide  flexibility  for  long-range  growth  in  students 
and  the  resourcefulness  of  adjustment,  Dr.  O'Con- 
nell concluded.

Class  At  Elon  Aided  Youth 

Who  am  1?  Where  am  1  going?  These  questions 
were  considered  at  Elon  College  in  a  two-week 
summer  workshop  for  Alamance  County  youths 
between  the  ages  of  14  and  21. 

The  program  was  designed  to  encourage  young 
people  to  reflect  upon  the  significant  events  of  their 
past  and  to  evaluate  as  objectively  as  possible  their 
present  strengths  and  weaknesses  and  to  become 
aware  of  the  life  stages  whic'i  -e  ahead  so  that  they 
will  be  better  prepared  to  muke  realistic  plans  to 
achieve  their  goals.

Adults  Return  to  Classroom 


Did  you  ever  wonder  what  it  would  be  like  to 
return  to  the  college  campus  to  complete  your 
degree  requirements  or  take  a  course  just  for  the 
fun  of  it? 

For  many  older  adults,  returning  to  the  college 
campus  conjures  up  feelings  of  inferiority,  useless- 
ness  and  assorted  "over  the  hill"  fears.  But  it  need 
not,  according  to  George  Lentz,  director  of 
non-traditional  student  program  at  Elon  College. 

The  college  sponsored  a  "back-to-school"  work- 
shop this  fall  on  the  liberal  arts  institution's 
campus.  Residents  in  the  conmiunity  who 
wondered  what  is  involved  in  returning  to  the 
academic  life  were  invited  to  attend. 

Non-traditional  students  were  generally  consi- 
dered those  outside  the  standard  18  to  22  year- 
old  age  bracket.  The  program,  in  its  second  year 
at  Elon,  is  aimed  at  encouraging  older  adults  from 
22  to  70  plus  years  of  age  to  return  to  college. 
Many  are  full  or  part  time  degree-seeking  students, 
while  others  return  for  i>ersonal  enrichment,  to 
update  job  skills,  to  develop  new  talents,  or  simply 
just  for  the  fun  of  it. 

The  non-traditional  students  at  Elon  are  an 
undisputed  asset.  Their  experiences  permit  an 
exchange  of  ideas  and  origin^  thought  that  make 
them  an  integral  part  of  the  student  body.  There 
are  flexible  evening  classes,  preview  privileges,  a 
learning  resource  center,  special  loans,  audit 
opportunities,  and  a  continuing  commitment  to 
personal  growth  and  enrichment. 

According  to  Lentz,  older  students  mesh  well 
with  the  younger  generation,  and  a  feeling  of 
mutual  respect  for  each  group  is  evident  almost 
immediately. 

"Older  students,  even  those  in  their  late  twenties, 
often  feel  they  will  be  shunned  by  the  younger, 
traditional  students,"  Lentz  notes.    "Actually,  just 


the  opposite  is  true.  The  yoimger  students  seek  the 
older,  more  mature  students,  who  have  many 
experiences  in  life  to  share." 

The  reverse  is  also  true,  according  to  Lentz. 
While   the   older    students   may   share    more    in 
coirmion,  they  do  not  form  a  clique  on  the  college 
campus.    Younger  students,  they  quickly  find,  also 
have  interesting  ideas  and  experiences  to  share. 

The  workshop  dealt  with  the  role  of  the 
non-traditional  student.  Areas  discussed  include 
types  of  degrees  offered,  admissions  requirements, 
fmancial  aid  and  expenses,  day  and  evening  classes, 
special  course  offering  and  off-campus  classes,  and 
services  to  older  students,  who  also  had  an 
opportunity  to  meet  with  faculty,  administrators, 
and  older  students.

Thomas  William  "Bill"  Momingstar  Jr.,  assis- 
tant basketball  and  head  golf  coach  at  Elon  College 
since  1972,  was  named  Elon's  13th  head  basketball 
coach  to  succeed  his  former  mentor,  Bill  Miller, 
who  resigned  Sept.  14. 

Announcement  of  the  appointment  was  made  at 
a  press  conference  by  Athletic  Director  Alan 
White. 

"I'm  proud  to  announce  the  appointment  of  Bill 
Momingstar  as  the  head  basketball  coach  of  the 
Fightin'  Christians,"  said  White.  "In  his  seven 
years  as  assistant  basketball  coach  and  golf  coach 
at  Elon,  he  has  proven  himself  to  be  an  effective 
recruiter,  organizer  and  teacher.  I  am  conHdent  he 
possesses  the  knowledge,  skill  and  personality  to 
provide  the  leadership  we  desire  for  our  basketball 
program." 

"I  feel  very  fortunate  to  have  been  offered  this 
opportunity  to  be  Elon's  head  basketball  coach," 
Momingstar  said.  "I  feel  that  after  11  years  as  a 
player  and  assistant  under  Coach  Miller  that  I  can 
do  the  job.  Coach  Miller  is  one  of  the  best 
basketball  men  in  the  country  and  1  teamed  the 
game  from  him .

Momingstar  was  one  of  the  first  players 
recruited  by  Miller  when  he  came  to  Elon  in  1959. 
From  his  freshman  year  in  1960  through  his  senior- 
year  in  1964,  Momingstar  served  as  Miller's  field 


general. 

Following  graduation,  Momingstar  coached  and 
taught  at  Union  High  School  in  Union,  S.C.  for 
one  year  before  returning  to  his  hometown  to 
coach  and  teach  at  Halifax  County  Senior  High 
School. 

At  Halifax  he  coached  basketball,  tennis  and  cross 
country  and  was  chairman  of  the  health  and 
physical  education  department  for  five  years. 

He  was  very  active  in  civic  affairs  and  was  twice 
named  Sertoman  of  the  Year.  In 
Burlmgton,  he  is  active  in  the  First  Christian 
Church  and  has  coached  several  teams  in  the 
church  and  recreational  youth  leagues. 

He  was  appointed  assistant  basketball  coach 
under  Miller  in  1972  and  also  assumed  responsi- 
bility for  the  golf  program  where  he  quickly  made 
a  name  for  himself  and  Elon  in  national  NAIA 
golf  circles. 

In  his  second  year  with  the  golf  team,  the 
Christians  won  the  District  26  championship  and 
finished  seventh  in  the  national  tournament.

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Planned  Giving  Director  Named 


John  T.  Kelly  Jr.  has  assumed  the  newly  created 
position  of  director  of  planned  giving  at  Elon 
College  effective  September  !. 

Funded  by  a  grant  from  the  Z.  Smith  Reynolds 
Foundation,  Elon  College  is  one  of  six  private 
church  related  colleges  in  North  Carolina  to 
participate  in  this  pilot  project. 

Kelly's  primary  responsibility  will  be  to  promote, 
primarily  among  friends  and  alumni  of  Elon 
College,  the  value  of  making  a  gift  to  Elon  by 
trust,  bequest,  life  insurance,  or  another  form  of 
deferred  gift.  This  type  of  giving  is  advantageous 
to  the  donor  because  it  often  allows  him  to  retain 
life  income  interests  in  the  gift  and  may  allow  him 
certain  tax  advantages  immediately  and  in  the 
future. 

Giving  in  this  way  is  advantageous  to  the  college 
for  it  helps  secure  its  future  financial  foundation 
and  integrity. 

Deferred  gifts  are  not  a  new  source  of  continuing 
financial  sustenance  for  colleges.  America's  very 
first  college  look  its  name  from  John  Harvard, 
who  left  to  the  school  his  library  and  half  of  his 
estate.  However,  with  few  exceptions,  American 
colleges  have  not  vigorously  promoted  the  value  of 
deferred  giving.

An  ordained  minister  in  the  United  Church 
of  Christ,  he  comes  to  Elon  College  after  serving 
four  years  as  minister  of  the  Franklin  Congrega- 
tional Christian  Church,  Franklin,  Va.  Prior  to 
service  in  the  Virgirua  parish,  Keliy  had  a  suc- 
cessful tenure  in  the  life  insurance  business.

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Elon  Offers  Courses  Through  TV,  Newspaper 


A  course  on  the  changing  technology  of  today's 
society  is  being  offered  through  a  series  of 
newspaper  articles  and  television  broadcasts  this 
fall  by  Elon. 

"Connections  -  Technology  and  Change"  is 
offered  through  15  weekly  newspaper  articles  in  the 
Burlington  "Daily  Times-News"  and  10  weekly 
broadcasts  over  WUNC-TV,  Channel  4,  Chapel 
Hill,  N.C.  The  printed  articles  appear  in  Sunday 
newspapers,  and  the  television  series  is  broadcast  at 
8  p.m.  Sunday  evenings. 

This  12-week  course  began  Tuesday,  September 
18,  and  ends  December  4.  Students  may  take  the 
evening  course  for  credit  or  non-credit. 

In   addition    to    watching    the   TV    series  and 

reading    the    newspaper    articles,     students  are 

expected  to  attend   four  on-campus   classes,  read 

assigned   materials   in   the   course   textbooks,  and 
take  the  examinations. 

Costs  of  the  course  are  $120  for  students  desiring 
credit  and  $30  for  those  who  wish  to  audit  the 
course,  plus  the  cost  of  textbooks.  The  course  is 
taught  by  Dr.  Thomas  Hcnricks.  assistant  professor 
of  sociology  at  Elon. 

George  Lentz,  director  of  the  non-traditional 
student  program  at  Elon,  said  the  course  explores 
many  of  the  issues  raised  by  the  accelerating 
development   of   science   and   technology   in   our 


society. 

"Major  concerns  of  the  course  are  the  historical 
background  of  the  current  'technological  revolu- 
tion'; various  technological  'side  effects,'  including 
environmental  disturbances,  the  loss  of  privacy  and 
materialism;  and  the  study  of  such  settings  for 
technology  innovation  as  business,  science 
engineering,  the  military,  and  government,"  Lentz 
said. 

"Finally,  the  course  will  consider  certain  ethical 
problems  raised  by  technological  innovation  and 
examine  the  prospects  for  directing  technology 
toward  humane  goals."  he  added. 

In    the    thought-provoking,    15-part    newspaper 


series  coordinated  by  Professor  John  G.  Burke  of 
the  University  of  California,  Los  Angeles,  16 
scholars  present  diverse  viewpoints  on  the  scores, 
criticism  and  prospects  of  technological  innovation. 

The  10-part  PBS  television  series,  co-produced 
by  the  NBC  and  Time  Life  Films,  shows  writer  and 
on-camera  narrator  James  Burke  taking  viewers 
back  in  time  to  the  origins  of  eight  modern 
inventions  and  sharing  his  personal  view  of 
technological  innovation  and  change. 

"This  series  provides  an  excellent  opportunity 
for  the  businessman  in  the  community  to  sharpen 
his  knowledge  of  technology  without  spending 
time  away  from  his  office,"  Lentz  said.

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Elon's  Sixteenth  Brass  Clinic  Draws  Crowd 


Some  "top  brass"  in  music  i  were  on  the  Elon, 
College  campus  June  17-22  for  the  sixteenth 
annual  brass  clinic. 

Each  summer  this  clinic  brings  together  ac- 
complished musicians  and  youth  in  a  climate  of 
concentrated  ensemble  work. 

Jack  White,  Elon  music  professor,  established 
this  program  in  1963.  It  has  been  held  every  year 
since.  Stressing  the  fundamentals  of  quintets,  octets 
and  brass  choirs,  the  clinic  was  created  "to  help 
young  students  with  ensemble  playing  in  a  manner 
which  the  band  does  not  teach,"  according  to 
White. 

During  the  first  session  16  years  ago,  42  students 
from  Virginia  and  North  Carohna  attended.  White 
and  another  musician,  Dr.  Charles  Colin,  were  the 
instructors. 

Students  from  New  York,  South  CaroHna,  West 
Virginia,  Virginia  and  North  Carolina  attended  this 
year.  The  instruction  staff  has  grown 
from  two  to  nine  and  the  professionals  who  outline 
the  teaching  roster  have  been  colleagues  of  White 
for  years.  He  said  they  enjoy  the  annual  jaunts  to 
Elon. 

The  clinicians  this  year  were  Dr.  Renold  Schilke, 
Dr.  Charles  Cohn,  Don  Butterfield  and  Lucas 
Spiros.  Other  instructors  included  Fred  Mende,  Joe 
Belk,  John  Olsen,  Dave  Carter  and  White. 

"They  like  to  come  because  they  feel  the 
students  go  home  with  a  real  knowledge  of  playing 
brass  instruments.  In  addition  to  band  lessons  a 
student  receives  in  school,  this  clinic  offers  another 
extension  of  his  instrument,"  said  White. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  students  benefit  from  the 
clinic  because  "it  offers  a  high  concentration  of 
work  on  instruments  and  students  learn  new 
ensemble  material." 

Junior  high  beginners  and  college  professionals 
alike  are  invited  to  attend  the  summer  sessions. 
White  said  one  of  his  rewards  for  coordinating  the 
annual  event  is  the  progress  he  finds  when  students 
return  each  year.  Many  of  the  clinic's  alumni  have 
done  well  in  their  chosen  musical  fields.  Several  are 
now  associated  with  Boston  University,  the 
Phoenix  Symphony,  and  the  North  CaroUna 
Symphony,  among  others,  according  to  White. 

Head  clinician  Schilke  has  been  associated  with 
the  Elon  program  for  15  years.  An  outstanding 
teacher  and  performer,  he  is  also  the  manufacturer 
of  the  world-famous  Schilke  brass  instruments. 

The  tuba  clinician,  Don  Butterfield,  is  an. 
intemationallv  known  tubisi  who  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Radio  City  Music  Hall  Orchestra 
for  many  years  and  has  made  guest  solo  appear- 
ances with  symphony  orchestras,  concert  bands, 
stage  bands  and  professional  jazz  groups. 

Dr.  Colin,  the  administrator  of  the  clinic,  is  one 
of  the  foremost  brass  instructors  in  the  United 
States.  He  conducted  the  brass  master  class  with 
Dr.  Schilke.  This  class  offers  two  hours  renewal 
credit  on  an  "A"  certificate  or  graduate  certificate 
based  on  five  hours  of  work  per  day  with 
ensembles  and  lectures. 

The  euphonium  clinician,  Spiros,  has  distin- 
guished himself  as  the  principal  first  chair  soloist 
with  "The  President's  Own"  U.S.  Marine  Band.He 
has  been  on  the  faculty  of  the  New  York  Brass 
Conference  for  Scholarships,  Summer  Brass  Work- 
shops  at    Boston    University,    the    University   of 


Vermont  and  Hartt  College  of  Music. 

The  assistant  clinicians  are  also  well  qualified, 
according  to  White.  Mende  is  first  tnimpet  player 
and  Belk  is  first  trombonist  with  the  Charlotte 
Symphony.  Olsen,  the  Lexington  area  band 
director,  is  a  French  horn  expert  while  Carter  is  the 
music  supervisor  of  the  High  Point  City  School 
System. 

White  has  been  a  member  of  the  Elon  College 
faculty  and  director  of  the  bands  since  1962.  He 


founded  the  brass  clinic  and  the  Emanons,  a  jazz 
(troup  which  has  performed  around  the  world. 
During  the  winter  he  worked  with  the  Emanons 
traveling  the  East  Coast;  in  spring  he  worked  on 
his  Ph.D.  degree  in  music;  and  this  summer  he 
again  took  charge  of  the  clinic. 

Asked  how  he  maintains  such  a  pace.  White 
said,  "It's  Hke  an  old  musician  I  once  knew  who 
said,  'Get  in  the  kitchen,  smoke  for  a  while,  and 
then  start  cooking.'" 


Colleges  deserve  business  support 

Private  colleges  deserve  the  continuing  support 
of  business  because  they  supply  most  of  the 
nation's  business  leaders  and  represent  one  of  the 
final  safeguards  of  the  free  enterprise  system , 
according  to  Donald  E.  Procknow,  chairman  of  the 
Independent  College  Fund  of  America  (ICFA). 

"There  is  a  unique  and  strong  partnership 
between  the  private  corporation  and  the  private 
college,"  Procknow  said  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Independent  College  Fund  of  North  CaroHna 
on  May  24.  Attending  from  Elon  College  were 
President  J.  Fred  Young  and  S.  Carlysle  Isley, 
director  of  institutional  relations. 

"Private  industry  and  private  education  have 
been  described  as  two  of  the  last  surviving 
expressions  of  free  enterprise  in  this  nation,"  noted 
Procknow,  who  is  president  of  Western  Electric 
Co.  "Unless  we  can  strengthen  the  partnership 
between  the  two,  neither  will  survive." 

Procknow  said  that  a  survey  of  750  large 
companies  in  the  United  States  revealed  that  60 
percent  of  their  presidents  had  received  their 
bachelor's  degrees  from  private  colleges  and  that  72 
percent  of  those  with  advanced  degrees  earned 
them  at  independent  schools. 

He  added  that  an  ICFA  study  showed  that  nearly 
half  of  private  school  graduates  had  either  started 
upon  or  were  planning  careers  in  business. 

"Independent  colleges  greatly  widen  the  range  of 
choice  open  to  students  and  thus  keep  the  country's 
entire  system  of  education  more  responsive  to 
individual  needs,"  Procknow  observed. "Private 
colleges  provide  competition  to  publicly  financed 
schools,  helping  to  keep  that  system  alert  and 
sensitive  to  change. 

"To  the  degree  that  academic  freedom  is 
preserved  in  our  private  schools,  it  will  be 
protected  in  our  public  schools  as  well,"  he  added. 

At  the  same  lime,  independent  colleges  save 
taxpayers  billions  of  dollars  by  carrying  much  of 
the  educational  load  with  little  government  sup- 
port, Procknow  pointed  out. 

However,  "rising  costs  are  making  it  harder  and 
harder  for  the  small  private  school  to  survive," 
Procknow  said.  He  cited  a  survey  that  indicated 
tuition  costs  at  private  schools  will  increase  as 
much  as  eight  percent  next  year,  "and  that  doesn't 
come  close  to  matching  the  rate  of  inflation." 

He  noted  that  average  tuition  costs  at  indepen- 
dent colleges  in  North  Carolina  are  over  six  times 
those  of  public  schools.  "Fortunately,  thousands  of 
businesses  all  over  the  state  are  actively  supporting 
the  schools  in  the  Independent  College  Fund  of 
North  Carolina  and  helping  to  offset  the  cost  of  a 
private  college  education,"  Procknow  said. 


Mr.  Donald  E.  Procknow,  president  of  Western 
Electric  Co..  Inc.  and  chalnnan  of  the  Independent 
College  Funds  of  America;  Carl  Horn  Jr., 
chairman  of  Duke  Power  Co.  and  chairman  of  the 
fund;  and  Colin  Stokes,  vice  chairman  of  the  fund, 
confer  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Independent 
College  Fund  of  North  CaroUna. 

One  North  Carolina-based  firm,  R.J.  Reynolds 
Industries,  Inc.,  announced  at  the  meeting  that  the' 
firm  is  raising  its  contribution  to  the  Independent 
College  Fund  of  North  Carolina  from  $110,000  to 
$300,000. 

Colin  Stokes,  former  Reynolds  Industries  chair- 
man, said  in  presenting  the  grant  that  "to  maintain 
and  strengthen  our  private  higher  educational 
system  requires  a  better  team  effort  between 
business  and  education.  We  in  business  need  to 
increase  our  support  of  private  schools,  while  you 
in  education  continue  to  train  the  next  generation 
of  young  adults  to  become  qualified  leaders." 

Procknow  said  that  assistance  from  business-sup- 
ported independent  college  funds  in  some  39  states 
and  regions  had  helped  private  colleges  raise 
necessary  capital  and  prevented  many  schools  from 
closing  their  doors.  Within  the  past  ten  years,  the 
number  of  colleges  within  the  ICFA  actually 
increased  from  521  to  568,  he  stated. 

"This  is  a  real  and  vital  partnership  between 
private  business  and  private  education,"  he 
concluded.  "We  in  business  need  private  school 
graduates.  Indeed,  we  depend  on  them.  And  the 
schools  need  us.  They  need  our  support;  they  need 
our  business  sense  and  experience;  they  need  our 
jobs  for  their  graduates."

She  gives  the  impression  of  an  educator/admini- 
strator who  has  combined  the  rigor  and  discipline 
of  old-style  academics  with  the  flexibility  and 
practicality  of  progressive  academic  programs 
aimed  at  training  students  to  move  easily  in  the 
working  world. 

Mrs.  Bright  also  seems  to  have  achieved  a 
balance  which  today's  men  and  women  are 
struggling  to  bring  about—  that  between  a 
successful  career  and  a  successful  homelife. 

She  has  been  a  research  technician,  a  guidance 
counselor  and  academic  advisor,  a  high  school 
English  and  science  teacher. 

Mrs.  Bright  is  also  the  mother  of  four— Fred, 
Steve,  Charlie  and  Susie,  who  are  grown  and  living 
in  Virginia,  Georgia  and  N.C.  She  also  has  five 
grandchildren.

"And  I  never  knew  that  my  father 
borrowed  the  money,  not  until  later.  I  remember 
he  gave  me  a  $100  bill  when  I  graduated.  He  told

it,  that  there  weren't  any  $100  bills  in  any  of  the 
Wilmington  banks." 

Mrs.  Bright,  upon  graduation,  went  to  work  as  a 
research  technician  at  Duke  University,  a  position 
for  which  her  liberal  arts  training,  she  said,  had 
prepared  her  little.  She  was,  she  said,  "a  real 
nice,  educated  girl,"  but  had  to  have  on-the-job 
training  for  that  "fairly  ordinary"  research 
position. 

While  she  was  toiling  as  a  research  technician 
during  those  lean  depression  years,  she  met  a 
desogm  draftsman  from  Durham,  Lewis  Bright, 
who  was  doing  the  same  to  put  bread  on  the  table 
in  those  times. 

Shortly  thereafter,  they  married,  and  with  the 
advent  of  the  war  years,  they  moved  to  Wilming- 
ton, where  Mr.  Bright  worked  in  a  shipyard.  Mrs. 
Bright  put  down  her  working  world  activities,  and 
embarked  upon  the  new  career  of  motherhood. 

After  the  war,  Mr.  Bright  accepted  a  position 
with  Western  Electric  and  they  moved  to  Alamance 
County.  Mrs.  Bright  was  a  mother  and  housewife 
until  1959,  at  which  time  she  decided  to  go  to  Elon 
and  obtain  her  teaching  certificate,  to  be  able  to 
teach  in  the  Burlington  City  Schools. 

After  receiving  her  certificate,  she  taught  at  the 
junior  high  and  high  school  levels,  putting  in  nine 
years  at  Williams  High  as  an  English  and  science 
teacher,  and  as  a  guidance  counselor. 

Mrs.  Bright  then  earned  her  M.A.  in  counseling 
at  UNC-G  and  became  academic  advisor  at  Elon 
College  in  1970.

Stories  of  Black  Loyalists

The  story  of  the  black  loyalists  has  long  been 
untold  outside  the  circle  of  Sierra  Leone  historians. 
Contemporary  history  in  Benedetto  Croce's  sense,  it 
reverberates  with  current  concerns:  the  dynamics  of 
culture  contact,  the  historical  identity  of  American 
blacks.  African  nationalism  and  the  worldwide 
impact  of  the  American  Revolution,  The  black 
loyalists  were  slaves  and  free  blacks  who  joined  the 
British  during  the  War  of  the  American  Revolution, 
thereby  embarking  on  one  of  the  myriad  migrations 
of  the  British  Empire.  They  evacuated  with  the 
British  to  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick,  and  in 
1792  almost  2,000  of  them  moved  to  Sierra  Leone. 
Walker  and  Wilson  depict  the  black  loyalists,  not  as 
pawns  of  history,  but  as  motivated  throughout  by  a 
desire  for  independence:  from  slavery  during  the 
war,  from  economic  subservience  in  Nova  Scotia  and 
New  Brunswick  and  in  Sierra  Leone  from  white 
political  domination  and  from  quit  rents,  which 
they  believed  denied  them  freeholder  status.  Ac- 
cording to  Wilson,  this  passion  for  independence  was 
the  legacy  of  the  American  revolution,  which  had 
heightened  their  expectations.  Walker  says  their 
independent  spirit  was  a  product  of  the  black 
loyalists'  self-image  as  a  'Chosen  People.' 

Walker's  treatment  of  the  black  loyalists  in  terms 
of  their  self-image  is  more  ambitious  and  more 
tenuous  than  Wilson's.  Straining  occasionally,  he 
nevertheless  delivers  keener  analysis.  Walker's  book 
is  his  Ph.D.  thesis  for  Dalhousie  University,  and  it 
contains  the  better  treatment  of  the  Nova  Scotia  and 
New  Brunswick  experience.  Wilson's  accounts  of  the 
antecedents  and  formation  of  the  Sierra  Leone 
Company  and  of  philanthropic  attempts  to  colonise 
Sierra  Leone  prior  to  1792  overshadow  Walker's. 
This  reflects  her  mastery  of  British  sources,  including 
the  Granville  Sharp  Papers  and  the  complete 
manuscript  of  John  Clarkson's  Journal,  neither  of 
which  Walker  used.  Wilson  is  generally  stronger  on 
detail  and  writes  more  compellingly,  in  spite  of 
irritating  colloquialisms. 

For  Walker,  the  War  of  the  American  Revolution 
was  'the  slaves'  war  for  independence.  Slaves  and 
free  blacks  joined  the  British  on  the  basis  of  'an 
almost  universal  belief  in  slave  society  that  a  British 
victory  would  mean  the  eradication  of  slavery  in 
America'.  This  belief  was  based  on  a  misinterpreta- 
tion of  British  policy:  commanders  lured  slaves  away 
from  rebel  owners  with  a  promise  of  freedom  in  an 
attempt  to  wreck  the  Southern  economy.  Walker 
contends  that  the  blacks'  desire  for  independence 
made  the  British  policy  into  an  inspiration  for 
loyalism.  Wilson  mentions  no  black  expectation  that 
the  British  would  end  slavery.  She  sees  joining  them 


as  the  only  route  to  personal  freedom  after  1779, 
when  the  legislatures  of  South  Carolina  and  Georgia 
rejected  the  Continental  Congress's  proposal  that 
slaves  be  organized  into  militia  units  with  freedom  as 
the  reward  for  good  service.  Wilson  emphasizes  that 
when  the  blacks  left  the  United  States  they  saw 
themselves  as  'a  body  of  self-selected,  self-eman- 
cipated, highly  motivated  men  and  women  who  were 
willing,  as  they  had  proved,  to  take  chances  with 
their  lives.' 

Both  writers  chronicle  the  discrimination  facing 
the  blacks  in  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick. 
Unlike  the  white  loyalists,  they  did  not  receive  the 
land  which  the  men  had  been  promised  during  the 
war.  The  authors  concur  that  failure  to  obtain  land 
doomed  most  of  them  to  be  a  rootless  servant  class. 
Wilson  concludes  that  'it  was  crucial  ...  to  the 
continuing  development  of  the  black  loyalists  as  a 
group  that  in  the  main  their  hopes  to  become 
independent  yeomen  were  dashed:  Walker  delineates 
frustrations  and  the  growth  of  a  separatist  sense.  The 
promised  land  was  transformed  into  the  Promised 
Land  by  a  fundamentalist  religious  revival  which 
Walker  convincingly  portrays  as  the  black  loyalists' 
dominant  social  influence.  They  associated  Chris- 
tianity with  freedom.  Facing  segregation  in  the  Nova 
Scotia  churches,  they  formed  black  Methodist, 
Baptist  and  Huntingdonian  congregations.  Walker 
sees  the  Baptist  experience  as  crucial.  Their  numbers, 
both  black  and  white,  soared  in  the  wake  of  Henry 
Alline's  revivals.  Black  Baptist  congregations  were 
founded  and  led  exclusively  by  blacks.  Black  schools 
likewise  fostered  an  identity  of  exclusiveness. 

How  the  black  loyalists  coupled  their  dissatisfac- 
tion with  the  colonising  plans  of  the  Sierra  Leone 
Company  remains  uncertain.  The  pivotal  connection 
was  between  Thomas  Peters  and  Granville  Sharp.  A 
New  Brunswick  settler,  Peters  had  been  a  slave  in 
North  Carolina  and  a  sergeant  in  the  Black  Pioneers. 
Sharp's  philanthropy  among  London  blacks  had 
involved  him  in  the  Sierra  Leone  Company  and  its 
antecedents.  By  1790  Peters  was  in  London  as 
spokesman  for  the  black  loyalists.  How  did  Sharp 
and  Peters  meet?  Walker  dissects  conflicting 
evidence  and  concludes  that  Peters  probably  heard  of 
the  Sierra  Leone  plans  from  Londonlblacks  after  his 


arrival  with  a  petition  for  the  Secretary  of  State. 
Wilson's  version,  that  the  black  loyalists  knew  about 
the  Sierra  Leone  plans  and  sent  Peters  to  enquire,  is 
based  on  an  anecdote  of  Thomas  Clarkson.  The 
published  story  was  not  cited  by  Walker;  yet 
Wilson's  easy  acceptance  of  it  appears  unjustified  in 
the  face  of  Walker's  assessment  of  the  other 
evidence.  Perhaps  Wilson  seized  Clarkson's  story  for 
its  consistency  with  her  thesis  'that  the  black 
Americans  who  went  to  Sierra  Leone  acted 
knowingly  at  every  stage'.  She  acknowledges  that 
Peters  was  in  London  at  a  fortuitous  time  —  when 
the  Sierra  Leone  Company  needed  black  Christian 
colonists  —  and  concurs  with  Walker  that  Sharp 
probably  helped  phrase  Peters'  final  petitions. 

Wilson  and   Walker  give  high   marks   to  John 
Garkson,  the  naval  officer  to  whom  the  Sierra  Leone 
Company  entrusted  recruitment,  transportation  and 
settlement.  Now  in  the  background,  Peters  recruited      -_t^ 
and  co-operated  with  Clarkson.  Less  than  a  month  ' 

after  the  settlers'  arrival  in  Sierra  Leone  in  March 
1792,  Peters  challenged  Clarkson's  leadership. 
Wilson  thinks  Peters  either  intended  to  overthrow 
Clarkson  all  along  or  decided  in  Sierra  Leone  to  do 
so.  Walker  depicts  Peters  as  the  natural  focus  of 
discontent  caused  by  settlement  difficulties.  Both 
authors  blame  the  company  for  inadequate  planning 
and  for  shackling  Clarkson  with  a  council  of  petty, 
jealous  and  racist  whites.  Walker  also  shows  the 
Peters-Clarkson  conflict  to  have  had  a  religious  as 
well  as  racial  content.  The  Baptists  supported 
Clarkson  and  the  company  leadership  in  general, 
while  Clarkson's  critics  were  Methodists.  When  the 
ailing  Clarkson  forced  the  settlers  to  choose 
between  himself  and  Peters,  they  chose  Clarkson. 
Peters  died  soon  after  the  humiliation. 

Wilson  explores  the  settler  society  and  its  changing 
relationship  with  the  company  until  Sierra  Leone 
became  a  crown  colony  in  1808.  Here  she  discovers 
the  Chosen  People  identity  and  narrates  the  struggle 
for  the  Promised  Land  in  the  resistance  to  quit  rents. 
Before  they  left  Nova  Scotia,  Clarkson,  on  company 
authority,  had  said  there  would  be  no  quit  rents,  but 
the  company  later  imposed  them.  Also,  Wilson 
shows  that  the  settlers'  demand  for  'independence' 
included  opposition  to  white  political  domination. 
Walker  treats  these  matters  in  less  depth  but  follows 
the  settler  society  to  about  1870.  By  then  he  shows 
the  elitist  identity  of  the  black  loyalist  settlers  to  have 
been  absorbed  by  the  elite  which  replaced  them:  the 
Liberated  Africans,  freed  by  the  British  from  slave 
ships  and  settled  in  Sierra  Leone  as  apprentices.  They 
adopted  the  Western  traits  of  the  Nova  Scotians  and 
took  over  their  crafts,  trading  connections,  political 
functions,  and  religious  denominations.  Walker 
maintains  that  the  resulting  'Creole'  society  bore  the 
image  of  the  black  loyalist  Chosen  People. 

Both  books  are  well  indexed,  documented  and 
illustrated.

Elon  Challenges  Students 


Fifty  new  students  have  been  selected  as  Honors 
candidates  this  fall  at  Elon  College.  Honors  students 
at  Elon  benefit  from  special  courses  and  seminars, 
advising,  independent  study  and  extra  activities  not 
available  in  the  regular  curriculum. 

Dr.  Anne  Ponder,  director  of  Elon's  program, 
says  "This  year's  incoming  candidates  are  the  best 
class  yet  for  Elon's  program."  Honors  candidates 
represent  students  selected  from  the  top  five 
percent  of  the  incoming  freshman  class. 

"Unlike  many  institutions  who  restrict  honors 
work  to  majors  courses  and  senior  theses,  an  Elon 
freshman  this  fall  may  select  from  a  wide  range  of 
courses,"  Dr.  Ponder  said.  Honors  courses  are  now 
offered  in  biology,  business,  English,  history, 
political  science,  philosophy,  psychology  and 
religion.  The  variety  of  disciplines  reflects  some  of 
the  strongest  academic  areas  at  Elon. 

"The  value  of  a  liberal  arts  education  available  at  a 
church-related  institution  like  Elon  cannot  be 
underestimated,"  says  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs 
Christopher  White.  "Our  honors  students  can 
receive  an  exceptional  education  at  Elon .  Some  of  the 
course  ideas  and  advising  strategies  in  Elon's  honors 
program  have  received  national  attention." 

Honors  classes  give  the  student  an  opportunity  to 
study  a  subject  with  a  small  group  of  his  intellectual 
peers,  guided  and  sustained  by  a  member  of  Elon's 
faculty  noted  for  his  talent  with  bright  students.  The 
structure  within  honors  courses  varies,  but  the  classes 
tend  to  be  more  like  seminars. 

Invitations  to  the  honors  program  reflect  selections 
based  on  SAT  scores,  high  school  grades,  difficulty 
of  high  school  curriculum  attempted,  leadership  and 
other  extracurricular  activities,  and  other  admissions 
data  (writing  sample,  recommendations,  interviews, 
etc),  if  available.  In  addition,  any  enrolled  student 
who  maintains  a  grade  point  average  of  3.1  may 
apply  to  join  the  honors  program.  A  student 
graduated  from  an  accredited  high  school  with  good 
grades  and  extra-curricular  activities,  whose  SAT 
scores  total  about  1100,  would  be  invited  to 
participate  in  the  program. 

In  the  past  Elon's  faculty,  like  professors  across 
the  country,  has  been  concerned  that  declining  SAT 
scores    which    reflect    underprepared    high    school 


graduates  would  erode  existing  standards  in  high 
education.  With  the  inception  of  Elon's  honors 
program,  the  entering  honors  freshman  is  better 
qualified  than  his  counterpart  in  prior  years.  Elon  is 
attractive  to  better  students  because  it  has  a  special 
program  for  them.  Significant  numbers  of  superior, 
highly  motivated  students  choose  to  come  to  a  college 
the  size  of  Elon. 

"Students  mature  within  the  program,"  Dr. 
Ponder  observes.  "After  a  semester  or  two,  honors 
students  begin  to  see  themselves  as  having  a 
responsibility  to  use  their  academic  talent." 

Over  half  of  the  honors  students  have  declared  a 
major  in  one  of  the  traditional  arts  and  sciences. 
Twenty  percent  declared  a  major  in  business.  One 
third  of  the  honors  students  expressed  an  interest  in 
taking  double  majors,  additional  minors,  or  planned 
clustered  electives.  The  retention  rate  within  the 
program  is  81  percent. 

Elon's  honors  program  began  three  years  ago  with 
a  grant  from  the  Advanced  Institutional  De- 
velopment Program.  Dr.  Ponder  has  directed  the 
program  since  its  beginning.

A  few  years  ago  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Gravett  visited  Elon 
and  Greensboro  (where  they  were  married  in  October 
I93T  after  Dr.  Gravett  received  his  first  check  as  a 
professor  at  Elon). 

In  a  recent  letter  to  Dr.  Jo  Williams,  director  of 
development  at  Elon,  he  mentioned  Dr.  Hook  and

Ralph  comes  from  Heiligenhaus,  a  small  town  near 
Dusseldorf,  the  capitol  of  North-Rhein- West f alia. 
He  graduated  from  high  school  last  year  at 
Gymnasium  Poststrasse  in  Velbert,  majoring  in 
history  and  math. 

Ralph,  who  has  taken  five  years  of  English,  often 
says  that  he  feels  his  "English  is  very  bad,"  and  is 
not  shy  about  asking  people  to  repeat  or  explain  their 
remarks  before  answering.  Colloquialisms  give  him 
the  most  difficulty. 

Very  excited  about  his  "first  big  journey,"  Ralph 
says  he  is  "really  very  grateful  for  this  opportunity  to 
experience  life  and  culture  in  America."  He  is 
anticipating  a  trip  to  Washington,  D.C.  at 
Thanksgiving,  and  to  South  America  during 
Christmas  vacation. 

' ' My  main  hobby  is  dancing, ' '  says  Ralph, 
"especially  Latin  and  ballroom.  At  home,  I'm  in  a 
German  formation  team,  TF  Duesseldorf  Weiss 
Blau.  The  team  won  the  German  championship  in 
1978  and  the  European  and  World  championships  in 
1979.  Rehearsals  for  the  championship  team  were 
five  times  a  week  for  three  or  four  hours,"  The  team 
will  tour  Africa,  Canada,  Australia  and  Japan  next 
summer. 

Presently,  Ralph  is  taking  ballet  and  modern  dance 
classes  at  Elon  and  rehearsing  with  the  Alamance 
Civic  Dance  Company.  The  company  will  present  a 
performance  in  Whitley  Auditorium  at  Elon  College 
in  early  December.  Arrangements  are  being  made  for 
Ralph  to  teach  some  dance  classes  at  the  Elon  Home 
for  Children. 

"Americans,"  says  Ralph,  "are  generally  much 
friendlier  than  Germans.  Everyone  speaks  and 
people  are  very  helpful  and  concerned." 

Ralph  says  he  feels  most  Americans  look  at  too 
much  television  and  that  "it  is  not  so  good  for  you." 

"In  Germany  we  have  television  only  in  the 
evenings  and  there  are  commercials  just  at  the 
beginning  and  at  the  end  of  programs."  German 
television  is  controlled  by  the  state. 

A  Protestant,  Ralph  observes  that  church 
attendance  in  Germany  "is  not  so  good"  as  it  seems 
to  be  here,  but  there  many  young  people  are  very 
interested  in  religion  as  a  personal  and  intellectual 
conviction,  while  critical  of  the  church  as  an 
institution.  He  reports  education  is  taken  more 
seriously  by  students  in  Germany  than  in  America. 

When  asked  his  opinion  about  the  possibility  of  a 
unified  Germany  in  the  foreseeable  future,  Ralph 
states  that  current  prevailing  opinion  is  that  "East 
and  West  Germany  will  be  unified  only  if  the  West 
submits  to  communism,  which  I  feel  will  never 
happen." 

Ralph,  an  only  child  (his  father  is  a  civil  engineer 
and  his  mother  is  a  housewife),  admits  to  sometimes 
being  a  little  homesick  in  spite  of  his  busy  schedule. 
He  will  enter  the  University  of  Cologne  in  Germany 
next  fall,  where  he  plans  to  study  math  and  law. 
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Professor  Participates  in  Survey  in  Jordan 


Dr.  James  Pace,  chairman  of  the  department  of 
religion  at  Elon  College,  recently  returned  from  an 
archaeological  survey  in  Jordan,  which  was  ananged 
and  sponsored  through  Emory  University. 

The  team  of  12  men  from  the  U.S.,  Canada, 
Ireland  and  Jordan,  directed  by  Dr.  J.  Maxwell 
Miller,  professor  of  Old  Testament  studies  at  Emory, 
explored  the  140-square-mile  plateau  east  of  the 
Dead  Sea  in  the  Hashemite  Kingdom  of  Jordan  from 
ihe  Wadi  Mujib  to  the  city  of  Kerek.  This  area  was 
known  in  Biblical  times  as  Moab. 

Moab  was  a  large  kingdom  which  played  a  major 
role  in  several  Biblical  accounts.  The  Israelites  passed 
through  or  around  Moab  prior  to  their  entry  into  the 
Promised  Land.  The  famous  story  of  BaaJam  and  his 
talking  ass  had  its  setting  in  northern  Moab,  and 
Ruth  was  a  native  of  that  land. 

The  area  continued  to  play  an  important  role  in 
history  after  Old  Testament  times.  It  was  a  major 
link  in  the  commercial  empire  of  the  Nebateans  and 
was  included  in  the  Roman  Province  of  Arabia 
Petraea.  It  was  a  center  of  crusader  activities  and  the 
site  of  Beduoin  resistance  to  the  Ottoman 
government  in  the  early  part  of  the  20ih  century. 

"The  area  is  rich  in  history  but  virtually  untouched 
by  modern  archaeology,"  says  Dr.  Pace. 

The  Central  Moab  Survey  team,  supported  by  the 
Department  of  Antiquities  of  Jordan  and  the 
American  Center  of  Oriental  Research  in  Amman,  as 
well  as  by  Emory  University,  arrived  equipped  with 
bed  rolls,  many  maps,  a  great  supply  of  money  bags 
from  Atlanta  banks,  two  Jeeps  and  a  cook  for  their 
July/August  stay.  They  were  housed  in  a  dormitory 
of  the  agricultural  school  in  Rabba. 

"The  schedule  was  rough,"  Dr.  Pace  said.  "We 
were  up  at  4:30  and  in  the  field  by  5:30.  We  came 
back  to  camp  around  1:30,  ate  lunch  and  spent  the 
afternoon  washing  pottery  we  had  gathered  in  the 
bank  bags  and  doing  paper  work.  We  were  ready  for 
bed  by  8:30. 

"1  will  never  forget  the  first  time  we  heard  the  call 
to  prayer  ring  out  from  the  minaret  of  the  Muslim 
mosque  next  door  to  the  school,  especially  since  it 
was  3:30  in  the  morning." 

The  purpose  of  the  survey,  according  to  Dr.  Pace, 
was  "to  locate  all  visible  remains  of  human  life  on 
the  plateau.  When  we  located  a  site,  we  pinpointed  it 
on  the  map,  and  by  inquiring  from  the  local 
inhabitants,  gave  it  a  name.  Part  of  our  job  was  to 
identify  sites  mentioned  in  the  travel  reports  of  19th 
century  explorers.  While  these  travelers  provided  us 
with  invaluable  information  about  the  area,  some  of 
their  observations  were  inaccurate  and  misleading. 
Their  explorations  were  carried  out  imder  difficult 
circumstances  without  the  use  of  modern  instruments 
and  maps. 

"Another  task  of  our  survey  was  to  date  the  sites 
located  on  the  plateau.  We  wanted  to  know  when 
these  places  were  inhabited.  Earlier  explorers  were 
unable  to  determine  such  information  because,  until 
ihe  I920's  the  lime  of  occupation  of  a  site  could  only 
be  judged  by  obvious  architectural  evidence,  if  any

remains,"  said  Dr.  Pace. 

"Since  the  1920's  and  30's,"  reports  Dr.  Pace, 
"fairly  accurate  chronologies  have  been  established 
using  changing  pottery  styles.  Pottery  from  one 
period  is  quite  distinct  from  that  of  another.  Our  job, 
therefore,  was  to  collect  pot  sherds  from  each  site, 
which  were  then  'read'  or  identified,  placed  in 
labelled  bank  bags,  and  are  now  kept  by  the 
Department  of  Antiquities  of  Jordan. 

'  'As  a  result  of  our  survey  we  can  now  put  over  220 
new  sites  on  the  map,"  says  Pace.  "These  were 
previously  unknown  to  archaeologists.  We  found 
them  by  walking  the  plateau  on  foot  or  riding  in 
Jeeps. 

"We  hope  two  years  from  now  to  be  able  to 
explore  the  area  south  of  where  we  worked  this  year. 
Our  survey  is  just  the  beginning  of  archaeological 
work  in  central  Jordan.  Now  that  the  area  has  been 
explored  and  its  ancient  sites  noted,  actual 
excavations  can  begin.  Archaeologists  will  now  have 
some  understanding  of  the  occupational  periods  and 
settlement  patterns  of  the  area  to  know  where  best  to 
invest  in  more  expensive  digging  operations.  Jordan 
is  a  new  frontier  in  archaeological  studies." 

Dr.  Pace,  who  teaches  a  course  entitled 
"Archaeology  of  the  Near  East,"  as  well  as  other 
courses  at  Elon  and  specializes  in  Old  Testament 
studies,  feels  that  this  type  of  work  is  invaluable  for 
classroom  instruction.  "While  reading  and  study  in 
my  area  are  necessary,  nothing  takes  the  place  of 
practical  experience,"  says  Pace. ' 

"Getting  out  from  behind  the  desk,  walking  the 
fields  and  living  with  the  people  of  such  a  country, 
makes  Biblical  studies  come  alive.  Standing  on  the 
wall  of  an  ancient  city,  holding  a  stone  ax  80,000 
years  old,  hearing  the  ancient  Muslim  call  to  prayer, 
walking  into  a  village  or  a  bedouin  tent  without

introduction  and  partaking  of  their  hospitality  where 
no  one  else  speaks  English,  are  himibling  experiences 
and  woke  an  eerie  link  with  the  past."  Pace 
concludes  reflectively.

Dr.  Howard  L.  Gravett,  professor  of  biology  at 
Elon  from  1937  until  1946  (except  for  a  stint  as  a 
physiologist  with  the  Air  Force  during  World  War 
II),  retired  in  1976  after  30  years  as  a  professor  of 
biology  at  Texas  A&M  University. 

Dr.  Gravett  has  been  highly  honored  and 
nationally  recognized  for  his  work  as  head  of  the 
pre-medical  and  pre-dental  progrzun  at  Texas  A&M. 

Gravett  received  his  B.A.  degree  in  biology  from 
Millikin  University,  Decatur,  III.,  and  his  M.A. 
degree  in  zoology  and  Ph.D.  in  genetics  from  the 


University  of  Illinois. 

Thousands  of  students  interested  in  health  related 
careers  felt  the  influence  of  Dr.  Gravett.  Statistics 
show  that  approximately  1,100  of  the  students  whom 
he  counseled  were  accepted  by  medical  and  dental 
schools.  The  rate  of  acceptance  of  his  students  was 
about  twice  as  high  as  the  national  average. 

When  asked  about  the  direction  of  his  own  career. 
Dr.  Gravett  said,  "1  am  not  a  disappointed  pre-medi- 
cal student.  I  had  the  early  desire  to  be  a  physician, 
but  1  was  raised  during  the  depression  days  and  it 


simply  was  not  possible  to  think  about  medical 
school.  I  doubt  that  I  would  have  found  as  much 
satisfaction  in  practicing  medicine." 

Special  recognition  started  coming  Dr.  Gravett's 
way  many  years  ago.  He  was  first  recipient  of  the 
Texas  A&M  Achievement  Award  for  Good 
Teaching,  was  awarded  the  Faculty  Distinguished 
Achievement  Award  in  Student  Relations,  and 
received  the  Distinguished  Faculty-Student  Relations 
Award.

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Professor  West  Honored  "Layman  of  Year" 


Albert  R.  West,  instructor  in  human  services  at 
Elon  College,  has  been  recognized  as  "Layman  of 
the  Year"  by  the  awards  committee  of  the  North 
Carolina  Association  of  Retarded  Citizens. 

The  announcement  was  made  at  the  awards 
luncheon  September  29  during  the  27th  annual 
convention  of  the  association  in  Greensboro. 

Although  he  has  no  family  ties  with  a  person  with 
mental  retardation.  West  has  been  an  active 
supporter  and  worker  with  the  Orange  County 
Association  for  Retarded  Citizens  since  1973,  seeking 
a  developmental  center  and  the  Orange  Industries 
Sheltered  Workshop.  Last  year  he  organized  an  ad 
hoc  committee  to  work  for  a  new  and  improved 
sheltered  workshop  for  his  home  county.  As  a  result, 
the  issue  was  placed  on  a  county-wide  bond 
referendum  of  $300,000. 

A  native  of  Whaleyville.  Va.,  West  graduated 
from  Oak  Ridge  Academy  and  received  his  Bachelor 
of  Science  Degree  from  the  U.S.  Naval  Academy. 
Thirty-eight  years  later  he  earned  his  Master  of  Arts 
in  College  Teaching  degree  from  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill,  majoring  in 
sociology. 

West  joined  Standard  Oil  Company  in  1930  and 
served  for  several  years  as  division  manager  of 
production  and  exploration  for  the  southern  states. 


In  1956  he  joined  Tennessee  Gas  Transmission 
Company,  now  Tenneco  Corp.,  traveling  around  the 
world  in  search  of  oil  until  his  retirement  in  1965.

Coach  Taught  Us  Rules  Of  Life 


Editor's  note —  The  followiog  letter  appeared  In  the 
Charlotte  Observer  od  Oct.  2,  1979: 


When  Joe  Tomanchek  died  around  7  a.m.  Friday, 
people  were  getting  ready  for  work  and  school. 
Life —  the  "game,"  as  the  Coach  would  say —  goes 
on.  But  we  who  played  for  him  will  stop  many  times 
to  reflect  on  how  this  tough  but  caring  man  shaped 
our  lives.  He  was  all  the  splended  things  that  sports 
are  supposed  to  be  but  often  aren't. 

My  experience  with  Coach  Tomanchek  was  in  the 
early  days  of  North  Mecklenburg  High  School.  In 
1951,  he  was  faced  with  a  bunch  of  country  boys 
whose  experience  with  football  consisted  of  what  he 
always  referred  to  as  "cow  pasture  ball."  A 
teammate  of  mine  put  it  well:  "The  first  day  of 
practice  we  picked  up  rocks  from  an  unfinished 
athletic  field.  The  second  day  he  showed  us  how  to 
put  on  the  equipment." 

In  three  years,  the  Coach  took  those  country  boys 
to  an  8-2  season— with  one  of  the  losses  to  the  state 
champions. 

We  didn't  know  it  then,  but  the  Coach  was 
preparing  us  for  more  than  football.  He  was 
preparing  us  to  live  life  with  some  degree  of  integrity 
and  courage.  These  are  the  things  we  will  remember. 

You  play  to  win,  bat  yon  always  play  by  the  rules. 

In  an  intrasquad  scrimmage,  one  of  our  best 
players  threw  a  fist  at  an  opponent.  Coach 
Tomanchek  immediately  suspended  him  for  a  week. 
The  incident  took  place  Wednesday;   we  had  an 


important  game  Friday.  I  figured  he  would  play —  I 
mean,  a  principle  is  one  thing,  but  winning  is 
something  else.  Not  with  the  Coach:  The  player 
missed  the  game  and  returned  to  the  team  the  next 
Wednesday. 

If  you  could  knock  a  player  into  the  stands  with  a 
clean  block  or  tackle,  the  Coach  would  praise  you, 
but  he  wouldn't  tolerate  the  throwing  of  a  fist  or  an 
elbow.  The  lesson  applies  in  life:  Even  in 
controversies  and  "fights,"  you  respect  certain  rules. 

The  game  is  worth  playing  even  when  you  have 
little  or  no  chance  of  winoiag. 

The  Coach  demanded  all-out  effort  in  every  part 
of  every  game,  ^f  you  were  losing,  you  played  hard 
to  keep  the  score  respectable,  to  keep  your  dignity,  to 
make  it  possible  to  win  against  another  team  next 
week  or  that  team  next  year. 

During  my  junior  year  at  North,  several  major 
universities  contacted  me  "imofficially"  about  a 
football  scholarship.  Then,  early  in  my  senior  year,  1 
sustained  a  severe  knee  injury. 

The  Coach  secured  an  expensive  brace  and  the 
kind  people  at  Davidson  College  treated  me  with 
their  equipment.  But  nothing  really  worked.  I  knew, 
and  the  Coach  knew,  I'd  never  play  well  again.  1 
wanted  to  quit,  but  he  would  never  allow  me  to. 
Though  1  wasn't  very  effective,  he  played  me  enough 
to  maintain  my  self  respect.   I  finished  the  season. 

Many  of  us  are  grateful  for  that  kind  of  lesson: 
that  some  things  are  worth  fighting  even  if  we  have 
little  or  no  chance  of  winning,  for  our  losing  today 
might  make  it  possible  for  us  or  someone  else  to  win 
tomorrow. 


Coach  Tomanchek  didn't  just  teach  that  lesson,  he 
lived  it.  He  must  have  knovra  for  months  that  he 
couldn't  win  his  fight  against  cancer.  But  he  fought 
with  dignity  and  courage. 

The  whole  game  doesn't  depend  on  us;  others  will 
take  up  where  we  leave  off. 

Coach  Tomanchek  constantly  reminded  players  to 
cover  their  own  territory,  to  do  their  job,  rather  than 
try  to  make  tackles  all  over  the  field  as  if  there  were 
no  teammates  to  help.  He  never  believed  in 
indispensable  players  or  coaches. 

In  June,  the  Coach  told  me  that  if  the  doctors 
could  give  him  a  few  year,  he  would  like  to  run  for 
the  school  board.  He  wanted  to  share  the  insights  he 
had  gained  as  teacher  and  coach.  He  was  especially 
concerned  with  young  people  who  need  special 
attention  to  bring  motivation  and  discipline  into  their 
lives. 

More  recently,  he  told  me  we  would  have  to  leave 
that  task  to  someone  else.  "They're  out  there,"  he 
said.    "You'll  find  them." 

Saturday  night,  his  two  schools,  Garringer  and 
North,  met  in  football.  They  played  at  North,  within 
sight  of  the  spot  where  in  1951,  Coach  Tomanchek 
met  the  first  of  the  young  men  on  whose  lives  he  was 
to  have  such  an  impact.  Fittingly,  the  crowd  paused 
a  moment  to  remember  and  give  thanks  for  a  man 
who  literally  made  a  career  of  giving. 

He  always  knew  that  the  game,  that  life,  would  go 
on  without  him.  But  for  many  of  us,  it  will  never  be 
the  same  again.

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Two  Athletic  Funds 
Are  Established 

Two  endowed  athletic  scholarship  funds  are 
presently  being  established  by  alumni  and  friends  of 
Elon  College  to  honor  two  men  who  have  meant 
much  to  the  intercollegiate  athletic  program  at  the 
college. 

The  Luther  Byrd  Athletic  Scholarship  Fund  will  be 
used  to  award  annual  grants-in-aid  in  sports 
information  and  women's  basketball,  two  areas  in 
which  the  former  Elon  publicist  and  history 
professor  was  regarded  highly. 

The  Douglas  Clyde  "Peahead"  Walker  Athletic 
Scholarship  Fund  will  provide  athletic  grants-in-aid 
on  an  annual  basis  to  deserving_ student-athletes  in 
football,  basketball  and  baseball,  the  three  sports 
that  Walker  coached  at  Elon  from  1927-37. 

Plans  are  that  each  endowed  fund  will  grow  to  at 
least  $10,000  and  that  the  annual  earnings  will  be 
awarded  in  the  form  of  scholarships  in  the  spring  of 
each  year  at  the  Fighting  Christian  Club  Athletic 
Awards  Banquet. 

"We  have  been  quite  pleased  with  the  response 
that  these  two  funds  have  received  in  the  few  short 
weeks  since  they  were  started,"  said  Melvin  Shreves, 
director  of  the  Fighting  Christian  Club,  of  the  two 
funds.  '  'These  two  men  influenced  a  large  number  of 
young  men  and  women  during  their  careers  at  Elon 
and  now  these  same  people,  a  little  older  and  a  lot 
wiser,  are  showing  their  appreciation  for  the  years  of 
service  that  Coach  Walker  and  Mr.  Byrd  devoted  to 
Elon  through  gifts  to  these  funds." 

Walker,  who  died  in  1970  at  the  age  of  71 ,  came  to 
Elon  in  1927  after  a  year  as  coach  at  Atlantic 
Christian  and  in  ten  years  led  Elon  teams  to  a  total

of  1 1  conference  championships  while  compiling  an 
overall  293-187-3  record  in  football,  basketball  and 
baseball.  Walker  left  Elon  to  take  the  head  football 
job  at  Wake  Forest  where  he  stayed  14  years.  He  was 
an  assistant  at  Yale  for  a  year  and  then  coached  the 
Montreal  Allouettes  of  the  Canadian  Football 
League  for  seven  years. 

The  former  Elon  coach  was  elected  to  the  North 
Carolina  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  in  1968  while  he  was 
still  a  scout  for  the  N.Y.  Giants  of  the  National 
Football  League.  He  was  the  first  to  be  selected  for 
induction  into  the  Elon  College  Sports  Hall  of  Fame 
when  it  was  established  in  1972. 

Luther  Byrd,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  where  he  served  as  sports  editor  of  the 
Daily  Tar  Heel  and  the  Yackety-Yack  annual  and 
also  as  UNC's  first  publicist,  served  Elon  as  college 
publicist  and  professor  of  history  and  journalism

from  1949  until  his  retirement  in  1975. 

During  his  26-year  career  at  Elon.  Byrd  taught 
over  5,800  students  in  one  or  more  history  or 
journalism  classes.  As  Elon's  sports  publicist,  he 
gained  the  respect  of  sports  writers  from  all  over  the 
East  Coast  for  his  expertise  and  knowledge  of  sports. 
He  helped  tout  the  exploits  of  12  All -Americans,  ten 
in  football  and  two  in  basketball.  Prior  to  joining 
Elon's  faculty,  he  made  a  name  for  himself  as  a  girls' 
basketball  coach  at  Wesifield  High  School  where  he 
led  his  teams  to  over  70  percent  victories.  No  one  has 
been  more  pleased  to  see  the  evolution  of  women's 
athletics  during  the  past  decade  than  has  Byrd.

Bobby  Hedrick  Continues  Record  Play 


In  just  his  third  season  of  playing  football  for  the 
Elon  Fightin'  Christians,  runningback  Bobby 
Hedrick  continues  to  write  new  marks  in  Elon's 
record  book.  The  6-2,  188  pound  Hedrick  from 
Sedalia,  North  Carolina  has  established  himself 
permanently  in  Elon's  football  history  with  his 
record  shattering  efforts. 

Some  of  the  marks  he  now  holds  are:  Most  points 
si-ored  in  one  season —  122:  most  touchdowns  in  one

season—  20;  most  yards  rushing  in  one  season — 
1 ,505;  career  net  yards  rushing—  3,500;  most  rushing 
players  per  game —  48;  most  touchdowns  in  a  career 
rushing—  40;  most  points  scored  in  a  career —  256. 
With  still  one  full  year  left  to  play,  he  is  sure  to  write 
other  marks  in  Elon's  record  book. 

Though  Hedrick  has  now  established  himself  as  a 
class  runningback,  he  remains  low-keyed  and 
dedicated  to  his  teammates.  Says  Hedrick,  "Playing 
well  as  a  team  and  winning  is  our  goal  always...  the 
records  are  nice  but  they  really  don't  mean  much  if 
we  fail  to  win." 

Even  though  the  Fightin'  Christians  are  struggling 
this  year,  Hedrick  continued  to  play  on  with  his  usual 
effectiveness.  Commented  Elon  Coach  Jerry  ToUey, 
"Even  with  defenses  stacked  against  Bobby,  he 
continued  to  get  the  yardage  needed.  He  is  an 
unselfish  player,  willing  to  do  what  we  ask  and  a 
team  player  from  the  word  go." 

Hedrick  was  named  AJl-SAC-8,  All-District, 
All-State  and  Honorable  Mention  Ail-American  as  a 
freshman  and  as  a  sophomore  duplicated  those 
honors  while  also  adding  the  second  teams  NAIA 
All-American  award  while  leading  the  Christians  to 
the  National  Championship  Game  in  McAUen, 
Texas.  As  for  future  ambitions,  Hedrick  is  quick  in 
saying,  "To  be  on  a  national  championship  team 
would  be  nice."  Though  Elon  failed  to  make  the 
playoffs  this  year,  Hedrick  and  his  teammates  are 
keeping  that  goal  in  their  hearts  for  1980.

While  the  Athletic  Scholarship  Fund  and  the 
Fighting  Christian  Club  are  relatively  new  on  the 
90-year-old  Elon  College  campus,  this  concept  of 
revenue  support  for  intercollegiate  athletics  has  had  a 
tremendous  impact  on  the  athletic  program  of  the 
Fighting  Christians  diuing  the  latter  half  of  the 
1970's. 

Voluntary  support  of  intercollegiate  athletics  at 
Elon  is  not  new.  Since  the  first  Elon  baseball  team 
was  fielded  in  the  late  1890's,  friends  and  alumni  of 
the  College  have  provided  the  necessary  support  for 
Elon  teams  to  be  competitive  with  other  coUeges  and 
universities  they  have  faced  through  the  years. 

These  same  people,  those  who  take  pride  in  seeing 
Elon's  student-athletics  do  well  in  intercollegiate 
competition,  have  provided  funds  for  every  athletic 
facility  that  has  been  constructed  on  the  Elon  campus 
including  the  old  North  Gym,  Alumni  Memorial 
Gymnasium,  the  Newsome  Baseball  Field  and,  just 
this  year,  the  Koury  Field  House.  Elon  would  not 
have  had  these  facihties  without  the  generous  support 
of  people  who  cared. 

That  same  tradition  carried  through  the  "Twelve 
Club"  of  the  1950's  that  provided  financial  help  to 
Coach  Doc  Mathis'  basketball  teams,  the  ISEA  (I 
Support  Elon  Athletics)  Club  of  the  late  1960's  and 
early  1970's,  and  now  the  Athletic  Scholarship  Fund. 

But  just  what  has  the  Fighting  Christian  Club  done 
for  Elon  athletics  through  the  Scholarship  Fund? 

First,  it  provided  the  extra  football  scholarships 
needed  to  compete  in  the  South  Atlantic  Conference 
(SAC-8)  when  it  was  established  in  1975.  Since  then. 


Elon  has  won  or  shared  three  of  this  league's 
championships. 

Second,  it  has  provided  the  scholarship  help 
needed  for  Elon's  four  women's  teams  for 
competition  in  the  tough  Carolinas  Conference. 
When  we  realize  that  just  ten  years  ago  there  was  no 
such  thing  as  women's  athletics  at  Elon,  we  begin  to 
see  how  much  "catching  up"  we  needed  to  do...  and 
we  couldn't  have  done  it  without  the  Athletic 
Scholarship  Fund. 

Third,  members  of  the  Fighting  Christian  Club 
have  provided  the  grant-in-aids  needed  for  Elon's 
non-revenue  sports  to  remain  competitive  in  the 
Carolinas  Conference.  Limited  grants,  which  have 
been  increased  gradually  during  the  past  two  years, 
are  now  available  in  all  the  intercollegiate  sports  that 
Elon  offers. 

Fourth,  the  College  has  actively  sought  the 
establishment  of  endowed  athletic  scholarship  funds 
during  the  past  decade  through  the  Athletic 
Scholarship  Fund  and  12  such  funds  are  now  in 
existence  providing  perpetual  grants  to  deserving 
student-athletes  with  the  earnings  and  providing  a 
lasting  memorial  to  the  funds'  honorees  or  donors. 
Our  goal  is  to  add  five  $10,000  endowed  scholarship 
funds  each  year. 

Lastly,  through  increased  interest  in  the  Fighting 
Christian  Club  and  the  Athletic  Scholarship  Fund 
and  the  excellent  athletic  teams  that  they  support,  the 
College  has  been  the  recipient  of  two  major  capital 
gifts  for  athletics  in  the  Newsome  Baseball  Field  and 
the  John  Koury  Field  House.  We  will  continue  to 
seek  such  gifts  as  we  seek  to  build  a  new  all-weather 


track  and  soccer  field,  renovate  Alumni  Gym  and  the 
newly  acquired  East  Gym,  build  additonal  tennis 
couris  and  complete  additional  athletic  fields,  all  of 
which  are  greatly  needed. 

Approximately  one-third  of  Elon's  almost 
$400,000  athletic  budget  is  designated  for  athletic 
scholarships.  Annual  donations  to  the  Athletic 
Scholarship  Fund  and  proceeds  from  the  12  endowed 
scholarships  cover  only  30  percent  of  the  total 
scholarship  cost,  but  the  goal  of  the  Fighting 
Christian  Club  is  to  provide  the  full  amount  of 
Elon's  athletic  scholarships—  or  around  $150,000 
annually. 

Members  of  the  Fighting  Christian  Club  also  assist 
the  college  in  other  ways.  They  are  the  "super  fans" 
of  our  various  teams  and  can  be  seen  at  most  of  our 
athletic  events. 

They  are  also  our  scouts  in  the  field,  constantly 
relaying  information  to  our  coaches  on  prospective 
student-athletes.  They  form  the  pipeline  to  all  areas 
of  the  state  and  nation  through  which  many  young 
men  and  women  find  their  way  to  the  Elon  campus. 

While  the  Athletic  Scholarship  Fund  has  made 
great  strides  in  its  few  years  of  existence,  its  potential 
is  unlimited.  The  continued  support  of  our  alumni 
and  friends  will  help  us  meet  our  immediate  goals  as 
well  as  those  which  have  yet  to  be  set.

Bradford.  '16.  basketball;  Paul  C.  "Lefty"  Cheek, 
'36,  baseball  and  basketball;  Walter  C.  "Firpo" 
Latham,  '34,  football,  basketball  and  baseball; 
Graham  L.  "Doc"  Mathis,  coach  from  1949  to 
1959,  basketball,  football  and  baseball;  Richard  E. 
McGeorge,  '71,  football  and  basketball;  and  Robert 
J.  "Bob"  Stauffenberg,  '58,  football  and  track. 

The  inductees  were  nominated  by  friends  and 
alumni  of  Elon  College,  according  to  William  R. 
Cinn,  associate  director  of  development  and 
director  of  alumni  and  parent  programs  and 
director  of  Homecoming  Weekend  activities. 
BRADFORD 

Bradford,  a  well-known  Norfolk  lawyer  and 
former  assistant  U.S.  Attorney  for  the  Eastern 
District  of  Virginia,  died  Oct.  3,  1968.  at  his  law 
office.  He  was  inducted  posthumously  by  his 
son-in-law,  Moultrie  Guerry.  Before  graduating 
from  Elon  with  honors  in  1916.  he  was  known  for 
his  outstanding  abilities  on  the  baseball  court.  He 
played  in  every  collegiate  basketball  game  during 
his  four  years  at  Elon.  Known  as  an  agressive 
player  in  the  guard  position,  Bradford  was  best  at 
dribbling  and  shooting,  and  in  1916  he  was  named 
captain  of  the  team. 

Bradford's  guarding  was  described  as  "great." 
He  scored  over  200  points,  and  he  was  top  scorer  in 
1916.  He  led  Elon  to  the  Stale  Championships  in 
1914  and  1915,  and  he  became  the  first  Elon  player 
to  be  named  to  an  All-State  team.  In  1928  he  was 
selected  for  inclusion  into  the  Ail-American  Elon 
College  Basketball  Team. 

After  receiving  his  A.B.  degree  from  Elon,  he 
entered  the  University  of  Virginia  School  of  Law, 
receiving  his  law  degree  in  1921  after  serving  in 
Worid  War  1.  In  1923  he  married  Jennie  Willis 
Atkinson,  whose  father,  Dr.  J.O.  Atkinson,  was  a 
minister  and  member  of  the  orginal  Elon  College 
faculty.  After  serving  10  years  as  Assistant  U.S. 
Attorney,  he  was  named  a  U.S.  referee  in 
bankruptcy  from  1944-49.  Since  that  time  he 
devoted  his  hfe  to  his  practice  of  law. 
The  Rockingham  County,  Va. ,  native  never 
forgot  his  alma  mater.  He  was  named  a  member  of 
the  Elon  College  Board  of  Trustees  in  1956  and 
served  for  a  dozen  years. 

CHEEK 

Cheek,  a  resident  of  Asheboro,  N.C.,  was 
inducted  into  the  Hal!  of  Fame  by  Paul  Roy.  '37. 
He  was  one  of  the  best  baseballers  to  wear  the 
Maroon  and  Gold,  with  a  lofty  .345  career  batting 
average.  He  led  batting  two  years  and  was  captain 
of  the  1935  team.  In  1936  he  was  the  Triple-Crown 
winner  with  a  .359  batting  average,  17  runs-batted- 
in.  and  three  homers. 

Cheek  was  All -Conference  for  three  of  his  four 
years,  having  17  doubles,  five  triples,  and  five 
home  runs  during  his  stay  at  Elon.  He  led  his 
school  to  the  Conference  Championships  in  1933, 
1934,  and  1935,  while  taking  the  runner-up  spot  in 
1936.  Only  23  Elon  baseball  players  have  more  hits 
than  Cheek,  who  ended  up  with  86  in  four  years, 
and  only  28  players  have  scored  more  than  his  56

times  in  four  season. 

Cheek  also  played  two  years  of  basketball,  giving 
him  four  letters  in  baseball  and  two  in  basketball. 
He  was  a  good  number  six  man  for  the  team  and  a 
key  in  several  Elon  wins  in  1935  and  1936. 
LATHAM 
Latham  was  inducted  into  the  Hall  of  Fame  by 
Dr.  Roy  Rollins.  '32.    The  Bethel,  N.C.  resident 

cjune  to  Elon  at  the  urging  of  E.S.  "ELby"  Johnson, 
principal  of  Washington  (N.C.)  High  School,  where 
Latham  found  himself  playing  fullback  even  though 
he  had  previously  seen  only  one  football  game  in  his 
life.  After  successful  seasons  in  basketball, 
baseball,  and  working  in  Mr.  Johnson's  boys  camp 
during  the  summer  months.  Latham  was  recruited 
by  Elon  Coach  D.C.  "Peahead"  Walker. 
Although  the  team  had  a  poor  season  and  10  of  the 
27  squad  members  were  put  on  thi;  injured  list  in  the 

first  game,  Latham  played  60  minutes  in  each  of  the 
10  games  during  1928  starting  out  as  wingback  and 
later  moving  to  fullback  and  linebacker. 

He  was  a  first-string  substitute  guard  on  the 
varsity  basketball  team  of  1928-29,  which  had  a 
good  season.  When  he  went  out  for  baseball  in  the 
spring,  he  faced  a  group  of  veteran  players, 
becoming  the  only  freshman  on  the  team,  even 
though  he  had  to  convert  to  first  base  rather  than 
catching.  He  also  pitched  six  games,  winning  a 
no-hitter  against  Wofford. 
Following  a  year's  absence  from  school,  Latham 
returned  in  1930  to  receive  his  Granmiar  Grade 
Certificate,  before  leaving  again  to  teach  in 
Washington  and  assist  Coach  Johnson  with  the 
football  team.  It  was  back  to  Elon  again  in  1932, 
when  Latham  was  named  All-Conference  in 
football  and  elected  president  of  the  Junior  Class. 

He  became  director  of  minor  sports  and  in  his 
senior  year  became  Coach  Walker's  first  assistant  in 
football.

Latham  retired  after  43  years  of  teaching, 
coaching  and  principalship.  He  still  maintains  200 
pounds,  his  high  school  and  college  weight,  and  at 
70  years  of  age,  he  recently  gave  up  tennis  in  favor 
of  quail  hunts  and  fishing. 

MATHIS 

"Doc"  Mathis,  who  was  head  basketball  coach  at 
Elon  for  10  years,  was  inducted  by  former  professor 
Luther  Byrd.  The  Snow  Camp,  N.C.  resident,  a 
three-sport  star  at  Davidson  College  in  the  early 
'30's,  took  over  the  basketball  reins  at  Elon  in  the 
1949-50  season  after  the  Christians  had  posted  a 
1-15  record  the  year  before.  In  something  of  a 
Cinderella  story,  he  carried  a  team  which  finished 
eighth  in  the  conference  with  a  5-11  record  to  the 
North  State  Tournament  and  lost  to  Appalachian 
67-53  in  the  finals  at  Slatesville.  His  1953  team, 
which  finished  second  with  a  U-5  record,  went  to 
the  finals,  losing  to  High  Point. 

In  1956,  his  fourth-seeded  quint  defeated 
Lenoir-Rhyne  71-67  in  an  overtime  final  for  the 
championship  and  his  one  conference  crown. 
The  Christians'  best  season  under  Mathis  came  in 
1957  on  a  22-4  record  and  in  1956  on  a  25-7  mark. 
His  1952  team  tied  with  Appalachian  for  first  place 
in  the  regular  conference  season  on  a  12-4  record, 
and  his  1957  team  was  second  on  the  same  won-lost 
record. 

Mathis  brought  Elon  to  Kansas  City  three  times 
as  distria  NAIA  representative—  in  1952,  1956, 
and  1957.  Overall,  he  guided  Elon  to  a  record  of 
160  victories  and  1 17  losses  over  the  10-year  period. 
He  had  an  85-75  record. 

McGEORGE 

One  of  the  most  talented  football  players  ever  to

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Eton  ^s  Early  Ball  Park

Believe  it  or  not,  some  of  Elon  College's  baseball 
games  of  45  years  ago  were  played  in  a  ball  park 
almost  adjacent  to  Trollinger  Street  in  West 
Burlington. 

The  land,  now  built  up,  is  just  behind 
Asher-McAdams  Drug  Store.  In  1919  it  was  a 
cornfield.  In  the  next  year  or  so  the  community 
banded  together  to  form  a  baseball  team.  Thanks  to 
Lacy  Brown's  mule  and  a  drag  pan,  a  field  was 
leveled  off  by  the  men  and  boys  of  the  neighborhood. 

The  land  was  owned  by  H.W.  Trollinger,  who  had 
come  to  Burlington  and  settled  as  a  young  man. 
About  1892  he  opened  a  business  dealing  in  fuel, 
fertiUzer,  and  ceramic  tile  pipe,  and  he  became  a 
business  leader  of  the  city.  In  1909  he  built  a 
handsome  residence,  still  standing  on  Park  Avenue 
(now  W.  Webb  Avenue). 

When  the  baseball  team  was  organized,  H.B. 
Glosson  was  chosen  by  the  West  Burlington  group  to 
apply  to  Mr.  Trolhnger  for  permission  to  lay  out  a 
Daseball  diamond  on  his  land.  Mr.  TroUinger  at  once 
agreed  and  charged  a  rental  of  $1.00  a  year. 

The  field  was  leveled  and  the  diamond  laid  out. 
After  one  year's  use,  interest  had  grown  and  it  was 
decided  to  improve  the  property.  Local  volunteers 
banded  together  and  enclosed  the  entire  park  with  a 
board  fence.  Home  plate  was  in  the  northeast  corner 
near  Elmer  Cheek's  grocery  (now  Asher-McAdams 
Drug  Store).  In  the  same  little  business  district  on 
Trollinger  Street  Lacy  Brown  had  a  cafeteria — 
"Brown's  No.  1."  Opposite  the  cafe's  back  door 
Mr.  Brown  installed  a  concession  stand  in  the 
wooden  wall  of  the  park.  The  back  door  of  the 
concession  stand  was  conveniently  close  to  the 
Brown's  Cafe.  Thus  it  was  an  easy  matter  to  rush  hot 
supplies  from  the  cafe  kitchen  to  the  concession 
stand.  The  front  of  the  stand,  fitted  with  a  counter, 
opened  onto  the  ball  field  to  dispense  hot  dogs  and 
peanuts.  A  vrindow  at  the  north  end  of  the  stand  was 
the  ticket  window  for  games. 

Dwight  Wall,  Elon  College  alderman,  opened  this 
whole  matter  at  the  post  office  one  morning  when  he 
mentioned  the  field  in  West  Burlington.  He  told  me 
that  when  he  was  a  member  of  the  1 934  baseball  team 
at  Wake  Forest,  they  came  here  to  play  Elon  and  the 
game  took  place  on  the  West  Burlington  field. 

Dwight's  memory  is  100  percent  accurate,  for  the 
Burlington  Times-News  gives  two  accounts  of  the 
game  in  their  issues  for  April  4  and  5,  1934.  They 
commented  in  some  awe  of  Elon's  SalJy  Newman.  In 
four  times  at  bat,  he  hit  three  singles  and  a  double. 
Later  in  1934  Elon's  suggested  schedule  for  1935  was 
published  including  several  games  at  West  End  Park, 
as  the  paper  dubbed  the  field. 

And  football.  Brodie  Hood  came  to  Burlington  in 
1929  as  high  school  coach.  He  told  me  that  their 
football  games  were  played  on  West  End  field.  He 
said  he  had  the  entire  team  trot  from  the  school  on 
Broad  Street  to  the  field  on  Trollinger  Street  to 
loosen  up. 

Baseball  and  football  were  not  the  only  diversions 
found  in  this  park.  Old-timers  remember  when 
boxing  matches  were  staged  here,  and  an  occasional 
circus  or  carnival  would  set  up  shop  on  the  field.  In 
fact,  one  year  the  Alamance  Coimty  Fair  used  the 
groimds. 


To  the  west  and  south  of  the  ball  park  stretched  a 
wide  forested  expanse,  TroUinger's  Woods,  which 
frequently  rang  with  the  happy  cries  of  Boy  Scouts  in 
camp,  hikers,  and  family  picnickers.  The  quiet  dells 
were  used  as  cover  for  such  goings-ons  as  drinking 
parties  and  poker  games.  The  card  games 
customarily  posted  lookouts,  but  sometimes  the 
minions  of  the  law  evaded  the  watchers  and  nabbed  a 


fleeing  card-player.    One  man  who  thus  feU  victim 
told  me,  "But  it  only  cost  a  $1  fine." 

As  time  went  on  and  Burlington  grew,  the  ball 
park's  days  came  to  an  end.  In  the  late  1930's 
Atwater  and  Askew  Streets  and  East  Willowbrook 
Drive  were  opened.  Houses  sprang  up,  and  the  ball 
field  was  crowded  out.  Now —  40  years  later —  only 
a  few  remember.

Head  Coach  Karen  Garden 
praised  the  play  of  senior  Janet  Fleming,  jimiors 
Kate  Jewett  and  Jenniffer  Ratchford,  sophomores 
Lori  Clark,  Karen  Wall  and  Mary  Beth  Hughes  and 
freshmen  Julia  Strange,  Wendy  Warren  and  Beverly 
Malone.

year  by  the  Green  Bay  Packers  in  the  tight  end  slot. 

McGeorge's  honors  were  many  during  his  four 
years  at  Elon.  He  was  the  Fighting  Christians' 
greatest  pass-catching  end,  most  valuable  player 
twice  in  the  Carolinas  Conference,  first  small- 
college  player  to  be  named  to  the  Kodak 
All-American  team  of  1968,  and  in  1969  was  on  the 
Kodak,  Associated  Press,  and  National  Association 
of  Intercollegiate  Athletic  (NAIA)  All-American 
teams. 

He  was  conference  three  years.  Most  Valuable 
Player  two  years,  All-State  three  years.  All 
American  two  years  and  All-District  one  year. 

When  McGeorge  completed  his  college  grid 
career,  he  held  the  following  all-time  records:  Most 
touchdown  passes  caught,  single  game,  four;  most 
passes  caught,  single  game,  15;  most  yards  gained, 
single  game,  285;  most  touchdowns,  single  season, 
13;  most  touchdown  passes  caught,  single  season; 
most  yards  on  pass  receptions,  single  season,  1,061; 
most  touchdown  passes  caught,  career,  31;  most 
passes  caught,  career,  224;  and  most  yards  on 
receptions,  career,  3,486. 

Although  his  basketball  record  was  over- 
shadowed by  his  football  pursuits,  McGeorge  was 
an  outstanding  rebounder  and  was  the  t2th  Elon 
player  to  his  1,(XX)  points  in  his  career.  In  1969  he 
was  named  All -Conference,  with  a  career  total  of 
688  rebounds.

The  Elon  College  soccer  team  advanced  to  the 
District  26  playoffs  for  the  first  time  before  bowing 
to  Pfeiffer  College  5-0.  The  Fightin'  Christian 
hooters  finished  8-5-2  in  the  regular  season  which 
was  the  first  winrung  season  ever  for  Elon  soccer. 
Coach  Steve  Ballard  praised  the  play  of  seniors 
George  Bakatsias  and  Peter  Roughton  along  with 
junior  Eric  Wigren.  Ballard  now  thinks  the  Fightin' 
Christians  will  compete  for  the  Carolinas  Conference 
and  District  26  titles  and  has  set  those  honors  as  his 
team's  goals  for  1980  along  with  advancing  to  the 
nationals. 

The  Elon  College  linksters,  under  the  guidance  of 
Bill  Morningstar,  ended  their  fall  season  by 
capturing  the  Ferrum  Invitational.  The  first-place 
finish  added  a  bright  note  for  Morningstar's  linksters 
who  had  placed  third  in  two  previous  tournaments. 
Danny  Graham,  Mike  Ross,  Frank  Jones  and  Randy 
Jarrett  all  played  well  for  the  Fightin'  Christians. 
The  team  hopes  to  again  make  a  run  at  the  National 
title  during  the  spring  season.

Stauffenberg,  from  Morea,  Pa.,  and  nicknamed 
the  "Morea  Mauler,"  was  inducted  by  Bob  Kopko, 
'58.  The  pile-driving  Elon  fullback  was  chosen 
Most  Valuable  Player  in  the  North  State 
Conference  and  in  District  26  of  the  NAIA  during 
his  senior  year.  He  became  Elon's  first  football 
player  to  gain  2,000  yards  in  a  career,  finishing  a 
brilliant  four-year  gridiron  career  with  2,073  yards 
in  466  rushes  for  a  4.4  average  per  carry. 

He  was  three  times  All -Conference,  twice 
All-Slate,  twice  All-District,  and  was  given 
honorable  mention  for  the  Associated  Press'  Little 
.'Mi-American  twice.  He  also  won  the  Most  Valuable 
Player  Award,  presented  by  the  American  Business 
Club  of  High  Point. 

Stauffenberg  scored  25  touchdowns  for  Elon  for 
a  total  of  150  points.  He  missed  All-Conference 
honors  as  a  sophomore  when  he  broke  his  arm  in 
the  first  game  of  the  1955  season,  but  he  was  the 
leading  scorer  and  rusher  in  1956  and  1957.,  Those 
same  years  he  won  the  Conference  Title  in  the  shot 
put,  while  placing  fourth  in  1958.  He  lettered  in 
football  four  times  and  in  track  three  times  and  he 
made  the  Elon  baseball  team  as  a  reserve  in  1955. 
Stauffenberg  became  the  ninth  leading  scorer  in 
Elon  football  history.  When  he  graduated  he  was 
the  third  all-time  scorer  in  Elon  football  history. 
Up  to  1956,  he  was  the  leading  rusher  during  a 
career  and  held  the  season  record  for  yards  with  937 
in  1956.

Elon  Sets  Record  Enrollment 


Elon  College  began  its  91st  academic  year  with 
a  record  enrollment  of  over  2,500  students,  up  100 
students  from  last  year. 

One  month  into  the  semester,  the  liberal  arts 
college  still  had  almost  50  students  housed 
temporarily  at  the  Burlington  Ramada  Inn.  Ori- 
ginally the  school  housed  86  male  students  there. 

"The  residence  situation  is  improving  slowly," 
said  Elon  Dean  of  Student  Affairs  William  G.  Long. 
"We  expect  to  have  all  our  students  in  permanent 
housing  within  the  next  several  weeks." 

Long  said  the  additional  students  did  not  come  as  a 
complete  surprise  to  college  officials. 

"We  had  a  good  idea  our  enrollment  would  be  up 
due  to  the  number  of  applicants  who  had  paid  a 
deposit,"  Long  said.  "But  you  never  know  until  the 
first  day  of  school  how  many  students  will  actually 
show  up.  We're  very  pleased  at  the  turnout." 

The  official  registrar's  report  shows  2,501 
students,  up  from  2,402  last  year.  Of  these,  1 ,249  live 
on  campus.  Evening  school  registration  numbers  92 
students,  up  from  66  last  year.  The  record  shows 
there  are  1,380  male  students  and  1,121  females. 
While  the  number  of  male  students  actually  decUned 
by  eight  from  last  year,  there  are  91  more  coeds. 

There  are  still  more  Baptists  on  campus  than  any 
other  denomination,  with  almost  28  percent  of  the 


student  body  Usting  that  preference.  United  Church 
of  Christ  members,  who  represent  Elon's  church 
family,  make  up  only  slightly  more  than  five  percent 
of  the  students,  down  from  seven  percent  a  year  ago. 
Only  three  percent  checked  no  religious  preference, 
compared  to  over  eight  percent  last  year. 

The  students  come  from  25  states,  the  District  of 
Columbia,  and  1 1  foreign  countries.  Over  63  percent 
of  the  students,  however,  call  North  Carolina  home. 
Virginia  has  the  second  largest  number  of  students 
with  over  22  percent.  Students  also  come  from  Chile, 
Germany,  Greece,  India,  Iraq,  Japan,  Jordan, 
Puerto  Rico,  Saudi  Arabia,  Scotland  and  Sierra 
Leone. 

Three-fourths  of  North  Carolina's  counties  are 
represented,  with  a  whopping  45  percent  of  the  North 
Carolinians  residing  in  Alamance  County,  up  from 
less  than  29  percent  last  year.  College  officials 
attribute  this  increase  to  the  gasoline  shortage, 
increased  awareness  of  local  students  to  Elon's 
programs,  and  improved  recruiting  procedures  by  the 
admissions  office. 

The  big  majors  on  campus  remain  business 
administration  with  541  students,  physical  education 
with  191,  human  services  with  169,  elementary 
education  with  130,  and  accounting  with  123.  Almost 
a  third  of  the  students  have  not  decided  on  a  major.

Group  Aids  Health  Professions 


"Presently,  there  is  more  competition  for 
admission  to  medical  schools  than  in  any  other 
profession,"  says  Dr.  Lynn  Ryals  of  the  Elon  College 
Health  Professions  Advisory  Committee. 

The  committee  was  formed  last  year  as  a  part  of 
continued  efforts  to  assist  eligible  students  in  their 
efforts  to  get  into  medical  schools. 

Dr.  J.  Earl  Danieley,  professor  of  chemistry,  is 
chairman  of  the  committee  which  includes  Dr.  Frank 
Harris,  associate  professor  of  physics,  and  Dr.  Ryals, 
chairman  of  the  biology  department,  all  of  the  Elon 
faculty;  Dr.  Jesse  Meredith,  professor  of  surgery  at 
Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine  in  Winston-Sa- 
lem; and  Dr.  William  P.  Herbert,  assistant  professor 
of  obstetrics  and  gynecology  at  Memorial  Hospital  of 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill. 

The  committee  interviews  all  students  interested  in 


applying  for  admission  to  graduate  work  in  any  of 
the  health  professions. 

The  objective  of  the  group  is  to  screen,  evaluate, 
advise  and  carefully  guide  the  student  as  early  as 
possible  in  his  undergraduate  work  and  personal 
development  toward  the  time  when  he  is  ready  to 
apply  for  admission  to  graduate  school.  The 
committee  is  then  prepared  to  submit  evaluations  and 
to  make  recommendations  to  those  schools.  Evalua- 
tions from  Elon  faculty  are  available  to  the 
committee  along  with  the  students'  academic  records 
and  test  scores. 

By  this  method,  those  students  who  fail  to  meet  the 
stringent  requirements  for  acceptance  are  recognized 
early  and  counseled  into  more  suitable  vocations, 
while  those  with  the  most  promising  potential  have 
greater  assurance  of  acceptance  for  graduate  studies. 


Credible  institutional  backing  and  support  alone, 
however,  will  not  assure  success  for  the  undergrad- 
uate. Suitable  scores  must  be  attained  on  either  the 
Medical,  Dental,  Pharmacy  or  Optometry  College 
Aptitude  Tests. 

"We  have  needed  a  systematic  method  of 
counseling  and  advising,  screening  and  evaluating, 
recommending  and  supporting  students  with  real 
potential  and  we  are  happy  to  offer  these  services  to 
our  students,"  says  Dr.  Danieley. 

"If  we  have  a  good  student  who  is  otherwise 
eligible  —  above  average  test  scores,  well-rounded, 
good  personality,  good  character  and  high  academic 
standing  —  then  there  is  an  excellent  chance  of 
getting  into  medical  school,"  he  concluded.  "We 
have  eight  or  10  Elon  graduates  in  medical  school  or 
schools  of  dentistry  or  optometry  at  jjresent." 


Why  The  Annual  Fund  Is  Crucial  To  Elon^s  Future 


Why  would  a  college  which  recently  completed  a 
successful  $2.8  million  expansion  program,  has  a 
record  enrollment  and  raises  several  million  dollars  a 
year,  be  so  concerned  about  a  quarter-million  dollar 
annual  fund  campaign? 

"The  answer  is  simple,"  says  Dr.  Jo  Watts 
Williams,  director  of  development  at  the  90-year-old 
liberal  arts  institution.  "The  capital  campaign 
insures  our  future  viabiity  and  provides  many 
necessary  improvements  to  the  physical  plant.  The 
Annual  Fund,  on  the  other  hand,  provides  the 
short-term  funds  to  carry  on  our  program  of 
excellence  as  we  enter  the  1980s." 

The  increased  number  of  students,  while  creating 
more  revenue,  actually  creates  a  burden  on  the 
budget,  since  students  only  pay  about  three-fourths 
of  ihe  total  cost  of  their  education.  As  enrollment 
increases,  more  money  must  be  raised  through  the 
Annual  Fund  to  meet  expenses,  thereby  keeping 
tuition  costs  at  the  lowest  possible  level  for  students. 

This  year  the  Annual  Fund  campaign  has  a  goal  of 
S250,000.  "The  Annual  Fund  provides  a  cushion 
between  what  students  pay  in  tuition,  room  and 
board  and  fees,  and  what  our  day-to-day  costs 
demand.  Without  the  Annual  Fund,  student  tuition 
would  be  so  high  it  would  force  Elon  out  of  the 
competitive  marketplace,"  she  explained. 

'This  becomes  more  pronounced  when  you 
consider  the  ever-increasing  gap  between  public  and 
private  college  tuition." 

Dr.  Williams  explained  that  student  tuition  is  used 
10  provide  educational  services,  including  faculty 
salaries,  library  books  and  special  educationtil 
programs  such  as  the  expanding  Honors  Program. 
Capital  gifts  provide  the  physical' plant  to  house 
students  and  the  classrooms. 

"What's  left  out  is  the  cost  involved  in  adding  new 
programs  and  maintaining  the  buildings  to  provide  a 
[earning  environment,"   she  said.    "Some   of  our 

gesE  benefactors,  who  might  give  several  thousand 
dollars  for  a  classroom,  will  also  give  to  the  Annual 
Fund.  They  realize  that  the  classroom  cannot  be  used 
unless  it  is  heated,  lighted  and  furnished." 


The  high  cost  of  providing  utilities  alone  is  more 
than  the  Annual  Fund  goal.  With  the  year's  budget 
established  14  months  in  advance,  a  10  percent 
increase  in  the  cost  of  food,  or  other  necessary 
commodities,  can  wreck  the  most  careful  planning. 

"The  bottom  line  is  that  Elon  must  continue  to 
keep  tuition  low,  to  continue  our  policy  of  not 
turning  away  any  student  because  of  his  inability  to 
pay.  The  luxury  we  enjoy  of  having  one  of  the  lowest 
tuitions  among  similar  private  colleges  in  the  state  is 
rapidly  becoming  a  necessity.  Without  the  Annual 
Fund  we  would  have  to  increase  tuition  by  one-third, 
and  that  would  not  be  fair  to  students,  parents  or  to 
our  tradition,"  Dr.  Williams  emphasized.

Volunteers  will  be  telephoning  over  10,000  Elon 
College  Alumni,  parents  and  friends  during  the 
college's  First  National  Phonathon  during  the  month 
of  March. 

Approximately  25  telephones  will  be  installed  at 
the  Phonathon  Center  on  the  campus  of  the 
90-year-old  liberal  arts  institution.  The  telephones 
will  be  manned  by  students,  faculty  and  alumni 
volunteers. 

Callers  will  be  on  the  telephones  Monday 
through  Thursday  evenings  from  6:30  to  9:30.  They 
will  be  making  calls  to  every  state. 

William  R.  Ginn,  Sr.,  '56,  associate  director  of 
development  and  coordinator  of  the  month-long 
event,  said  the  purpose  of  the  Phonathon  is  to  solicit 
support  for  the  College's  Annual  Fund  and  to  give 
alumni  and  friends  the  opportunity  to  exchange  their 
thoughts  about  the  College  and  its  future. 

He  also  said  calls  would  be  made  only  to  those  who 
have  not  made  a  contribution  to  the  Anual  Fund 
before  the  middle  of  February. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Phonathon  will  greatly  increase 
the  number  of  alumni  and  friends  who  contribute  to 
the  College  as  well  as  provide  the  funds  which  will 
put  the  college  over  the  $250,000  1979-80  Annual 
Fund  Goal. 
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Jazz  Ensemble  Completes  Tom- 


The  Emanons  of  Elon  College,  one  of  this 
country's  leading  college  jazz  ensembles,  have 
completed  their  30-day  whirlwind  tour  of  the  East 
Coast. 

The  Emanons,  representing  a  variety  of  music,  is 
an  official  arm  of  the  Elon  College  Music 
Department.  The  group's  repertoire  runs  the  gamut 
from  the  "Big  Band  Era"  of  Count  Basle  and  Stan 
Kenton  to  the  more  progressive  jazz  era  of  such 
groups  as  Chicago  and  Tower  of  Power. 

The  27-member  group  is  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Jack  O.  White,  who  adds  many  exciting  trumpet  and 
flugelhorn  solos,  and  Dr.  David  Bragg,  who  offers 
an  array  of  intricate  flute  and  saxophone  solos. 

"We  are  really  looking  forwaid  to  performing  in 
this  area,"  said  White  in  an  interview  before  the 
group  departed  Elon  College  in  central  North 
Carolina  in  early  January.  "We'll  be  performing 
over  30  concerts  during  the  month  of  January,  nearly 
one  a  day!" 

The  jazz  ensemble  was  organized  in  1962  by  Dr. 
White.  It  will  be  touring  the  Eastern  Seaboard  during 
the  one-month  winter  term  at  Elon. 

"The  tour,  which  is  a  part  of  Elon's  4-1-4  Winter 
Term,  brings  jazz  to  high  school  and  college  students 
in  a  way  most  of  them  have  never  heard  before," 
says  White.  "They  get  to  hear  the  music  in  person,  to 
see  it  performed  and  to  meet  the  performers  either 
before  or  after  the  concert."  Some  concerts  are  also 
coupled  with  clinics  for  music  students. 

Worldwide  honors  is  the  only  way  to  describe  the 
Emanon's  reception  wherever  they  go.  Their  first 
major  performance  was  in  1964  when  they  appeared 
at  the  New  York  World's  Fair.  They  were  asked  to 
return  the  following  year  as  featured  artists. 

The  group  later  appeared  in  Washington,  D.C. 
after  entertaining  crowds  up  and  down  the  East 
Coast  for  several  years.  The  musical  group  gained 
fame  in  1971  when  they  were  named  an 
"All-American  Troupe"  by  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Defense.  They  were  featured  for  a  week  at  the 
Roosevelt  Roads  Naval  Base  in  Puerto  Rico. 

That  same  year,  they  received  an  invitation  to  the 
internationally  acclaimed  Montreux,  Switzerland 
International  Jazz  Festival.  In  1972,  the  Emanons 
represented  the  U.S.  State  Department  in  a  European 
tour  where  they  performed  to  sell-out  crowds.  They 
were  featured  guest  artists  at  U.S.O.  shows  in 
Germany,  and  they  were  presented  with  the  key  to 
the  City  of  Dudelange.  In  1973,  the  group  was 
featured  at  the  First  Annual  New  York  Brass 
Conference.  In  1976  the  Emanons  made  a  return 
appearance  in  Eastern  Europe  and  were  again 
featured  to  a  sell-out  crowd  at  the  "Grand  Ball  de  la 
Douane"  in  honor  of  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of 
Luxembourg. 

"Emanon"  is  "no  name"  spelled  backwards.  The 
group  consists  of  students  from  Elon,  a  coeducation- 
al, four-year,  liberal  arts  college  of  approximately 
2,500  students.  The  group  is  made  up  not  only  of 
music  majors,  but  also  business,  biology  and  physics 
majors,  just  to  name  a  few.  Each  and  every  member 
of  the  Emanons  feels  it  a  very  high  honor  and 
compliment  to  their  musical  ability  to  be  a  part  of 
this  prestigious  group.

The  Emanons  jazz  band  of  Elon  College  was 
featured  in  a  "Welcome  Home"  concert  Thursday, 
January  31,  following  their  month-long  whirlwind 
tour  of  the  East  Coast. 

The  band  spent  the  month  of  January  traveling 
from  New  York  to  Florida,  giving  dozens  of  concerts 
along  the  way.  The  Emanons  played  in  New  York, 
New  Jersey,  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  South  Carolina, 
Georgia  and  Florida,  including  several  days  at  Disney 
World  and  a  gig  at  the  Hilton  Inn  at  St.  Petersburg, 
Florida. 

The  January  31  concert  at  8  p.m.  in  Whitley 
Auditorium  on  the  Elon  campus  was  the  final  concert 
of  the  tour. 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Jack  O.  White,  director 
of  bands  at  the  liberal  arts  institution,  and  Dr.  David 
Bragg,  woodwind  professor,  the  Emanons  blend  the 
sounds  of  the  "Big  Band"  era  with  several 
contemporary  selections.  A  special  hit  with  audiences 
of  all  ages  is  the  band's  rendition  of  several  Glenn 
Miller  tunes  and  the  swinging  sounds  of  the  1930s 
and  1940s. 

This  year's  tour  marked  the  16th  annual  road  trip 
for  the  Emanons,  who  have  traveled  throughout  the 
world  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  White.

A  Volunteer^s  View 
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Computer  Aids  Academic  Programs 


The  liberal  arts  college  that  has  for  90  years  prided 
itself  on  its  smallness  and  personalized  approach  to 
education  has  invested  over  $85,000  in  an  academic 
computer.  In  fact,  the  school  now  has  two 
computers,  one  for  students  and  teachers  for  "hands 
on"  instruction,  and  a  smaller  unit  for  bookkeeping 
and  administrative  use. 

"Anwar,"  as  someone  has  dubbed  the  academic 
computer,  has  the  capacity  to  store  56  million  letters 
or  numbers  on  its  two  disk  drives,  or  256,000 
characters  on  a  single  tape.  The  Digital  Equipment 
Corporation  is  the  largest  mini-computer  manufac- 
turer and  the  DEC  computer  is  the  most  extensively 
used  educational  computer. 

E.  Anderson  Lightbourne,  manager  of  academic 
computing  at  Elon,  says  students  are  eager  to  learn 
about  and  use  the  computer  through  the  1 1  terminals 
in  the  Learning  Resources  Center,  Anwar's  home. 
Anwar  can  effectively  handle  as  many  as  20  users  at 
one  time,  and  more  terminals  are  on  order.  On  any 
given  day,  students  can  be  seen  pecking  on  the 
typewriter  keyboards  and  staring  into  the  television 
readers  at  the  terminals. 

While  the  computer  is  housed  in  two  units  about 
the  size  of  standard  filing  cabinets,  the  main  portion 
of  the  memory  bank  is  located  in  a  box  about  one 
foot  wide  and  two  feet  long.  Another  machine  the 
size  of  a  small  washing  machine  houses  the  disk 
storage  units. 

Lightbourne,  who  sometimes  uses  computer 
language  not  easily  understood  by  a  layman,  speaks 
fondly  of  Anwar  as  he  punches  in  orders  for  a 
computer  game,  one  of  several  that  students  may 
play. 

"The  sole  use  of  the  system  is  instructional,"  he 
notes.  "The  machine  can  simulate  complex  interrela- 
tionships and  show  immediate  results  with  a  dynamic 
display  of  the  outcome  of  decisions. 

"The  computer  is  a  pervasive,  almost  survival  part 
of  our  society  today.  It's  especially  critical  in  the 
science  fields.  We're  giving  students  an  exposure  that 
will  be  useful  as  they  enter  the  business  world,  and 
for  some  of  our  students,  it  will  form  the  core  of  their 
vocation." 

The  use  of  computers  has  also  filtered  down  from 
the  pure  scientific  world  into  the  arts,  Lightbourne 
said.  New  areas  in  the  liberal  arts,  such  as  language 
studies,  are  just  beginning  to  be  put  to  the 
computer's  lest, 

Lightbourne  gives  three  reasons  why  the  computer 
studies  program  is  important  to  a  liberal  arts  college 
of  any  size. 

"First  of  all,  the  machine  is  probably  the  most 
important  intellectual  too!  invented  since  the  printing 
press.  The  space  program,  for  instance,  simply  could 
not  have  been  accomplished  without  the  use  of  the 
computer. 

"The  second  reason  involves  the  processing  and 
manipulation  of  data.  So  much  printed  matter  is 
generated  to  be  absorbed,  the  computer  is  becoming 
a  necessary  tool  just  to  process  and  store  the 
information." 

Many  libraries,  he  noted,  are  using  computers 
linked  to  major  learning  centers.  "If  you  had  to  rely 
on  printed  indexes,  you'd  simply  go  nuts," 
Lightbourne  says.  "There  is  just  no  way  to  store  and 
retrieve    what    you    need    without    the    use    of

computers. 

The  final  reason  for  learning  about  computers  is  to 
learn  about  humans,  Lightbourne  explains.  Science 
has  tried  for  years  to  develop  an  artificial 
intelligence,  a  machine  that  truly  thinks.  The 
complexity  involved  in  programming  a  computer  to 
do  something  as  simple  as  play  chess  or  interpret 
everyday  English  sentences,  makes  us  realize  more 
completely  the  intricacies  of  human  thought. 

Currently  Elon  is  using  the  computer  extensively  in 
biology,  chemistry,  introductory  math,  geography 
and  statistics.  Professors  can  program  drills,  reviews 
and  preparations  so  valuable  class  time  can  be  saved. 
The  computer  can  immediately  tell  students  which 
areas  they  need  to  concentrate  on  or  review.  The 
ever-growing  program  will  be  adding  modules  in 


economics,  accounting,  marketing,  remedial  mathe- 
matics and  later  remedial  English  and  spelling. 

Dr.  James  A.  Moncure,  vice  president  for 
academic  and  student  affairs,  says  the  computer  will 
allow  Elon  to  offer  a  minor  program  in  computer 
science  in  the  near  future  as  well  as  become  a  useful 
instructional  tool  for  professors. 

"Knowledge  of  computers  is  almost  a  basic  skill 
today,"  Dr.  Moncure  said.  "Our  computer  is 
making  one  of  the  most  significant  impacts  that  any 
general  program  has  in  recent  years." 

Elon  College  President  Fred  Young  agrees.  "I  do 
not  think  I  have  ever  seen  anything  generate  such  an 
immediate  and  direct  impact  on  students  and  faculty 
as  this  piece  of  hardware  has  done,"  Dr.  Young 
concluded. 
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Bulletin  To  Aid  Adults  Returning  To  Classroom 


A  new  publication  will  be  appearing  soon  in 
shopping  centers,  restaurants,  physicians'  waiting 
rooms,  banks  and  savings  and  loans.  It's  free  and 
picking  one  up  could  be  the  first  step  toward  a  college 
education. 

The  newspaper  is  called  the  "Evening  College  and 
Continuing  Education  Bulletin"  and  is  being 
published  by  the  Elon  College  Office  of  Continuing 
Education  (formerly  the  Office  of  Non-Traditional 
Students). 

The  bulletin  is  designed  to  tell  non-traditional  age 
students  (over  24)  everything  they  need  to  know 
about  going  back  to  college  to  seek  a  degree,  to 
improve  job  skills,  or  simply  to  take  courses  for 
personal  enrichment. 

The  Office  of  Continuing  Education  consists  of 
two  major  divisions:  the  Division  of  Academic 
Programs,  which  includes  the  Evening  College 
programs  and  other  special  college  credit  courses 
offered  at  night  and  on  Saturdays,  and  the  Division 
of  Continuing  Education,  including  all  non-credit 
courses,  seminars  and  workshops  offered  for  self 
improvement  and  enjoyment. 

The  Winter/Spring  edition  of  the  Bulletin  will  list 
all  Evening  College  credit  courses,  plus  23  new  and 
exciting  non-credit  courses,  workshops  or  seminars 
starting  in  January,  1980.  A  special  mail-in 
application  form  exclusively  for  non-degree  seeking 
students  taking  college  credit  courses  is  being  tried 
for  the  first  time.  Degree  seeking  students  must  still 
come  to  campus  to  register  since  academic  advising  is 
required.  Also,  a  separate  mail-in  application  form 
for  Continuing  Education  classes  is  included.  Mail-in 
registration  is  permitted  for  all  Continuing  Educa- 
tion non-credit  courses,  workshops  and  seminars. 

Additionally,  the  publication  will  include  special 
articles,  lists  of  important  registration  dates,  and 
campus    phone    numbers    for    answering    specific 


questions.  All  course  offerings  include  a  brief  course 
description,  with  a  fee/tuition  schedule  that  will  help 
in  selecting  the  courses  you  wish  to  take. 

The  Continuing  Education  section  is  new.  The 
selection  of  programs  is  varied  and  arranged  to  fit  an 
adult's  busy  schedule.  As  a  special  addition,  a 
footnote    under    selected    courses    and    workshops 


offered  under  the  Division  of  Continuing  Education 
will  announce  the  availability  of  a  "Special 
Announcement  Flyer"  giving  detailed  information 
on  the  particular  course,  workshop  or  seminar. 

The  Bulletin  will  be  published  twice  a  year.  For 
further  information  call  George  R.  Lentz,  Director, 
Office  of  Continuing  Education  at  Elon  College, 
584-9711,  ext.

Editor's  Note  —  Mrs.  Lilliao  Shoffner  Trogdon, 
'29,  a  free  lance  writer  from  Climax,  N.C.,  receatly 
reminisced  about  returning  to  tbe  alma  maler  sbe  left 
50  years  ago.  Her  story  follows: 

When  19  members  of  the  Class  of  1929  met  last 
May  for  the  golden  anniversary  of  their  graduation  at 
Elon,  they  found  many  changes.  Some  of  the  group 
had  not  been  back  since  school  days,  and  the  only 
familiar  buildings  were  Alamance  Building  with  its 
four  colonnade— connected  buildings  and  West 
Dormitory.  I  had  been  privileged  to  follow  many  of 
the  improvements,  for  I  had  returned  for  evening 
classes  in  1950,  and  when  our  son  was  a  day  student 
one  quarter  I  had  joined  him— having  two  of  the 
same  classes. 

Missing,  of  course,  was  Ladies  Hall  where  1  had 
many  experiences  that  furnish  fond  recollections. 

In  the  fall  of  1926,  scabies  (which  we  chose  to  call 
"seven-year-itch")  infected  several  of  the  students. 
We  knew  one  of  the  girls  on  our  hall  was  blamed  for 
bringing  it  to  Elon,  and  we  held  our  breath  hoping  we 
wouldn't  catch  it.  All  went  well  until  one  night  when 
my  roommate  came  back  to  our  room  from  a  hot 


bath  broken  out  so  thickly  there  was  no  doubting 
what  she  had!  And,  much  to  my  sorrow,  she  was 
wearing  my  kimono! 

1  panicked.  1  simply  would  not  sleep  with  her,  and 
I  went  home  the  next  day  taking  all  my  clothes. 
Mama  boiled  all  the  cottons  in  Red  Devil  lye, 
including  my  kimono.  Its  colorful  flowers  faded 
away!  Wools  were  hung  in  an  upstairs  room  where 
she  burned  sulphur  to  disinfect  them. 

Day  students  were  few  in  those  days,  but  1 
immediately  became  one.  It  was  two  weeks  until 
Christmas  and  we  were  having  mid-term  exams.  1 
drove  a  T-model  from  home,  15  miles  away,  until  the 
holidays.  It  wasn't  easy.  During  the  time  the  dorms 
were  closed  the  college  management  had  everything 
disinfected  and  freshly  painted,  in  January  I 
returned  and  resumed  my  relationship  with  the  other 
girls. 

One  of  the  group  found  a  barrel  of  apples  in  the 
basement  where  we  sometimes  did  some  laundry. 
They  belonged  to  the  kitchen  of  West  Dormitory. 
One  night  she  went  down  and  filled  a  pillow  case.  She 
was  slipping  upstairs  very  quietly  when  she  stumbled 


and  apples  went  rolling  down  the  steps  making  a 
terrible  noise. 

As  for  our  snack  bar,  every  night  at  9:30  a  bell 
rang  in  our  hall  signaling  a  half  hour  free  for  fun.  If 
we  were  hungry  after  a  couple  hours  of  study,  we 
went  to  the  kitchen  where  Mrs.  Corby  spooned  out  a 
teacup  full  of  peanut  butler  and  gave  us  enough 
crackers  on  which  to  spread  it  —  all  for  10  cents.  If 
we  were  in  the  mood  for  a  special  treat,  we  could  get 
enough  lemons  and  sugar  for  lemonade  to  serve  four. 
This,  too,  was  for  10  cents. 

The  idea  of  Co-ed  dorms  and  boys  being  allowed 
in  the  girls'  rooms  simply  flabbergasts  those  of  us 
who  were  teen-agers  in  the  "soaring  twenties."  We 
were  allowed  to  socialize  twice  a  week:  Sunday 
afternoons  and  Wednesday  nights.  Young  men 
stopped  on  the  porch  where  they  called  for  their  dates 
and  walked  them  to  the  social  hall.  Of  course,  there 
were  always  chaperones  on  hand.  It  sort  of  amazed 
us  even  back  then  that  there  were  separate  stairs  for 
men  and  women  in  Alamance  Hall. 

Alumni  swell  with  pride  when  reminded  that  Elon 
now  has  2500  students.  But  there  was  a  distinct 
advantage  to  a  small  student  body.  I  knew  every  one 
on  campus!

Twenty-eight  of  Elon  College's  alumni  and  friends 
have  been  named  to  serve  as  members  of  the  Steering 
Committee  of  the  Fighting  Christian  Club,  the 
athletic  fund-raising  organization  of  the  College. 

The  main  function  of  the  Steering  Committee  will 
be  to  serve  as  a  sounding  board  for  the  College's 
athletic  fund-raising  activities.

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Off  And  Running  For  A  New  Track 


Members  of  the  athletic  and  development  staffs  of 
the  College  are  gearing  up  for  what  they  hope  will  be 
the  biggest  alumni/student  participation  fund-raising 
event  in  the  history  of  Elon  College. 

The  Greater  Elon  Jogathon,  which  will  be  held  on 
the  old  quarter-mile  dirt  track  at  Elon  on  Saturday, 
April  26,  is  expected  to  attract  the  largest  group  of 
joggers  to  ever  assemble  for  a  single  event  in  the 
history  of  the  area.  They  will  all  be  jogging  to  raise 
$125,000  to  help  build  a  new  all-weather  metric  track 
and  soccer  field  that  will  be  constructed  just  north  of 
the  Newsome  Baseball  Field  in  the  area  previously 
known  as  the  Caddell  property. 

"We  are  inviting  every  high  school,  junior  high, 
middle  school  and  elementary  school  in  Burlington 
and  Alamance  County  to  join  with  Elon  students  in 
raising  needed  funds  for  their  own  schools  as  well  as 
for  the  Track/Soccer  Field,"  says  Melvin  Shreves, 
associate  athletic  director  and  coordinator  of  the 
Elon  jog.  "We  hope  that  this  event  will  attract 
between  500  and  1,000  joggers  and  that  we  will  be 
able  to  raise  at  least  $125,000." 

Funds  raised  by  students  from  schools  in  the  city 
and  county  will  be  split  50/50  for  their  own  schools' 
needs  and  for  the  Track/Soccer  Field.  "This  event 
will  provide  the  schools  an  opportunity  to  raise  large 
sums  of  money  with  a  minimum  amount  of  time 
involved  on  the  pari  of  their  students  and  faculty," 
explains  Shreves.  "And  as  a  sideline,  we  also  hope  to 
bridge  the  town-gown  gap  in  a  big  community-spirit- 
ed event." 

Joggers  will  get  pledges  from  family,  friends  and 
neighbors  for  a  set  amount  for  each  quarier-mile  lap 
that  the  jogger  runs,  jogs  or  walks  during  a  one-hour 
time  period.  After  the  laps  are  computed  at  the  end 
of  the  hour,  "sponsors"  will  be  written  a  letter  of 
thanks  for  their  help  and  be  billed  for  the  amount 
they  pledged.  As  the  pledges  are  collected,  the  funds 
are  divided  among  the  participating  schools. 

As  far  as  the  College  community  is  concerned, 
Shreves  emphasizes  that  the  Track/Soccer  Field 
project  will  be  of  benefit  to  a  great  number  of 
students,  faculty  and  community  people.  "I  would 
say  that  the  college's  track  is  probably  utilized  by 
more  people  than  any  other  public  facility  on 
campus,"  he  said.  "You  can  ride  by  most  any  time  of 
the  day,  from  early  morning  until  late  evening,  and 
see  folks  jogging  or  walking  around  getting  their 
daily  exercise.  Of  course,  the  new  track  will  be  used 
extensively  in  our  physical  education  and  recreation 
programs  and  by  our  athletic  teams  in  their 
workouts,  and  the  soccer  field  could  become  the  hub 
of  fast-growing  youth  soccer  activity  in  this  area." 

The  facility,  which  is  projected  to  cost  over 
$250,000  when  completed,  will  include  an  eight-lane 
all-weather  metric  track  with  curbing,  a  grass-turf 
soccer  field  with  underground  iirigation  and  a 
one-mile  physical  fitness  trail  with  from  15  to  20 
strength  and  flexibility  stations.  The  College  is 
seeking  a  donor  to  contribute  the  remaining  $125,000 
needed. 

The  old  track,  located  just  north  of  Alumni  and 
Jordan  gyms,  will  give  way  in  the  1980's  to  the 
proposed  Fine  Arts  Center.  It  has  been  in  use  by  Elon 
students  for  the  past  three  decades. 


"We  also  hope  to  get  our  alumni  involved  in  the 
jog  as  sponsors  of  students  and  faculty  members  who 
will  be  jogging,"  Shreves  added.  "We  have  so  many 
alumni  who,  for  one  reason  or  another,  cannot 
afford  to  contribute  $50  or  $100  to  the  College  and 
who  feel  that  a  small  gift  won't  help  that  much. 

"By  pledging  a  nickle,  dime  or  quarter  per  lap  to 
some  jogger,  they  can  afford  to  give  to  this  very 
important  project  and  at  the  same  time  get  that  great 
feeling  of  satisfaction  in  knowing  that  they  had  a  part 
in  making  that  facility  a  reality.  It  also  gives  them 
"bragging  rights"  when  they  visit  the  campus  with 


their  spouse  or  children  —  'I  helped  build  that  track 
back  in  1980!'" 

Letters  will  be  sent  to  all  alumni  in  April  inviting 
them  to  participate  in  the  jog  as  a  jogger  or  as  a 
sponsor. 

Eight  other  colleges  and  universities  in  North 
Carolina  will  be  conducting  jogathons  similar  to 
Elon's  this  spring.  "We  hope,  of  course,  that  ours 
will  be  the  biggest  and  the  best.  Elon  folks  don't  like 
to  lose  in  anything,  and  we're  counting  on  that 
competitive  spirit  in  our  alumni  to  make  this  event  a 
big  success,"  concluded  Shreves.

One  of  the  many  items  that  Jim  Waggoner  wants 
to  include  in  his  upcoming  book  on  the  history  of 
Elon  College  Athletics  is  a  complete  list  of  former 
athletes  who  lettered  in  any  sports  at  Elon. 

"We  have  a  rather  extensive  list,  but  for  various 
reasons,  it  is  by  no  means  complete,"  says 
Waggoner.  "Our  main  source  of  information  has 
been  the  senior  write-ups  in  the  college  annuals. 
There  were  many  athletes  who  left  school  before  their 
senior  year  who  did  letter. 

"Anyone    who    can    supply    me    with    lists    of 


lettermen  from  their  teams  should  send  them  to  me 
immediately  so  that  we  can  get  as  complete  a  list  as 
possible,"  says  Waggoner.  "It's  too  late  once  we  go 
to  print." 

Waggoner  is  also  looking  for  old  pictures  of  teams, 
individuals,  coaches,  cheerleaders  or  anything 
dealing  with  Elon  athletics  as  well  as  anecdotes  that 
can  be  used  in  the  book.  Items  will  be  returned  to  the 
donor  if  wanted  or  they  will  be  placed  in  the  Sports 
Hall  of  Fame  display  in  Alumni  Gym.

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Wordsworth  Named  Visiting  Lecturer  At  Elon 


Richard  Wordsworth,  great-great-grandson  of 
poet  William  Wordsworth  and  acclaimed  actor  in  his 
own  right,  has  been  named  Visiting  Lecturer  at  Elon 
College  for  the  spring  semester. 

The  famed  British  actor  and  graduate  of 
Cambridge  University  began  his  teaching  duties  at 
the  liberal  arts  college  when  the  semester  began  Jan. 
29. 

Wordsworth  will  teach  a  one-hour  evening  course, 
"An  Actor  Looks  at  Shakespeare,"  for  five  weeks 
beginning  Feb.  7.  He  will  also  teach  "Oral 
Interpretation  of  Literature"  with  emphasis  upon 
drama  and  direct  the  production  of  a  Shakespearean 
play  in  readers  theater.  This  course  will  carry  three 
semester  hours  of  credit.  Another  three-hour  course 
will  be  taught  on  "The  Wordsworth  Circle,"  a  study 
of  William  Wordsworth,  Charles  Lamb,  Robert 
Southey  and  others. 

The  actor,  who  has  performed  on  the  Elon  campus 
several  limes,  first  visited  the  United  States  in  1948  as 
a  junior  member  of  John  Gielgud's  company  and 
appeared  on  Broadway  in  "The  Importance  of  Being 


Ernest."  Returning  to  London  at  the  Old  Vic,  the 
forerunner  of  the  National  Theatre,  Wordsworth 
performed  in  a  variety  of  classical  roles  —  Cassius, 
Ford,  Roderigo,  Ulysses,  Tybalt,  The  Ghost  in 
"Hamlet,"  The  Porter  in"Macbeth,"Malvolio  and 
Pistol.  The  last  six  of  these  he  played  in  tours  in 
America,  covering  the  U.S.  from  San  Francisco  to 
Broadway. 

For  the  past  several  years  he  has  completed  tours 
of  American  universities  and  colleges  and  a  very 
successful  tour  of  German  universities  sponsored  by 
the  British  Council.  These  tours  have  featured  a 
series  of  lectures  on  English  poets,  one-man  shows 
from  Shakespeare,  and  portrayals  of  Wordsworth 
and  Thomas  Jefferson. 

Sir  Peter  Hall,  director  of  the  National  Theatre  of 
Great  Britain,  said  Wordsworth's  "classical  educa- 
tion and  long  association  with  the  best  classical 
theatre  in  the  country  make  him  peculiarly  fitted  for 
the  work  he  has  been  doing  in  America  and  Europe." 

A  simple  letter,  however,  from  the  British  Actor's 
Equity  Association  says  it  best:  "Mr.  Wordsworth  is 
a  distinguished  actor." 


Three  Receive  Doctoral  Degrees 


Three  members  of  the  Elon  College  Faculty 
received  their  doctoral  degrees  this  fall. 

Dr.  Jack  O.  White  recently  completed  require- 
ments for  his  doctor  of  arts  degree  from  New  York 
University.  He  has  been  director  of  the  Elon  College 
Marching  Band  and  associate  professor  in  the  Fine 
Arts  Department  since  1962. 

Prior  to  coming  to  Elon  College,  Dr.  White  was 
band  director  at  Cary  High  School  in  Cary,  N.C.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Musicians  and  the  National  Band  Association  and 
published  a  "Review  of  Music  Textbooks  for  the 
New  Brass  Conference." 

In  1964,  White  organized  the  Emanons,  a  versatile 
and  popular  band  composed  of  Elon  students,  which 
has  appeared  extensively  in  the  U.S.  and  other  parts 
of  the  world  as  well.  He  also  organized  and  directs 
the  National  Brass  Clinic  which  is  held  on  the  Elon 
campus  each  summer. 

Dr.  Janie  P.  Brown,  assistant  professor  of 
physical  education,  took  her  Ed.D.  in  physical 
education  at  UNC-Greensboro.  Prior  to  coming  to 
Elon  in  1967,  she  taught  at  Fayettcville  Senior  High 
School,  Fayetteville,  N.C.  She  is  a  member  of  Delta 
Kappa  Gamma  and  Tassels,  the  Wake  Forest  Honor 
Society,  and  the  Association  of  University  Women.

With  ihe  appointment  of  David 
Joyce  as  the  new  assistant  dean  of 
student  affairs,  Elon  College  officials 
feel  they  have  continued  the  trend 
eliminating  the  old  stereotype  image  of 
the  dean  who  was  a  somber  authority 
figure,  assaulting  with  fire  and  brim- 
stone the  unfortunate  student  who 
found  himself  the  victim  of  human 
frailty. 

In  Joyce,  Elon  students  find  a 
friendly,  warm,  caring  individual,  who 
is  unstinting  in  his  giving  of  time, 
energy  and  enthusiasm  to  his  position 
and  their  needs. 

Joyce  came  to  Elon  last  year  as 
coordinator  of  the  living-learning 
center  at  Harper  complex.  The  Swans- 
boro,  N.C.  native  is  a  graduate  of 
Pfeiffer  ColicRe. majoring  in  psycholo- 
,gy,  and  Yale  Divinity  School. 

He  has  served  the  Oakboro,  N.C. 
United  Methodist  Church;  Trinity 
Episcopal  Church,  Branford,  Conn.; 
and  Killam's   Point   Conference   and 


Retreat  Center  also  in  Connecticut.  He 
very  much  enjoys  the  parish  atmos- 
phere. Joyce  says  he  feels  his  position 
at  Elon  is  a  "ministry,"  and  the 
academic  community  is  his  "parish." 
He  states  that  he  has  "recently  had  the 
pleasure  of  marrying  a  couple  in  an 
outdoor  ceremony  while  not  having 
the  sad  duty  of  performing  a  funeral 
since  joining  the  staff  of  the  college." 
Joyce  and  his  wife,  Susan,  a  grad- 
uate student  at  UNC-Greensboro,  have 
bought  and  are  remodeling  an  older 
house  within  a  "stone's  throw"  of  the 
campus.

The  coordination  and  training  of 
residence  counselors  (R.C.)  who  live 
in  each  of  the  dormitories  on  campus  is 
an  important  part  of  Joyce's  job.^This 
is  a  form  of  peer  counseling  with  the 
"R.C."  virtually  always  available  to 
the  students  in  their  dorms. 

Of  the  students  Joyce  counsels  and 
advises,  he  says,  about  50  percent  come 
on  their  own,  as  opposed  to  those 
directed  to  him  with  some  existing 
problem.  He  adds  that  there  are  often 
serious  crises  to  face.  The  greatest 
frustration,  he  slates,  is  when  he  just 
can't  really  help  or  solve  a  problem. 

Joyce  feels  that  college  should 
provide  a  healthy,  supportive  atmos- 
phere for  the  student,  as  well  as  a 
progressive  educational  experience, 
and  that  the  "institution  needs  to  help 
in  every  way  possible  to  aid  students  in 
becoming  self-regulatory  antt  assuming 
more  responsibility  for  themselves."

Six  members  of  the  Elon  College  faculty  have 
contributed  biographies  of  well-known  North 
Carolinians  to  the  "Dictionary  of  North  Carolioa 
Biographies." 

The  first  volume  (A-C)  of  the  eight-volume  set  has 
been  published  by  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
Press.  Dr.  William  S.  Powell,  professor  of  history  at 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill,  is 
the  editor  and  has  been  working  on  the  dictionary 
since  1971  with  the  help  of  some  700  volunteer 
contributors.  Before  joining  the  faculty  at  UNC- 
Chapel  Hill,  Dr.  Powell  was  curator  of  the  North 
Carolina  Collection.  He  has  published  over  70  books 
and  articles  on  North  Carolina. 

Considered  the  most  extensive  biography  of  North 
Carolinians  ever  attempted,  the  dictionary  will 
contain  over  4,000  biographies  of  Tar  Heel 
explorers,  inventors,  engineers,  writers,  architects, 
artists,  musicians,  colonial  leaders,  national  and  state 
officials  and  outstanding  teachers  and  clergymen. 
Even  pirates,  criminals  and  a  hermit  are  included.

Energy  Course  Offered  Through  Newspaper 


The  tough  choices  that  will  shape  America's  energy 
future  are  the  subject  of  a  three-semester-hour 
college  credit  course  being  offered  this  spring  by  Elon 
College  in  cooperation  with  the  Burlington  (N.C.) 
Daiiy  Times-News. 

Weekly  newspaper  articles,  one  component  of  the 
course  entitled  "Energy  and  the  Way  We  Live,"  will 
appear  each  Sunday  in  the  Times-News. 

Issues  raised  in  the  newspaper  series  will  be 
discussed  as  part  of  a  nationwide  dialogue  on  energy 
issues  planned  for  February,  March  and  April. 
Organized  by  the  American  Association  of  Commun- 
ity and  Junior  Colleges,  community  forums  and 
town  meetings  will  be  held  in  hundreds  of 
communities  across  the  country  during  these  three 
months. 

Despite  a  consensus  that  the  era  of  abundant, 
cheap  energy  is  over  and  that  continued  dependence 
on  foreign  energy  sources  can  be  a  threat  to  our 
national  security,  there  is  still  no  agreement  on 
solutions  to  America's  energy  problems.  This  course 
explores  the  nature  and  dimensions  of  our  current 
energy  dilemma,  places  it  in  historical  perspective, 
and  considers  its  implications  for  our  way  of  life  as 
individuals  and  as  a  nation.  The  potentials  and 
limitations  of  alternative  energy  sources,  such  as 
fossil  fuels,  nuclear  and  solar,  are  examined,  along 
with  the  moral,  social,  political  and  economic  issues 


involved  in  our  energy  choices. 

Coordinated  by  Melvin  Kranzberg,  Callaway 
Professor  of  History  of  Technology  at  Georgia 
Institute  of  Technology,  the  Courses  by  Newspaper 
series  is  authored  by  energy  experts  who  explore  the 
history  of  energy  technology  and  consumption,  the 
impact  of  often  contradictory  values  on  energy  policy 
and  the  effects  of  current  energy  dilemmas  on  the 
national  and  international  scene. 


A  specially  prepared  Calendar  of  Issues  will  serve 
as  the  basis  of  community  discussions  sponsored  by 
educational  institutions,  local  libraries,  museums  and 
civic  and  public  service  groups.  A  seven-part  series  of 
half-hour  documentaries  broadcast  by  National 
Public  Radio  and  a  series  of  public  affairs  programs 
produced  for  cable  systems  nationwide  by  WTBS-TV 
the  Atlanta  "super  station,"  provide  other  vehicles 
for  citizen  involvement. 


Elon  Drama  Presented 


ELON  COLLEGE  —  The  Elon  College  Drama 
Club  and  the  Black  Culture  Society  presented  a 
student  production  recently  of  Ntozake  Shange's 
choreopoem,  "For  Colored  Girls  Who  Have  Con- 
sidered Suicide  When  the  Rainbow  is  Enuf."  The 
play  was  presented  in  Mooney  Theater. 

This  joint  production  of  "Colored  Girls"  was  the 
first  to  be  co-sponsored  by  the  Elon  College  Drama 
Club,  which  was  chartered  this  fall.

worked   with   the   cast    for   almost    six    weeks    in 
preparing  for  this  production. 

The  play  presented  poetic  excerpts  from  the  lives 
of  seven  contemporary  Black  women  living  in  seven 
different  American  cities.  Each  woman  is  identified 
by  a  different  primary  color.  The  cast  included  Vicki 
Blackwell,  Doreen  Spaulding,  Vennecia  Bynum, 
Vanessa  Howard,  Anna  McKay,  Karen  Godsey  and 
Tawanna  Williams. 
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Elon  Offers  Recreation  Administration  Minor 


Recognizing  the  continuing  shortage  of  jobs  for 
physical  education  majors  and  teachers  in  general. 
Elon  College  has  added  a  minor  in  Recreation 
Administration  to  its  curriculum.  This  step  should 
greatly  broaden  the  scope  of  job  opportunities  for 
graduates  interested  in  physical  education  or 
recreation  careers  other  than  teaching. 

With  the  initiation  of  the  new  program,  three 
options  are  now  open  to  those  students  seeking 
careers  in  physical  education  and  recreational  fields. 
One  option  is  teacher  certification  for  physical 
education.  Another  is  Community  Recreation,  which 
adds    courses    in    public    speaking    and    business 


communications.  Option  three,  Commercial  Leisure 
and  Sports  Management,  includes  additional  busi- 
ness, accounting  and  economics  courses. 

The  Elon  graduate  with  a  minor  in  Recreation 
Administration  who  combines  a  sound  background 
in  physical  education,  the  physical  sciences  including 
biology,  physiology  and  kinesiology,  and  business 
and  management  would  be  well  prepared  for  good 
jobs  in  public  recreation,  industrial  recreation, 
YMCA/YWCA  work,  directors  of  cruise  and  resort 
recreation  and  other  different  and  exciting  positions. 

Professor  Paul  Gaskill,  who  has  experience  in 


several  areas  of  Recreation  Administration,  left  a 
teaching  position  at  UNC-Chapel  Hill  in  the  fall  Oi 
1978  to  come  to  Elon  to  organize  the  Recreation 
Administration  program  he  now  directs. 

Gaskill  says  that  a  number  of  students,  boih 
Physical  Education  and  Human  Service  majors,  ^re 
now  participating  in  the  program,  although  the 
program  is  open  to  students  in  other  disciplines.

New  Dorm  To  Ease  Housing  Problems 


Elon  College  is  building  three  new  dorms  on 
Williamson  Avenue  that  will  house  144  students. 
There  will  also  be  a  commons  building  which  will 
contain  an  apartment  for  a  counselor,  study  rooms, 
lounge  and  laundry  facilities. 

The  buildings  will  cost  approximately  one-half 
million  dollars  and  are  being  built  to  alleviate  some 
of  the  present  housing  shortage  problems.  Now  75 


percent  of  the  students  live  three  to  a  room.  The  new 
dorms  will  lower  this  percentage  to  about  25  percent. 

Construction  on  the  new  dorms  will  begin  in  late 
spring  and  be  completed  by  the  fall  1980  school  year. 

This  type  of  dormitory  will  offer  students  a 
different  style  of  living.  They  will  resemble 
apartments  rather  than  the  traditional  dormitory 
buildings.

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Elon  Given  Unusual  Literary  Collection 


Miss  Ruth  Johnson  of  Fuquay-Varina,  N.C.,  has 
donated  to  Elon  College  a  collection  of  books,  most 
by  North  Carolina  writers,  in  honor  of  Mrs.  Oma 
Utley  Johnson,  who  served  as  the  librarian  of  the 
college  from  1932  through  1959. 

Miss  Johnson,  first  cousin  of  Mrs.  Johnson, 
owned  and  operated  a  book  store  in  Raleigh,  N.C., 
for  many  years  after  retiring  as  a  school  teacher. 
During  this  time  she  met  many  noted  authors.  Most 
of  the  books  in  the  collection  are  autographed,  many 
with  personal  letters  to  Miss  Johnson  from  the 
authors. 

Among  the  books  are  many  first  editions  including 
several  by  James  Boyd  and  Bruce  Catton,  first 
edition  copies  of  "The  End  of  Innocence"  and 
"Price  of  Carpetbaggers"  by  Jonathan  Daniels,  and 
several  other  first  printings  of  books  by  the  same 
writers.  There  are  five  books  by  Josephus  Daniels; 
nine  autographed  first  editions  of  the  works  of  Inglis 
Fletcher;  first  edition  copies  of  Thomas  Wolfe's 
"The  Web  and  the  Rock"  and  "You  Can't  Go  Home 
"Again,"  works  by  Carl  Sandburg,  Budd  Schulberg, 
Archibald  Rutledge,  and  Frances  Grey  Patton;  and 
autographed  Robert  Frost  books. 

The  beautiful  enclosed  bookcases  which  contain 
the  139  volume  collection  are  made  from  a  walnut 
tree  from  the  Johnson  farm.  The  books  may  be  seen 
at  Elon,  but  may  not  be  removed  from  the  library. 

Mrs.  Johnson  retired  as  head  librarian  in  1959,  but 
worked  for  the  next  1 1  years  until  1971 ,  when  she  was 
80  years  old,  to  organize  and  establish  a  church 
history  room  containing  documents  and  artifacts 
relating    to    the    Southern    Convention    of    the 


Congregational  Christian  Churches. 

Mrs.    Johnson    is   now    in   a   nursing    home   in 
Fuquay-Varina,  but  her  gifts  of  love  and  work  to 


Elon  College  remain  a  visible  reminder  through  the 
Church  History  Room  and  the  beautiful  literary 
collection  donated  by  Miss  Johnson. 


Sears-Roebuck  Gives  College  Grant 


The  Sears-Roebuck  Foundation  has  given  Elon 
College  a  grant  of  $2,500  through  the  foundation's 
Aid-To-Education  Grant  Program,  college  officials 
have  disclosed. 

Grants  totaling  more  than  $49,000  were  distributed 
to  39  privately  supported  colleges  and  universities  in 
North  Carolina  by  the  foundation.  Elon's  share  was 
the  third  largest  awarded  in  the  state,  following  Duke 
and  Wake  Forest  University. 

The  money  was  presented  to  Elon  College  by 
Thomas  D.  McGowen,  manager  of  the  Burlington 
Sears-Roebuck  store  at  Holly  Hill  Mall. 


The  North  Carolina  colleges  and  universities  are 
among  over  1,000k  private  accredited  two  and  four 
year  institutions  across  the  country  which  are  sharing 
in  $1,500,000  in  Sears  Foundation  funds  for  the 
1979-80  academic  year.  Funds  may  be  used 
unrestrictedly  as  the  colleges  and  universities  deem 
necessary. 

In  addition  to  its  unrestricted  grant  program.  The 
Sears-Roebuck  Foundation  each  year  conducts  a 
variety  of  special -purpose  programs  in  elementary, 
secondary,  higher  and  continuing  education.  Alto- 
gether, the  Foundation  had  expenditures  of  almost 
$2.5  million  in  1979  for  its  education  activities.

Money  collected  from  the  Armual  Fund  will  help 
carry  on  the  general  college  programs.  It  also  helps  to 
keep  Elon's  tuition  one  of  the  lowest,  among  similar 


independent  colleges,  in  the  state. 

S.  Carlysle  Isley,  assistant  to  President  Young, 
said  he  is  very  pleased  with  the  amount  raised  and 
with  the  "enthusiasm  of  the  volunteers  in  their 
work."  He  said  that  most  of  the  pledges  will  be  paid 
before  the  fiscal  year  ends  May  31.  He  states  that  he 
will  send  letters  to  the  volunteers  thanking  them  for 
their  successful  efforts  and  informing  them  of  the 
amount  raised. 


The  Office  of  Continuing  Education  at  Elon 
College  scheduled  a  series  of  Monday  afternoon  and 
Wednesday  evening  sessions  in  February  to  help 
students  of  all  ages  develop  better  study  habits. 

Critical  study  areas  such  as  time  management, 
organization,  note  taking  methods  and  test  taking 
strategy  were  covered. 

The  course,  which  was  entitled  "Instant  Study 
Skills,"  was  structured  to  permit  students  to  select 
any  one  or  more  of  four  sessions  as  time  and  interests 
dictate. 
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Past  Presidents  Return  To  Class 


Getting  to  the  top  of  a  mountain  is  a  task  for  most 
people.  But  how  about  the  ones  who  reach  the 
highest  peak  and  decide  to  come  back  down  again? 
Can  these  people  really  smile  and  be  content  where 
they  are? 

That  task  seems  simple  to  two  Elon  College 
professors  —  Dr.  J.  Earl  Danieley  and  Dr.  Dolphus 
Whitten  Jr.  Both  men  were  once  college  presidents 
who  later  returned  to  the  classroom.  Dr.  Danieley 
was  president  of  Elon  College  and  Dr.  Whitten  was 
president  of  Oklahoma  City  University.  Both  men 
now  feel  they  get  inspiration  and  strength  from  being 
in  the  teaching  profession. 

Dr.  Danieley  says  he  left  the  president's  office 
'because  of  the  tremendous  responsibility.  It's  too 
much  for  one  person  to  do  alone.  You  don't  have 
time  for  yourself,  your  family,  friends  or  hobbies." 

There  were  three  reasons  Dr.  Danieley  left  the 
President's  office.  "You  are  constantly  worried  with 
raising  and  allocating  funds.  You  spend  too  much 
time  worrying  about  money  that  just  isn't  there," 
says  Dr.  Danieley.  "Working  as  a  college  president  is 
a  seven-day  a  week,  full-time,  all-year  job.  Even 
when  you're  at  the  beach,  you  are  thinking  about 
raising  money,"  Dr.  Danieley  said. 

Second,  a  college  president  does  not  get  to  deal 
with  students  on  a  personal  basis. He  must  represent 
an  authoritative  figure.  "It's  hard  to  be  friendly  with 
students  as  long  as  you  are  the  president.  They  think 
you  either  want  them  to  do  something  or  they  have 
done  something  wrong."  Danieley  said  that  if  a 
person  loves  to  teach,  then  he  must  love  his  students. 
And  to  be  successful,  the  students  must  love  him 
back. 

One  month  after  leaving  the  president's  office.  Dr. 
Danieley  came  back  to  his  love  —  the  classroom.  "I 
wanted  to  return  to  the  classroom  while  I  was  still 
young  and  could  find  enthusiasm  and  joy  in 
leaching." 

Dr.  Danieley  teaches  general  chemistry  to 
freshmen.  He  says  freshmen  are  a  special  challenge 
and  have  problems  upperclassmen  do  not  have. 

He  uses  a  personalized  instruction  program,  which 
is  in  its  second  year  of  operation.  The  program  is 
designed  so  each  person  can  move  at  his  or  her  own 

previous  lessons  are  background  for  future  lessons.

"You  have  to  develop  a  good  background  or  you 
will  miss  the  boat.  If  it  takes  a  student  a  year  and  a 
half  to  do  one  semester's  work,  that's  fine  with  me. 
We  are  not  here  to  run  a  foot  race;  all  we  want  to  do 
is  teach  fundamental  principles,"  says  Dr.  Danieley. 
Dr.  Dolphus  Whitten  Jr.,  who  was  president  of 
Oklahoma  City  University  for  10  years,  is  also  glad 
to  be  back  in  the  classroom.  But  being  a  college 
president  wasn't  such  a  bad  job.  "I  take  life  in 
stages,  and  being  a  president  was  just  one  of  the 
stages  in  my  life,"  Dr.  Whitten  says. 

"The  pressures  from  the  job  were  physically 
wearing,  but  I  enjoyed  what  I  was  doing.  In  my 
position  I  tried  to  keep  communication  with  the 
students,  and  I  felt  at  ease  with  them.  My  wife  and  I 
would  have  picnics  and  sponsor  different  groups  of 
young  people.  We  just  enjoyed  being  with  students," 
says  Dr.  Whitten. 

There  are  problems  with  being  in  administration, 
however.  A  president  must  entertain  all  the  time. 
"We  had  something  to  do  every  night,  and  I  had  a 
luncheon  to  go  to  almost  every  day.  It  was  just  as 
busy  for  my  wife  to  be  a  president's  wife  as  it  was  for 
me  to  be  the  president.  During  a  four-year  period  we 
had  entertained  almost  eight  thousand  people  in  our 
home. 

"I  left  the  presidency  to  take  early  retirement  and 
to  teach  part-time.  Teaching  is  my  real  profession.  I 
decided  while  I  was  in  grade  school  that  I  was  going

to  be  a  teacher,  and  that's  what  I  did.  I  taught 
seventh  grade  students  everything  from  English  to 
history.  But  I  quickly  got  away  from  that. 

"After  teaching  in  public  school,  I  then  became 
principal  and  taught  part-time.  Next  I  moved  on  to 
college  teaching.  Later  I  got  into  administration,  and 
teaching  was  in  the  background.  Now  I'm  back  to 
what  I  love  the  most,"  says  Dr.  Whitten. 

"I  love  the  mixture  of  the  class,  because  I  love  to 
see  a  class  grow  and  develop,"  says  Dr.  Whitten. 

"I  also  try  to  teach  students  to  learn  to  respect  the 
individual  contributions  of  people  rather  than  the 
stereotypes.  Not  all  Indians  rode  horses  or  killed 
buffalo,  nor  are  all  big  businessmen  evil.  I  want  the 
students  to  think.  Andrew  Carnegie,  for  example, 
was  a  business  tycoon,  but  before  his  death  he  had 
given  almost  all  his  money  away  to  Hbraries  and 
other  philanthropies.  I  try  to  teach  the  students  that 
human  beings  are  'sacred'  and,deserve  to  be  treated 
in  that  manner,"  he  observed. 

"Not  only  am  I  concerned  with  the  students'  work 
in  my  class,  but  I  Uke  to  hold  individual  conferences 
and  talk  to  them  about  their  development  as  persons. 
If  I  don't  do  anything  else  as  a  teacher,  I  would  like 
for  my  students  to  enjoy  history  and  look  at  it  as  a 
background  to  the  problems  of  today,"  Dr.  Whitten 
concluded.

Elon  Grad  Urges  Restrained  Fuel  Use 


An  Elon  College  alumnus  of  the  Class  of  '50  has 
applauded  the  airline  industry  on  its  fuel  conserva- 
tion efforts  to  date,  but  urged  further  restraints  to 
minimize  the  use  of  aviation  turbine  fuel  and  aviation 
gasoline. 

Speaking  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
National  Air  Transportation  Association,  Robert  B, 
Smithwick,  general  manager  in  charge  of  the 
International  Aviation  Sales  Department  of  Texaco, 
said  the  oil  industry  cannot  satisfy  the  unrestrained 
demand  for  jet  fuel  or  aviation  gasoline. 

"We  can't  do  it  now."  he  asserted.  "We  won't  be 
able  to  do  it  over  the  next  20  years." 

He  pointed  out  that  of  the  52  million  barrels  of  oil , 
produced  worldwide  each  day,  nearly  60  percent 
comes  from  the  13  nations  —  most  of  them  in  the 
Middle  East  —  which  make  up  the  Organization  of 
Petroleum  Exporting  Countries  (OPEC). 

A  native  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Smithwick  received 
his  bachelor  of  ans  degree  in  English  from  Elon  in 
1950.  He  attended  the  University  of  Virginia 
Graduate  School  of  Business  before  joining  Texaco's 
sales  organization  in  1953.  He  rose  through  the 
corporate  ranks  and  was  appointed  to  his  present 
position  in  September  1975.

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Elon  Announces  Index  of  Historical  Interest 


Dr.  Charles  B.  Lowry,  head  librarian  at  Elon 
College,  has  announced  the  completion  of  a  unique 
collection  of  material  which  has  been  indexed  for 
information  primarily  concerning  Elon  College,  the 
Town  of  Elon  College  and  persons  and  events 
connected  with  the  two. 

The  collection,  which  contains  a  considerable 
amount  of  information  on  the  Burlington/ Alamance 
County  area  and  many  local  citizens,  is  the  result  of 
the  concentrated  effort  of  the  Rev.  T.H.  Mackintosh 
with  the  able  assistance  of  his  wife,  Mary  Graham. 

"Indexed  is  biographical  and  historical  informa- 
tion on  people  (alumni,  staff /faculty,  and  towns- 
people) events  including  births,  marriages  and  death, 
some  dating  as  far  back  as  1844,"  says  Guy  R. 
Lambert,  associate  librarian. 

Almost  all  material,  indexed  and  located  in 
McEwen  Library,  is  either  bound  or  microfilmed  and 
is  available  to  the  community. 

Lambert  says,  "I  am  amazed  at  how  much  we  are 
already  using  the  index,  particularly  when  questions 
arise  concerning  someone  connected  with  the  college 
or  the  Town  of  Elon.  Heretofore,  one  would  usually 
have  to  talk  to  someone  who  remembered  the  person 
or  event,  or  do  a  lot  of  research." 

Dr.  Lowry  calls  the  index  "an  absolute  goldmine 
of  information." 

The   seed    for    this    rather   monumental    project 


actually  was  planted  when  Mrs.  Mackintosh  began 
writing  a  history  of  the  Elon  Community  Church. 

Mary  Graham  Lawrence  Mackintosh  grew  up  in 
the  Town  of  Elon  College.  Her  mother  and  father 
graduated  from  Elon  College  and  her  father.  Dr. 
W.P,  Lawrence,  was  head  of  the  English  Department 
in  1904.  Mrs.  Mackintosh  graduated  in  1924  and  her 
brother,  Phalti,  graduated  in  1929.  Even  though  the 
Mackintoshes  lived  out  of  state  for  many  years,  Mrs. 
Mackintosh's  life  has  been  steeped  in  the  history  and 
activities  of  Elon. 

The  home  on  Haggard  Avenue,  now  occupied  by 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Baxter,  was  the  Lawrence 
homeplace  built  by  Dr.  Lawrence  in  1911.  After  his 
death  in  1926  Mrs.  Lawrence  converted  the  second 
floor  into  apartments. 

During  World  War  II,  the  Army  Air  Corps  had  a 
detachment  on  the  Elon  Campus.  Married  cadets 
brought  their  wives  along,  and  Mrs.  Lawrence  had 
two  or  three  couples  living  in  the  upstairs  rooms. 
When  Mrs.  Lawrence  died  in  1969,  the  homeplace 
was  sold  to  Dr.  Baxter. 

Mrs.  Mackintosh  also  had  relatives  who  attended 
Graham  College  before  it  was  chartered  in  1889  and 
became  Elon  College. 

While  Mrs.  Mackintosh  worked  on  the  Elon 
Community  Church  history,  she  was  convalescing 
from  injuries  received  in  a  fall.  Her  husband  did  the 
leg-work   necessary   to   collect   information.    "The 


more  we  learned,  the  more  fascinated  we  became 
with  the  history  of  the  area  and  its  people,"  says  Mr. 
Mackintosh. 

When  the  church  history  was  finished,  the 
Mackintoshes  kept  right  on  working,  and  the  Elon 
College  Library  agreed  to  accept  the  fruits  of  their 
labors. 

The  information  compiled  came  from  many 
sources,  including  the  "Alamance  Gleaner"  from 
1875.  "Burlington  Times  News"  (circa  1923), 
"Christian  Sun"  (1844-1965),  "Elon  Alumni  Direc-' 
lory,"  "Elon  College  Weekly,"  Minutes  of  the  Town 
Board  of  Elon  College,  "The  State  Dispatch"  and 
"The  Elon  Alumni  Voice,"  which  started  in  1928 
and  had  a  brief  but  important  life. 

Included  in  the  files  are  stories  of  comedy  and 
tragedy,  pranksters  and  preachers,  pathos  and  pale 
statistics.  Although  the  drama  covers  a  number  of 
years,  the  setting  is  a  particular  place  and  the 
characters  are  real  people. 

The  Mackintoshes  express  the  hope  that  someone 
will  be  found  to  maintain  the  index  and  keep  it 
current.  Mrs.  Mackintosh  adds,  "The  project  has 
been  a  source  of  fascination,  education  and 
entertainment  for  us  all  these  years." 

Both  express  their  joy  and  gratitude  in  being  able 
to  use  some  of  their  retirement  years  in  an  effort  that 
can  be  of  lasting  value  to  the  school  and  the 
community. 


Elon  Theater  Organ  Dedicated     ^rs.  Johnston  Retires

The  thrilling  sounds  of  the  silent  movie  era 
-returned  to  Alumni  Memorial  Gymnasium  on  the 
Elon  College  campus  when  noted  organist  Searle 
Wright  presented  a  dedicatory  organ  recital  on  a 
vintage  theater  pipe  organ  April  1. 

The  8  p.m.  concert  was  open  free  to  the  public. 
Also  included  was  the  silent  film  "Love  and  Hisses" 
starrine  Laurel  and  Hardy. 

The  Elon  Wurlitzer,  the  gift  of  a  local 
businessman,  was  originally  installed  in  the 
Paramount  Theater  in  1930  at  Charlottesville,  Va. 
During  the  1920s  and  '30s,  Wurlitzer  was  the  "king 
of  pipe  theater  organs."  All  sounds  are  produced 
by  means  of  wind  and  pipes  similar  to  many  church 
organs. 

Donated  in  1974,  the  instrument  has  undergone 
extensive  renovation  over  the  past  six  years.  The 
restoration  has  been  a  joint  project  of  Elon  College 
and  the  Piedmont  Chapter  of  the  American  Theater 
Organ  Society.  Work  was  coordinated  by  Mr.  Paul 
M.  Mac  Abernelhy  Jr.  and  Barry  Simmons,  director 
of  financial  aid  at  the  liberal  arts  college. 

A  bit  larger  than  the  average  pipe  theater  organ, 
this  instrument  is  a  Wurlitzer  Balaban  I-A  style 
theater  pipe  organ  with  three  manuals  (keyboards) 
and  12  ranks  (types)  of  pipes.  Over  750  pipes,  seven 
tonal  percussions  and  other  special  effects  combine 
to  produce  sounds  designed  to  replace  over  31 
instruments  found  in  a  concert  orchestra.  The 
Wurlitzer  has  over  11,000  moving  parts. 

Wright,  who  is  professor  of  organ  composition 
and  church  music  at  Binghamton  State  University  in 
New  York,  performed  mostly  light  music,  although 
he  played  a  few  classics,  his  specialty. 

The  musician  began  his  career  by  serving  as 
organist-choirmaster  of  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd  in  New  York.  In  1950  he  was  appointed  to 
the  faculty  of  the  School  of  Sacred  Music  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  where  he  taught  organ, 
composition  and  improvisation. 

In     1952    he    was    approached     by     Columbia 


University  to  become  director  of  music  at  St.  Paul's 
Chapel  and  teacher  of  organ  for  the  department  of 
music. 

These  posts  were  held  until  1971,  when  Wright 
went  to  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  to  be  orgarWst-choirmaster 
at  Christ  Church  and  Adjunct  Professor  of  Music  at 
the  College  Conservatory  of  the  University  of 
Cincinnati.  He  joined  the  Binghamton  State  staff  in 
1977. 

Wright  was  the  first  native  American  to  play  an 
organ  recital  in  Westminster  Abbey,  and  he  planned 
the  music  and  played  for  the  Columbia  University 
Festival  Commencement  honoring  the  Queen  Mother 
of  England  at  the  Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Divine 
in  New  York. 

He  probably  is  as  well  known  as  a  composer.  He 
was  one  of  two  composers  representing  North 
America  whose  works  were  chosen  for  performance 
at  the  Lambeth  Conference  in  1960.  The  work  was 
the  Gloria  in  Excelsis  from  the  Communion  Service 
in  G  Minor.  His  compositions  include  works  for 
orchestra,  chamber  ensemble,  chorus  and  orchestra, 
a  cappella  chorus  and  organ  solo. 

Wright's  versatility  is  shown  by  the  fact  that,  ir 
addition  to  being  one  of  a  committee  of  three  who 
designed  the  organ  for  Philharmonic  Hall  in  New 
York,  he  has  played  many  recitals  of  light  music  for 
the  American  Theater  Organ  Society  and  for  the 
Cinema  Organ  Society  of  England. 


Mrs.  Virginia  Johnston,  who  joined  the  Elon 
College  staff  as  Secretary  to  the  Registrar  in 
November  of  1959,  retired  on  February  29,  1980  and 
will  be  moving  to  Cocoa  Beach,  Florida,  to  be  near 
■  her  son,  Ray,  and  his  wife  Diane,  and  her  new 
grandson.  Mrs.  Johnston  has  remained  in  the 
Registrar's  office  during  all  her  years  at  Elon.  Her 
brother,  the  Rev.  John  S.  Graves,  was  campus 
minister  and  professor  of  religion  at  Elon  College 
until  his  retirement  two  years  before  his  death  last 
January.  Both  "Johnny"  and  Mrs.  "J"  will  be 
missed  and  warmly  remembered  by  the  students, 
faculty,  staff  and  college  community  as  they  have 
shared  the  past  20  years. 

Following  a  recent  faculty  meeting,  Mrs.  Johnston 
was  presented  a  silver  tray  by  Dr.  J.  Earl  Danieley, 
past  president  of  the  college,  as  an  expression  of 
gratitude  for  her  years  of  service  to  Elon.

Dr.  Allen  B.  Sanders  of  the  Elon  College 
Department  of  Business  Administration;  Dr.  Albert 
Siavin,  professor  Emeritus  of  Accounting,  North- 
eastern University;  and  Dr.  Issac  N.  Reynolds, 
University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  HiU,  have 
written  an  accounting  book  entitled  "Financial 
Accounting  —  A  Basic  Approach." 

The  text  is  designed  for  a  one-term  course  in 
accounting  and  offers  a  comprehensive  introduction 
to  the  basic  principles  and  practices  of  financial 
accounting.  It  is  flexible  enough  to  be  used  in  both 
business  and  non-business  programs  at  the  under- 
graduate or  the  MBA  level. 

The  book  took  a  year  and  a  half  to  complete.  Each 
coauthor,  according  to  Dr.  Sanders,  was  responsible 
for  approximately  one-third  of  the  work.  After  each 
person  completed  his  section,  copies  were  sent  to  the 
other  two  authors  for  review,  changes  and 
suggestions.  The  three  authors  then  met  for  two  days 
and  discussed  the  entire  book  in  general. 

The  text  also  comes  with  an  instructional  manual; 
study  guide;  test  banks,  which  contain  tests  for  each 
chapter;  partially  completed  working  papers;  prac- 
tice sets  and  transparencies.  The  preparation  of  the 


study  guide  was  coordinated  by  Dr.  Sanders  along 
with  Prof.  Richard  Mims,  University  of  South 
Carolina. 

Dr.  Sanders  has  written  three  other  books.  The 
first  book,  "Elementary  Accounting,"  is  used  at 
Elon  in  the  accounting  department.  He  has  also 
written  an  American  and  Canadian  edition  of  the 
second  book,  "Basic  Accounting,"  and  is  presently 
working  on  a  revised  edition  of  the  first  book. 

Dr.  Sanders  came  to  Elon  in  1965  after  retiring 
from  the  U.S.  Navy.  He  received  his  B.S.  degree 
from  West  Virginia  University  and  his  MBA  from 
George  Washington  University.  He  was  awarded  the 
doctorate  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina.  Dr. 
Sanders  is  a  member  of  the  American  Accounting 
Association,  the  National  Association  of  Account- 
ants, and  the  Institute  of  Management  Accountants. 
He  also  has  a  Certificate  in  Management  Accounting 
(CMA).  He  is  one  of  only  61  people  who  passed  all 
five  parts  of  the  first  national  CMA  exam  in  1972. 

"Financial  Accounting  —  A  Basic  Approach"  will 
not  be  used  at  Elon  because  it  is  designed  for  use  in 
the  larger  universities  and  colleges,  which  use  a 
two-semester  approach  to  teaching  accounting.  The

book  was  published  in  March  1980  by  The  Dryden 
Press,  a  division  of  Holt,  Rinehart  and  Winston. 
According  to  Dr.  Sanders,  many  schools  have 
already  decided  to  use  the  book  in  their  accounting 
programs.

Plans  are  being  made  for  a  1981  Winter  Term  trip 
to  Austria.  The  program  includes  roundtrip 
transportation  from  the  United  States  to  Vieima, 
Austria,  three  and  one  half  weeks  in  a  first-class  hotel 
in  Vienna,  and  travel  in  Austria  and  Southern 
Germany. 

The  itinerary  will  include  visits  to  Munich,  the 
birthplace  of  Nazism,  with  its  parade  grounds, 
concentration  camps  (Dachau) ,  its  rich  history  and 
magnificent  cultural  attractions,  and  an  optional  trip 
behind  the  "Iron  Curtain ' '  into  communist 
controlled  Budapest,  Hungary 

In  Vieima  itself,  students  will  spend  time  at  the 
Schonbrunn  Palace,  Belvedere,  Grinzing,  the 
Spanish  Riding  School,  and  take  excursions  to  the 
Vienna  Woods  and  to  Burgenland.  Students  will  be 
treated  to  ballets,  symphonies  and  other  major 
musicals  and  dramas.  There  will  be  a  week  of  "free 
travel"  during  which  students  may  visit  other 
European  nations  and  cities  which  are  within  easy 
travel  distance  of  Vienna,  such  as  Rome,  Venice, 
Florence,  Italy,  or  Athens,  Greece;  or  take  advantage 
of  a  relatively  inexpensive  ski  week  package  in 
the  Austrian  Alps. 

The  program  in  Vienna  is  an  exciting  opportunity 
offering  interesting  cultural  activities  and  worthwhile 
excursions,  not  only  behind  the  "Iron  Curtain,"  but 
into  the  Nazi  past.  The  program  offers  three  hours  of 
academic  credit  in  German.  The  trip,  open  both  to 
students  and  friends  of  Elon  College,  is  now 
accepting  reservations.  There  are  only  a  limited 
number  of  places.  A  refundable  $25.00  deposit  will 
hold  you  a  space.

Bill  Miller  Speechless  After  'Roast'

Bill  Miller  really  caught  it  last  night. 
His  coaching  peers,  former  players  and  staunch 
friends  really  let  him  have  it  for  over  two  hours 
during  a  "roast"  at  the  Ramada  Inn  as  over  200 
people  gathered  to  honor  the  Kentucky  native. 

The  veteran  coach,  who  guided  Elon's  basketball 
fortunes  for  20  years  before  resigning  last  fall,  caught 
ii  from  all  angles,  on  all  subjects.  Witticisms  even 
came  via  tape  recorder,  telegram  and  letter,  and  most 
were  hilariously  funny,  some  a  wee  bit  naughty.  It 
was  a  laughfest  from  start  to  finish  and  had  only  one 
surprising  —  perhaps  disappointing  —  moment. 

When  Miller  had  been  roasted  to  perfection,  it  was 
his  turn.  Those  knowing  the  outspoken  former 
coach,  especially  those  who  had  taken  part  in  his 
roasting,  cringed  as  Miller  arose  to  answer  his 
lormentors. 

The  stinging  replies  did  not  come. 

"This  is  the  first  time  I've  had  a  suit  on  in  12 
ears,"  Miller  said.  "They  said  a  few  bad  things 
about  me  and  I  admit  a  lot  of  them  were  true.  I'll  also. 
admit  I  am  nervous.  I  jumped  out  of  an  airplane 
once  with  a  parachute  in  my  arms  on  a  beer  bet.  But 
"m  not  as  nervous  as  I  am  now. 

"God  loves  you.  .  .  and  I  know  I  do."  And  he  sat 
down. 

Everything  said  and  read  at  the  roast  was  not 
funny.  Each  roaster,  after  the  humorous  sayings, 
many  of  them  concerning  incidents  that  actually 
happened  in  Miller's  career,  ended  their  spiels  with 
sober  reflections  on  their  associations  with  him. 
Miller  was  also  presented  with  the  keys  to  a  1979 
Oldsmobile  Cutlass. 

Most  mentioned  his  straight-forwardness,  his 
honesty,  his  devotion  to  kids  whom  he  taught 
basketball,  the  strong  discipline  he  demanded,  his 
ftillingness  to  help  people  and  his  habit  of  "calling  a 
spade  a  spade." 

Bui  Dr.  J.  Earl  Danieley,  president  of  Elon  during 
many  of  Miller's  coaching  years  and  master-of-cere-

"He  didn't  call  a  spade  a  spade,"  said  Danieley, 
"and  I  know  that  for  a  fact.  He  called  it  a  'damn 
shovel."" 

Things  that  were  more  unkind  were  said,  all  in 
typical  'roast'  fashion,  of  course. 

"A  lot  of  these  people,"  said  Dr.  Alan  White, 
Elon  athletic  director,  "are  here  because  they  have 
nothing  else  to  do." 

"That's  for  damn  sure,"  retorted  Miller 

Ben  Lilien,  a  friend,  said  Miller  turned  down  a  job 
at  Yale  because  he  refused  to  wear  a  tie. 

Guilford  College  coach  Jackie  Jensen  said  he 
couldn't  imagine  a  roast  for  Miller  with  no  referees 
on  hand.  Jensen  noted  that  in  1967,  he  knew  for  a 
fact  that  Miller,  who  disliked  the  High  Point  coach  at 
the  time,  voted  for  the  Panthers'  star  player.  Gene 
Littles,  as  coach  of  the  year. 

"What  he  didn't  know,"  Jensen  zinged,  "is  that 
for  four  straight  years  Jerry  Steele  and  I  voted  for 
Elon's  Tommy  Cole  for  the  same  honor." 


Campbell  College  coach  Danny  Roberts  told  of  the 
time  Miller  got  him  slapped  with  a  technical  foul. 

"I  was  mad  at  a  call  made  against  Campbell  in  a 
game  at  Elon,  and  I  protested  violently.  The  ref  came 
over  and  told  me  to  be  quiet.  He  turned  and  I  said 
something  else  —  not  really  anything  bad.  The  ref 
turned  around  and  asked,  'what  did  you  say?'  Before- 
I  could  say  anything,  Miller,  who  was  standing  beside 
me,  said,  'ref,  he  called  you  a  S.O.B." 

■Earl  Ruth,  former  Catawba  AD  and  former 
congressman,  said  he  knew  Miller  recruited  well.  "I 
saw  his  ads  in  the  newspapers,"  Ruth  chided. 

Dr.  Jim  Hamilton  of  Western  Carolina  University 
mentioned  several  exploits  of  Miller's  when  they  were 
roommates  at  Chapel  Hill  where  Miller  was  a  star 
basketball  player  until  declared  ineligible.  Miller 
played  pro  ball  after  that. 

"Any  game  Miller  played  in,"  Hamilton  declared, 
"there  was  going  to  be  blood.  It  might  be  yours  or  it 
might  be  his,  but  there  was  blood." 

Former  players  Richard  McGeorge  and  Dewey 
Andrew  cited  punishments  Miler  devised  for  players 
who  gave  less  than  100  percent  effort.  Elon  President 
Dr.  Fred  Young  and  High  Point  Coach  Jerry  Steele 
also  roasted  Miller. 

Telegrams  were  read  from  John  Wooden,  former 
UCLA  coach,  and  Dean  Smith,  coach  at  North 
Carolina.  Smith  noted  that  he  asked  MiUer  to  be  his 
assistant  years  ago  and  that  Miller  declined  because 
of  his  loyalty  to  Elon.  He  said  he  knew  of  two  other 
major  coaching  jobs  Miller  turned  down. 

A  letter  from  Jim  Gudger  of  East  Texas  State, 
formerly  of  Western  CaroUna,  was  read,  and 
Bighouse  Gaines  of  Winston-Salem  State  sent  a  tape 
recording. 

Many  of  Miller's  former  players  were  on  hand, 
and  guests  included  former  Elon  football  coaches 
Red  Wilson,  George  Tucker  and  Mickey  Brown. 
Herb  Appenzeller  and  Stu  Maynard  of  Guilford,  Bob 
Light  of  Appalachian  State  and  Jim  Jones  of 
Appalachian  Stale  were  other  coaches  in  attendance. 


Basketball  Season   Successful 


The  Elon  College  "Fighlin'  Christians"  and 
"Golden  Girls"  completed  another  successful 
basketball  season  with  both  teams  advancing  to 
Conference,  district  and  state  playoff  competition. 

The  Golden  Girls  finished  with  an  impressive  25-6 
overall  record,  6-1  in  the  Carolinas  Conference 
regular  season.  Junior  Lou  Williamson,  who 
averaged  10  points  per  game  and  registered  68  steals, 
received  All-Conference  honors.  Sophomore  Vanes- 
sa Corbett  and  freshman  Nuggie  Dixon,  who  each 
averaged  about  22.5  points  in  the  regular  season, 
were  also  voted  in  the  All-State  and  All-Conference 
teams.  In  the  AIAW  Stale  Tournament,  the  team 
finished  fourth  while  taking  third  in  the  conference 
tournament.  It  was  an  exciting  and  profitable  season 
for  the  Golden  Girls,  and  next  year  looks  to  be  even 
better  with  the  top  eight  all  returning. 


The  "Fightin'  Christians,"  having  a  slow  start  at 
the  beginning  of  the  season  while  losing  seven  games 
straight  at  one  point,  came  back  to  win  ten  out  of 
their  last  14  and  tallying  a  surprising  15-13  overall 
record  and  finishing  9-6  in  Carolinas  Conference 
play.  This  superb  finish  advanced  them  to  both  the 
Conference  and  District  playoffs.  The  Christians, 
this  season,  were  led  by  All-Conference  and 
All-District  player  Lee  Allison  and  guard  Drew 
VanHorn  who  also  won  All-Conference  honors. 
Allison  and  VanHorn  averaged  17.3  and  II. 1  points 
per  game  which  allowed  the  Christians  to  finish  fifth 
in  the  District  and  second  in  the  conference  regular 
season.

Dr.  A.L.  Hook,  a  respected  leader  in  the  affairs 
of  Elon  athletics  for  over  60  years  and  the  founder  of 
North  Carolina's  first  inter-collegiate  athletic 
conference,  was  honored  for  meritorious  service. 

Rich  McGeorge,  former  Elon  All-American  who 
went  on  to  play  nine  seasons  as  a  tight  end  for  the 
Green  Bay  Packers  of  the  NFL,  was  the  only  athlete 
inducted  into  the  NAIA-Hillyard  Hall  of  Fame  this 
year.

A  Look  At  The  Baseball  Season 


Baseball  in  1980  will  be  as  exciting  as  ever  for  the 
Fightin'  Christians  as  they  try  to  better  the  1979 
season  of  29-10. 

The  diamonders,  under  head  Coach  Bob  McBee 
qualified  for  the  NAIA  District  26  playoffs  for  ihe 
third  consecutive  year,  ranking  first  in  the  regular 
season  in  the  District  and  in  the  always  tough 
Carolinas  Conference.  The  club,  playing  41  regular 
season  games,  will  lake  on  a  schedule  which  matches 
the  Christians  against  ACC  powers  University  of 
North  Carolina-Chapel  Hill,  North  Carolina  State 
and  Wake  Forest  University.  In  addition  to  the  seven 
other  Carolinas  Conference  schools  and  District  26 
foes  on  tap,  the  Christians  will  host  Hampden-Syd- 
ney,  Norfolk  State  College,  UNC- Wilmington,  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh-Johnstown,  North  Carolina 
Wesleyan,  St.  Andrews,  Oberlin  College  and 
UNC-Charlotte. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  schedule,  the  Fightin' 
Christians  will  travel  to  St.  Petersburg,  Florida  to 
play  the  minor  league  farm  clubs  of  the  St. Louis 
Cardinals  and  the  Philadelphia  Phillies  during  the 
traditional  spring  trip. 

The  Christians  have  more  power  which  should  help 
them  in  1980.  The  pitching  staff  has  both  quantity 
and  quality.  With  only  one  senior  on  the  squad,  the 
1980  edition  of  the  Fightin'  Christians  will  be  an 
experienced  group  of  athletes.  Back  for  the 
Christians  in  the  hitting  department  are  David 
Whitley  (.300),  sluggers  Joey  Hackett  and  Gerald 
Furman  (7  and  5  homeruns  respectively),  All-District 
and  Carolinas  Conference  third-baseman  Billy 
Freeman  (.321),  and  speedster  Darrell  Wallace  (15 
stolen  bases  last  year).  Craig  Newton,  Greg  Booker, 
Bob  Davenport  and  Alan  Dalton  are  also  expected  to 
give  the  Christian  attack  an  added  punch. 
Outstanding  newcomers  include  Eddie  Brown,  Vic 
Nilsen,  Ken  Comer,  Billy  Martin  and  Brent 
Eidemiller.  Top  returnees  for  the  pitching  depart- 
ment include  Stan  Queen  who  was  ranked  first  in  the 
final  NAIA  ERA  statistics  with  a  record  of  4-1. 
Teammate  Hughes  Crisp,  a  member  of  the  NAIA 
District  26  team,  posted  a  sparkling  6-1  record  while 
tossing  a  no-hitter  against  Lenoir-Rhyne  last  season. 
Crisp  was  also  ranked  in  the  NAIA  top  twenty  ERA 
stats.  Junior  Eric  Smith  begins  his  third  campaign  as 
a  Christian  hurler,  posting  a  superb  10-1  record  the 
two   previous   seasons.    Smith   also    threw   a   3-0 


no-hitter  against  always  tough  Pembroke  State 
University.  Brad  Price,  the  only  lefty  in  the  starting 
rotation,  begins  his  second  season  for  the  Elon  nine, 
compiling  a  respectable  3-1  slate.  Tim  Hoag,  a 
transfer  from  the  College  of  William  and  Mary, 
rounds  out  the  starting  rotation.  Hoag  led  the 
Collegiate  Valley  League  in  ERA  last  summer  and 
is  expected  to  be  a  key  man  in  the  Christian  pitching 
fortunes.  Tough  relievers  George  Winfree  and  Allen 
Pritchard,  both  hard  throwers,  return  with  5-2  and 
3-1  records  respectively.  Jimmy  Davis,  a  '77  and  '78 
performer  returns  for  his  final  season.  Davis  tossed  a 
no-hitter  in  '78  ag^ainst  Mars  Hill  College. 
Newcomers  Mark  Hawkins,  Mark  Merrell  and 
sophomore  Greg  Booker  are  also  expected  to  see 
action  during  the  season. 

Barring  any  unforeseen  injuries,  the  Christians  in 
1980  will  be  a  much  improved  ball  club. 

McBee  asserts:  "We  had  a  great  fall  practice,  the 
best  one  I  have  experienced  since  I  have  been 
coaching.  Attitudes  and  enthusiasm  were  simply 
great.  We  hope  to  carry  that  feeling  over  into  the 
1980  season  and  it  should  prove  to  be  another 
exciting  year  of  collegiate  baseball  at  Elon  College 
for  both  players  and  fans."

The  conference  followed  15  months  of  planning 
and  regional  conferences  held  all  over  the  country  at 
which  small  businessmen  poured  out  their  frustra- 
tions, desires  and  demands  upon  the  heads  of  the 
government  representatives.  The  regional  meeting 
for  this  area  was  held  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  with  about 
1,500  delegates  attending.  The  representatives  of  the 
federal  government  then  assorted  the  problems  and 
complaints,  covering  everything  from  unfair  tax  laws 
to  excessive  paperwork,  into  10  subject  areas. 

Another  series  of  regional  conferences  was  held  in 
which  the  areas  of  specific  concerns  were  condensed 
into  300  items  in  12  major  categories.  This  formed 
the  agenda  of  the  January  White  House  Conference. 
Out  of  the  January  conference  came  60  major 
proposals.  By  balloting,  15  of  these  were  selected  for 
outstanding  relevance  to  national  policy.  All  60 
proposals,  however,  will  receive  Congressional  and 
Presidential  consideration. 

President  Carter  addressed  the  1,800  delegates 
attending  the  conference  after  its  opening  on  January 
13.  Most  of  his  comments,  however,  dealt  with  the 
Iranian  crisis.  Dr.  Feinberg  was  seated  only  two  or 
three  rows  from  the  front  and  observed  that  the 
President  looked  older  than  when  he  saw  him  three 
years  ago,  but  he  appeared  vigorous,  energetic  and 
optimistic. 


Since  many  meetings  were  in  session  simultan- 
eously, each  delegate  was  limited  to  two  areas  of 
interest.  Dr.  Feinberg  attended  the  Education, 
TraiolDg  and  Management  Assistance  and  the 
EconomJc  Policy  and  Government  Programs  ses- 
sions. 

The  delegates  in  each  area  were  divided  into 
sections  of  25  or  30  people  to  facilitate  discussion  and 
interaction.  Each  group  made  choices  and  selections 
among  the  options  available,  with  the  five  options 
receiving  the  most  votes  in  balloting  to  be  among  the 
60  major  proposals  coming  out  of  the  conference. 

Dr.  Feinberg  was  particularly  interested  in  option 
56,  which  proposes  an  Education  Task  Force;  option 
57  which  urges  an  increased  management  assistance 
effort  by  the  Small  Business  Administration;  and 
option  58,  which  would  be  of  interest  to  small  private 
colleges,  and  suggests  as  national  policy  the  support 
of  entrepreneurial  education  and  training,  continuing 
education,  and  management  assistance  provided 
by  the  public  and  private  sector. 

Interpreting  option  58,  Dr.  Feinberg  says,  "It 
seems  to  me  that  the  educational  assistance  which 
will  be  undertaken  will  be  reflective  of  two  things. 
First,  the  nature  and  functions  of  the  education  task 
force  which  will  be  almost  obligatory  to  define  the 
problem,  establish  the  parameters  of  a  solution  and 
recommend  programs  to  the  Congress.  Secondly,  the 
relative  strength  of  the  various  educational  forces 
which  will  contend  for  a  piece  of  the  action.  The 
chief  actors  here  will  probably  be  public  and  private 
colleges,   the  management   consulting   firms,   and

government  agencies  such  as  the  Small  Business 
Administration,  Commerce  Department,  and  maybe 
even  the  Education  Department. 

"Many  business  courses  offered  by  our  institutions 
of  higher  learning,"  observes  Dr.  Feinberg,  "train 
young  men  and  women  for  jobs,  to  function  in  a 
large  corporation,  not  to  own  and  operate  a  business. 
Option  58,  if  acted  upon  by  the  federal  government, 
could  be  the  impetus  to  promote  entrepreneurial 
education." 

Dr.  Feinberg  notes  that  if  all  goes  well,  the  small 
businessman  may  expect  some  relief  from  at  least 
some  of  the  woes  in  the  very  near  future. 


Feinberg  To  Head 
Institute  For 
Development 


Dr.  Daniel  Feinberg,  professor  of  business 
administration,  has  been  named  director  of  the  newly 
established  Institute  for  Business  Development  at 
Elon. 

The  Institute  is  scheduled  to  begin  its  public 
operations  in  the  fall  of  1980.  Special  non-credit 
courses,  workshops,  seminars,  and  consultant 
services  will  be  offered  to  local  businesses.  The  needs 
of  businesses  in  general,  as  well  as  individual  needs  of 
particular  industries,  will  be  examined  and  programs 
offered. 

A  study  of  local  firms  last  year  indicated  that  28 
firms  out  of  42  perceived  a  need  for  improvement  in 
their  management  operations. 

Dr.  Feinberg  has  defined  three  courses  of  action: 

(1)  offer  programs  that  cut  across  all  industry  lines, 

(2)  develop  seminars  to  consider  problems  affecting  a 
particular  industry,  and  (3)  select  important 
problems,  such  as  industrial  waste  disposal,  health 
and  safety,  and  pension  programs,  and  offer  such 
programs  to  all  interested  firms. 


Professor  Wins 
Writing  Grant 

Dr.  Andrew  J.  Ajigyal.  assistant  professor  of 
English  at  Elon  College,  has  been  named  a 
Writer-In-Residence  at  the  Weymouth  Center  for 
Arts  and  Humanities  in  Southern  Pines. 

Weymouth  Center  is  the  19th  century  Tudor 
mansion  of  the  late  James  and  Catherine  Boyd,  who 
estabhshed  the  humanities  center  and  a  nature 
preserve  through  a  bequest. 

Dr.  Angyal  will  Uve  at  the  center  for  two  weeks  this 
summer,  working  on  a  critical  biography  of  Loren 
Eiseley,  an  anthropologist,  scientist  and  author  of  10 
books.  A  native  of  Nebraska,  Eiseley  taught  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  and  wrote  extensively  on 
evolution.  An  important  spokesman  for  the  science 
community  during  the  1950s  and  '60s,  Eiseley's  first 
book,  "Immense  Journey,"  was  a  collection  of 
essays  on  the  philosophy  of  evolution  and  man's 
place  in  the  scheme  of  evolutionary  history. 

In  addition  to  several  manuscripts  dealing  with 
science  and  technology  and  man's  future,  Eiseley 
published  four  volumes  of  poetry  before  his  death  in 
1977. 

Dr.  Angyal  received  his  B.A.  degree  in  English 
from  Queens  College,  CUNY,  and  his  M.A.  degree 
in  ReUgion  at  Yale  University.  He  completed  his 
Ph.D.  requirements  at  Duke  University,  where  he 
majored  in  American  Literature;  Nineteenth-Century 
British  Literature.  He  is  widely  published  and 
recently  completed  articles  on  Robert  Frost  and 
Wallace  Stevens.  Prior  to  joining  the  Elon  College 
faculty  in  1976,  he  taught  at  New  Haven  CoUege, 
South  Kent  School,  and  Duke  University. 

The  purpose  of  the  grant  is  to  provide  writers 
uninterrupted  time  to  write.  "If  you've  ever  worked 
on  a  book,  you  know  how  precious  that  is,"  says 
Angyal,  who  now  has  a  two-month-old  child  in  his 
home.

Dr.  Angyal  was  nominated  to  the  Writer-In-Resi- 
dence position  last  summer  and  was  recently 
approved  by  the  center's  board  of  trustees,  chaired 
by  Sam  Ragan,  editor  of  "The  Pilot,"  a  Southern 
Pines  weekly  newspaper  once  edited  by  Boyd.  In 
addition  to  his  writing,  Angyal  will  teach  a  Saturday 
workshop  on  his  project  for  the  residents  of  Southern 
Pines. 

Boyd,  whose  grandfather  built  the  mansion, 
received  degrees  from  Princeton  University  and 
Cambridge.  He  moved  to  Southern  Pines  in  1919, 
attracted  by  the  mild  climate  and  the  peacefulness  of 
his  grandfather's  home.  During  the  1920s  and  '30s, 
he  was  a  popular  American  historical  novelist  who 
wrote  extensively  on  the  American  Revolution. 
Among  his  most  popular  works  are  "Drums"  (1925), 
"Marching  On"  (1927),  "Long  Hunt"  (1930),  and 
"Roll  River"  (1935). 

Many  of  his  stories  were  set  in  North  Carolina, 
including  "Sound  of  a  Voice"  (1921),  "Old  Pines" 
(1921),  "Verse  on  the  Window"  (1922),  and 
"Shiriess"  (1922).  He  once  called  North  Carolina 
"the  least  romantic  but  most  distinctive  and  solid  of 
the  Southern  states." 

Boyd  and  his  wife  entertained  such  writers  as 
Thomas  Wolfe  and  William  Faulkner  at  the 
mansion.

Richard  Wordsworth,  visiting  actor  and  lecturer  at 
Elon  College,  presented  an  evening  performance 
dealing  with  English  literature  on  Tuesday,  March 
11,  at  8  p.m.  in  Whitley  Auditorium. 

"This  England,"  ranged  over  plays,  poems,  and 
prose  from  Shakespeare  to  contemporary  writers  in 
the  one-man  presentation. 

The  great-great  grandson  of  the  poet,  William 
Wordsworth,  Richard  Wordsworth  first  visited  the 
United  States  in  1948  as  a  member  of  John  Gielgud's 
company  and  appeared  on  Broadway  in  Oscar 
Wilde's  "The  Importance  of  Being  Earnest."  At  the 
Old  Vic,  forerunner  of  the  National  Theater  in 
London,  Wordsworth  played  a  variety  of  roles: 
Cassius,  Ford,  Roderigo.  Ulysses,  Tybald,  the  Ghost 
in  Hamlet  and  the  Porter  in  Macbeth,  Malvolio  and 
Pistol.  The  last  six  of  these  parts  he  played  in  lours  of 
America. 

The  actor-lecturer  played  opposite  Jimmy  Stewart 
in  Alfred  Hitchcock's  "The  Man  Who  Knew  Too 
Much"  and  in  Hans  Christian  Anderson's  "Song  of

Sarah  Weddington,  assistant  to  President  Jimmy 
Carter,  praised  317  graduating  seniors  May  18  for 
wearing  "the  most  expensive  hat  in  the  world  — 
the  graduation  hat." 

Hundreds  of  parents,  friends,  classmates  and 
professors  packed  into  Alumni  Memorial  Gymna- 
sium to  hear  the  Commencement  Address  and 
share  in  the  pride  of  graduation,  the  90th  such 
commencement  exercise  on  the  Elon  College 
campus. 

The  complete  text  of  Ms.  Weddington's  address 
follows: 

"1  am  delighted  to  be  here  with  you  today.  It 
was  a  special  pleasure  to  accept  the  invitation  of 
Richardson  and  Emily  Preyer.  You  are  certainly 
fortunate  to  have  Mrs.  Preyer  on  your  Board.  I 
have  worked  very  closely  with  her  on  a  number  of 
projects  and  often  hear  her  bragging  with  pride 
about  your  accomplishments  and  your  place  in  this 
community  and  state.  She  truly  cares  about  you. 
You  are  also  fortunate  to  have  Representative 
Preyer  as  your  voice  in  Congress.  He  is  highly 
respected  by  the  President  and  his  Congressional 
colleagues.  I  have  seen  his  staff  in  action,  and  they 
are  a  very  competent  group  of  dedicated  people 
capable  of  giving  you  good  service.  I  have  watched 
his  devotion  to  the  people  of  his  district. 

'*U  was  also  easy  for  me  to  accept  their 
invitation  because  it  was  an  invitation  to  Norih 
Carolina  and  to  a  graduation  ceremony.  Those  of 
us  in  government  truly  look  to  you  as  the  leaders 
of  the  future  and  are  anxious  to  share  our  thoughts 
and  hopes  with  you. 

"Eleanor  Roosevelt  is  one  of  my  favorite  people. 
I  have  a  saying  of  hers  hanging  on  my  wall  in  the 
White  House.  She  said  in  essence,  'I  look  forward 
to  a  day  when  men  and  women,  working  in 
partnership,  each  contributing  their  own  best 
talents,  make  a  better  world  for  all.'  The  better 
world  of  the  future  is  in  your  hands. 

"You  and  I  have  much  in  common.  Each  of  us 
attended  smaller  colleges  —  yours  2500  and  mine 
1700  — that  were  religiously  affiliated  —  yours  with 
the  United  Church  of  Christ  and  mine  with  the 
Methodist  Church.  Most  of  you  come  from  this 
one  state  —  North  Carolina  —  and  neighboring 
states;  most  of  my  classmates  were  also  from  one 
state  —  Texas  —  and  neighboring  states.  Many  of 
you  come  from  small  towns  and  rural  homes;  so 
did  I.  Many  of  you  are  the  first  or  second 
generation  in  your  families  to  have  a  college 
degree;  so  am  I.  I  came  in  part  because  you  remind

me  of  myself  and  because  I  want  you  to  find  as 
much  satisfaction  and  enjoyment  in  your  work  and 
in  your  lives  as  I  have.  I  also  hope  you'll  go 
forward  from  Elon  to  make  a  contribution  to  this 
great  country. 

"I  was  recently  reading  Newsweeli  and  saw  an  ad 
captioned  "The  most  expensive  hat  in  the  world." 
The  hat  pictured  below  was  the  one  you  are 
wearing  —  a  graduation  hat.  1  couldn't  help  but 
chuckle,  and  think  about  how  true  that  caption  was 
for  those  of  you  who  graduate  today,  for  those  of 
you  who  are  their  famiUes,  and  for  those  of  you 
who  administer  and  teach  here. 

"First,  I  know  it  was  expensive  for  you  who 
graduate  today  in  terms  of  your  own  effort.  You 
could  not  have  attained  all  that  this  graduation 
symbolizes  without  having  worked  hard  and 
demonstrated  great  talent.  We  join  you  here  to 
joyfully  celebrate  your  ability  and  your  achieve- 
ments.

"I  know  it  was  expensive  for  you,  their  families 
—  for  some  of  you  (parents  and  spouses)  it  was 
literally  expensive  and  for  others  (spouses  and 
children)  it  was  costly  in  terms  of  hours  you 
tiptoed  while  your  graduate  studied.  We  come  to 
share  your  pride  today.  One  of  the  things  I  love 
about  graduation  ceremonies  is  the  joy  of  seeing 
famihes  together,  taking  pictures  and  sharing 
together  the  excitement  of  this  day. 

"Those  who  administer  and  teach  here  also  made 
a  contribution.  They  must  look  at  you  graduates 
with  satisfaction.  While  teaching  often  doesn't  pay 
much  in  money,  its  rewards  are  many  when  they 
see  you  come  across  this  stage.  You  must  be 
thinking  today  of  teachers  here  who  have  a  special 
place  in  your  life  and  who  have  opened  new 
challenges  and  new  opportunities  for  you.  It's  an 
appropriate  day  to  thank  those  faculty  members. 

"Above  all  else,  we  gather  today  because  of  our 
hopes  for  your  future.  My  life  has  been  richly 
blessed,  and  I  want  to  share  three  keys  that  have 
guided  me. 

"Truly,  my  Ufe  has  been  richly  blessed.  Few 
people  have  jobs  more  exciting  than  mine.  I  have  a 
front  row  seat  for  events  that  make  history.  For 
example,  a  few  Thursdays  ago  I  was  in  a  small 
meeting  with  the  President  starting  at  4  p.m.  He 
was  not  really  like  himself;  he  was  preoccupied  and 
he  left  half-way  through  the  meeting,  after  an  aide 
handed  him  a  note,  and  did  not  return.  It  was  at  I 
a.m.  the  next  morning  that  I  got  the  call  from  the 
National  Security  Council  explaining  the  failure  of 
our  rescue  mission  to  Iran  and  asking  me  to  be 
back  at  the  White  House  by  6  a.m.  We  all  grieved 
over  the  loss  of  the  brave  and  courageous  men  who 
were  willing  to  give  their  Hves  for  their  fellow 
Americans  but  we  are  determined  that  the  mission 
should  have  been  accomplished  and  to  continue 
efforts  to  free  the  hostages. 

"I  have  an  office  in  the  West  Wing  of  the  White 
House,  just  above  the  President's  office.  I  have 
had  opportunities  to  meet  and  get  to  know  many 
of  the  people  you  read  about  each  day. 

"And  most  important,  I  have  had  a  chance  to 
contribute  through  the  governmental  process   —

He  has 
served  on  the  emergency  services  committee  of  the 
Forsyth  Plarming  Council  and  the  advisory  com- 
mittee, emergency  medical  care,  of  the  State 
Divisions  of  Community  Colleges.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Comraitee  on  Disaster  Medical  Care  of  the . 
State  Medical  Society,  as  well  as  the  Insurance 
Industry  Committee.  He  was  appointed  to  the 
North  Carolina  State  Board  of  Health  in  1969.  He

DR.  MARTIN  RITT 
Distinguished  Alumni  Award 
Dr.  Martin  Riit  is  one  of  the  most  popular  and 
respected  directors  in  Hollywood.  His  latest  film, 
"Norma  Rae,"  won  an  Oscar  for  star  Sally  Field, 
who  commented,  "Marty  Ritt  is  the  kind  of 
director  actors  line  up  around  the  block  to  work 
for." 

Martin  Ritt  was  bom  in  New  York  on  March  2, 
1914.  Ritt  won  distinction  as  an  all-round  high 
school  athlete.  He  came  to  Elon  College  in  1932. 
Here  he  maintained  a  fine  academic  record,   in 


addition  to  playing  on  the  Fighting  Christian 
football  team.  In  1932  Ritt  entered  law  school  at 
St.  John's  College  in  Brooklyn,  N.Y. 

While  there,  a  drama  coach  talked  him  into 
playing  the  role  of  Crown  in  a  school  production 
of  "Porgy  and  Bess."  He  played  in  several  more 
college  plays  and  then  realized  his  love  for  the 
theatre.  He  met  a  young  director  named  Elia 
Kazan,  who  got  him  his  first  understudy  job  in 
"Golden  Boy."  He  spent  a  summer  working  and 
learning  with  Kazan  before  landing  a  leading  role 
in  "Golden  Boy,"  in  1937. 

He  then  joined  the  historic  Group  Theatre.  Three 
plays  later,  Ritt  enlisted  in  the  Army.  After  four 
years  in  the  service  he  returned  to  Broadway.  There 
he  emerged  as  one  of  television's  most  outstanding 
actor-directors. 

His  motion  picture  accomplishments  include 
"The  Black  Orchid,"  "The  Long,  Hot  Summer," 
"Hud,"  "The  Spy  Who  Came  in  From  the  Cold," 
"Sounder,"  "Pete  and  Tillie,"  "Conrack,"  and 
his  latest  award  winning  "Norma  Rae,"  plus 
numerous  others.  He  is  presently  working  on  a  new 
picture  entitled  "Back  Roads." 

Some  of  his  students  were  Paul  Newman,  Joanne 
Woodward,  Rod  Steiger,  Lee  Remick,  Maureen 
Stapleton,  Anthony  Franciosa,  all  of  whom  have 
since  achieved  great  success. 

Martin  married  former  actress  and  dancer  Adele 
Cutler  in  1942.  They  have  two  children  and  live  in 
the  Los  Angeles  area.

first  as  a  state  legislator,  then  as  General  Counsel 
of  the  Agriculture  Department,  and  now  as 
Assistant  to  the  President  —  to  a  process  of  trying 
to  right  wrongs,  solve  problems  and  truly  make  life 
better  in  this  country. 

"First,  I  knew  long  ago  that  the  biggest  factor 
in  success  and  happiness  is  one's  ability  to  relate 
well  to  other  people;  that  is  true  both  in  personal 
and  in  professional  life. 

"A  professor  of  mine  once  said,  "Where  you  are 
tomorrow  may  well  depend  on  who  you  meet  on 
the  way  to  work  today."  i  had  found  that  to  be 
true.  It  was  friends  and  classmates  who  suggested 
that  I  run  for  office  and  who  worked  for  my 
election.  It  was  an  elected  official  I'd  worked  with 
as  a  member  of  the  legislature  who  called  and  asked 
if  I  would  consider  being  General  Counsel  who  led 
to  my  having  that  job.  And  it  was  Mrs.  Carter,  who 
had  heard  me  speak  and  who  had  worked  briefly 
with  me.  who  called  and  asked  if  I  could  be 
interested  in  working  in  the  White  House.  The 
people  you  have  known  at  this  college  and  the 
I>eople  you  work  with  in  the  future  may  well  be  the 
key  to  future  successes  for  you. 

"Under  the  President's  leadership,  we  are  also 
reaffirming  the  importance  of  the  family.  In  an  era 
when  families  are  often  breaking  down  and  people 
often  move  away  from  their  friends,  we  are 
realizing  that  our  lives  arc  not  as  happy  or  fruitful 
without  close  personal  relations. 

"In  summary,  the  first  key  I  hope  you  will 
remember  is  the  importance  of  people,  both 
family,  friends  and  professional  colleagues. 
Perhaps  more  than  any  other  one  factor,  your 
ability  to  form  satisfactory  personal  relationships 
will  determine  the  quality  of  your  lives. 

"Second,  one's  own  effort  often  determines 
one's  level  of  success.  Many  sayings  could  be  used 
to  illustrate.  One  I  learned  early  was  "The  person 
most  likely  to  succeed  is  the  one  who  walks  the 
second  mile."  A  Biblical  writer  penned,  'To  him  to 
whom  much  is  given,  from  him  shall  much  be 
required.'  Pat  Harris,  the  woman  who  is  now 
Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human 
Services,  once  said,  'I  am  a  black  woman,  the 
daughter  of  a  dining  car  waiter  ...  I  started  not  as 
a  lawyer  in  a  prestigious  law  firm  but  as  a  woman 
who  needed  a  scholarship  to  go  to  college  .  .  .' 
Billie  Jean  King  has  talked  of  the  personal  effort  it 
took  for  her  to  be  a  winning  tennis  star.  She  once 
talked  about  the  great  hope  and  the  great  desire  she 
had  to  win.  'Before  I  ever  won  Wimbledon,'  she 
wrote,  'I'd  have  dreams  of  wirming  it  and 
accepting  the  trophy  afterwards.'  She  worked  hard 
to  make  that  dream  a  reality. 


"Many  of  you  who  graduate  with  special  honors 
or  who  have  been  recognized  for  your  achievements 
in  various  ways  have  already  learned  to  go  the 
second  mile.  Certainly  the  more  you  put  into 
whatever  profession  or  career  or  work  you  choose 
to  follow,  the  more  you  will  receive  in  satisfaction 
and  other  rewards. 

"Third,  we  have  all  benefitted  from  living  in  a 
free  country;  we  all  owe  our  country  a  return  on 
its  investment  in  us.  Someone  once  said  that  a 
nation  is  not  like  a  pyramid;  you  can't  build  a 
nation  and  then  leave  it  to  withstand  the  test  of 
time.  Instead  a  nation  must  be  constantly  built  and 
defended;  it  must  be  constantly  molded  to  fit  the 
demands  of  the  day.  Building  that  nation  — 
keeping  it  free  and  secure  —  is  also  a  challenge 
that  faces  you  and  me.  I  have  long  remembered  a 
saying  that,  "Bad  government  is  what  happens 
when  good  people  don't  vote." 

"As  you  leave  Elon,  you  will  go  into  various 
communities  and  states  of  this  nation,  but  you  will 
be  a  part  of  the  voting  public.  This  nation  needs 
you  to  be  involved  —  some  of  you  may  run  for 
political  office  (whether  mayor,  city  council,  school 
board,  county  commissioner,  state  legislator, 
governor,  or  higher  office),  others  may  work  for 
particular  candidates,  others  may  become  interested 
in  particular  issues,  and  others  may  simply  be 
conscientious  voters  —  but  all  of  you  are  needed. 
We  need  you  to  care  and  to  be  involved. 

"In  summary,  it  is  a  great  honor  for  me  to  join 
you  today  and  to  share  in  the  pride  of  your 
families  and  teachers  and  to  share  the  excitement 
of  the  day,  for  you  and  I  have  much  in  common. 
My  life  has  been  very  satisfying  and  1  wish  the 
same  for  you.  I  believe  that  three  keys  that  have 
helped  me  might  help  you:  first,  to  remember  that 
people  are  the  most  important  aspect  of  a  happy 
and  satisfying  future;  second,  to  give  added  effort 

—  to  walk  "the  second  mile"  —  to  whatever  you 
do;  and  third,  to  participate  in  continuing  this 
great  nation. 

"You  are  truly  our  future.  As  I  watch  you  walk 
across  this  stage,  I  will  be  seeing  in  my  mind's  eye 
future  scientists  —  someone  who  may  make  a 
discovery  that  will  help  all  of  mankind  —  teachers 
who  will  inspire  and  guide  our  youth  —  parents 
who  will  raise  their  children  to  be  fine  citizens  — 
people  who  will  be  the  leaders  in  their  communities 

—  perhaps  a  future  Supreme  Court  judge  or 
elected  official.  In  my  mind's  eye  1  will  be  seeing 
you  10  or  15  years  from  now  when  the  education 
and  training  you  have  received  benefits  us  all. 

"In  conclusion,  I  want  to  wish  you  well  and  on 
behalf  of  President  Carter  say  a  heart-felt 
'Congratulations."' 


Cancer  Researchers 
Meet  At  Elon  College 

Many  of  the  nation's  most  prestigious  re- 
searchers in  cancer  detection  and  treatment  were  on 
the  Elon  College  campus  May  23  and  24  for  a 
two-day  symposium  on  the  latest  developments  in 
detecting  and  monitoring  cancer. 

The  meeting,  sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina 
Section  of  the  American  Association  of  Clinicai 
Chemists,  the  Southeast  Section  of  the  CHnica] 
Radioassay  Society,  the  Division  of  Laboraton 
Medicine  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
School  of  Medicine,  and  Elon  College,  attracted 
physicians  from  throughout  the  country  for 
intensive  workshops  to  discuss  the  new  methods  of 
detecting  cancer  through  biochemical  markers. 

Dr.  James  W.  Geyer,  director  of  immunologj 
and  microbiology  at  Biomedical  Reference  Labs, 
Inc.  of  Biu-lington,  president  of  the  Southeast 
Section  of  the  Clinical  Radioassay  Society  and 
member  of  the  symposium  committee,  said  bio- 
chemical markers  are  unique  chemicals  that  cenaiD 
tumors  release  into  the  bloodstream.  Their  earlj 
detection  through  blood  analysis  can  make  the 
physician  aware  of  the  cancer  before  the  more 
common  cancer  symptoms  occur,  making  treatmem 
and  possible  cures  much  more  effeaive. 

"If  we  are  ever  going  to  cure  cancer,  we  rausi 
detect  its  presence  early,  then  monitor  the 
effectiveness  of  the  treatment,"  Dr.  Geyer  said. 
"The  men  presenting  papers  at  this  symposium  are 
the  very  people  working  on  a  cure  for  cancer. 
There  may  even  be  a  future  Nobel  Prize  wirmer  on 
the  program." 

Dr.  Geyer  said  many  of  the  processes  are  new 
and  will  draw  considerable  discussion  among  ihe 
oarticipants. 

Included  in  the  symposium  were  Dr.  Morton  K, 
Schwartz,  chairman  of  the  department  of  bio- 
chemistry and  vice  president  for  laboratory  affairs 
at  Memorial  Sloan  Kettering  Cancer  Center  in  New 
York;  Dr.  Samuel  Bogoch,  associate  research 
professor  of  biochemistry  at  Boston  University 
School  of  Medicine;  Dr.  Allyn  H.  Rule,  associate 
professor  of  biology  at  Boston  College  and 
assistant  professor  of  obstetrics  and  gynecology  ai 
Tufts  Medical  Center;  Dr.  Arnold  W.  Lindall, 
president  of  Immuno  Nuclear  Corp.;  Dr.  David  M. 
Goldbert,  biochemisi-in-chief  of  The  Hospital  for 
Sick  Children,  Toronto,  Ontario  Canada;  and  Dr. 
Roger  D.  Russen,  chief  of  clinical  immunology 
medical  service  of  the  V.A.  Hospital,  Houston, 
Tex. 

The  titles  of  their  research  papers  will  not  mean 
much  to  the  layman,  either.  But  such  projects  as 
"The  Clinical  Usefulness  of  Calcitonin,  Somatos- 
tatin, Beta  Endorphin  and  ACTH  Public  Tumor 
Markers"  may  be  the  beginning  of  early  cancer 
detection  and  cure.

Elon  Students    Need  Housing 


Even  with  the  addition  of  a  three-unit  dormitory 
complex  to  provide  over  150  new  beds,  housing 
space  at  Elon  College  will  again  be  a  critical 
problem  this  fall,  and  Elon  officials  have  issued  a 
request  for  community  housing  for  students. 

"We're  trying  to  stay  ahead  of  the  game  this 
year,"  said  Joanne  Soliday,  coordinator  of 
commuter  affairs  at  the  liberal  arts  college,  where 
she  directs  the  off -campus  housing  program. 

"We  have  more  students  who  want  to  remain  on 
campus  because  of  the  economy,"  she  explained. 
With  the  additional  dorm  space  planned  to  relieve 
the  overcrowded  situation  of  three  students  to  a 
room  in  many  dorms,  the  housing  available  to 
incoming  students  will  still  be  tight. 

Last  year  between  50  and  100  students  were 
housed  in  the  Burlington  Ramada  Inn  because 
every  nook  and  craimy  on  campus  was  filled. 
College  officials  are  seeking  to  avoid  a  similar 


situation  on  campus  this  year. 

"We  need  rooms  in  private  homes  most  of  all," 
Mrs.  Soliday  said.  "We  can  also  use  empty  rental 
houses  where  several  students  could  share  expenses. 
Apartments  would  be  helpful  also,  and  we  want  to 
urge  realtors  or  individuals  to  contact  the  Com- 
muter Affairs  Office  as  openings  ocnir." 

A  waiting  list  for  housing  is  already  being 
prepared,  and  with  a  near-capacity  crowd  expected 
on  campus  in  September,  college  officials  fear 
dozens  of  students  might  be  turned  away  at  the 
door  unless  additional  housing  can  be  found. 

Community  residents  with  a  room,  house  or 
apartment  for  rent  were  asked  to  telephone  Mrs. 
Soliday  at  584-9711,  ext.  277,  to  Ust  their  property. 
While  she  does  not  negotiate  rental  agreements,  she 
will  refer  students  to  landlords  listed  on  the 
housing  sheet.

Looking  at  the  team,  Tolley  believes  his  young 
and  relatively  inexperienced  offensive  line,  defen- 
sive linebackers  and  secondary  are  keys  to  the  1980 
campaign.

DR.  MARY  ELLEN  PRIESTLEY, 
professor  of  EngHsh,  has  an  article 
published  in  the  latest  Wordsworth 
Circle,  Vol.  XI,  No.  1,  pp.  43-65, 
entitled  "The  Southey  Collection  in 
the  Fitz  Park  Museum,  Keswick, 
Cumbria."  The  article  and  checklist 
are  the  result  of  five  years'  research 
in  the  English  Lake  District  museum, 
identifying  and  cataloguing  the  exten- 
sive holdings  of  letters,  manuscripts, 
association  items  and  early  editions  of 
the  English  Romantic  writers,  espec- 
ially those  of  Robert  Southey,  poet 
laureate  who  lived  in  Greta  Hall, 
Keswick,  from  1803  to  1843  and  who 
had  a  library  of  14,000  books  and 
manuscripts  including  the  largest  pri- 
vate holding  of  Spanish  and  Por- 
tuguese manuscripts  and  books  in 
Britain. 

The  Keswick  collection  had  been 
stored  in  boxes,  except  for  some 
display  items  and  works  of  art,  and 
was  uncatalogued  until  the  comple- 
tion of  Dr.  Priestley's  work.  Al- 
though several  volumes  of  Southey's 
letters  have  been  published,  she  found 
252  that  remain  unpublished,  two  un- 
published journals  of  tours  on  the 
Continent  by  Southey,  several  early 
journals  and  diaries  of  Lake  District 
travel,  and  letters  of  a  circle  of 
friends. 

The  analytic  and  chronological 
checklist  of  materials  catalogued  is  of 
interest  to  scholars  and  others  work- 
ing in  the  Romantic  period,  for  they 
have  not  known  until  now  what  the 
Keswick  holdings  are.

Noted  Alumnus  Dies 


"Professor"  Esmond  Robert  Reidel 
died  May  1  after  several  years  of 
declining  health.  Dr.  Reidel  graduated 
from  Elon  in  1917.  He  entered  Elon 
in  1914  and  finished  in  three  years 
with  a  certificate  in  Art  and  Science. 

At  Elon,  Reidel  was  a  member  of 
the  track  squad,  member  of  the 
tennis  team  and  a  society  represen- 
tative. He  was  remembered  by  his 
classmates  as  never  having  enough  to 
eat,  despite  his  small  size. 

After  graduation,  Reidel  became 
principal  of  Ashwood  High  School  in 
Hot  Springs,  Va.  In  1918  he  was 
drafted  into  World  War  I,  where  he 
stayed  until  1919. 

Reidel  served  as  principal  of  high 
schools  in  Virginia  and  North  Caro- 
lina for  19  years,  superintendent  of 


schools  in  Greenville  County,  Vir- 
ginia, for_  12  years,  and  he  was 
connected  with  Florida  Southern  Col- 
lege for  20  years  as  dean  of  students 
and  admissions. 

Reidel  received  his  masters  degree 
from  the  University  of  Virginia.  He 
traveled  extensively  in  the  United 
States  and  abroad.  He  was  a  member 
of  Phi  Delta  Kappa,  Pi  Kappa  Alpha 
and  Who's  Who  in  American  Edu- 
cation. He  has  been  past  president  of 
both  the  Rotary  and  Ruritan  Clubs. 

He  was  the  first  president  of  Elon's 
Golden  Anniversary  Club  in  1975  and 
remained  in  that  position  until  his 
death.  He  was  a  loyal  contributor  to 
his  alma  mater  for  numerous  years. 

He  married  the  former  Lillian  Ring 
in  1924,  and  they  lived  in  Fort 
Lauderdale,  Florida.

New  Modular  Class  Schedule  Offered 


Beginning  in  the  Fall  of  1980  semester,  Elon 
College  will  introduce  a  new  modular  class  schedule 
for  selected  courses  in  its  Evening  College.

$2,600  Raised 
For  CROP 

Elon  CoUege  faculty,  staff  and  students  raised 
$2,600  for  CROP  after  a  28-hour  fast.  According 
to  Ed  King,  state  coordinator  for  CROP,  "This 
$2,600  amount  is  phenomenal  for  a  fast  because  a 
fast  is  a  small  localized  event."  The  fast  was  held 
Tuesday,  March  25,  and  Wednesday,  March  26. 

Approximately  70  persons  fasted.  Dr.  James 
Moncure,  vice-president  for  academic  and  student 
affairs,  fasted  for  the  first  time,  and  all  four 
members  of  the  religion  department  fasted. 

In  jm  unusual  break  with  precedent  and  protocol 
for  CROP  and  with  the  permission  of  Ed  King,  aU 
proceeds  of  the  fast  will  be  sent  to  Cambodia 
through  Church  World  Service,  the  parent  organi- 
zation of  CROP. 

The  1980  fast  was  probably  the  most  widely 
supported  of  the  previous  four  fasts.  The 
fraternities  donated  $250,  plus  many  of  the 
fraternity  men  fasted  or  supported  others  who  were 
fasting. 

Elon's  fast  record  for  the  past  four  years  is  as 
follows:  1977,  $1,600;  1978,  $900;  1979,  $1  300" 
and  1980.  $2,600. 

In  the  fall  of  1979,  about  100  persons 
participated  in  a  10-mile  walk  for  CROP  in 
Alamance  County  at  which  time  $23,000-  was 
raised. 

Dr.  Carole  Chase,  assistant  professor  of  religion 
and  chairman  for  the  fast,  said  she  is  very  pleased 
with  the  amount  raised  and  with  the  total 
involvement  of  the  college  community. 


Secretarial  Skills  Offered  By  Elon 


Elon  College  has  announced  the  new  evening 
Secretarial  Skills  Institute  (SSI)  to  begin  Fall 
Semester  1980.  The  SSI  is  a  one-year  secretarial 
science  certificate  program  designed  for  working 
students  who  desire  to  expand  their  knowledge  and 
skiUs  or  who  are  considering  a  career  change. 

The  Institute  is  unique  in  three  respects:  (1)  No 
SAT  is  required  for  admission.  All  high  school 
graduates  of  all  ages  are  eligible.  (2)  The  SSI  wiU 
operate  totaUy  during  evening  hours  and  occasion- 
ally on  Saturdays  to  accommodate  the  working 
student.  (3)  The  Institute  has  adopted  a  new 
modular  class  schedule  permitting  working  students 


to  register  for  up  to  12  semester  hours  of  classes 
per  semester  without  having  to  study  for  more 
then  six  semester  hours  of  classes  or  two  classes  at 
any  one  time.  Conceivably,  a  student  could 
complete  the  SSI  secretarial  certificate  curriculum 
in  only  12  months  while  working  full  time. 

The  SSI  curriculum  is  designed  to  develop 
students'  potential  for  job  advancement.  It  com- 
bines secretarial  training  with  business  oriented 
courses  structured  to  supplement  the  student's 
previous  high  school  or  coUege  education  and 
working  experience.  Students  wiU  be  prepared  to 
enter  the  job  market  and  receive  a  sound 
foundation  to  pursue  more  advanced  study. 
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Artist  Produces 
'Antigone^ 

Richard  Wordsworth,  great -great-grandson  of 
poet  William  Wordsworth,  directed  and  played  in  a 
production  of  "Antigone"  by  Jean  Anouilh  on 
April  29  and  30  in  Mooney  Theater  on  the  Elon 
campus.  The  short  play  lasted  about  an  hour  and  a 
half  with  one  intermission. 

This  play  was  produced  in  Paris  in  1942,  when 
France  was  part  of  Hitler's  Europe  and  dictators 
and  stormtroops  were  the  background  of  everyday 
Hfe.  Based  on  the  "Antigone"  of  Sophocles,  which 
was  first  performed  in  Athens  in  the  fifth  century 
B.C.,  its  theme  was  nevertheless  topical,  for  in 
"Antigone's"  reiterated  "No!"  to  Creon  the 
French  audience  saw  its  own  resistance  to  the 
German  occupation;  and  the  Germans  allowed  the 
play  to  be  performed  presumably  because  they 
found  Creon's  arguments  for  dictatorship  convinc- 
ing. 

"Antigone"  is  one  of  the  masterpieces  of  the 
modem  French  Theater. 

The  Elon  production  was  planned  with  some- 
thing of  the  economy  usually  associated  with 
Readers'  Theater.  The  scenery,  props  and  costume 
were  suggested  rather  than  seen:  No  actor  ever  left 
the  stage.  The  actors  relied  on  the  magic  of 
Sophocles  and  Anouilh  to  bring  alive  this  modem 
version  of  the  haunting  tragedy. 


Art  Donated  To  College 


A  New  York  art  collector  has  donated  five  works 
of  art  by  painter  Helen  Gerardia  to  Elon  College. 

Samuel  Sumner  Goldberg  gave  the  original 
acrylic  and  four  lithographs  by  the  New  York  artist 
recently.  Ms.  Gerardia  presented  a  one-man  exhibit 
at  the  liberal  arts  college  several  years  ago,  and 
when  Goldberg  mentioned  donating  a  part  of  his 
collection,  she  suggested  Elon. 

Ms.  Gerardia' s  works  are  displayed  in  the 
collections  of  65  museums  and  art  centers, 
including  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  in  New

This 
three-hour  lecture  will  began  at  9  a.m.,  followed  by 
a  buffet  luncheon  in  McEwen  Dining  Hall  at  12:30 
p.m. 

Designed  primarily  for  the  small  business 
operator,  all  businessmen  interested  in  learning 
more  about  the  proposal  for  accelerated  deprecia- 
tion allowances,  estate  tax  laws,  and  their  impact 
upon  family-owned  business  fums  found  the 
lecture  especially  helpful.  The  lecture  not  only 
reviewed  tax  laws,  but  also  was  a  broad  discussion 
on  cash  flow,  capital  investments,  and  tax 
incentives  affecting  business  income.  Of  major 
interest  were  recent  estate  tax  provisions. 


New  Major  And  Minor  Added  To  Curriculum 


Elon  College  has  added  a  new  English- Jouma- 
Usm  major  and  a  Computer  Science  minor  to  the 
curriculum.  Both  were  added  because  of  an 
increased  interest  from  students,  faculty  and 
administration  as  well  as  rising  demands  in  the  job 
market. 

The  English- Journalism  major  may  be  completed 
in  May  1981  by  juniors  who  are  now  working 
toward  an  English  major. 

The  program  consists  of  54  semester  hours  in 
English  and  Communications  courses:  21  hours 
of  English  and  33  hours  of  Conmiunications. 
Several  courses  in  other  disciplines  are  highly 
recommended  for  this  field. 

Students  are  expected  to  maintain  a  "B"  grade 
point  average  in  their  major  courses  and  a  "C" 
overall  average. 

English-Journalism  will  offer  students  a  chance 
to  have  practical  working  skills  through  three 
outlets.  A  student  may  work  on  any  of  the  student 
pubUcations  or  work  on  off-campus  newspapers, 
magazines  or  as  public  information  specialists  in 
agencies  through  the  College  Cooperative  Educa- 
tion or  internship  programs. 

English- Journalism  offers  greater  career  oppor- 
tunities because  of  its  flexibility  in  serving  other 


fields  m  addition  to  newspapers,  magazines  and 
radio-television. 

The  new  Computer  Science  minor  is  expected  to 
be  very  popular,  according  to  Dr.  Gerald  Francis, 
chairman  of  the  department  of  mathematics. 

There  are  four  computer  courses  now  being 
taught  and  more  to  be  added.  Listed  in  the  Elon 
College  catalog  separately  from  the  regular  math 
listings  are  two  regular  classroom  courses,  a 
seminar  and  an  independent  study  course.  These 
classes  deal  with  basic  and  advanced  use  of  the 
computer. 

The  fact  that  graduates  lives  are  affected  greatly 
by  computers  prompted  Elon  to  add  a  computer 
science  minor. 

The  college  has  purchased  "top  quality"  equip- 
ment for  use  by  the  students.  Terminals  are  located 
in  the  Learning  Resources  Center  on  the  fu-st  floor 
of  the  Mooney  Building. 

Dr.  Francis  has  taught  the  classes,  but  a 
computer  science  professor  has  been  hired. 

Any  student  who  was  a  freshman  in  the  fall  of 
1979  will  be  able  to  graduate  with  a  computer 
science  minor  if  he  or  she  chooses.  For  other 
students,  computer  science  classes  will  add  another 
dimension  to  their  liberal  arts  education.

President's  Report 


Elon  College  enters  the  eighth  decade  of  this 
century  and  the  ninth  decade  since  its  founding 
with  confidence  in  her  future. 

Significant  progress  has  been  made  during  the 
1979-80  year,  ended  May  31,  and  we  enter  the 
decade  with  a  record  enrollment  of  2,500  students. 
Approximately  2,800  contributors,  up  1,000  over 
the  previous  year,  helped  us  earn  $2,787,613.  This 
is  the  highest  number  of  donors  in  the  college's 
history.  Our  Annual  Fund  reached  an  all-time  high 
of  $226,910.  an  increase  of  $90,000  in  Annual 
Fund  monies  over  last  year.  Our  athletic  program 
also  generated  a  record  amount  of  gift  income,  and 
10  academic  or  athletic  scholarships  were  es- 
tablished. 

Of  more  importance  than  our  financial  security 
is  our  enrollment  trend.  Enrollment  increased  by 
100  students  last  year,  taxing  our  facilities  to  the 
limit.  Many  students  are  housed  three  to  a  dorm 
room  designed  for  two,  and  more  and  more 
students  who  want  to  live  on  campus  are  denied 
that  alternative  because  of  overcrowding.  As  a 
result,  Elon  is  adding  a  new  dormitory  complex  to 
house  144  students.  Construction  is  well  underway, 
and  we  expect  a  turn-key  operation  by  the  time  the 
fall  semester  begins.  By  becoming  slightly  more 
selective  in  our  freshman  students,  we  expect 
enrollment  for  the  fall  semester  to  drop  somewhat. 
The  combination  of  additional  housing  imits  and 
lowered  enrollment  is  expected  to  enhance  the 
living  environment  for  students. 

In  addition  to  the  dormitory  construction,  the 
John  A.  Koury  Field  House,  donated  by  Ernest 
and  Maurice  Koury  of  Burlington  in  memory  of 
their  late  father,  is  expected  to  be  completed  before 
the  end  of  the  football  season.  Other  campus 
improvements  include  the  removal  of  most  parking 
from  the  central  campus  to  a  large  paved  lot 
behind  the  power  plant.  This  will  provide  more 
recreational  space  near  the  residence  halls,  a  quieter 
studying  environment  and  greater  safety  due  to  less 
traffic  within  the  brick  wall.  Minor  renovations  at 
East  Building  also  have  been  completed,  including 
the  renovation  of  the  Elon  dance  studio. 

Major  steps  continue  to  be  taken  to  strengthen 
the  academic  climate  on  campus.  New  major  and 
minor  curricular  programs  have  been  added  to 
meet  the  changing  demands  of  the  job  market  and 
student  interests.  New  majors  include  cytotechnol- 
ogy,  English-journalism,  public  administration,  and 
physical  education  specializations  in  community 
recreation  and  commercial  leisure  and  sports 
management.  Two  new  minors,  psychology  and 
communications,  will  allow  students  a  broader  base 
of  information,  while  a  new  program  in  computer 
science  vdll  provide  a  general  knowledge  of  the 
world  of  computers  for  students  in  any  major  field 
of  interest. 

Other  academic  improvements  include  the  addi- 
tion of  the  Academic  Advising  Center,  offering 
freshmen  special  services  to  enhance  those  import- 
ant decisions  as  they  begin  their  college  career,  and 
to  improve  study  habits  and  provide  information. 
The  Business  Department  is  studying  plans  for 
areas  of  concentration  in  marketing,  management 
and  finance  within  the  Business  Administration 
major.  These  options  should  be  available  in  the 
near  future. 

The  academic  quality  of  the  Elon  program 
continues  to  progress  through  faculty  development. 
The  addition  of  Dr.  Martin  Shotzberger,  who  joins 
the  Elon  faculty  this  fall  after  serving  12  years  as 
president  of  Catawba  College,  will  bring  an  added

dimension  to  our  Business  program,  the  largest 
department  on  campus.  Several  other  new  profes- 
sors of  equal  ability  will  bring  greater  strength  to 
our  excellent  teaching  faculty. 

Earlier  this  year,  the  College  began  taking  steps 
to  complete  the  18-month  process  of  self  study  as 
required  every  10  years  by  the  College  Delegate 
Assembly  of  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Schools.  It  is  the  process  by  which  accredita- 
tion is  reaffirmed.  The  essential  purpose  of  the 
program  is  the  improvement  of  educational 
effectiveness  in  institutions  of  higher  learning.  The 
procedures  are  designed  to  help  institutions  reassess 
their  objectives,  measure  success  in  attaining 
objectives,  explore  ways  and  means  by  which 
educational  efficiency  may  be  improved,  and 
prepare  for  the  ever-increasing  demands  by  society. 


Several  faculty  and  staff  members  will  be  involved 
throughout  the  year  in  developing  the  self-study 
proposal  and  recommendations  to  provide  direction 
and  focus  for  Elon's  future. 

The  Continuing  Education  Program  has  shown 
remarkable  improvement  since  the  office  was 
reorganized  last  summer.  Overall  participation  in 
Continuing  Education  courses  increased  over  23 
percent  during  the  past  academic  year,  with  a  total 
of  444  students  age  24  or  older  signing  up  for 
courses.  Beginning  last  January,  the  program 
offered  its  first  non-credit  courses  to  the  public. A 
total  of  33  courses,  workshops  and  seminars  were 
scheduled,  and  235  students  were  enrolled  between 
January  1  and  April  30,  1980.  Improvements  in 
this  area  continue  to  be  made,  including  a  new 
Business  Development  Institute  to  be  fully  opera- 
tional by  this  fall. 

Our  Honors  Program,  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Anne  Ponder,  continues  to  attract  quality  students 
to  Elon,  belter  defining  our  commitment  to  provide 
an  educational  opportunity  that  is  both  challenging 
and  attainable  for  students  in  the  high,  average  and 
below  average  intellectual  quantiles.  Our  Skills 
Program  continues  to  be  a  valuable  addition  to  the 
Learning  Resources  Center  for  those  students  who 
Deed  additional  assistance. 

On  a  lighter  note,  we  were  all  proud  to  have  two 
members  of  our  College  Family  inducted  into  the 
National  Association  of  Intercollegiate  Athletics 
Hall  of  Fame  this  spring.  Only  eight  people  in  the 
nation  received  the  honor.  Dean  Emeritus  A.L. 
Hook,  who  has  been  associated  with  Elon  athletics 
for  over  60  years,  and  Rich  McGeorge,  former 
Elon  All-American  who  went  on  to  play  for  the 
Green  Bay  Packers  of  the  NFL,  were  honored  in 
Kansas  City,  Missouri.  Both  are  members  of  Elon's 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame. 

Elon  College  appreciates  the  support  you  have 
shown  us  during  the  past  year.  Our  needs  continue 
to  mount,  and  your  encouragement  becomes  even 
more  essential  to  Elon's  future.  We  hope  we 
continue  to  earn  your  confidence  and  support.

Burlington  Industries  Foundation  has  offered  a 
$50,000  challenge  grant  to  Elon  College,  industry 
and  college  officials  have  announced. 

The  grant  will  be  used  to  challenge  alumni  and 
friends  of  Elon  College  to  increase  their  annual 
contributions  to  the  giving  clubs  on  the  campus  of 
the  91-year-old  liberal  arts  college  near  Burling- 
ton. ^ 

Under  the  proposal,  Burlington  Industries 
Foundation  will  provide  $100  for  each  new  A.L. 
Hook  Club  member  giving  $100-$499,  $500  for 
each  new  Oak  Club  member  donating  between 
$500-$999,  and  $1,000  for  each  new  member  who 
joins  the  President's  Club  with  a  gift  of  $1,000  or 
more  to  the  coeducational  institution. 

The  challenge  grant  will  be  awarded  on  the 
basis  of  new  club  membership  during  Elon's 
current  fiscal  year  which  ends  May  31,  1981. 

"This  significant  challenge  grant  from  Burling- 
ton Industries  Foundation  will  provide  excellent 
motivation,"  said  Dr.  Fred  Young,  president  of 
Elon.  "It  is  imperative  that  annual  giving  to  Elon 
College  be  expanded  if  we  are  to  meet  the 
challenges  of  inflation  and  provide  the  resources 
required  by  an  expanding  enrollment.  We  are 
confident  our  alumni  and  friends  will  meet  this 
challenge  when  ihey  learn  that  their  gifts  to  Elon 
can  double  in  value."

past  year,  Annual  Fund  gifts  to  Elon  increased 
$89,517.  while  the  number  of  donors  jumped 
from  1,800  to  almost  3,000.

The  Elon  College  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  honors 
Elon  College  alumni  who  participated  actively  in 
the  Elon  sports  program.  The  first  induction  was 
in  1972.  Since  that  time,  numerous  athletes  have 
been  awarded  the  honor  of  being  inducted  into 
the  Hall  of  Fame. 

This  year's  inductees  are  Howard  L.  Briggs  '31, 
baseball,  basketball  and  football;  Paul  F.  "Mike" 
Briggs  '37,  baseball;  Horace  J.  "Coach"  Hend- 
rickson,  coach  of  football,  basketball  and  baseball 
from  '37-'42:  Walter  L.  Hobson  Jr.,  '42, 
basketball  and  baseball;  the  late  Wade  E.  Marlette 
St.,  '23,  football,  basketball,  baseball,  cross 
country  and  track;  David  A.  Mondy  '52, 
basketball,  golf  and  track;  the  late  Joseph  B. 
Newman  '21,  football,  basketball,  baseball  and 
track;  and  John  C.  Whitcsell,  '24,  football. 


Howard  L.  Briggs

While  at  Elon  he  headed  the  baseball  team  in 
hitting  with  a  two-year  average  of  .410.  He,played 
semi-professional  baseball  with  Cone  Mills 
(Greensboro)  in  the  Guilford  County  league,  and 
one  year  with  the  independent  Concord,  N.C., 
team  during  the  summer  of  1928. 

Briggs  moved  on  to  professional  baseball  where 
he  stayed  for  seven  years.  He  played  for  clubs 
that  were  part  of  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals 
organization  and  for  teams  in  Reidsville  and 
Danville.  He  was  selected  to  the  All-Star  team  and 
to  the  Sportswritcr's  All-Time  Professional  Team 
at  Reidsville,  N.C.  He  left  professional  baseball  in 
1937  with  a  .325  career  batting  average  to  pursue 
a  career  with  the  American  Tobacco  Company. 

Briggs  graduated  from  Bessemer  High  School  in 
Greensboro  in  1927.  After  his  career  in  pro- 
fessional baseball  he  served  with  the  United  States 


Navy  during  World  War  II.  He  is  presently  owner 
and  operator  of  Briggs  Nursery  and  Landscaping. 

He  married  Lucy  Wray  Burton  in  1935.  He  has 
two  sons,  Howard  Jr.  and  George. 

Briggs'  hobbies  include  hunting,  fishing,  horti- 
culture and  working  on  his  farm  in  Floyd, 
Virginia. 

Paul  F.  Briggs 

Paul  F.  "Mike"  Briggs  '37  will  be  inducted  by 
Alfred  W.  "Tank"  Nelson. 

Paul  was  an  outstanding  baseball  pitcher  and 
hitter.  His  career  batting  average  was  .291.  In 
1934  he  batted  a  high  .364. 

In  1936  he  pitched  a  no-hit,  no-run  game 
against  Johns  Hopkins  University.  He  also  struck 
out  10  or  more  batters  on  seven  different 
occasions.  In  his  career  he  pitched  five  three-hit- 
ters, three  four-hitters,  one  five-hitter,  and  one 
six-hitter.  His  overall  career  pitching  record  was 
46  wins  and  5  losses.

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Students  To  Provide  Elon  With  Security 


Elon  College  began  a  new  security  system  on 
the  150-acre  campus  this  summer.  Security  will  be 
maintained  by  the  people  who  know  the  campus 
best  —  students  —  and  will  be  under  the  direction 
and  supervision  of  Jack  Murphy,  director  of 
campus  safety  and  security. 

Burns  Security  has  provided  services  for  Elon 
College  until  now. 

Following  the  example  of  Albion  College  in 
Michigan  and  Guilford  College  in  Greensboro, 
Murphy  has  formulated  a  complete  and  rigorous 
handbook  and  training  program  for  the  "student 
regulators."  Students  underwent  a  20-hour  train- 
ing program  August  11-15  in  which  they  were 
taught  first  aid,  communication  signals  for  radios, 
and  log  report  procedure,  as  well  as  other  topics. 
The  students  were  instructed  by  Elon  College  staff 
members,  the  Red  Cross,  and  by  Elon  police 
officers. 

"Students  will  not  carry  master  keys  to 
buildings  or  have  the  power  of  arrest  which 
requires  more  training,  but  they  will  work  very 
closely  with  the  Elon  College  Police  Department 
and  will  be  able  to  issue  reports  and  write  people 
up  for  violations,"  says  Murphy. 

This  system  will  provide  24-hour  security  all 
year  long,  including  hoHdays,  with  shifts  operat- 
ing on  a  rotating  basis.  Each  student  guard  will 
work  approximately  15-20  hours  a  week.  Two 
students  will  be  on  watch  continuously  using  a 
Jeep  and  radios  while  patroling.  Guards  will  be 
provided  uniforms  so  that  they  will  be  easily 
identifiable. 

"One  of  the  most  exciting  changes  we  plan  for 
this  year  is  the  addition  of  a  campus  wide 
Community  Watch  system."  Murphy  said,  "To 
my  knowledge,  no  other  college  in  the  state  has 
adopted  this  program  for  a  college  campus." 
Murphy  stressed  that  this  will  by  no  means 
prevent  crime  from  occurrmg  on  campus.  Howev- 
er, Community  Watch  has  been  successful 
throughout  the  state  and  a  pilot  project  in  one

residence  hall  at  Elon  last  year  proved  that  it  can 
work  on  a  college  campus. 

The  basic  tenet  of  Community  Watch  is  that 
each  citizen  bears  a  responsibility  for  creating  a 
safe    environment,     for     themselves     and     their 

neighbors.  "This  complements  our  entire  program 
very  well,"  says  Murphy.  "Since  our  entire  stall 
will  be  students,  the  combined  effort  of  guards 
and    students    will    increase    the     chances     of 

preventingcrime  from  occurring  on  campus."  As  a 
result  of  these  programs,  students  should  become 


aware  of  the  dangers  of  traveling  alone  on 
campus  late  at  night  or  leaving  their  rooms 
unlocked. 

During  the  year,  special  activities  will  be 
planned  to  keep  up  spirit  and  enthusiasm. 
Meetings  will  be  held  throughout  the  year  to 
update  students  and  to  listen  to  problems. 
Through  participation  in  the  Community  Watch 
effort  and  a  student  operated  security  system, 
Murphy  hopes  to  instill  in  each  student  guard  a 
sense  of  responsibility  and  pride  that  will  spread 
to  each  member  of  Elon  College's  student  body.

He  presently  holds  the  highest  winning 
averages  for  an  Elon  coach  in  football,  basket- 
ball, and  baseball.  He  will  be  inducted  by 
Emerson  T.  Sanders. 

His  career  records  as  an  Elon  coach  are 
baseball,  68-15  overall  and  53-12  in  the  confer- 


ence; basketball,  94-20  overall  and  53-12  in  the 
conference;  football,  31-21-1  overall«and  21-5-1  in 
the  conference. 

Coach  Hendrickson  had  championship  football 
teams  in  1938  and  1941,  basketball  teams  in  1938 
and  1941,  and  baseball  teams  in  1940  and  1941. 
He  never  had  a  losing  season  in  either  sport. 

While  a  student  at  Duke  University,  Hendrick- 
son earned  letters  in  football,  basketball  and 
baseball.  He  is  considered  by  many  to  be  one  of 
the  finest  quarterbacks  ever  produced  by  Duke 
University. 

Coach  Hendrickson  left  Elon  College  to  become 
backfield  and  head  baseball  coach  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania. 

He  later  worked  for  the  Brooklyn  Dodgers, 
Duke,  and  North  Carolina  State,  and  he  launched 
his  career  in  the  business  world  in  1953. 

Hendrickson  was  born  on  a  dairy  farm  in 
Delphos,  Ohio,  in  1910.  He  married  Gene  Swartz 
in  1938  and  they  have  two  sons,  Riphard  Fulton 
and  James  Alvah. 

He  retired  in  1975  with  a  distinguished  award 
from  the  Martin  Marietta  Corporation  in  Raleigh. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Carolina  Country  Club,  a 


deacon  in  White  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church, 
vice  president  of  the  Kiwanis  Golden  K  Club, 
and  member  of  the  Raleigh  Coffee  Club  and  the 
Retired  Raleigh  Businessmen's  Club.  He  is  also  a 
member  of  numerous  sports  committees  and 
organizations.  He  still  has  time  to  play  golf  and 
to  enjoy  fishing  and  gardening.

He  played 
in  92  games  during  his  four  years  with  a  total  of 
551  points.  In  the  1942  basketball  season,  he  was 
Elon's  eighth  all-time  scoring  leader. 

Hobson  batted  .375  and  was  one  of  Elon's 
All-Time  baseball  players.  He  currently  holds  the 
title  of  Elon's  fifth  all-time  batting  leader.  One  of 
three  Elon  players  to  make  the  USA  Baseball 
team  (which  is  equivalent  to  the  AAU),  Hobson 
left  Elon  to  sign  a  pro  baseball  contract.

Hobson  is  a  member  of  ITK  Fraternity  and  was 
president  of  the  student  body  during  his  senior 
year. 

He  played  semi-pro  baseball  during  the  summer 
of  1941  with  the  Sanford,  N.C.,  team.  In  1942  he 
played  with  Leaksville  Triplets  in  the  old  Bi-State 
League. 

After  serving  18  months  in  the  U.S.  Army,  he 
played  baseball  with  the  Leaksville  baseball  team 
in  the  Carolina  League  in  the  summer  of  1946.

David  A.  Mondy  '52  will  be  inducted  by 
Raleigh  B.  Ellis.

Mondy  was  considered  by  many  to  be  one  of 
the  better  players  in  the  North  State  Conference 
in  basketball.  He  was  an  outstanding  guard  who 
played  three  seasons  at  Elon,  scoring  632  points 
for  an  average  of  7.9  points  per  game. 

As  a  member  of  Elon's  first  golf  team,  Mondy 
won  the  conference  golf  crown  in  1949  and  1951. 
He  also  tied  for  the  conference  crown  in  track  in 
1950  and  1952. 

Mondy  was  a  member  of  the  1949  tag-football 
champions  team.  A  native  of  Norfolk,  Va.  and  a 
physical  education  major,  he  married  the  former 
Peggy  Johnson,  an  Elon  alumna,  and  they 
have  three  children,  David  Jr.,  Douglas  and 
Deans.

Joseph  B.  Newman  '21  will  be  inducted  by 
Claude  L.  Walker.

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Elon  Radio 
Station  Expanding 


An  idea  that  started  out  a  decade  ago  as  a 
possibility  has  now  progressed  into  a  reality.  That 
small  idea  was  the  desire  from  a  few  Elon  College 
students  for  a  student-operated  radio  station.  After 
almost  10  years  of  problems,  stemming  from 
shortages  of  personnel  and  management,  to  student 
interest  and  morale,  the  radio  station  WSOE  is 
steadily  climbing  to  the  top  and  producing  quality 
sounds  of  Elon  College. 

The  first  year  of  radio  broadcasting  in  1976  was 
sporadic  and  short.  It  operated  with  a  staff  of  less 
than  10  members  and  little  or  no  audience. 

During  the  fall  of  1979,  the  station  had  a  set 
schedule  of  broadcast  hours.  There  were  15  disc 
jockeys,  and  numerous  people  on  the  production 
and  management  staffs. 

WSOE  is  now  applying  to  the  FCC  for  an 
increase  in  power.  If  it  is  granted  the  increase,  the 
power  will  climb  to  500  watts.  Now,  with  only 
10-watts  it  can  broadcast  about  four  miles.  All 
10-watt  stations  have  been  required  by  the  FCC  to 
increase  their  power  to  100-watts. 

"If  we  are  granted  the  increase,"  says  Michael 

"Radar"  Robinson,  station  co-manager,  "it  would 

be  beneficial  to  the  college  and  WSOE  personnel." 

There  could  possibly  be  the  addition  of  a  minor  in 

broadcast  communications  at  Elon  if  the  station  is 

granted  a  wattage  increase.  WSOE  would  also  be 

eligible  to  receive  promotional  albums  if  its  wattage 

is  increased.  This  would  save  the  station  money 

r        because  now  it  has  to  purchase  its  musical  material. 

I  Elon   offers   two   broadcast    courses.    But    any 

r       student  interested  in  broadcasting  is  invited  to  work 

I         at   the   station   as   a    disc   jockey,    news    writer, 

manager,  or  in  any  one  of  the  many  positions  that 

are  available  in  the  field  of  radio  broadcasting. 


WSOE  is  an  educational  station.  It  is  located  at 
89  on  the  FM  dial.  There  are  a  variety  of  programs 
that  include  music,  dramas,  religious  programs,  live 
sports  broadcasts,  and  public  service  announce- 
ments. The  local  commercially-owned  stations  have 
been  willing  to  help  WSOE  produce  quality 
material.  They  provide  them  with  criticism,  good 
and  bad,  and  tapes  of  public  service  announce- 
ments. 

The  ideas  that  were  discussed  in  the  early  '70s 
are  now  realities  in  the  '80s.  In  keeping  with  the 
changing  times,  Elon  is  offering  options  to  its 
students.  WSOE  is  not  only  fun  and  exciting,  but 
radio  broadcasting  opens  new  job  opportimities  for 
any  student  wishing  to  make  a  career  in 
communications. 


Virginia  Student  Wins  Scholarship 


An  Elon  College  freshman  has  been  awarded  a 
$1,000  scholarship  from  Dr.  Renold  O.  Schilke  to 
study  trumpet  under  Dr.  Jack  O.  White  at  Elon 
College. 

Steve  Hedrick,  a  freshman  trumpet  major  at  the 
liberal  arts  college  and  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Donald  R.  Hedrick  of  Wytheville.  Va.,  was 
awarded  the  scholarship  Sept.  9. 

The  scholarship  was  awarded  by  Dr.  Schilke  in 
memory  of  Dominic  Calicchio,  maker  of  the 
famous  hand-crafted  Calicchio  trumpets.  Calicchio, 
of  Hollywood,  California,  died  last  year.  The 
check  from  Dr.  Schilke  was  presented  Hedrick  by 
Helen  Calicchio  LaRue,  daughter  of  the  craftsman, 
who  also  gave  young  Hedrick  one  of  her  father's 
valuable  instruments. 

Calicchio  was  a  friend  of  Dr.  Schilke,  who 
manufactures  the  acclaimed  Schilke  brass  instru- 
ments in  Chicago,  where  he  also  teaches  trumpet. 
Dr.  White  has  been  a  student  of  Dr.  Schilke  for  the 
past  several  years. 

Calicchio,  who  was  reared  in  a  Milan,  Italy 
orphanage,  was  forced  to  quit  school  with  only  a 
grammar  school  education.  He  became  an  appren- 
tice in  the  orphanage  machine  shop,  which 
specialized  in  repairing  musical  instruments.  In 
1928  he  introduced  the  first  Calicchio  New  York 
model  trumpet.  Through  his  irmovaiive  genius,  he 
succeeded  in  trimming  the  weight  of  an  average 


trumpet  from  two  and  one-half  pounds  to  one  and 
three-fourths  pounds,  and  he  invented  an  adjust- 
able mouthpiece  that  had  36  combinations. 

Dr.  Schilke  has  served  as  head  clinician  of  the 
Elon  College  National  Brass  Clinic  for  the  past 
several  years.

New  Program  Added 


A  Cylotechnology  Program  has  been  added  to 
the  curriculum  at  Elon  College.  The  program  is 
designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  students  preparing 
for  positions  as  cytotechnologists  in  hospitals, 
clinics,  commercial  laboratories  and  private  physi- 
cians' laboratories. 

Cytotechnology  is  an  allied  health  science  that 
deals  with  the  microscopic  study  of  the  structure  of 
cells.  A  cytotechnologist  associates  the  changes  in 
cell  structure  with  diseases,  especially  cancer. 
Progress  in  this  field  has  made  it  possible  to  detect 
cancer  much  earlier  than  by  using  other 
methods. 

"This  field,"  says  Dr.  Lynn  Ryals,  chairman  of 
the  department  of  biology,  "is  full  of  career 
possibilities.  The  openings  in  the  job  market  are 
exceptional,  both  locally  and  worldwide.  Cytotech- 
nology is  a  field  for  a  person  who  likes  to  work 
with  a  microscope,  enjoys  the  biological  sciences, 
and  wants  to  be  involved  in  a  rapidly  developing 
paramedical  field." 

Students  have  a  choice  of  either  a  Bachelor  of 
Science  or  an  Associate  degree.  Elon  is  offering  the 
only  bachelor's  program  in  the  state.  A  bachelor's 
degree  consists  of  completing  three  years  of  pre- 
cytotechnology  work  at  Elon  and  12  months  with 
31  semester  hours  of  cytotechnology  courses  at 
Biomedical  Reference  Laboratories  in  Burlington. 
Completion  of  an  associate  degree  is  similar,  but  a 
student  needs  only  to  complete  the  first  two  years 
of  the  academic  curriculum  plus  the  12-month 
cytology  program. 

Successful  completion  of  the  academic  program 
does  not  automatically  assure  admission  to  the 
clinical  studies,  because  space  at  Biomedical 
Reference  Laboratories,  Inc.  is  limited  to  10 
students  per  12-month  period. 

Elon  has  sent  about  4,000  letters  to  prospective 
freshmen  and  junior  college  graduates.  The  college 
is  also  interested  in  attracting  people  who  have 
completed  the  prerequisites  and  are  ready  to  start 
the  clinical  phase  of  the  program.  Transfer  students 
who  have  -successfully  completed  an  approved 
pre-cytotechnology  program  may  enter  directly  into 
the  cytotechnology  courses  at  Elon  College. 

Students  successfully  completing  the  program  are 
eligible  to  take  the  registry  examination  adminis- 
tered by  the  American  Society  of  Clinical  Patholo- 
gists (ASCP).

Receives    Award 

A  lady  who  was  elected  mayor  of  North 
Carolina's  capital  city  at  age  73  received  a  Davy 
Award  at  a  special  banquet  in  her  honor  in 
Williamsburg,  Va.  recently. 

Mrs.  Isabella  Walton  Catuion,  '24,  of  Raleigh, 
N.C.  was  automatically  inducted  into  the  Septem- 
ber Days  Club  Senior  Hall  of  Fame.  Mrs.  Cannon 
was  selected  by  a  national  panel  of  judges  from 
nominations  received  from  throughout  the  coun- 
try. 

The  award  was  presented  by  Richard  C. 
Kessler,  chairman  of  the  board,  president  and 
chief  executive  officer  of  Days  Inns  of  America, 
Inc. .sponsors  of  the  travel  and  recreation  club  for 
persons  aged  55  and  over. 

Mrs.  Catmon,  widow  of  a  U.S.  Embassy 
official,  a  recipient  of  an  honorary  doctoral 
degree  from  Elon,  had  a  varied  career  as  a 
teacher,  a  banker,  a  United  Nations  employee,  a 
librarian,  and  an  editor  before  turning  her 
attention  to  active  politics.  In  her  first  bid  for 
public  office,  at  age  73,  she  was  elected  mayor  of 
Raleigh,  becoming  the  first  woman  mayor  and 
first  senior  citizen  mayor  of  that  city.  During  her 
two-year  term,  from  1977  through  1979,  she  was 
one  of  six  women  mayors  of  U.S.  cities  with 
populations  of  more  than  100,000. 

During  her  term  in  office  she  oversaw  adoption 
of  a  20-year  plan  of  growth  for  the  city,  and  was 
successful  in  winning  approval  of  an  $83  million, 
five-year  capital  improvements  budget.  She  also 
implemented  equal  opportunity  programs  for 
women  in  all  phases  of  city  government. 

Her  current  activities  include  membership  on 
the  Raleigh  Little  Theatre  Board  Building  Com- 
mittee, sponsorship  of  the  Emergency  Loan  Fund 
for  Shaw  University  and  St.  Augustine's  College, 
work  as  a  Hopeline  Volunteer  in  crisis  interven- 
tion, and  Meals  on  Wheels  volunteer  work.  She  is' 
vice-chairman  of  the  Raleigh  Advisory  Library 
Board  and  a  member  of  the  Wake  County 
Democratic  Women,  the  Women's  Political  Cau- 
cus, the  North  CaroUna  Conservation  Council  and 
the  Wake  County  Historical  Society. 


Doc  Reynolds:   The 
Unforgettable  Professor 


Doc  Reynolds  used  to  joke  in  class  that  he  read 
the  paper  that  morning  and,  having  not  seen  his 
name  in  the  obituaries,  ate  his  Cornflakes  and 
walked  on  over  to  class.  He  must  have  told  that 
joke  hundreds  of  limes  during  his  30  years  in  the 
Department  of  Philosophy  and  Religion  at  Elon 
College.  I  heard  it  dozens  of  times  myself  as  I 
struggled  through  Logic,  Philosophical  Problems 
of  Religion,  and  Eastern  Systems  of  Philosophy. 

Somehow  I  can't  help  but  believe  Doc  had  that 
sheepish  grin  across  his  face  when  he  saw  his 
obituary  in  the  newspaper. 

Dr.  Ferris  E.  Reynolds  died  the  first  day  of 
July. 

He  was  a  philosopher  —  not  just  a  teacher  of 
philosophy.  His  memory  conjures  up  images  of 
Plato's  remark  about  Socrates.  Bees  settled  on  his 
lips  in  anticipation  of  the  honeyed  words  that 
flowed  therefrom.  He  was  full  of  wisdom. 
Philosophy,  he  said  over  and  over,  comes  from 
the  Greek  Philos  plus  Sophia,  the  love  of  wisdom. 
He  expected  nothing  less  from  his  students. 
"Doc,"  some  poor  student  would  wail  as  exams 
were  passed  around,  "my  test  only  has  three 
questions!" 

"Just  answer  two,"  he  would  quip.  "And  you 
only  have  two  hours."  With  that  he  would  shuffle 
out  the  door.  It  was  impossible  to  cheat  on  Doc's 
two  tests  per  semester. 

It  was  quite  easy  to  sit  through  a  90-minute 
class  of  Doc's  and  never  hear  a  word  about 
philosophy.  Ask  him  about  any  one  of  his  three 
loves  —  his  family,  his  fishing,  or  his  favorite 
umbrella  subject  of  God/Universe/identity/meta- 
physics  —  and  he  could  talk  for  hours.  Never 
once  did  1  see  him  refer  to  any  notes  during  his 
lectures.  Perhaps,  when  he  would  describe  the 
thrill  of  snagging  a  large  trout  thrashing  about  in 
the  cold  mountain  stream,  a  contest  between  man 
and  the  unknown  lying  below  the  running  glass  — 
perhaps  he  was  talking  about  philosophy.  Some- 
how his  stories  were  learning  experiences. 

Whether  we  learned  or  not,  it  was  impossible 
not  to  think  in  Doc*s  class.  He  would  ask  the 
most  perplexing  questions  you  ever  heard.  "Mr. 
McDowell,"  he  would  say,  "explain  to  the  class 
the  difference  between  Hinduism  and  Taoism  as 
they  relate  to  beliefs  in  immortality."  A  hush  so 
startling  you  could  hear  the  sweat  dripping  from 
your  palms  would  rattle  the  classroom.  After  a 
long  pause,  which  would  indicate  to  any  other 
professor  that  you  didn't  know  the  answer,  Doc 
would  simply  stare  at  the  student.  A  longer  pause, 
then,  "We're  waiting,  Mr.  McDowell." 

To  plead  ignorance  would  simply  bring, 
"That's  apparent.  Try." 

Then,  after  an  answer  so  pitifully  weak  it 
begged  the  question,  the  worse  you  would  get 
was,  "O.K.,  that's  partially  correct.  Actually  .  . 
.*'  It  never  was  Doc's  intention  to  embarrass  a 
student.  He  just  demanded  that  students  think. 

Doc  was  a  man  of  many  talents,  and  few  of  us 
really  knew  much  about  him.  He  seldom  spoke  of 
himself.  But  he  once  told  me  he  had  designed  the 
Providence  United  Church  of  Christ  in  Graham, 
where  he  was  a  member  and  often  preached.  Once 
in  class,  he  casually  mentioned  how  horrible  life 
can  be  when  we  live  in  fear,  as  he  had  done  while

living  in  Germany  during  Hitler's  rise  to  power. 
While  every  student  wanted  to  hear  more  about 
that  experience,  he  quickly  changed  the  subject  to 
Spinoza  or  Thomas  Aquinas.  On  another  occas- 
ion, Doc  warned  the  students  of  the  dangers  of 
material  possessions,  then,  with  that  toothy  grin 
spreading  across  his  face,  confided  that  he  had 
always  wanted  a  Cadillac  I 

The  son  of  a  minister,  Doc  attended  Butler 
University  and  received  the  B.D.  and  S.T.M. 
degrees  from  Hartford  Theological  Seminary.  He 
was  the  recipient  of  a  Welles  Fellowship  to  study 
abroad,  and  was  awarded  the  Ph.D.  from  the 
University  of  Edinburgh.  He  served  as  minister  of 
the  Second  Congregational  Church  in  Manchester, 
Conn.,  for  10  years  before  joining  the  Elon 
faculty  in  1946.  He  retired  30  years  later,  devoting 
much  of  his  time  to  working  on  one  of  his  several 
textbooks  and  fishing. 

Surely  there  must  be  a  special  place  for 
philosophers  in  the  hereafter,  for  philosophers 
argue  questions  for  which  there  are  no  answers, 
and  their  arguments  would  shatter  the  peace  of 
heaven  itself.  You  can  bet  that  Doc  is  there  with 
Socrates  and  Plato,  Kant  and  Heidegger,  even 
Sarte  and  Camus,  their  arguments  stirring  the 
thunder.  There's  little  doubt  in  my  mind  who's 
winning  the  argument.

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Coach  Bill  Miller  Heads  For  Scotland 


ELON  COLLEGE  —  WiUiam  R.  "Bill"  MiUer. 
who  headed  the  fortunes  of  Elon  College's 
basketball  program  for  19  seasons  until  he 
resigned  last  year,  has  begun  a  new  coaching 
career  doing  what  he  likes  best  —  getting  down  to 
basics. 

Miller  left  the  Burlington  area  July  26  for 
Edinburgh,  Scotland,  after  having  recently  signed 
a  two-year  contract  as  head  coach  and  administra- 
tor of  the  Murray  International  Metals  team,  last 
year's  Scottish  Cup  champions  and  semi  finalists 
in  the  British  Cup  competition. 

"I'm  really  excited  about  this,"  Miller  told 
well-wishers  as  he  prepared  for  the  transAtlantic 
flight.  "David  Murray,  the  team  owner,  wants  to 
upgrade  his  team,  and  the  players  I've  had  a 
chance  to  talk  to  are  eager  to  learn  the  fine  points 
of  the  game.  They're  good  athletes  who  are  very 
anxious  to  become  belter  players  so  that  they  can 
compete  for  the  European  Cup.  It's  an  atmos- 
phere you  don't  readily  find  in  this  country  these 
days." 

Miller,  who  played  collegiate  ball  at  Carolina 
and  then  played  a  few  years  of  pro  ball  before 
turning  to  coaching,  was  contacted  by  Murray 
about  coming  to  Scotland  in  late  spring  after  one 
of  Miller's  former  players,  Charlie  Williamson  of 
Sedalia,  finished  the  season  as  Scotland's  leading 
scorer  on  Murray's  team.  The  Murray  team  had 
won  the  Scottish  Cup  for  the  first  time  ever  and 
had  had  a  taste  of  British  Cup  competition  and 
wanted  to  keep  on  going. 

"I  visited  with  Murray  and  some  of  the  players 
for  about  a  week  and  came  back  to  the  States 
with  a  very  good  feeling,"  said  Miller.  "The 
facilities  are  excellent,  the  players  are  really  eager 
to  better  themselves  and  the  team,  and  Murray  is 
my  type  of  man  —  he  wants  to  win  and  so  do  I." 

The  Murray  team  practices  and  plays  at 
Meadow  Park  in  Edinburgh.  The  30-acre  site, 
which  also  houses  training  facilities  for  Edin- 
burgh's soccer,  rugby  and  cricket  teams,  among 
others,  was  the  home  of  the  British  Games  a 
number  of  years  ago.  "Meadow  Park  probably 
has  the  best  basketball  facility  in  the  United 
Kingdom  with  the  exception,  perhaps,  of  the 
Crystal  Palace  in  London,"  Miller  explained. 

While  Miller  will  be  the  only  foreign  coach  of 
the  teams  in  the  United  Kingdom,  he  won't  be  the 
only  American  involved  in  basketball  there.  Each 
team  is  allowed  to  have  two  foreign  players  (most 
from  the  United  States),  but  there  is  no  limit  on 
the  number  of  Scottish  nationals  a  team  can  have. 
"Nationals"  refers  to  players  who  may  have  lived 
and/or  played  basketball  in  another  country,  and 
even  have  citizenship  in  another  country,  but  are 
natives  of  Scotland. 

"Our  two  American  players  are  Williamson  and 
Lewis  Young  of  Gardner-Webb,  both  of  whom 
had  good  seasons  last  year  with  the  Edinburgh 
team,"  added  Miller.  "We've  already  signed  two 
nationals  and  we're  looking  for  others  who  can 
help  us." 

Miller  would  not  try  to  compare  the  Scottish 
players  with  any  collegiate  conference,  but  he  did 
say  they  were  behind  American  players  in  both 
skills  and  execution.  He  pointed  out  that 
basketball  was  a  relatively  new  sport  in  Scotland 
and  that  his  players  didn't  grow  up  with  the 
model  players  that  American  television  brings  into 
the  home  of  every  American  youngster  week  after 
week. 

"You  might  compare  Scottish  basketball  play-

ers  with  American  soccer  players,"  Miller  said. 
"They're  good  athletes  who  lack  the  basic  skills 
of  the  sport  but  who  are  really  hungry  to  learn 
the  skills  and  to  excel  in  their  spori. 

"This  will  be  something  drastically  different 
from  what  I've  been  doing,"  Miller  said  with  a 
smile.  "For  over  20  years  I've  been  seeking  out 
the  better  players  and  then  refining  their  good 
basic    skills.     In     Scotland,     I'll     be     teaching 


fundamentals  from  day  one  both  to  the  team 
members  and  to  school  kids  in  clinics  around  the 
country.  Other  European  teams  on  the  continent 
are  a  little  ahead  of  the  Scots  because  they  had 
American  coaches  and  players  for  a  lot  longer, 
but  we  should  catch  up  pretty  soon." 

It  was  on  the  initiative  of  the  players  that  Miller 
was  contacted  about  the  job  in  the  first  place. 
"David  got  in  touch  with  me  last  summer  through 
Melvin  Shreves  when  he  began  recruiting  Ameri- 
can players,"  explained  Miller.  "One  of  their 
players,  Phil  Sinclair,  had  been  a  member  of  the 
Scottish  national  team  that  Elon  hosted  in  1977, 
and  he  told  Murray  to  contact  Melvin  about  some 
players.  Melvin  referred  him  to  me,  we  recom- 
mended Charlie  Wilhamson  and  Charlie  did  a 
super  job  for  them. 

"So  then  Sinclair  and  others  recommended  that ' 
Murray  hire  an  American  coach  for  this  season 
and  he  called  me  and  asked  me  to  spend  a  week 
with  him  in  Scotland,"  Miller  continued.  "He 
made  me  a  very  attractive  offer,  which  I 
accepted." 

The  40-to-45  game  season  began  around  the 
first  of  September  with  a  tournament  in  France 
("I  hope  those  French  officials  speak  a  Uttle 
English.")  and  runs  through  March.  Before  he 
began  "training"  (as  the  Scots  call  practice). 
Miller  planned  to  wet  his  line  in  the  Lochs  of  the 
Scottish  Highlands  for  about  a  week  and  play  a 
few  rounds  of  golf  on  some  of  Scotland's  famous 
golf  courses.  "I  don't  know  much  about  cricket 
or  rugby,  but  I  think  I'll  be  able  to  hold  my  own 
with  the  Scots  with  a  fishing  pole  and  my  golf 
clubs,"  he  smiled. 

"I  am  really  looking  forward  to  the  change  and 
the  challenge,"  Miller  concluded,  "but  I  told 
David  just  like  I  told  Dr.  (Earl)  Danieley  when  he 
hired  me  at  Elon  —  if  I  can't  win,  I'll  get  out.  I 
did  and  I  will.  But  I  do  want  to  win."

Coach  Karen  Garden,  Elon  College's  women's 
tennis  coach  for  three  years,  returns  this  year  to 
assume  the  role  of  women's  volleyball  coach. 

Mrs.  Carden,  a  1969  graduate  of  Elon  College,  is 
an  experienced  coach.  She  has  coached  track  at  the 
junior  high  level  and  in  1970  started  the  girl's 
basketball  program  at  Eastern  Alamance  High 
School  as  well  as  initiating  the  track  program  her 
second  year  there. 

Coach  Garden's  experience  in  sports  is  basically 
instructional,  although  she  has  participated  in 
recreational  sports.

The 
schools  held  "play  days"  where  many  schools 
gathered  at  one  location  and  had  competitions  in 
many  areas. 

When  asked  why  she  undertook  a  second 
coaching  position,  Garden  replied,  "I  have  always 
enjoyed  volleyball.  It  has  long  been  my  favorite 
team  sport." 

Coach  Garden  hopes  to  improve  on  last  year's 
record  of  11-15. 

"This  year,  we  are  working  on  consistency  and 
being  fundamentally  strong.  We  have  agiUty  and 
speed,  and  I  believe  if  you  are  quick,  you  can  get 
to  a  lot  of  shots  that  would  normally  be  left 
untouched."

Elby  Sterling  "Johnny"  Johnson,  class  of  1922 
and  an  avid  player  on  the  football,  basketball, 
baseball  and  track  teams  while  at  Elon  College, 
died  June  23  at  the  VA  Hospital  in  Oteen,  NC, 

"Johnny"  was  one  of  the  mitial  inductees  into 
the  Elon  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  in  1972. 

A  native  of  Greensboro,  N.C..  Johnny  came  to 
Elon  in  1918.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Philologian 
Society,  Sigma  Phi  Beta,  Philologian  Commence- 
ment Marshal,  Philologian  Entertainment  Society, 
The  "E"  Men's  Club  and  the  Student  Senate.  He 
received  the  Alumni  Scholarship  and  was  a 
Gymnasium  Director  and  Junior  Class  President. 
During  his  last  year  at  Elon  he  coached  the  track 
team. 

Johnny  was  referred  to  in  the  1922  "Phi  Psi  CU" 
as  "the  spirit  of  the  Class  of  '22." 

He  is  an  athlete  who  has  won  athletic  honors  for 
his  class  and  college:  he  is  a  fellow  who  is  the 
embodiment  of  good,  clean  sportsmanship;  conse- 
quently, we  have  here  a  man  who  has  the  respect 
and  admiration  of  every  fellow  student.  He  is  just 
"Johnny"  to  everyone  on  every  occasion  —  a 
plain,  sincere  fellow,  standing  for  the  best  in 
young  manhood." 

Johnny  was  the  former  superintendent  of  schools 
m  Washington,  N.C.  He  was  also  owner  and 
operator  of  Camp  Mishomka  for  45  years  until  his 
retirement  in  1972. 

He  is  survived  by  his  three  sisters.

Dr.  Jack  O.  White,  associate  professor  of  music 
at  Elon  College,  has  been  invited  to  be  head 
adjudicator  of  the  marching  section  of  the  Great 
American  Music  Festival  in  Orlando,  Florida.

White  has  performed  professionally  with  the 
Air  Force  Band,  Barter  Theatre,  and  several 
regional  dance  bands.  In  1966  he  was  named  the 
Outstanding  Professor  at  Elon  College. 


Retired  Librarian  Dies 

Funeral  services  for  Mrs.  Oma  Utley  Johnson 
were  held  August  8  at  the  Elon  College 
Community  Church.  Mrs.  Johnson  died  August  6 
in  Kinton  Nursing  Home  in  Fuquay-Varina  after  a 
lengthy  illness. 

Mrs.  Johnson  graduated  from  Elon  College  in 
1915  with  a  Bachelor  of  Philosophy  degree.  In 
1931  she  earned  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from 
Elon,  and  in  1937  she  received  a  Master  of 
Science  in  Library  Science  degree  from  Columbia 
University  School  of  Library  Science.  She  was  a 
member  of  the  North  Carolina  Library  Associa- 
tion, the  American  Library  Association,  and  the 
Executive  Club. 

She  retired  as  head  librarian  at  Elon  College  in 
1959.  During  her  retirement  she  was  actively 
involved  as  curator  of  a  historical  collection  of 
the  Southern  Convention  of  the  United  Church  of 
Christ,  and  she  spent  several  years  organizing  the 
collection  in  the  Church  History  Room  of  the 
McEwen  Building  on  the  Elon  College  campus. 

Mrs.  Johnson  was  married  to  the  late  C.C.

Alpha  Chi  Lecture 


The  annual  Elon  College  Alpha  Chi  lecture  was 
given  by  Dr.  Gratis  Williams  on  October  6,  in 
Whitley  Auditorium.  The  title  of  his  lecture  was 
"Appalachian  Stereotypes  in  Fiction." 

Dr.  Williams  is  a  nationally  known  folklorist, 
spellbinding  speaker  and  authentic  folk  singer.  He 
is  former  dean  of  the  graduate  school  at 
Appalachian  State  University  and  is  still  active  in 
the  administration  of  the  University.

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Students  Receive  Professional 
Work  Experience 


"Vm  sorry,  but  I  need  somebody  with  more 
experience.  Your  grades  are  very  good,  but  I 
don't  have  the  time  to  train  anybody." 

The  above  sentences  are  often  heard  by  college 
graduates  who  come  out  of  college  full  of  ideas 
but  with  little  or  no  work  experience  that  will  help 
them  land  a  key  job  in  a  large  company. 

Elon  College  has  a  remedy  to  the  "no-ex- 
perience" syndrome.  Cooperative  Education,  bet- 
ter known  as  co-op,  is  designed  to  give  a  student 
the  opportunity  to  combine  theory  taught  in  the 
classroom  with  professional  off-campus  work 
e?£perience. 

"Co-op, ' '  says  Steve  Wagoner,  director  of 
Elon's  new  Cooperative  Education  Program, 
"will  provide  students  with  an  opportunity  to 
apply  classroom  knowledge  directly  in  their 
chosen  field  before  graduating  from  college. ' ' 
This  type  of  program  "reinforces  learning."  The 
success  of  the  program  depends  upon  the 
cooperation  of  employers  and  educators  working 
together  to  develop  a  total  educational  program. 
There  are  more  than  1,000  co-op  programs  in  the 
nation,  and  they  have  proven  to  be  very  beneficial 
for  the  student,  the  employer,  and  the  participat- 
ing college. 

Each  party  in  the  triangular  relationship  of 
student,  employer  and  college  plays  an  important 
role  in  co-op,  but  the  student  is  expected  to  gain 
the  most.  Students  obtain  valuable  working/learn- 
ing experience,  academic  credit  and  money,  plus 
develop  more  confidence  in  themselves. 

The  co-op  program  is  also  advantageous  to  the 
employer  and  to  Elon.  The  employer  gets  an 
opportunity  to  observe  the  abilities  and  evaluate 
the  aptitudes  of  prospective  employees.  Elon  is 
able  to  expose  students  to  equipment  not  readily 
available  on  campus.  In  addition,  the  college 
faculty  can  maintain  a  closer  relationship  with 
business,  industry  and  service  agencies  and  keep 
abreast  of  the  latest  developments  and  innovations 
in  these  various  fields. 

Co-op  is  an  individualized  program  where  each 
student  can  earn  up  to  10  credit  hours.  Credit  is 
granted  for  the  learning  which  occiu-s  as  a  result 
of  the  work  experience.  There  are  three  plans  of 
work  experience  from  which  students  can  choose 
—  parallel,  alternating,  and  the  extended  day 
plan. 

The  parallel  plan  is  a  flexible  arrangement  in 
which  the  student  spends  approximately  one-half 
of  Che  day  on  campus  and  one-half  in  the  co-op 
work  assignment.  A  "parallel"  student  may  work 
off-campus  from  10  lo  30  hours  per  week. 

Under  the  alternating  plan  a  student  will 
integrate  a  minimum  of  two  terms  of  full-time 
work  experienc'e  with  the  academic  program.  The 
extended  daV  plan  is  designed  for  students  who 
are  working  full-time  and  attending  college  at 
night. 

To  be  eligible  for  co-op,  a  student  should  have 
at  least  2.5  grade  point  average,  approximately  54 
hours  of  course  work  completed,  approval  of  a 
co-op  faculty  coordinator,  and  a  desire  to 
experience  his  chosen  profession  as  a  part  of  his 
college  education. 

After  a  student  has  met  the  above  requirements, 
he  is  then  ready  to  interview  for  a  work 
assignment.  When  a  student  begins  work,  he,  his 
job  supervisor,  and  his  co-op  coordinator  work 
closely  to  develop  learning  objectives  lo  be 
accomplished.  A  student  is  graded  on  satisfactory 
completion  of  his  objectives  during  the  work 
assignment,  a  written  report,  and  an  employer's 
evaluation. 


Wagoner  plans  to  work  with  Susan  PhilUps  in 
Elon's  Career  Planning  and  Placement  office  to 
ensure  that  each  student's  career  objectives  are 
developed  and  later  tested  through  the  co-op 
experience.  A  long-term  goal  for  the  program  is 
to  develop  freshman  and  sophomore  practicums 
to  give  beginning  students  a  chance  to  "try  out" 
their  majors  before  becoming  juniors  or  seniors. 

Wagoner  says  the  demonstrated  need  for  such  a 
program  in  the  Alamance  County  area  will  insure 
its  success  at  Elon.  A  survey  was  completed  one 
year  ago,  revealing  some  positive  responses. 
Burlington  Industries,  Western  Electric,  Biomedi- 
cal Laboratories,  I.B.M.,  and  several  other 
companies  expressed  a  genuine  interest  in  the 
proposed  development  of  a  co-op  program  at 
Elon. 

"There  is  an  important  place  for  Cooperative 
Education  at  Elon  College,"  Wagoner  noted. 
"I  feel  sure  that  the  presence  of  this  program  will 
have  a  positive  effect  on  the  students,  faculty,  and 
administration  at  Elon,  as  well  as  the  surrounding 
businesses,  industries,  and  professions."     •

Modular  Dorms  Are  Completed 


In  answer  to  the  rising  demands  for  student 
housing,  Elon  College  has  taken  a  step  into  the 
future  with  modular  constructed  dormitories. 

According  to  Dr.  Dan  Moury,  director  of 
special  institutional  programs,  "Modular  con- 
struction, a  general  term  applying  to  everything 
from  log  cabins  to  pre-cul  kits  for  finished  homes 
and  condominiums,  provides  an  alternative  to 
stick-built  conventional  housing." 

Modulars  with  wood  perimeter  frames  have 
been  chosen  by  Elon  College  officials  as  the 
closest  to  traditional  construction.  The  interior 
walls  consist  of  one-quarter  inch  panehng  over 
five-eighths  inch  sheetrock.  The  sheetrock  pro- 
vides a  one  hour  fire  rating  and  strength  while 
the  dark  wood  paneling  compliments  the  interior, 
making  the  rooms  attractive. 

"Each  room  opens  to  the  outside,  eliminating 
corridors  and  creating  more  privacy  for  the 
students.  Insulated  double  walls  between  rooms 
and  solid  core  doors  will  also  contribute  to 
keeping  the  noise  level  as  low  as  possible,"  says 
Dr.  Moury.  "The  rooms  measure  a  comfortable 
ll'/i  x  13'/2  feet  with  closet  space  and  an 
adjoining  bath  for  each  suite.  Four  rooms  contain 
wheelchair    facilities    which    will    accommodate 


handicapped  persons." 

The  new  dormitory  site,  called  The  Oaks,  was 
constructed  to  house  144  students.  With 
only  nine  months  in  which  to  work,  (the  decision 
to  build  additional  housing  was  made  lasi 
November),  Elon  officials  opted  to  go  modular 
after  considering  the  speed  and  ease  of  modulai 
construction  and  its  low  cost.  Conventional 
dormitory  construction  averages  $85  per  square 
foot,  while  modular  housing  costs  $28  per  square 
foot. 

The  overall  cost  of  The  Oaks  dormitory  projeci 
is  $457,000.  Of  the  total,  $65,000  covers  the 
Commons  Building,  which  is  an  activities  building 
for  the  students.  It  includes  a  lounge,  study 
rooms,  laundry  rooms  and  vending  machines.  A 
resident  counselor  will  be  housed  here  also. 

The  three  dormitories,  each  with  24  rooms 
housing  48  students,  are  heated  and  air  condi- 
tioned. The  system  is  operated  by  an  air-to-ai/ 
heat  pump  which  removes  or  adds  heat  to  outside 
air  as  needed.  Electrical  boosters  are  also 
available  for  backup  use.  All  utilities  for  the 
dormitory  site  are  being  contracted  privately  by 
Elon  College,  Moiu'y  said.

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Elon  Is  National  Champion

Bobby  Hedrick  stretched  his  All-American  legs 
for  185  yards  and  his  teammates  backed  him  up 
on  both  sides  of  the  ball  at  Memorial  Stadium  as 
Elon  College's  Fighiin'  Christians  were  crowned 
kings  of  the  NAIA  mountain  with  a  suspenseful 
17  to  10  triumph  over  Northeastern  Stale  of 
Oklahoma     on  Dec.  20. 

Over  7,000  chilled  fans  roared  their  approval  as 
Elon,  twice  thwarted  in  bids  for  a  national 
football  crown,  rolled  up  216  yards  rushing  and 
added  107  in  the  air  to  dominate  the  first  national 
championship  game  ever  played  on  North  Caro- 
lina soil. 

"The  third  time,"  said  a  jubilant  Coach  Jerry 
Tolley,  "was  the  charm.  It's  a  great  ...  no  ...  a 
super  feeling.  I  can't  describe  it.  In  a  game  of 
big  plays,  the  biggest  was  their  fourth-down 
incompleted  pass  from  our  22-yard  line  as  the 
game  was  ending." 

The  Redmen  from  Tahlequah,  Okla.,  outplayed 
by  Elon  most  of  the  game,  never  gave  up.  And  a 
game-tying  drive  in  the  fading  minutes  brought 
exhortations  of  "Dee-fense,  dee-fense"  from  the 
»^  crowd  as  Northeastern  drove  from  its  23-yard  line 
to  Elon's  25,  first  and  10. 

Thirty-six  seconds  remained  on  the  clock,  and 
quarterback  Lynn  Patillo,  whose  precision  tosses 
put  Elon  hopes  in  jeopardy  on  more  than  one 
occasion,  was  hot.  But  one  pass  got  three  yards, 
and  two  more  failed.  On  fourth-and-seven  from 
the  22,  Patlillo  drilled  one  toward  the  end-zone. 
But  flinging  up  a  finger  to  deflect  the  pass  was 
Elon  linebacker  Stanley  Tootoo.  A  collective  sigh 
of  relief,  followed  by  deafening  cheers  rocked  the 
stadium. 

Moments  later,  the  Christians'  quarterback 
John  Bangley,  who  played  a  tremendous  game, 
fell  on  the  ball  as  the  clock  ran  out,  hundreds  of 
fans  jumped  the  retaining  wall  and  rushed  onto 
tl;ie  field  to  offer  congratulations. 
-'  For  Hedrick,  180-pound  senior  and  a  consensus 
Little  All-American,  it  was  a  fitting  climax  to  a 
great  career.  The  lithe,  durable  running  back  was 
near  unstoppable  at  times  as  his  churning  legs 
fought,  churned  and  at  times  literally  tore  up  the 
lurf  for  yardage. 

"I've  never  had  a  feeling  like  this,"  said  the 
youngster  from  nearby  Sedalia  who  never  missed 
a  game  in  four  years  of  brutal  punishment.  "1 
regret  I'll  never  put  on  this  uniform  again,  but 
I'm  glad  it  ended  the  way  it  did." 

For  his  efforts,  185  yards  of  rushing  and  14 
yards  with  a  pass  and  a  touchdown  on  a 
seven-yard  run.  Hedrick  was  named  the  most 
valuable  offensive  player  of  the  game. 

Stanley  Tootoo,  one  of  two  Samoan  linebacker 
brothers  on  the  Elon  squad,  was  named  the  most 
valuable  defensive  player.  He  made  eight  solo 
tackles,  seven  assists,  recovered  a  fumble,  threw  a 
back  for  a  four-yard  loss  and  deflected  the  last 
pass  of  the  game.

Elon's  kicking  game  was  instrumental  in  the 
-  victory. 

One  of  Phil  Melton's  punts  was  to  the 
Northeast  four-yard  line,  another  to  the  two  and 
still  another  went  out  of  bounds  on  the  16.  And 
Phil  Renn,  after  booting  two  extra  points, 
centered  on  posts  on  a  37-yard  field  goal  that 
gave  the  Christians  a  17-10  lead  with  12:24  left  in 
the  game. 

The  other  Elon  score  came  on  a  five-yard 
keeper  right  by  Bangley,  who  faked  to  running- 
back  Fred  Jordan  and,  like  Hedrick  earlier,  went 
into  the  endzone  untouched.  Hedrick's  score 
climaxed  a  74-yard  drive.  And  except  for  a 
19-yard  pass  from  Bangley  to  tight  end  Joey 
Hackett  and  a  six-yarder  to  back  Fred  Jordan, 
who  sat  out  most  of  the  second  half  with  an  in- 
jury, the  drive  was  on  the  ground,  42  of  h  by 
Hedrick. 

Bangley's  came  after  a  42-yard  march  when 
Elon's  defense  bottled  the  Redmen  deep  in  their 
territory. 

A  Bangley  aerial  to  Hedrick  got  14  to  the  27, 
and  the  All-American  then  sprinted  for  18  to  the 
nine,  first -and-goal,  and  then  tacked  on  five  more 
to  the  five.  Then  Bangley,  ever  alert,  faked  to 
Jordan  coming  through  the  hne,  kept  the  ball  and 
rolled  right  and  jogged  into  the  end-zone  for  the 
touchdown. 

The  Redmen  from  Oklahoma,  held  to  22  yards 
rushing  by  Elorfs  tentacle-like,  sometimes  vicious 
defense,  abandoned  the  ground  game  and  struck 
through  the  air.  Arthur  Garcia,  with  the  wind, 
which  was  a  big  factor  throughout  the  game, 
kicked  an  NAIA  record  field  goal  of  47  yards  to 
give  the  Redmen  a  3-0  lead  with  7:39  left  in  the 
opening  quarter. 

Elon's  two  touchdowns,  one  in  the  opening 
quarter,  the  other  in  the  second,  put  the  score  at 
14-3  at  halftime.  But  the  Redmen  roared  back  on 
Pattillo's  passing  to  drive  70  yards,  helped  by  an 
interference  penalty  that  moved  the  ball  from 
midfield  to  the  Elon  21. 

Elon's  vaunted  defense  almost  held  again.  But 
on  third-and-goal  from  the  11.  Patlillo  hit  tight 
end  Jerry  Wichert  with  a  perfect  lob  two  steps 
from  the  back  of  the  end-zone  for  the  touchdown. 

Although  Elon  had  outplayed  the  Oklahoma 
team  to  that  point,  suddenly  it  was  anybody's  ball 


.game.  The  score  was  14-10  with  7:25  left  in  the 
third  quarter.  The  wildly  cheering  Elon  throng 
quieted,  and  offensive  guard  and  Tri-Captain 
Donovan  Brown  left  the  bench,  faced  the  stands 
and  demanded  that  the  fans  cheer  the  defense  on. 

The  fans  complied,  and  on  two  straight  series, 
Elon  stopped  Northeast  Oklahoma  State  cold. 
Taking  over  on  a  punt  at  their  12  after  the  last 
repulsion  of  the  Redmen,  Elon  drove  88  yards 
and  tacked  on  the  three-pointer  that  moved  the 
Christians  in  front  17-10.  A  44-yard  strike  from 
Bangley  to  Hackett  was  the  big  gainer,  and  he  hit 
the  big  tight  end  again  for  16  to  the  27. 

Elon  could  go  no  farther  than  the  19,  and 
Renn's  37-yard  field  goal  was  a  sigh  bringer  with 
12:24  left  in  the  game,  for  it  meant  that  Northeast 
must  score  and  kick  the  PAT  to  tie,  make  the 
two-pointer  to  win. 

Could  a  bigger,  very  aggressive,  fine-passing 
Northeastern  State  team  avoid  being  the  second 
Southwest  team  of  triple  Elon's  enrollment  to 
become  just  another  notch  on  the  Christians' 
blunderbuss? 

They  tried. 

And  it  seemed  that  -the  opportunity  had 
bypassed  the  Redmen  when  Elon  drove  for  what 
looked  to  be  more  points.  After  Ernie  Tootoo 
stopped  Smith  on  a  third-and-three  play  at  the 
Redmen's  23,  Pattillo  got  off  a  24-yard  punt  to 
his  48-yard  line.  Hedrick  carried  every  play  as 
Elon  drove  for  a  first  down  at  the  Redmen  23. 
But  he  gained  nothing  on  two  carries  (he  carried 
the  ball  41  times),  and  on  third  down,  reserve 
runningback  Ray  Dalton  fumbled  and  Harmon 
Welsh  pounced  on  the  ball. 

The  Oklahoma  team,  all  but  gone,  received  new 
life  and  Pattillo,  with  3:07  remaining  in  the  game, 
hit  the  airways. 

From  their  23,  the  Redmen  made  a  first  down 
on  third-and-one  with  a  three-yard  pass.  Pattillo 
hit  Stan  Carlis  for  16.  On  a  big  play,  Elon's  John 
Robinson  sacked  him  for  an  11  yard  loss,  but  on 
fourth-and-21,  Pattillo  hit  speedster  Smith  for  27 
yards  and  a  first  down  on  the  Elon  37. 

When  the  crowd  exploded,  begging  for  some 
pass  defense,  Pattillo  responded  with  a  12-yarder 
to  Smith  to  the  Christians'  25.  Smith,  denied  the

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It  Was  A  Day  To  Remember  For  Elon

The  stadium  was  stark  and  bare  and  a  cold 
wind  whistled  through  the  pines  at  the  north  end 
of  the  field.  A  piece  of  paper,  caught  by  a  gust, 
danced  to  the  30-yard  line,  hesitated,  and  then 
rode  another  gust  over  the  goal  line.  Other  pieces 
of  trash  in  the  stands  flapped  arms,  applauding 
the  touchdown. 

It's  hard  to  imagine  the  emptiness  of  a  football 
stadium  until  you  stand  on  the  50-yard  line  on  a 
cold  Sunday  morning  and  stare  at  rows  of 
concrete  and  listen  to  the  sounds  of  nothing,  r^r- -~ 

Twenty-four  hours  ago  there  were  sounds  here. 
And  color.  And  hopes.  And  history.  And  bodies 
that  sweated  in  frigid  air  slammed  into  other 
sweating  bodies  in  acts  of  condoned  violence,  and 
these  giant,  now-empty  stands  were  alive  with 
people  and  echoed  and  reechoed  the  cheers  of  the 
victors. 

But  today  it's  just  a  cold,  bleak  Sunday  that 
has  forgotten  Saturday,  and  yesterday's  heroes  are 
people  again,  and  the  wind  that  moves  the  few 
browbeaten  still  standing  blades  of  grass  tells 
nothing  of  the  epic  struggle  of  the  day  before. 


But  Elon  College  football  enthusiasts  will  long 
remember  the  epic  struggle  that  propelled  the 
Fightin'  Christians  to  a  national  football  cham- 
pionship. 

The  odds  facing  Coach  Jerry  Tolley's  thin 
Maroon-and-Gold  line  when  the  season  began 
were  akin  to  those  facing  the  man  who  would  like 
to  high  jump  15  feet  or  run  a  mile  in  three 
minutes  flat. 

The  task,  after  losing  the  second  game  of  the 
season,  was  astronomical.  But  12  straight 
triumphs  for  a  13-1  season  brought  that  long- 
sought  national  NAIA  crown  that  is  the  epoch  of 
athletic  achievement  for  a  school  long  recognized 
for  its  athletic  excellence. 

The  catalyst,  according  to  Tolley,  was  the  24-21 
victory  over  Delta  State  University  of  Mississippi 
a  week  following  the  only  loss  to  Mars  Hill.  It 
was  then  that  he,  the  coaching  staff  and  players, 
felt  tftat  the  national  crown  could  be  a  reality. 

The  biggest  obstacles  were  the  final  two,  East 
Texas  State  University  of  Commerce,  Texas  and 
Northeastern  Oklahoma  State  of  Tahlequah, 
Okla. 

East  Texas  State  has  an  enrollment  of  over 
8,000  students,  allows  38  scholarships  plus  grants 
based  on  need.  Northeastern  State  has  an 
enrollment  of  over  6,000  students,  allows  33 
scholarships.  Elon,  with  an  enrollment  of  approxi- 
mately 2,600  students,  allows  24  football  grants. 

It  is  no  secret  that  state  institutions  generally 
allow  more  money  for  athletic  programs  than 
private  colleges;  after  ail,  they  are  spending  your 
money,  not  theirs. 

But  "little  Elon  College,"  as  the  school  was 
once  referred  to  by  super  egotist  Howard  Coseli. 
prevailed.  A  tremendous  goal-line  stand  and  an 
opportunist  Elon  offense  vanquished  the  huge 
East  Texas  school  14  to  6  and  then  came  back 
Saturday  to  completely  outplay  Northeastern 
State's  Redmen  to  win  17-10.  The  Redmen  were 
fortunate  to  be  beaten  by  only  a  touchdown. 


NAIA  officials  gave  the  official  attendance  at 
Saturday's  game  as  6,128  and  many  people  have 
questioned  that  figure. 

Some  Elon  officials  put  the  figure  much  higher, 
and  if  the  stands  oia  the  home  side  seat  6,000  as 
has  often  been  said,  there  were  at  least  7,500 
people  watching  the  game.  In  fact,  if  standees  had 
been  seated,  the  stadium  would  have  been  almost 
filled. 

Regardless  of  the  actual  number  of  fans,  it  was 
a  good  crowd,  and  the  Fightin'  Christians  were 
appreciative  of  the  support  given  by  Alamance 
County  people. 

"The  big  crowd  gave  us  a  boost,"  said  Coach 
Tolley.  "I  wish  our  entire  band  had  been  there 
and  had  played  the  fight  song  throughout  the 
game." 


Although  Bobby  Hedrick  played  his  last  game 
for  Elon.  fans  might  not  have  heard  the  last  of 
that  name. 

Bobby's  brother,  Jerry,  will  be  graduating  from 
Chowan  Junior  College,  and  the  Elon  coaching 
staff  hopes  he  will  continue  his  education  at  Elon 
and  possibly  go  out  for  football. 

"Some  people  say  Jerry  is  better  than  Bobby," 


said  Tolley.    "But   as   far  as   I  am  concerned, 
nobody  is  better  than  Bobby  Hedrick." 

Tolley's  worst  moment  in  Saturday's  win  over 
Northeastern  State,  incidentally,  was  when  the 
Redmen  had  fourth  and  21  late  in  the  game  and 
made  the  first  down  on  a  long  pass.  That 
completion  brought  on  the  exciting  finish. 


Press  coverage  for  the  national  championship 
game  could  have  —  and  probably  did  —  set  an 
NAIA  record. 

Earlier,  on  Tuesday,  a  record  number  of  media 
people  were  on  hand  for  the  pre-game  press 
conference. 

On  Saturday,  close  to  100  media  people  were  at 
the  stadium. 

Outlets  included  six  radio  stations,  six  TV 
stations  and  16  newspapers.  Newspapers  giving- 
personal  coverage  included  the  Times-News  (with 
four  writers  plus  Special  Correspondent  Homer 
Isley),  Greensboro,  Charlotte,  Raleigh,  Winston- 
Salem,  Durham,  High  Point,  Fayetteville  and 
Danville. 

A  Little  Rock,  Ark.  television  company 
televised  the  entire  game  and  presented  it  Sunday 
over  five  ABC  Stations  in  the  Arkansas-Okla- 
homa-Texas area.

Tolley  Gains  National  Coaching  Honors 


Head  football  coach  Jerry  Tolley  was  re- 
cognized in  Miami  on  January  6  as  the  NAIA  Di- 
vision I  Football  Coach  of  the  Year. 

Tolley,  who  led  the  Fightin'  Christians  to  the 
NAIA  National  Championship  and  13-1  season 
record,  received  the  honor  through  a  vote  of 
fellow  NAIA  coaches.  In  four  seasons  as  Elon's 
head  mentor,  he  has  an  outstanding  38-10-1  slate. 
Previously  Tolley  had  been  named  NAIA  District 
26  Coach  of  the  Year  and  shared  SAC-8  Coach  of 
the  Year  honors  with  Mars  Hill's  Claude  "Hoot" 
Gibson. 

Tolley  coached  three  All-Americans  this  season, 
including  NAIA  all-time  rushing  leader  Bobby 
Hedrick,  seven  all-district  players,  and  16  all-con- 
ference stars  during  the  '80  season. 

In  his  first  season  at  Elon,  Tolley  brought  home 
a  9-2  record  and  number  six  final  NAIA  ranking. 
In  1978  he  saw  the  Fightin'  Christians  finish 
number  two  in  the  NAIA  when  they  advanced  to 
the  championship  game  before  falling  to  Angelo 
State  and  finishing  the  season  11-2-1.  Preceding 
the  1980  championship  season,  the  Fightin' 
Christians  struggled  through  a  tough  5-5  season. 

"I  feel  very  fortunate  to  have  had  this 
opportunity  to  receive  such  recognition,"  said 
Tolley.  "It's  as  much  an  honor  for  my  assistant 
coaches  here  at  Elon,  players  on  our  fine  team, 
and  all  those  associated  with  this  great  year." 
A  native  of  Edenton,  Tolley  attended  East 
Carolina  University  where  he  lettered  in  football 
and  track.       As  a  winEback,  he  set  seven  ECU

records  and  played  on  two  teams  that  held  9-1 
records. 

Tolley  served  as  an  assistant  at  Elon  for  10 
years  as  defensive  coordinator  under  Coach 
S.S."Red"  Wilson  before  assuming  the  head 
coach  duties  in  1977.  He  also  serves  as  assistant 
professor  in  the  health,  physical  education,  and 
recreation  department. 
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Rudds  Fund  New  Athletic  Field 


Growing  up  in  what  was  then  the  Elon 
Orphanage,  Clyde  Rudd  would  often  sneak  across 
the  railroad  tracks,  past  the  Victorian  mansions, 
through  the  ivy-covered  campus,  until  he  came 
upon  the  closest  thing  a  10-year-oId  orphan  could 
call  a  hero  —  a  real  live  college  football  team  in 
practice. 

He  would  watch  and  dream,  until  eight  years 
later,  after  graduation  from  the  old  Elon  High 
School,  he  would  attend  Elon  College  and  join 
the  Fighting  Christians  in  practice. 

"My  greatest  claim  to  fame  at  Elon  was  the 
fact  that  I  sat  beside  Coach  D.C.  "Peahead" 
Walker  on  the  bench  during  a  Guilford-Elon 
College  game.  I  was  scared  to  death  he  was  going 
to  put  me  in  that  game,"  he  remembered  during  a 
visit  to  the  campus  recently  to  present  the  college 
with  a  check  for  $25,000  for  a  new  athletic  field. 
Clyde  Rudd  is  a  modest  man. 
He  is  not  likely  to  tell  you  he  was  elected 
president  of  the  student  body  his  senior  year,  or 
that  he  was  on  the  wrestling  team  and  also  played 
intramural  basketball.  In  fact,  his  college  life  was 
unsually  active,  having  served  four  years  in  the 
Dramatic  Club  and  Smith  Oratorical  Contest,  vice 
president  and  then  president  of  Dr.  Johnson's 
Literary  Society,  a  reporter  for  the  student 
newspaper,  cabinet  member  of  the  Student 
Christian  Association,  and  assistant  chief  com- 
mencement marshal,  not  to  mention  four  years  in 
the  college  choir. 

During  his  commencement  in  1937,  the  ITK 
fraternity  brother  who  majored  in  history  and 
Enghsh  met  Thurman  Chatham,  president  of 
Chatham  Manufacturing  Co.  in  Elkin.  who  gave 
young  Rudd  his  first  job.  There  he  met  Amy 
Myers,  a  freshman  at  Meredith  College,  and  now 
his  wife  of  40  years. 

Times  were  hard,  and  the  job  only  lasted  six 
months.  Although  Chatham  invited  Rudd  to 
return  to  the  company  after  a  three-week  layoff, 
Rudd  declined,  deciding  instead  to  try  selling 
insurance,  "there  in  Elkin,  with  everyone  out  of 
work!" 

During  the  next  year-and-a-half  Rudd  traveled 
to  AltaVista,  Va.,  to  join  Burlington  Industries  as 
a  payroll  clerk,  "but  I  found  I  was  not  a  pencil 
pusher."  He  later  stayed  eight  years  at  GMAC  in 
Raleigh,  worked  in  a  retail  furniture  store,  and 
even  sold  encyclopedias. 

"I  really  floundered  there  for  a  few  years,"  he 
admits. 

But  in  1950,  all  that  changed.  Operating  on  a 
shoestring  budget,  he  founded  Clyde  Rudd  and 
Associates,  Inc.,  a  marketing  firm  for  computer 
accessories,  filing  systems,  and  commercial  con- 
tract interior  design. 

Under  his  leadership,  Rudd  built  the  firm  into  a 
highly  successful  corporation  with  14  branch 
operations  in  the  two  Carolinas,  Virginia  and  East 
Tennessee.  The  company  is  a  major  designer  and 
furnisher  of  office  interiors. 

Rudd  "semi  retired"  July  I.  He  now  serves  as 
chairman  of  the  board,  passing  the  presidency  of 
the  company  to  his  son. 

The  Clyde  Rudd  Athletic  Field  will  be  centrally 
located  in  the  developing  athletic  complex  on  the 
northern  end  of  the  Elon  College  campus  adjacent 
to  the  new  Koury  Field  House.  The  multipurpose 
field  will  be  used  by  the  football  team,  softball 
team,  marching  band  and  campus  intramural 
teams. 

While    his     affection     for     Elon     College     is 

apparent,  his  first  love  remains  the  Elon  Home 

for  Children,  where  he  has  served  on  the  board  of 

trustees  for  the  past  22  years. 

"That's  the  one  thing  I'm  most  proud  of  in  all

my  service,"  he  says,  dropping  his  modesty  for 
only  a  second. 

He  was  the  first  Elon  Home  for  Children 
graduate  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the  board  of 
trustees.  He  is  now  secretary  to  the  board  and  has 
chaired  the  three  major  fund  drives  for  campus 
facilities.  He  was  recently  selected  "Trustee  of  the 
Year"  by  the  North  Carolina  Child  Care 
Association.  He  attended  40  straight  homecom- 
ings at  the  Elon  Home  for  Children,  and  the 
Clyde  Rudd  Cottage  is  named  in  his  honor. 

Additionally,  he  is  vice  president  of  the 
Greensboro  Lions  Club,  where  he  has  been  a 
member  for  the  past  25  years,  and  a  past 
president  and  director  of  the  Administrative 
Management  Society,  the  largest  management  club 
in  the  world.  He  is  past  president  of  Greensboro 
Toastmasters  International,  having  been  secretary 
of  the  state  organization  and  now  serving  as  Lt. 
Governor  for  the  Central  Division  comprising 
nearly  half  the  state.  He  is  vice  president  of  the 
Greensboro  Executive  Club  and  president  of  his 
Sunday   school    class    at    Congregational    United 


Church  of  Christ  in  Greensboro,  where  he  is  also 
an  ordained  deacon. 

Mrs.  Rudd  shares  her  husband's  interest  in  thB 
church,  where  she  is  a  deaconness  and  circ-.\c 
leader.  While  she  considers  "spoihng  my  nine 
grandchildren"  a  major  occupation,  she  is  active 
in  several  community  projects,  including  the 
Greensboro  Oratorio  Society,  where  she  has  sung 
for  the  past  10  years. 

She  has  been  a  Lady  Lion  since  1957.  She 
began  her  affiliation  with  the  North  Carolina 
Federation  of  Woman's  Clubs  as  Junior  Woman's 
Club  member  in  Elkin  in  1947.  She  has  served  on 
the  state  board  for  four  terms,  and  last  year  was 
named  District  Club  Woman  of  the  Year.  In  1962 
she  returned  to  UNC-G,  where  she  received  her 
Master  of  Education  and  Counseling  degree  in 
June  1965. 

The  Rudds  have  five  children:  Clyde  Jr.  of 
Greensboro;  Betty  Kay  Upchurch,  a  Peace  Corps 
volunteer  in  Gaborne,  Botswana,  Africa;  Marga- 
ret Ellen  Rice  of  Charlotte;  Rebecca  Anne  Shanks 
of  Blacksburg,  Virginia;  and  Amy  Lou  Rudd  of 
Charlotte.

long  run  all  day,  gained  three  to  the  22. 

Elon's  pass  defense  came  alive,  and  two  passes 
went  awry  and  it  all  boiled  down  to  one  last 
down,  fourth  and  seven  at  the  Elon  22. 

Pattillo  went  back,  had  time,  threw  down  the 
middle.  But  Stan  Tootoo  raised  an  arm  and 
deflected  the  ball,  and  with  that  incompletion, 
Elon  College  had  its  first  national  football 
championship.  The  first  national  championship 
game  on  North  Carolina  soil  went  to  a  North 
Carolina  team  which  is,  without  a  doubt,  the  best 
in  Elon  football  history. 

Once  again  the. Elon  defense  was  superb  and 


made  the  big  play  time  and  time  again.  S.  Tootoo 
dominated.  Charles  Womack  intercepted  a  pass, 
broke  up  two.  Ernie  Tootoo,  John  Robinson, 
Adrian  Robertson,  Chris  Worst,  Quinton  Ballard, 
Reggie  Tice,  Greg  Bynum  and  Mike  Edmondson 
all  came  through  with  big  defensive  plays. 
Robertson  left  the  game  injured. 

And  the  Elon  offensive  line  perhaps  gave  its 
best  performance,  opening  holes  for  Hedrick  time 
and  time  again.  Brown  led  the  blocking,  but 
sharing  the  honors  up  front  were  Harold  Hill, 
Alan  Peters,  Clint  York,  Tony  Pethel  and  ends 
Steve  Vargas  and  Hackett.

Volunteers  drawn 
from  the  student  body  will  be  telephoning  more 
than  10,000  alumni,  parents  and  friends  of  the 
college  seeking  donations  for  the  College's  Annual 
Fund. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mary  Reynolds,  director 
of  the  annual  fund,  callers  will  be  manning  the  25 
telephones  installed  in  the  Phonathon  Center  on 
the  campus  of  the  91-year-old  liberal  arts 
institution.  In  addition  to  soliciting  support  for 
the  Annual  Fund,  the  callers  will  be  asking  those 
contacted  to  express  their  thoughts  about  the 
college  and  their  ideas  for  its  future. 

Manning  the  telephones  from  6:30  to  9:30  p.m. 
Monday  through  Thursday  evenings,  Feb.  16- 
March  12,  the  volunteers  will  be  making  calls  to 
every  stale  to  give  those  who  have  not  made  a 
contribution  to  the  Annual  Fund  by  the  middle  of 
February  a  chance  to  do  so. 

Highly  successful  last  year,  the  Phonathon 
greatly  increased  the  number  of  alumni  and 
friends  making  contributions  to  the  College.  It  is 
hoped  this  year's  effort  will  also  be  successful  in

Human  Services  Major  Popular 


From  an  enrollment  of  10  students,  the  Human 
Services  Department  at  Elon  College  has  grown  to 
an  enrollment  of  more  than  200  majors  in  1980, 
according  to  Dr.  Howard  Higgs,  department 
chairman. 

The  program  was  instituted  six  years  ago  as  a 
result  of  a  needs  assessment  made  by  members  of 
local  community  services  agencies  and  interested 
people  in  the  community.  The  major  field  reflects 
a  new  approach  to  training  people  to  meet  a 
growing  number  of  social  needs. 

"Human  Services  trains  generalists  as  opposed 
to  specialists,"  Higgs  said,  "and  is  the  result  of  a 
growing  awareness  that  the  demand  for  services

Under  the  Burlington  Industries  Challenge, 
Mrs.  Haff's  donation  will  be  matched  by  funds 
from  that  corporation,  bringing  the  total  amount 
of  the  contribution  to  $10,000. 

Speaking  for  the  college.  Dr.  Jo  Walts 
Williams,  director  of  development,  said,  "This  is 
a  significant  gift  and  we  are  grateful  to  Mrs.  Haff 
for  her  continued  support  and  interest  in  Elon. 
The  generosity  of  friends  such  as  Mrs.  Haff,  and 
the  matching  funds  from  Burlington  Industries, 
make  possible  the  continued  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  the  college." 


was  not  being  met  using  the  traditional  categories 
of  specialists  such  as  psychologists,  social  workers 
and  such. 

"The  trend  towards  generalists  began  in  the 
seventies  when  research  showed  that  70  percent  of 
the  roles  and  functions  in  individual  specialties 
were  common  to  all  of  them  —  interviewing  and 
referring,  for  example. 

"The  human  services  major  is  an  attempt  to 
provide  individuals  with  a  broad  educational  and 
experiential  background  so  they  can  respond  to 
the  needs  of  the  consumer  as  a  'whole'  person." 

According  to  Higgs,  students  enter  the  program 
with  a  strong  desire  to  help  people.  Most  of  them 
have  already  had  experience  in  community  service 
through  volunteer  work,  as  candy  stripers  in 
hospitals  or  working  with  the  handicapped. 
Sometimes  their  desire  for  service  has  been 
triggered  by  helping  a  family  member  or  close 
friends  with  a  problem. 

"The  majority  of  our  students  are  very  strongly 
motivated,"  he  said,  adding  that  any  student  who 
goes  into  the  program  with  the  idea  of  reaping 
financial  rewards  is  in  for  a  disappointment. 

"The  work  is  demanding  and  emotionally 
draining,  as  well  as  being  traditionally  unprofit- 
able. No  one  gets  rich  in  this  field.  The  students 
need  to  know  what  they're  getting  into.  This  is 
not  an  eight  to  five  job." 

The  curriculum  for  Human  Services  combines 
classroom  work  with  hands-on  experience  in  the 
field.  In  addition  to  a  broad  base  of  liberal  arts 
courses,  there  is  a  core  of  major  requirements 
which  includes  classes  in  counseling  and  working 
with  groups. 

"We  also  require  nine  hours  of  psychology, 
courses  in  philosophy,  economics,  business  admin- 
istration, math  and  data  processing.  Another 
requirement  is  40  hours  of  volunteer  work  in  an 
appropriate  setting,  with  this  work  being  eval- 
uated. 

"All  students  take  a  practicum  in  a  community 
service  agency  under  a  field  supervisor,  and  also 
under  the  supervision  of  a  faculty  member.  The 
student  must  attend  seminars,  also." 

In  the  senior  year,  the  students  serve  intern- 
ships. This  is  a  haJf  semester  of  full  time  work  in 
a  social  service  agency  such  as  alcohol  and  drug 
rehabilitation,  day  care  centers,  nursing  homes, 
court  counseling,  parole  and  probation,  police 
departments,  and  the  Elon  Home  for  Children.

Western  Motel  because  of  a  lack  of  space  on 
campus.  Additionally,  housing  for  sororities  and 
fraternities  remains  inadequate,  and  there  is  a 
waiting  list  of  students  who  want  campus  housing. 

Prehminary  plans  call  for  the  construction  of 
an  additional  wing  to  the  Harper  Center  complex 
to  house  300  students.

"We  consider  the  enrollment 
this  year  of  2,576  students  to  be  our  maximum 
size.  In  fact,  we  expect  the  number  of  students  to 
decline  somewhat  in  the  years  to  come,  but  the 
need  for  additional  student  housing  will  remain." 

Dr.  Young  said  the  economy  and  fewer  campus 
housing  regulations  have  enticed  many  students  to 
request  campus  housing,  reversing  the  trend  for 
the  past  several  years. 

The  HUD  loan  will  be  offered  to  the  trustees  at 
three  percent  interest.  The  payback  period  is  40 
years,  Preyer  said.

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Elon  Grad  Is  Teacher  Of  The  Year 


To  Linda  Lee,  North  Carolina  Te'aclier  of  Ihe 
Year,  teaching  is  more  than  a  profession,  it's  an 
almost  around-the-clock  commitment.  "It's  im- 
portant to  show  your  students  you  know  and  care 
about  what  they  do  outside  of  class,"  she  said. 

"It  means  taking  part  in  extra-curricular 
activities.  I  find  it  heart-breaking  that  sometimes  I 
am  the  only  one  in  the  stands  rooting  for  a 
particular  student  in  a  basketball  game  for 
example,  because  the  parents  don't  seem  to  care 
and  there's  no  one  else  to  say,  'Hey,  I  saw  you 
-make  that  basket  —  you  did  a  great  job. 
Students  need  to  know  somebody  appreciates 
what  they  do." 

A  cum  laude  graduate  of  Elon  College,  Mrs. 
Lee  has  been  "appreciating"  students  since  her 
days  as  a  student-teacher  at  Southern  Alamance 
High  School  in  1965.  Following  her  graduation, 
she  returned  to  Southern  Alamance  High  School 
and  taught  English  for  two  years. 

She  joined  the  Burlington  City  School  System 
in  1967  and  has  taught  language  arts  and 
humanities  at  Turrentine  and  Broadview  Junior 
High  Schools.  She  is  on  leave  of  absence  from  her 
current  position  as  classroom  teacher,  tennis 
coach,  chairperson  of  the  English  department, 
and  coordinator  of  the  writing  laboratory  at 
Cummings  High  School. 

As  Teacher  of  the  Year,  Mrs.  Lee  is  in  demand 
as  a  speaker  for  civic  groups  and  educational 
meetings,  and  as  a  consultant  for  schools  across 
the  state.  She  recently  spent  two  days  at  a  school 
in  Scotland  Neck  demonstrating  her  classroom 
techniques.   * 

"One  of  the  teachers  had  attended  a  workshop 
I  conducted  and  she  asked  her  principal  to  invite 
me  to  the  school.  She  said  she  wanted  to  see  how 
my  methods  worked  in  an  actual  classroom 
setting,"  Mrs.  Lee  said.

Responding  to  the  challenge,  Mrs.  Lee  said  she 
got  up  at  4  a.m.  so  she  could  be  at  the  school  for 
the  beginning  of  classes  at  8.  "The  first  thing  I 
asked  for  when  I  got  there  was  a  seating  chart.  1 
wanted  to  be  able  to  call  the  students  by  name, 
not  point  at  them  and  just  say,  'you.'" 

In  the  classroom,  Mrs.  Lee  said,  the  first  step  is 
to  find  out  what  the  students  are  interested  in. 
"This  is  how  you  motivate  them  —  you  find  their 
interests  and  relate  them  to  what  you're  trying  to 
leach.  When  they  talk  about  themselves,  what 
makes  them  happy,  what  makes  them  sad,  and 


they  realize  you  think  what  they  think  and  write  is 
important,  the  students  will  respond." 

Mrs.  Lee  said  her  involvement  with  her 
students,  as  it  does  for  all  good  teachers,  calls  for 
a  tremendous  sacrifice  of  time  and  is  emotionally 
draining.  At  the  same  time,  the  rewards  are  worth 
all  the  effort.  "It's  the  greatest  high  there  is,"  she 
said. 

The  honor  of  being  selected  Teacher  of  the 
Year  is  gratifying,  but  it  has  some  disadvantages, 
according  to  Mrs.  Lee.  It  means  being  away  from 
her  husband,  Ron,  also  a  teacher,  and  their  two 
children,  Robin  and  Michele. 

Another  disadvantage  is  being  away  from  the 
classroom  for  the  most  part,  although  Mrs.  Lee 
does  manage  to  spend  some  time  with  students  in 
her  capacity  as  coordinator  of  a  writing 
laboratory  program,  which  she  is  doing  in 
addition  to  her  duties  as  Teacher  of  the  Year. 

The  federally  funded  writing  program  will 
occupy  Mrs.  Lee's  time  for  the  next  three  years, 
while  her  celebrity  status  will  end  with  the  school 
year.  Unless,  of  course,  she  should  be  named  the 
National  Teacher  of  the  Year. 

"My  children  are  quite  anxious  about  that. 
They'd  be  happy  for  me,  but  not  too  happy  for 
themselves!"  she  said.  Regardless  of  the  outcome 
of  the  national  competition,  Mrs.  Lee  said  she 
will  continue  to  enjoy  her  chosen  profession. 

"It's  the  greatest  profession  there  is.  I  truly 
believe  that.  There's  always  something  new.  I 
appreciate  most  the  youth  and  vitality  of  the  kids 
I  work  with— they  keep  you  hopping!" 

Her  advice  to  would-be  teachers  is,  "If  you 
don't  like  children  as  human  beings,  don't 
teach."

Honors  Program  Gets  Recognition 


The  honors  program  at  Elon  College  received 
special  recognition  at  a  recent  National  College 
Honors  Council  convention  in  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 
The  part  of  the  program  that  relates  to  advising 
was  presented  as  a  model  for  other  colleges. 

"That  a  program  so  young  and  at  such  a  small 
college  as  Elon  should  receive  national  recognition 
says  a  great  deal  for  its  quality,"  said  Dr.  Anne 
Ponder,  director  of  the  honors  program. 

She  went  on  to  explain  that,  at  Elon,  incoming 
freshmen  who  appear  to  be  good  candidates  for 
the  honors  program  are  counseled  first  by  her  and 
a  team  of  honors  advisers,  then  assigned  to  an 
adviser  in  the  department  in  which  the  student 
plans  to  major. 

"The  student  is  given  as  much  help  as  is  needed 
in  planning  his  or  her  curriculum,  and  encouraged 
to  take  honors  courses  in  disciplines  other  than 
the  major.  The  bias  of  the  program  is  breadth  — 
the  opportunity  to  go  beyond  what  is  nonnally 
offered  in  the  classroom  and  the  required  courses 
in  the  major,"  Ponder  said. 

The  honors  program  was  begun  in  1978  and 
offers  superior  students  opportunities  for  intellec- 
tual challenge  through  small  classes  in  a  seminar 
format.  Courses  feature  additional  work  and 
readings,  and  discussion  is  encouraged. 

"Much  of  the  responsibility  for  what  occurs  in 
the  classroom  is  up  to  the  students,"  Ponder 
explained.  "In  some  cases  the  students  are  very 


much  involved  in  planning  ahead  for  courses  —  in 
selecting  topics  for  debate,  for  example.  A  class 
may  feature  all  paper  assignments,  with  no  set 
topics  or  deadlines.  The  exams  may  be  take-home 
exams  and  the  time  assigned  for  in-class  exams 
used  for  discussion  of  the  students'  answers  to  the 
questions. 

"In  one  of  our  child  psychology  classes,  each 
student  has  a  specific  child  to  work  with  and  to 
observe  in  relation  to  classwork  and  discussion 
and  outside  readings  and  activities." 

According  to  Erin  Boyle,  a  junior  at  Elon, 
"There  are  two  really  great  things  about  the 
honors  program  -  one  is  that  it  gives  you  the 
opportunity  to  get  into  depth  with  the  matenal, 
which  makes  the  classes  much  more  stimulating  — 
and  the  other  is  that  you  get  to  know  the 
professors  well. 

"Plus,  you  get  to  make  a  group  of  really  close 
friends.  Since  there  are  not  a  great  many  students 
in  the  honors  program,  you  have  quite  a  few 
classes  with  the  same  people  and  they  all  share 
your  interest  in  the  materials." 

No  student  takes  only  honors  courses,  however, 
so  he  or  she  remains  in  the  main  flow  of  college 
life.  According  to  Ponder,  one  of  the  benefits  of 
honors  courses  is  the  development  of  leadership 
qualities  —  qualities  that  are  easier  for  a  student 
to  capitalize  on  in  a  small  college  than  on  a  large 
campus. 
Participation  in  the  honors  program  also  helps 


to  make  an  Elon  College  graduate's  credentials 
equivalent  to  those  of  graduates  of  more 
prestigious  institutions,  Ponder  said,  explaining 
that  a  transcript  showing  a  significant  number  of 
honors  courses  can  be  compared  with  one  show- 
'ing  high  academic  average  from  schools  such  as 
Columbia  University. 

"This  is  important,  not  only  in  terms  of 
professional  opportunities,  but  for  students  seek- 
ing to  enter  graduate  schools,"  Ponder  said. 
"We've  been  very  pleased  with  the  response  to  the 
program  so  far,"  she  continued.  "We  have  more 
than  a  hundred  students  enrolled,  and  by  the  time 
the  program  reaches  all  four  classes,  five  percent 
of  the  student  body  will  be  participating. 

"We're  fortunate  to  have  an  enthusiastic  and 
well-qualified  faculty,  and  the  range  of  areas  for 
honors  is  broad  —  extending  from  the  liberal  arts 
to  science,  business  and  social  sciences. 

"It's  not  uncommon  for  honors  faculty  and 
students  to  meet  for  individual  discussions  outside 
of  class  and  we  recently  held  a  retreat  for  honors 
students.  Several  students  and  faculty  attended 
and  spent  the  day  in  very  productive,  informal 
talk,  which  included  some  good  ideas  for  creating 
an  ideal  learning  enviromnent  at  Elon." 

Ponder  looks  forward  to  seeing  the  honors 
program  expand  and  grow.  "There's  so  much 
more  we  can  do  —  especially  when  we  can  offer 
more  academic  scholarships  for  deserving  stu- 
dents," she  concluded. 
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Senior  Oak  Survives 


The  senior  oak,  an  Elon  College  landmark  for  a 
century  and  thought  by  many  to  be  dying,  is 
going  to  live,  says  a  tree  specialist  from 
Greensboro. 

After  a  thorough  examination  of  the  tree,  the 
arborisi  concluded  that  the  tree  had  been  struck 
by  lightning.  The  harsh  cold  winters  this  area  has 
been  experiencing,  plus  the  severe  ice  storms  of 
recent  winters,  also  added  concern  for  the  tree, 
which  looked  dead. 

The  top  and  bottom  of  the  senior  oak  were 
alive  and  growing  and  only  certain  portions  of  the 
middle  section  were  dead.  Larry  McCauley, 
director  of  the  college's  physical  plant,  is  sure  the 
(ree  will  live  after  the  careful  removal  of  all  the 
dead  limbs  by  the  arborist. 

Any  newcomer  to  the  campus  can  easily  point 
out  the  senior  oak  by  its  peculiar  physical 
appearance.  From  the  ground  to  its  middle  the 
tree  appears  normal.  In  the  middle  the  tree 
changes  its  vertical  position  to  horizontal  and 
forms  a  seal  wide  enough  for  two  people  to  be 


comfortable.  The  top  of  the  tree  changes  from 
horizontal  to  vertical. 

The  tree  got  its  name  years  ago  because  of  its 
extensive  use  by  photographers  as  a  background 
for  senior  portraits.  Young  women  would  sit  in 
the  natural  seat  of  the  tree  and  young  men  posed 
either  on  or  around  the  tree. 

The  senior  oak  has  been  shading  the  grounds  of 
Elon  College  for  over  a  century.  William  Samuel 
Long,  who  later  became  the  first  president  of 
Elon,  ordered  all  oaks  not  standing  tall  and 
straight  removed  from  the  property  that  is  now 
the  site  of  Elon  College.  His  young  son,  who  was 
helping  with  the  work  that  day,  fell  in  love  with 
the  small  crooked  oak,  and  against  his  father's 
wishes,  left  the  tree  standing. 

The  young  tree,  plus  numerous  other  oaks, 
soon  dominated  the  grounds  of  Elon  College.  The 
name  Elon  is  the  Hebrew  word  for  "oak." 

Today,  an  artist's  rendering  of  an  oak  tree  is 
used  on  brochures,  portfolios,  and  on  many  other 
leaflets  that  reflect  Elon  College  life. 


Elon  Professor  Authors  Article 


An  Elon  College  professor  has  contributed  an 
article  to  a  new  book  on  computer  usage  in 
colleges  and  universities.

Co-authors  Text 

Dr.  Allen  B.  Sanders,  professor  of  accounting 
at  Elon  College,  in  collaboration  with  Isaac 
N.  Reynolds  and  Albert  Slavin,  has  published  a 
second  edition  of  "Elementary  Accounting." 

Used  at  Elon  and  at  institutions  of  higher 
learning  across  the  country,  the  text  book  has 
been  extensively  revised.  Much  new  material  has 
been  added  and  the  format  has  been  changed 
somewhat. 

"We're  just  delighted  with  the  new  edition  of 
our  book,"  Dr.  Sanders  said.  "We  have  also 
developed  a  study  guide,  instructor's  manual, 
practice  sets,  test  banks,  working  papers,  trans- 
parencies, and  a  solution  manual  to  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  the  text."

Dr.  Reynolds,  professor  of  accounting  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill, 
Dr.  Slavin,  professor  of  accounting  emeritus  at 
Northeastern  University,  Boston,  and  Dr.  Sanders 
also  co-authored  "Basic  Accounting"  in  1976. 


organization. 

In  the  article.  Harper  outlines  Elon  College's 
experiences  several  years  ago  when  the  school  first 
conducted  a  feasibility  study  to  determine  what 
computer  services  were  needed.  At  the  time, 
Harper  was  director  of  administrative  services. 

"The  article  is  actually  a  description  of  a  model 
that  deals  with  how  to  select  data  to  be  included 
in  a  small  college  information  system  and  how  to 
determine  needed  computer  capacity  based  on  that 
data,"  Harper  said. 

The  article  was  an  outgrowth  of  a  paper  Harper 
delivered  last  year  at  an  EDUCOM  meeting  in 
San  Diego,  California,  dealing  with  the  selection 
of  data  to  be  stored  and  recalled  before  planning 
for  programming  begins. 

"It  is  difficult  to  operate  in  the  modern  college 
or  university  without  the  assistance  of  some  type 
of  data  processing  facility,"  Harper  said  of  the 
role  of  computers  in  small  colleges. 

The  professor  served  as  registrar  of  Elon 
College  for  nine  years  before  returning  to  the 
classroom  last  year.  He  received  his  A.B.  degree

Selection  of  the  Teacher  of  the  Year  begins  with 
nomination  by  the  faculty  of  the  teacher's  school. 
The  nominee  also  compiles  a  scrapbook  docu- 
menting his  or  her  achievements  in  the  field  of 
education. 

The  name  of  the  winner,  along  with  the 
scrapbook,  is  then  submitted  to  a  committee  from 
the  school  system,  and  then  to  a  district 
committee.  This  committee,  following  an  inter- 
view with  the  nominees  and  examination  of  their 
qualifications,  selects  three  semi-finalists  for 
competition  at  the  state  level. 

The  state  committee  interviews  the  finalists, 
then  sends  representatives  to  observe  the  teachers 
in  the  classroom.  These  representatives  also  talk 
with  the  teacher's  students,  the  faculty  members 
and  school  system  officials. 

The  winners  of  the  state  competition  are  then 
submitted  to  the  National  Association  of  Educa- 
tors for  consideration  for  the  title  of  National 
Teacher  of  the  Year. 
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Three  Prof  essors  Granted  Sabbaticals

ELON  COLLEGE  —  For  the  first  time  in  its 
91-year  history,  Elon  College  administrators  have 
granted  sabbaticals  to  three  professors. 

Drs.  Mary  Ellen  Priestley.  John  G.  Sullivan 
and  Andrew  J.  Angyal  spent  the  one-month 
winter  term  researching  individual  projects.  Priest- 
ley and  Angyal  were  working  in  research  and 
publishing,  and  Sullivan  was  working  in  two  areas 
of  ethics. 

Sabbaticals,  or  leaves  of  absence  from  teaching 
duties,  are  rare  on  the  campuses  of  independent 
four-year  colleges,  where  faculty  members  are 
primarily  involved  in  leaching  rather  than  re- 
search. But  Dean  Chris  White  argues  that 
sabbaticals  are  the  only  practical  way  faculty 
members  can  stay  abreast  in  their  teaching  fields, 
since  classroom  work  and  college  committees 
occupy  most  of  their  time. 

The  leaves  are  essential  for  the  individual's 
career  growth  and  personal  development,  adminis- 
trators agreed. 

Dr.  Priestley,  professor  of  English  and  com- 
munications, is  working  toward  the  publication  of 
two  unpublished  diaries  of  the  English  Romantic 
poet  laureate  Robert  Southey  (1774-1843).  These 
diaries  had  been  kept  in  his  miniscule  handwriting 
during  his  journeys  to  the  Continent  in  1817  and 
1826.  Both  diaries  contain  matters  of  interest  to 
students  of  the  English  Romantic  poets  such  as 
Wordsworth,  Coleridge  and  Landor. 

She  discovered  the  diaries  when  she  was 
identifying,  cataloging  and  preparing  a  checklist 
of  the  literary  holdings  of  the  Romantics  at  the 
Keswick  Museum  in  the  Lake  District  in  England. 
Her  article  and  checklist  of  576  manuscripts, 
early  editions  and  association  items  were  pub- 
lished last  spring  in  "The  Wordsworth  Circle." 

Dr.  Priestley  went  to  England  for  the  January 
term  to  work  in  the  British  (Museum)  Library  in 
London  and  Keswick,  the  home  of  Southey,  on 
related  manuscripts  and  in  rare  books  not  easily 
accessible  here. 

"1  was  very  pleased  to  be  able  to  devote  time  to 
the  necessary  notes  that  must  accompany  the 
original  words  of  a  diary,"  Dr.  Priestley  says. 
"And  of  course,  having  followed  these  English 
writers  around  England  so  long,  I  was  excited 
about  picking  up  the  trail  again." 

Dr.  Sullivan,  professor  of  philosophy,  worked 
in  two  areas  of  ethics  —  moral  development  and 
applied  ethics.  "For  the  past  few  years,"  he  said, 
"1  have  been  doing  research  in  moral  de- 
velopment, especially  in  adults.  My  interest  is  to 
examine  how  ethical  reasoning  and  allegiances 
develop. 

"My  primary  research  has  involved  the  work  of 
Lawrence  Kohlberg  and  his  critics."

Secondly,  he  has  been  involved  in  the  field  of 
applied  ethics,  where  concrete  case  studies  are  the 
fore.  In  this  second  area  of  interest.  Dr.  Sullivan 
has  worked  with  the  North  Carolina  Nurses 
Association  on  ethics  and  nursing  and  with  the 
faculty  members  from  the  UNC-G  graduate 
school  of  education  on  human  values  in  the 
context  of  school  practice. 

"The  problem,"  said  Dr.  Sullivan,  "is  that  the 
standard  ways  of  thinking  about  the  two  areas 
move  in  opposite  directions.  Moral  development 
theory  regards  form  and  moves  to  higher 
generality.  Applied  ethics  regards  content  and 
context  and  tends  to  be  highly  specific." 

Dr.  Sullivan's  main  goal  is  to  establish  a 
relationship  between  the  two  and  to  integrate  the 
two  approaches  in  a  way  which  will  lead  to  a 
deeper  understanding  of  the  moral  or  ethical 
dimension  of  life. 

Dr.  Angyal,  assistant  professor  of  English,  used 
the  winter  term  sabbatical  to  complete  the  last

two  chapters  of  his  critical  biography  of  Loren 
Eiseley  and  to  begin  the  final  revisions  of  the 
manuscript.  Loren  Eiseley  is  an  American  anthro- 
pologist, sociologist  and  prose  writer.  He  died  in 
1977. 

"Since  my  research  was  essentially  completed,  I 
worked  at  home,  where  I  found  the  quiet  of  my 
study  most  conducive  to  writing,"  commented  Dr. 
Angyal.  This  past  summer  he  finished  the  first 
five  chapters  of  the  biography  and  outlined  the 
material  for  the  last  two  chapters. 

Other  miscellaneous  tasks  have  to  be  completed 
before  Dr.  Angyal's  work  is  completed.  He  must 
contact  publishers  and  obtain  copyright  permis- 
sion for  quoted  material. 

"This  is  the  first  biography  of  Eiseley's  life. 
Nothing  has  been  written  about  him  since  his 
death  in  1977^"  Angyal  noted. 

The  published  material  will  become  a  part  of 
the  Twayne  Modern  American  Writers'  Series  of 
standard  critical  biographies  used  extensively  in 
college  and  university  undergraduate  classes. 


Lambert  Named  Librarian 


Guy  R.  Lambert,  associate  librarian  at  Elon 
College  since  1963,  has  been  named  head  librarian 
of  Elon's  Iris  Holt  McEwen  Library. 

The  Iris  Holt  McEwen  Library,  with  over 
150,000  volumes,  is  the  fourth  largest  private 
college  library  in  the  state  and  the  largest  library 
between  Greensboro  and  Durham.  Approximately 
10,000  government  documents  have  been  added  to 
the  collection  since  the  library  became  a  govern- 
ment depository  in  1971. 

Lambert  received  the  A.B.  degree  from  Elon 
College  in  1959.  He  attended  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  and  received  his 
master's  degree  in  library  education  from  UNC- 
Greensboro,  where  he  is  completing  requirements 
for  the  Doctor  of  Education  degree  in  curriculum 
and  instruction.

Outlook  Brighter  For  Teaching  Jobs 


Teaching  jobs  are  not  plentiful  but.  according 
to  Dr.  Paul  D.  Williams,  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Education  at  Elon  College,  the  job 
outlook  is  not  as  bleak  as  it  would  appear. 

"There  are  teaching  positions  out  there,  but 
you  have  to  go  to  them.  Jobs  are  scarce  in  the 
immediate  area,  but  they  are  available  to  those 
who  are  willing  to  relocate,"  Williams  said. 

"The  problem  is,  most  teaching  graduates  want 
to  stay  in  this  area  because  they  like  it  here  — 
apd,  of  course,  many  of  them  are  tied  to  the  area 
for  family  reasons." 

Despite  what  has  been  called  a  teacher  surplus. 
Williams  said  87  percent  of  the  1980  Elon  teacher 
education  graduates  have  jobs  in  a  school 
situation;  even  though  some  of  them  are  not 
classroom  teachers  they  are  working  as  aides. 

"They  are  employed,  and  they  are  in  a  situation 
where  the  school  administration  is  aware  of  them 
so  that,  if  a  position  became  vacant,  they'll  have 
a  good  shot  at  it."  he  pointed  out. 

Williams  said  one  of  the  reasons  jobs  are  scarce 
in  this  area  is  that  there  are  so  many  colleges  in 
the  Piedmont;  therefore,  there  is  plenty  of 
competition.  However,  he  feels  that  Elon  grad- 
uates fare  as  well  or  better  than  graduates  from 
other  schools  because  they  are  well-qualified  — 
"I'd  put  our  graduates  up  against  any,"  he  said. 

Elon  has  an  excellent  relationship  with  the  local 
school  systems.  "The  Burlington  City  and 
Alamance  County  School  systems  are  very 
cooperative  with  Elon  in  our  practice-teaching  and 
internship  programs,  and  also  in  hiring  our 
graduates. 

"For  a  classroom  teacher  to  work  with  a 
practice  teacher  requires  a  lot  of  extra  time  and 
effort,"  Williams  points  out,  adding  that  the 
school    systems    are    not    obligated    to    accept 


practice-teachers. 

During  the  seven  to  eight  weeks  of  practice 
teaching,  the  students  gain  experience  in  planning, 
teaching  and  evaluating  classes;  participate  in 
extra-curricular  activities  and  faculty  meetings; 
and  are  encouraged  to  feel  they  are  an  important 
part  of  the  school  to  which  they  are  assigned. 

Before  student  teaching,  students  are  required 
to  serve  internships  in  addition  to  taking  classes 
which  prepare  them  for  classroom  management, 
record-keeping  and  methods  of  discipline. 

"The  internships  offer  the  students  an  oppor- 
tunity for  exposure  to  the  classroom  situation," 
Williams  said.  "They  assist  the  teacher  and  it 
gives  them  a  chance  to  make  up  their  minds 
whether  they  are  really  suited  to  the  profession." 

Teacher  education  at  Elon  includes  preparation 
for  teaching  in  self-contained  classrooms  and  in 
team-teaching  and  open  classroom  settings.  "We 
stay  current."  Williams  said,  "and  try  to  prepare 
our  students  for  every  teaching  situation. 

"Students  are  kept  informed  of  the  supply  and 
demand  for  teachers,"  Williams  said.  "Even 
though  enrollment  has  declined  over  the  past  two 
or  three  years,  it  is  increasing  and  we  have  more 
than  250  students  in  the  department  at  present. 

"There  seems  to  be  a  demand  for  math  and 
science  teachers  at  the  secondary  level,  and  the 
department  is  working  to  institute  a  major  for 
science,  even  though  a  concentration  in  that  field 
already  exists." 

Looking  to  the  future,  Williams  said  he  is 
optimistic.  "State  educators  are  predicting  a 
teacher  shortage  within  the  next  five  years.  I  feel 
certain  that  the  population  decline,  and  the 
resulting  decline  in  school  enrollment,  will  level 
off,  and  the  teaching  opportunities  will  come  into 
balance  through  attrition."

Six  new  cottages  have  replaced  the  old 
dormitory  type  facilities,  and  an  activities  building, 
a  group  home  in  Virginia,  and  an  administration 
building  have  been  built  during  his  administra- 
tion.

Young  Alumni  Award 

William  J.  Griggs,  Jr.,  graduated  from  Elon 
College  in  1974  with  a  B.S.  in  Music  Education, 
with  a  concentration  in  vocal  performance.  He 
was  choral  director  and  fine  arts  department 
chairman  at  Cummings  High  School,  Buriington 
from  1974-76. 

He  left  Burlington  to  join  his  father  in  the 
family  business  in  Portsmouth,  Virginia,  and  to 
pursue  his  profession  as  an  entertainer.  Since  then 
he  has  been  a  featured  soloist  with  Fred  Waring's 
Pennsylvanians,  touring  the  U.S.  This  engagement 
led  to  a  summer  job  as  assistant  to  Dr.  Milburn 
Carey,  a  leading  choral  director,  working  with  a 
choir  based  in  Oklahoma,  which  led  to  a  tour  of 
Germany. 

Griggs  was  largely  instrumental  in  revitalizing 
the  Portsmouth  Community  Concert  Association 
which  was  in  serious  financial  trouble  in  1978. 
Using  the  talents  of  many  of  the  young  people  in 
the  area,  Griggs  produced  and  directed  a  musical 
revue  and  presented  it  as  a  benefit  gala.  The 
production  raised  enough  money  to  ensure  the 
series'  survival. 

The  benefit  gala  has  become  an  annual  event 
and  proved  so  popular  that  the  entire  community 
is  now  involved  in  the  project.  For  the  1980 
production,  Griggs  incorporated  a  tribute  to  the 
area's  native  son,  Tommy  Newsome,  musical 
director  of  the  NBC  "Tonight"  show,  and 
arranged  for  Newsome  to  make  a  personal 
appearance.

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Political  Analyst  Visits  Elon 


Paul  Duke,  senior  correspondent  for  public 
television  in  Washington,  D.C.,  was  the  featured 
speaker  at  a  recent  dinner  to  honor  major  donors 
to  Elon  CoIIece. 

The  moderator  of  the  popular  PBS  series 
"Washington  Week  in  Review"  and  "The 
Lawmakers"  was  making  his  second  appearance 
at  the  College.  He  was  the  commencement 
speaker  for  the  1978  graduation  ceremonies. 

A  leading  political  analyst,  Duke  has  served  as 
anchorman  for  PBS  coverage  of  the  Senate 
hearings  on  the  Panama  Canal  Treaty,  the  Korean 
affair,  the  Bert  Lance  scandal  and  other  special 
programs. 

In  1974  he  was  co-anchorman  and  analyst  for 
PBS's  coverage  of  the  Nixon  impeachment 
hearings  which  was  widely  heralded  by  critics  as 
the  best  of  all  television  coverage  on  the  Con- 
gressional proceedings  that  foreshadowed  Presi- 
dent Nixon's  resignation  from  office. 


Duke  and  Martin  Agronsky  conducted  a  series 
of  interviews  in  1975  with  President  Gerald  Ford 
and  Vice  President  Nelson  Rockefeller,  which  was 
considered  by  many  professional  journalists  as  the 
best  Mr.  Ford  has  ever  given. 

Prior  to  his  affiliation  with  PBS,  Duke  has 
been  a  reporter  for  the  Associated  Press,  a  staff 
member  of  the  Wall  Street  Journal,  and  a 
Congressional  correspondent  for  NBC  News. 

In  his  address  to  the  Elon  College  supporters, 
Duke  shared  his  predictions  on  the  impact  the 
Reagan  administration  will  have  on  the  funding  of 
institutions  of  higher  education  in  both  slate 
supported  and  independent  sectors. 

While  Duke  said  he  expects  to  see  some  belt 
lightening  and  some  "pulling  and  lugging  in 
Congress,"  he  predicts  less  radical  changes  than 
Reagan  opponents  and  proponents  expect. 

"Reagan  has  always  been  more  moderate  than 
his  rhetoric,"  Duke  said.

Dean  White  Leads  Holy  Land  Tour 


Incredible.  Fantastic.  Chris  White  uses  these 
words  frequently  to  describe  the  sights  and 
experiences  of  a  study  tour  he  led  to  the 
Holy  Land.  Recently  returned  from  the  third  such 
trip  which  took  him  to  Egypt,  Jordan  and  Israel, 
While  enthusiastically  describes  the  climate,  the 
terrain  and  the  cultures  of  the  area. 

"People  have  a  stereotyped  idea  of  Israel  as 
being  basically  desert.  But  it's  not  that  way.  There 
is  some  desert,  of  course,  but  pans  of  it  are 
tropical,"  he  said.  "Israel  is  a  land  of  contrasts. 
It's  a  small  country  but  the  lenain  and  climate 
changes  dramatically  in  a  matter  of  a  few  miles. 
"Would  you  believe  some  people  have  their 
summer  and  winter  homes  within  two  miles  of 
each  other?  The  winter  home  is  on  the  shore  of 
the  Sea  of  Galilee,,  where  the  temperature  is 
about  70  degrees  (Fahrenheit).   In  the  summer, 


when  the  temperature  gets  up  to  110-115  degrees, 
they  move  to  the  summer  home  just  a  couple  of 
miles  away  in  the  hills  and  it's  comfortably  cool." 

He  searches  for  words  to  describe  the  treasures 
of  the  tomb  of  King  Tut,  marvelling  at  the 
workmanship  in  the  fine  melals.  He  expresses 
wonder  over  the  Egyptian  pyramids  which  are 
made  up  of  "about  two  million  stones,  each 
weighing  two  to  four  tons. 

"The  pyramids  are  about  a  city  block  long. 
There's  just  no  way  they  (the  ancient  Egyptians) 
could  have  built  them!"  he  exclaimed,  shaking  his 
head  and  gesturing  in  disbelief. 

"Then  there's  Peira,  a  city  carved  out  of 
sandstone  cliffs.  It's  in  ruins  now  and  only  a  few 
Bedouin  Arabs  live  there,  but  can  you  imagine  a 
thriving  city  of  20,000  people  in  a  narrow  canyon 
way  out  in  the  middle  of  nowhere?"

White,  who  is  dean  of  academic  affairs  at  Elon 
College,  is  well  versed  in  the  historic,  religious 
and  political  background  of  the  Holy  Land.  He  is 
an  ordained  minister  and  holds  a  doctorate  in 
Biblical  studies. 

The  tours  White  leads  are,  he  says,  differeni 
from  a  regular  tour  because  he  designs  the 
itinerary.  "Mine  are  'study'  tours.  You  know  I'm 
basically  a  teacher.  I  taught  for  several  years  (at 
Elon)  before  I  went  into  the  dean  business. 

"Because  of  my  training,  I  feel  I  can  help  the 
group  get  so  much  more  out  of  what  they  see. 
Each  evening,  I  discuss  the  next  day's  itinerary 
and  give  some  background  on  the  significance  of 
the  sites  we  will  be  visiting.  We  also  have  some 
discussion  on  what  we  have  seen  that  day  —  it's 
like  a  seminar." 

White  stressed  that,  except  for  the  students  who 
lake  the  tour  for  college  credit,  the  evening 
sessions  are  purely  voluntary.  However,  he  said 
most  people  in  the  group  attend  and  seem  to 
enjoy  the  extra  information. 

Pat  (Mrs.  Maurice)  Jennings  who  accompanied 
her  son  and  daughter  on  the  trip  agreed.  She  said 
she  found  the  evening  meetings  interesting  and 
helpful. 

The  tours  are  arranged  by  While  through  a 
travel  agency  in  Atlanta.  "The  man  I  deal  with, 
Moses  Hanania,  was  born  and  reared  in 
Jerusalem.  Between  us  we  arrange  everyihing. 
including  the  services  of  a  local  guide  wherever  we 
go,"  White  said. 

The  first  night  in  "the  land  of  the  Bible"  is 
spent  in  Cairo,  a  city  While  says  has  the  worst 
iraffic  situation  in  the  world.  "There  are  few 
street  lights,  few  policemen,  and  you'll  encounter 
buses,  trucks,  cars,  donkeys,  wagons  and  camels 
on  the  streets,"  he  said. 

"Terrifying"  was  the  word  Tracey  Sowers,  one 
of  the  students  on  the  tour,  used  to  describe  the 
Cairo  traffic.  "There's  just  no  system  at  all, 
everyone  just  speeds  and  blows  (his)  horn."

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Tribute  Paid  '    Alumnus  Promotes  Brotherhood 


James  H. 
Lightboume,  Jr. 


The  Elon  College  Board  of  Trustees,  meeting  at 
the  college  on  March  4,  paid  tribute  to  the  Rev. 
James  H.  Lightboume,  Jr.,  an  ex  officio  member 
of  the  board  and  an  alumnus  of  the  college. 

Lightbourne  died  Jan.  22.  He  was  the 
conference  minister  of  the  Southern  Conference 
of  the  United  Church  of  Christ,  a  member  of  the 
executive  board  of  the  United  Church  of  Christ 
and  twice  served  as  chairman  of  the  church's 
conference  executives.  He  was  also  a  past 
president  of  the  Georgia  and  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches  and  past  chairman  of  the 
Burlington  Human  Relations  Council. 

A  resolution  passed  unanimously  by  Elon's 
trustees  noted  Lightbourne's  significant  con- 
tributions both  to  the  college  and  the  community 
through  hii  lifelong  service,  and  expressed  a  deep 
sense  of  loss. 


John  L.  Koenig,  class  of  1961,  was  among 
those  cited  recently  in  U.S.  News  and  World 
Report  and  the  Congressional  Record  for  helping 
to  promote  brotherhood  through  his  work  as  a 
trustee  of  the  Chapel  of  the  Four  Chaplains. 

Founded  30  years  ago  in  Philadelphia,  the  City 
of  Brotherly  Love,  the  Chapel  of  the  Four 
Chaplains  honors  four  military  chaplains  for  an 
act  of  heroism  during  World  War  II.  AJI  four 
were  aboard  a  troopship,  the  Dorchester,  when  it 
was  torpedoed  near  Greenland.  Following  the 
order  to  abandon  the  sinking  ship,  it  was 
discovered  that,  in  the  confusion,  four  young 
soldiers  had  left  their  life  jackets  below  deck. 

The  chaplains,  one  a  Roman  Catholic,  one  a 
Jewish  rabbi,  and  two  protestants,  took  their  own 
life  jackets  off  and  gave  them  to  the  soldiers.  As 
the  ship  sank,  the  chaplains  clasped  hands  and 
prayed  together. 

It  was  to  honor  these  men  and  further  the  cause 
of  nonsectarian  brotherhood  that  the  Chapel  of 
the  Four  Chaplains  was  founded  eight  years  later. 
As  the  name  "chapel"  suggests  it  is  a  place  of 
worship,  but  it  has  three  altars,  one  for  Jews,  one 
for  Roman  Catholics,  and  one  for  protestants. 
Taking  as  their  motto  "unity  without  uniform- 
ity," the  founding  fathers  of  the  chapel  began 
working  for  interfaith  and  interracial  unity. 

Each  year  the  organization  honors  citizens  from 
across  the  nation  who  have  made  significant 
contributions  to  promoting  peace  and  brother- 
hood.  Two  of   the   recent    honorees   were   Jim 
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Ritchie,  president  of  Civitan  International,  and 
Frank  Swan,  former  president  of  a  Civitan  club  in 
Albuquerque,  New  Mexico. 

Swan  initiated  Clergy  Appreciation  Week  in 
1960  to  honor  the  clergy  for  their  daily  sacrifices 
in  service  to  mankind  and  in  commemoration  of 
the  ultimate  sacrifice  of  the  Four  Chaplains.  From 
a  purely  local  observance  in  Albuquerque,  the 
Clergy  Week  program  has  become  a  world-wide 
one  through  Civitan  International. 

At  a  special  Pride  in  Civitan  Day  at  the  Chapel, 
a  portrait  of  Swan,  which  hangs  on  the  Chapel's 
Hall  of  Honor,  was  unveiled,  and  both  Swan  and 
Ritchie  were  awarded  The  Chapel  of  the  Four 
Chaplains  Legion  of  Honor  Bronze  Medallion. 

By  a  curious  coincidence,  Koenig  and  Ritchie 
both  attended  colleges  in  North  Carolina  and  both 
played  football. 

"I  played  against  him,  if  I'm  not  mistaken," 
Koenig  said. 

Now,  however,  both  are  on  the  same  team  — 
to  promote  peace  and  the  brotherhood  of  man. 

Both  the  Congressional  Register  and  the  U.S. 
News  and  World  Report  commend  Koenig  for  his 
humanitarian  efforts.  The  notation  in  the  Con- 
gressional Record  slates:  "Mr.  John  L.  Koenig,  as 
a  U.S.  Marine  veteran  and  as  an  Energy  Public 
Affairs  Consultant,  has  worked  tirelessly  for  the 
Chapel." 

Referring  to  Koenig  and  the  others  associated 
with  the  work  of  the  Chapel  of  the  Four 
Chaplains,  the  U.S.  News  and  World  Report  says: 
"In  our  view,  these  people  deserve  to  be 
supported  in  their  endeavors.  Seldom  in  the 
course  of  human  events  has  the  spirit  of 
brotherhood  been  more  sorely  needed  than  it  is 
today." 

Library  Given 
Valuable  Gift 

Approximately  2,000  books  on  American  his- 
tory, travel,  and  biographies  have  been  donated  to 
the  Elon  College  library  in  memory  of  John 
Eveleth  Brookhouse. 

Former  head  librarian.  Dr.  Charles  Lowry,  said 
the  Brookhouse  collection  is  one  of  the  finest 
private  libraries  he  had  seen  collected  in  the  home 
of  a  family  whose  primary  interest  was  not  the 
scholarly  study  of  history.  Each  volume  was 
carefully  selected  and  beautifully  cared  for.  He 
estimated  the  collection  would  represent  an 
investment  of  almost  $25,000  if  the  books  could 
be  bought  new  today. 

According  to  Mrs.  Helen  Morton  Brookhouse, 
who  gave  the  books  to  the  library  as  a  memorial 
to  her  husband,  the  volumes  were  collected 
judiciously  and  carefully  throughout  the  lifetime 
of  the  Brookhouse  family  and  added  to  an 
original  collection  begun  by  the  E.C.  Morton 
family  of  Columbus,  Ohio. 

Commenting  on  the  gift.  Dr.  Jo  Watts 
Williams,  director  of  development,  said  it  will 
further  enhance  the  holdings  of  the  hbrary  and 
contribute  greatly  to  the  resource  material 
available  to  Elon  students. 

Chris  Brookhouse,  son  of  J.E.  Brookhouse,  was 
a  visiting  professor  at  Elon  during  the  1979-80 
academic  year  and  Dr.  Anne  Ponder,  daughter-in- 
law,  is  an  instructor  in  English  and  the  director  of 
the  honors  program  at  the  college.

Man  Pays  1918  Debt  Of  Gratitude 


Roby  Taylor  of  Winston-Salem  did  something 
recently  that  he's  wanted  to  do  since  1918.  He 
paid  tribute  to  some  people  who  made  the 
difference  between  life  and  death  for  him. 

In  1918  Taylor  was  at  Elon  College  as  a 
member  of  the  Student  Army  Training  Corps 
(SATC).  The  nation  was  at  war  and  Taylor  was 
one  of  the  young  men  preparing  to  serve  his 
country  in  the  armed  forces. 

But,  even  as  hves  were  being  lost  on  the 
battlefields  of  World  War  I,  the  lives  of  men, 
women  and  children  here  at  home  were  being 
threatened  as  the  influenza  epidemic  of  1918 
swept  the  country. 

According  to  Dr.  Durward  Stokes,  who  has 
written  a  history  of  Elon  College,  Elon  was  the 
first  college  in  the  state  to  be  hit  by  the  disease. 
And  it  was  hit  hard.  West  Dormitory  was  turned 
into  a  hospital  for  women  students,  the  gym 
became  the  infirmary  for  men,  and  those  students 
who  were  most  seriously  ill  were  sent  to  the  home 
of  Dr.  W.A.  Harper,  the  college  president. 

Memories  of  that  trying  time  were  brought  back 
recently  during  the  dedication  ceremony  of  a 
plaque  Taylor  donated  to  the  college  infirmary. 
The  plaque  reads: 

"In  gratitude  to  Dr.  J.  Vance  Dick.  M.D. 
Four  Roman  Catholic  Nuns  and  Others 
Who  unselfishly  rendered  medical  aid 
To  students  of  Elon  College 
During  the  1918  Influenza  Epidemic 
And  in  memory  of  those  who  died  of  the 

disease. 
Erected  by  one  of  the  students." 

Taylor's  lifelong  friend  and  former  Elon 
faculty  member,  Luther  Byrd,  opened  the  cere- 
mony by  recalling  that  critical  moment  in  the 
college's  more  than  nine-decade  history,  praising 
Dr.  Dick  and  the  nuns  for  their  humanitarian 
efforts  and  crediting  them  with  saving  many  lives. 
He  referred  to  Taylor's  helping  the  nuns 
administer  spiritual  comfort  to  a  dying  student. 

In  his  dedication  speech  Taylor  said  his 
preconceived  ideas  about  Roman  Catholics  were 
dispelled  when  he  saw  the  nuns'  response  to  a 
critically  ill  Spanish  student,  Modesto  Lopez. 

"1  was  delegated  to  orderly  service  to  help 
out,"  he  said,  "The  nuns  could  see  this  boy  was 
dying  and  one  of  them  pulled  out  her  prayer 
book,  reached  for  her  rosary  and  said  the  last 
rites. 

"He  was  from  Latin  America,  she  was  from  the 
North.  It  takes  a  lot  of  selflessness  and  care  for 
someone  to  care  like  that  for  someone  they  don't 
even  know.

"I  think  that's  when  all  the  religious  prejudice 
left  me,  and  I  hope  I  never  get  any  again.  I'm 
here  to  pay  tribute  where  tribute  is  due.  A  lot  of 
us  might  never  have  lived  had  it  not  been  for 
those  nuns." 

Taylor  was  among  those  students  who  might 
not  have  lived  without  the  care  and  dedication  of 
Dr.  Dick  and  the  nuns.  He  contracted  the  flu 
himself  and  was  seriously  ill  with  the  disease. 

By  the  time  he  recovered,  the  Armistice  had 
been  signed  and  he  was  spared  the  necessity  of 
going  to  war.  He  took  up  his  life  again  and 
eventually  became  a  business  man  in  Winston-Sa- 
lem, owner  of  Taylor  Oil  Company. 

All  through  the  years,  however,  he  remembered 
the  nuns  and  the  doctor  vho  had  given  of 
themselves  so  generously  and  at  great  personal 
risk  during  the  flu  epidemic  and  resolved  to  honor 
them  in  some  way. 

He  attempted  to  discover  what  order  the  nuns 
belonged  to  and  how  they  came  to  be  at  Elon 
College,  but  met  with  no  success.  There  was  no 
nursing  order  in  the  area  and  many  of  the  Elon 


Dr.  Danieley  Awarded  Scholarship 


Dr.  J .  Earl  Danieley  has  been  awarded  a 
Burroughs  Wellcome  Science  Faculty  Scholarship 
by  the  Independent  College  Fund  of  North 
Carolina. 

He  will  use  the  scholarship  to  take  an  intensive 
short  course  in  liquid  chromatography  offered  by 
the  American  Chemical  Society  in  conjunction 
with  its  annual  meeting  in  Atlanta,  Georgia, 
March  27-29,  1981. 

The  course  will  be  taught  by  two  internationally 
acclaimed  experts  in  the  field  of  chromatography, 
Dr.  J.J.  Kirkland  of  E.I.  DuPont  de  Nemours 
and  Company  and  Dr.  Lloyd  R.  Snyder,  principal 
scientist  of  the  Technicon  Instrument  Corpora- 
tion.

In  recent  years,  new  methods  and  techniques 
have  been  developed  in  the  field  at  a  fast  pace. 
Dr.  Danieley  reports  that  by  taking  the  course,  he 
will  be  able  to  introduce  chemistry  students  to 
up-to-date  chromatographic  techniques  and  will 
be  better  able  to  direct  chemistry  majors  in 
research  projects  utilizing  modern  liquid  chroma- 
tography. 


College  records  had  been  lost  in  a  fire.  Talks  with 
Elon  residents  and  people  connected  with  the 
college  in  1918  revealed  no  one  had  any 
recollection  of  any  nuns  being  on  the  scene. 

Thwarted  in  his  efforts  to  identify  the  nuns, 
Taylor  decided  a  plaque  would  at  least  serve  as 
some  form  of  recognition  to  the  nurses  who  not 
only  were  instrumental  in  saving  his  and  many 
other  lives,  but  also  rid  him  of  his  religious 
prejudices. 

Accepting  the  plaque,  Elon  College  President  J, 
Fred  Young  said  he  was  touched  and  appreciative 
of  Taylor's  gesture.  He  thanked  Taylor  for 
"bringing  to  mind  a  significant  event  in  our 
school." 

"There  is  a  sequel  to  the  story,"  Young  added. 
"The  town  {of  Elon)  historian,  Rev.(T.H.) 
Mackintosh,  discovered  that  the  Spanish  student 
who  died  here  was  buried  in  the  local  cemetery 
and  there  was  no  marker  on  his  grave.  Through 
his  efforts,  the  United  Church  of  Christ  and  the 
college  have  shared  the  cost  of  erecting  a 
marker."

Mary  Reynolds,  director  of  the  annual  fund 
and  Melvin  Shreves,  coordinator  of  athletics,  are 
delighted  with  the  participation  and  enthusiasm  of 
the  students  and  alumni  who  have  volunteered 
their  time  and  efforts. 

"It's  really  great,"  Ms.  Reynolds  said,  "we've 
had  more  people  to  volunteer  than  we've  been 
able  to  use  and  the  groups  are  working  hard  to 
reach  our  goal." 

Those  participating  in  the  phonathon  compete 
for  prizes  nightly  and  are  given  a  tee  shirt  and 
served    refreshments. 

Monies  raised  for  the  Fightin'  Christian  Club 
will  help  to  supplement  athletic  scholarship 
funding.  Donations  to  the  Annual  Fund  help  to 
offset  the  rising  costs  of  day-to-day  operations. 

"Without  the  Annual  Fund,  the  college  would 
be  forced  to  increase  tuition  and  room  and  board 
fees  subslantiaUy,"  said  Dr.  Jo  Watts  Williams 
director  of  development.  It  is  the  Annual  Fund 
which  makes  up  the  difference  between  what  the 
student  pays  and  what  it  costs  to  keep  the  coUege 
operating. 

Changes  Planned  for 
Alamance  Building 

The  Elon  College  Board  of  Trustees  voted 
March  4  to  make  major  renovations  to  the  first 
floor  of  Alamance  Building.  The  project  will 
result  in  the  consolidation  of  many  student 
services. 

The  plans  call  for  the  Business  Office,  the 
Office  of  Student  Affairs,  the  Office  of  Academic 
Affairs,  and  Advising  Center  and  the  Office  of 
the  Registrar  to  be  housed  in  this  central  location. 

While  the  renovations  are  under  way,  during 
the  summer  months,  the  Business  Office  will 
occupy  temporary  quarters  in  the  Learning 
Resources  Center;  the  Student  Affairs  Office  will 
move  to  the  Long  Student  Center:  and  the  offices 
for  Academic  Affairs  will  operate  out  of  the 
library,  the  Long  Student  Center,  and  West 
Residence  Hall. 

The  space  in  the  Powell  Building,  currently 
used  by  the  Registrar's  Office,  will  be  aUocated  to 
the  Development  Office  and  Admissions  and 
Financial  Aid. 

Tentative  plans  also  call  for  the  addition  of 
bathrooms  to  the  upper  floors  of  Alamance 
Building  and  the  installation  of  air  conditioning 
on  the  first  floor.  Conservation  measures  for  the 
building  will  be  instituted,  also. 

A  more  minor  renovation  on  the  first  floor  of 
Cariton  Building  will  provide  a  more  convenient 
locale  for  the  faculty  mailroom,  secretarial 
services,  and  the  printshop.  These  renovations  are 
scheduled  for  completion  before  commencement. 
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LRC  Gets  New  Associate  Director 


Helen  S.  (Terri)  Kirchen  sees  her  new  position 
as  an  exciting  and  interesting  expansion  of  the 
services  of  a  library.  Formerly  a  public  services 
librarian  in  the  Iris  Holt  McEwen  Library,  she  is 
now  associate  director  of  the  Learning  Resources 
Center. 

"Basically,  what  libraries  should  do  is  get  the 
right  information  to  the  right  person  at  the  right 
time,"  she  said.  "It  used  to  be  'the  right  book  at 
the  right  time,'  but  information  now  takes  so 
many  other  forms  —  the  needed  information  may 
be  on  computer,  an  audio  cassette,  a  videotape.  . 
.  any  number  of  media  Besides  the  printed  word." 
The  Learning  Resources  Center,  which  is  under 
the  administration  of  the  library,  is  indeed  an 
extension  of  library  services  when  viewed  in  this 
light.  It  now  houses  tutorial  services,  audiovisual 
equipment  and  materials,  and  the  computer 
terminals  used  in  the  school's  computer  infor- 
mation science  curriculum. 

Kirchen's  responsibilities  will  include  the  gene- 
ral administration  of  the  LRC,  and  supervision  of 
the  audiovisual  and  technical  services  and  the 
maintenance  and  operations  of  the  academic 
computer. 

"My  main  emphasis  will  be  on  the  computer 
area,  dealing  with  the  classes,  the  maintenance 
and  enhancement  of  the  computer.  For  example, 
we  need  to  increase  the  memory  capabilities  of  the 
computer.  The  new  computer  information  science 
minor  has  really  taken  off  and  I  see  the  demand 
continuing  to  grow,"  Kirchen  said. 

"I  think  that  anyone  —  anyone  —  graduating 
from  a  four-year  institution  should  have  at  least  a 
basic  course  in  computers.  There  are  so  many 
different  ways  in  which  computers  can  be  used 
and  everyone  should  have  some  idea  about  their 
possibilities."

A  graduate  of  Columbia  University,  with  a 
degree  in  zoology,  Ms.  Kirchen  developed  her 
interest  in  computers  through  several  courses  at 
the  Technical  Institute  of  Alamance.  Sl?e  also 
included  computer  courses  in  her  curriculum  while 
working  on  her  master's  degree  in  library  science 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel 
HiU. 

"There  are  many  ways  to  use  computers  within 
the  library,  and  computer  information  retrieval 
has  become  very  important,"  she  said. 

After  completing  her  M.L.S.,  Kirchen  worked 
as  a  computer  programmer  and  systems  analyst 
for  Burlington  House  Fabrics,  a  job  she  said  she 
enjoyed  a  great  deal.  However,  when  an  opening

During  the  extra  week  in  Florida,  the  Emanons 
played  three  concerts  in  Silver  Springs  Amusement 
Park.  The  park  is  an  American  Broadcasting 
Company  Leisure  Attraction.  The  park's  mana- 
gers were  "thoroughly  pleased  with  the  profes- 
sional manner  in  which  the  Emanons  handled  the 
program  and  the  group's  large  repertoire.

The  Emanons  are  able  to  travel  extensively 
during  the  month  of  January  because  of  the  Elon 
College  4-1-4  semester  system.  The  group  works 
extra  hard  and  the  members  receive  three  hours  of 
academic  credit.  "I  try  to  use  this  month  as  an 
opportunity  for  the  young  musicians  to  see  if  they 
want  to  become  professionals.  The  practical 
experience  they  gain,  plus  the  hard  work,  the  long 
hours,  and  the  rigid  road  schedule  helps  to  expose- 
the  kids  to  the  kind  of  life  that  professional 
musicians  live,"  said  White.  He  further  staled 
that  he  tried  to  run  the  road  concerts  "as  close  to 
professional  as  I  possibly  can." 

The  Emanons  repertoire  has  greatly  expanded. 
What  started  out  as  an  all-jazz  ensemble  has 
developed  into  a  group  with  a  repertoire  large 
enough  to  change  each  show  to  fit  the  audience.

Forward  Lee  Allison 
led  the  Fightin'  Christians  with  a  17.9  scoring 
average  while  pulling  down  151  rebounds. 

Greg  Dawson  made  his  last  season  under  the 
boards  count  with  132  rebounds  and  a  per  game 
scoring  average  of  12  points.  Junior  point  guard, 
Drew  VanHorn,  also  totaled  some  memorable 
stats  with  a  10.3  scoring  average  as  he  quar- 
terbacked  the  squad  from  the  backcourt. 

Center  Dave  Mantiply  will  also  be  greatly 
missed  next  season.  The  6-6,  205  pound  native  of 
Danville,  Virginia  tossed  in  an  average  of  7  points 
per  game  and  claimed  95  rebounds  before  being 
slowed  the  second  half  of  the  season  by  a  leg 
injury. 

Also  closing  out  his  career  for  the  Fightin' 
Christians  is  back-up  center  David  Jones,  who 
came  off  the  bench  to  give  Elon  added 
rebounding  and  defensive  power. 

Clarence  Miles,  a  6-5,  195  pound  junior  from 
Burhngton  was  a  pleasant  surprise  for  Elon  as  he 
netted  an  average  of  12  points  and  6  rebounds  per 
contest.  Miles  will  be  counted  on  heavily  by 
Morningstar  next  season. 

Elon  finished  with  a  14-15  record  for  the  year 
and  a  9-5  mark  in  conference  play.  Despite  losing 
in  the  conference  tournament,  the  Fightin' 
Christians  showed  much  improvement  in  1980-81 
and  with  the  addition  of  several  freshmen  who 
gained  valuable  playing  time  this  year,  Elon  will 
once  again  compete  for  the  conference  crown 
next  season. 

The  Golden  Girls  had  one  of  their  best  seasons 
ever  as  they  captured  the  Carolinas  Conference 
title  and  national  recognition  in  the  lop  20  polls 
with  a  25-2  regular  season  record. 

Vanessa  Corbett  and  Lou  Williamson  earned 
All-Conference  honors  as  well  as  All-Tournament 
awards.  Corbett  led  Elon  with  a  20.6  scoring 
average  and  285  rebounds.  Williamson,  a  senior 
guard  from  Graham,  tossed  in  an  average  of  12 
points  per  game  while  amassing  a  team  leading  of 
124  assists. 

Jeannie  Hairston  also  received  a  spot  on  the 
All-Tournament  squad.  Hairston  grabbed  278 
rebounds  during  the  regular  season  and  con- 
tributed a  fine  11.5  scoring  average. 

Nuggie  Dixon,  another  All  -  Conference  and 
tournament  selection,  was  a  key  factor  for  Elon 
as  she  averaged  19.5  points  per  contest  and  to- 
taled 174  rebounds  for  the  year. 

Freshman  Renate  Costner  emerged  unexpectedly 
to  win  a  starting  spot  at  guard  and  produced  a 
scoring  average  of  7.9  along  with  82  rebounds.

While  in  Egypt,  the  group  visited  the  Egyptian 
Museum,  where  the  Tut  treasures  are  on  display, 
and  went  to  see  and  explore  the  pyramids! 
According  to  White,  only  those  physically  strong 
should  enter  the  pyramids. 

Grabbing  a  piece  of  paper  and  a  pencil.  White 
began  to  draw  a  pyramid  to  show  that  to  enter,  it 
is  necessary  to  climb  part  of  the  way  up  the 
outside,  then  to  descend  to  below  ground  level 
via  stairs  inside,  then  back  up  to  reach  the  burial 
chamber.  "It's  a  strenuous  undertaking,"  he  said. 

From  the  pyramids,  the  group  went  to  the  site 
where  Moses  was  discovered  in  the  bullrushes, 
toured  the  ancient  part  of  the  city,  churches  and 
mosques,  and  browsed  and  shopped  in  a  native 
bazaar. 

Leaving  Egypt,  the  group  travelled  along  the 
Jordan  Valley,  through  the  ruins  of  Tel  el  Sultan, 
one  of  the  oldest  cities  in  the  world,  Qumran, 
where  the  Dead  Sea  Scrolls  were  discovered,  and 
on  to  Jericho.  Other  points  of  interest  included 
Galilee,  Jerusalem,  Masada,  Beersheba  and  Peira. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  trip  for  the 
students,  according  to  Sowers,  was  celebrating 
New  Year's  Eve  at  the  Pyramids. 

"About  eight  of  us  piled  into  taxis  and  went 
out  there,"  she  said,  "It  was  freezing  cold,  but  it 
was  great.  At  7  a.m.,  as  we  were  watching  the  sun 
come  up,  it  was  midnight  back  home.  The  sunrise 
was  beautiful." 

One  of  the  things  that  distressed  Sowers  was  the 
poverty  she  saw  and  the  ever-present  military.  "It 
really  made  you  feel  thankful  to  live  in  America," 
she  said. 

For  Mrs.  JenninEs,  the  food  was  a  problem  — 
she  just  didn't  care  for  it  and  found  herself  eating 
"a  lot  of  candy"  and  wishing  for  some  "home- 
style"  cooking. 

Nevertheless,  Mrs.  Jennings  enjoyed  the  sights 
and  the  travel  and  said  she  was  very  impressed 
with  the  planning  that  went  into  the  tour  and  how 
smoothly  everything  went. 

Both  Sowers  and  Mrs.  Jennings  were  at  a  loss 
to  describe  their  experiences.  Both  said,  "You  just 
have  to  be  there!"  Both  also  said  they  would  like 
to  make  the  trip  again  sometime. 

Besides  the  students,  alumni  and  friends  of 
Elon  College  who  took  the  tour,  White's  wife. 
Linda,  and  two  sons  were  along.  "People  told  me 
I  was  crazy  taking  along  a  seven  and  a

Contin uing  Ed.  Program  Grows 


The  Continuing  Education  Program  that  started 
a  year  ago  at  Elon  College  has  developed  into  a 
multi-service  program  that  serves  over  600 
students  annually. 

The  program  offers  classes  that  range  from 
SAT  Reviews  and  computers  to  accounting,  and 
from  modern  dance,  writing  seminars  and  older 
adult  seminars,  to  programs  for  gifted  and 
talented  children,  as  well  as  a  Summer  Youth  Art 
Experience. 

Students  enrolled  in  the  Continuing  Education 
Program  can  take  classes  for  continuing  education 
credits,  or  they  can  take  the  workshops  and 
seminars  for  non-credit. 

The  compensatory  portion  of  the  program  is 
designed  for  people  who  want  to  take  the 
non-credit  classes.  Not  only  are  numerous 
workshops  and  seminars  offered,  but  also 
remedial  education  is  available  for  anyone  who 
needs  the  help,  including  tutorial  math,  SAT 
reviews,  and  speed  reading.  Back-to-school  work- 
shops and  Elon  Developmental  Gifted  Education 
Program  (EDGE)  are  also  offered.  The  EDGE 
program  at  Elon  is  one  of  few  in  North  Carolina. 
This  fall  the  program  served  97  gifted  and 
talented  elementary  and  secondary  school  chil- 
dren. 

The  enrichment  program  consists  of  a  series  of 
short  courses  that  offer  continuing  education 
units  to  increase  and  upgrade  professional 
vocations,  or  for  teacher  certification  renewals. 

All  of  the  programs  are  supportive  of  Elon 
College's  liberal  arts  curriculum.  "Our  purpose," 
says  George  Lentz,  director  of  the  program,  "is 
not  to  take  the  place  of  a  community  college, 
because  we  (Elon)  have  a  totally  different 
philosophy  than  the  community  college  system. 

"Continuing  education  should  not  take  the 
place  of  the  total  overall  programs  of  the  college 
but  should  strengthen  the  college,  by  offering 
something  for  everyone  who  wants  to  be  involved 
in  the  higher  education  process.  Many  persons 
who  might  not  otherwise  return  to  college  have 
returned    after    attending    one    or    more    of   the 


non-credit  courses." 

Lentz  further  stated  continuing  education 
should  make  it  easier  for  persons  24  years  of  age 
and  older  who  wish  to  return  to  college.  Several 
college  credit  programs  are  supported  through 
Continuing  Education.  Students  may  enroll  in 
selected  credit  courses  and  programs  as  non-de- 
gree seeking  students  without  going  through  the 
admission  procedures.  Continuing  Education  of- 
fers guidance  and  direction  to  the  over  24  year  old 
student  to  include  admission  procedures  and 
course  selection. 

Some  time  ago  it  was  strange  to  see  a  40  year 
old  man  or  woman  in  a  regular  college  classroom 
setting,  but  now  that  sight  is  becoming  more 
common.  "We  in  the  Continuing  Education  office 
are  trying  to  offer  some  good  will  to  the 
community  by  being  available  to  them  when  they 
need  us,"  Lentz  said.  "Continuing  Education  is 
one  of  the  best  forms  of  public  relations  that  the 
college  has. 

"The  Senior  Adult  Day,  the  Back-io-School 
Workshops,  the  educational  film  services,  and  the 
Summer  Youth  Art  Experience  Programs  are  just 
a  few  of  the  things  that  are  done  in  Continuing 
Education  to  improve  community  and  college 
relations.  For  students  taking  college  courses  we 
have  a  free  baby-sitting  service  for  children  over 
six  years  of  age." 

Continuing  Education  has  tried  to  design  a 
schedule  that  is  flexible  enough  to  accommodate 
these  students'  hours.  "Holding  classes  on 
Saturday  or  having  to  hold  a  class  at  11  p.m.  is 
something  that  is  not  strange  to  Continuing 
Education."  says  Lentz. 

Students  involved  in  Continuing  Education  are 
also  not  bound  to  follow  the  semester  system  at 
Elon.  For  example,  the  evening  Secretarial  Skills 
Institute  offers  working  students  an  opportunity 
to  complete  the  33-semester-hour  secretarial 
certificate  program  in  12  months.  And  the  new 
Institute  of  Real  Estate  offers  classes  totally  at 
night  on  a  modified  modular  schedule  covering  a 
period  of  22  weeks.

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1980-81 
President's  Report 


A  great  sense  of  pride  exists  as  we  review 
aciivilies  on  the  Elon  College  campus.  During  the 
past  year,  a  33  percent  improvement  in  total 
alumni  donations  won  Elon  recognition  as  a 
finalist  in  the  Incentive  Awards  Program  spon- 
sored by  the  Council  for  the  Advancement  and 
Support  of  Education  and  the  U.S.  Steel 
Corporation.  Citation  as  a  finalist  means  that 
Elon  ranked  among  the  top  22  percent  in  alumni 
giving  among  "all  college,  university,  and 
independent  school  annual  fund  raising  programs 
in  the  United  States."  This  display  of  loyalty  and 
support  is  an  indication  of  your  desire  to  uphold 
the  tradition  of  service  which  has  always  been  a 
part  of  Elon.  We  are  grateful. 

After  being  away  for  a  decade  an  alumnus 
returning  to  the  Elon  campus  in  1981  would  be 
struck  both  by  the  changes  that  have  taken  place 
and  by  the  memories  revived  by  the  sight  of  the 
familiar  landmarks.  The  Elon  well  was  a  wooden 
structure  in  1970;  a  decade  later  it  is  in  brick.  But 
Students  still  gather  there  to  pass  a  pleasant 
minute  or  two  with  fellow  students  and  faculty. 
Downtown  Elon  College  has  had  a  major 
face-Uft.  Brick  sidewalks,  lovely  flower  boxes,  and 
renovated  shops  indicate  the  changes,  but  the 
branch  bank  and  the  furniture  store  are  still  there. 

Faculty  and  academic  programs  have  changed 
significantly.  The  faculty  are  somewhat  younger 
than  they  were  in  1970,  and  they  are  better 
credentialed.  Today  65  percent  of  the  faculty  have 
earned  doctorates  compared  to  31  percent  a 
decade  earlier.  Throughout  the  decade,  however, 
faculty  members  have  given  students  needed 
attention  to  enable  them  to  achieve  their  edu- 
cational goals.  Elon  has  a  splendid  teaching 
faculty. 

Students  have  not  changed  a  great  deal.  Elon 
has  always  had  a  good  cross  section  of  students. 
They  are  socially  aware  and  responsible.  In  the 
early  years  in  the  1970's  they  focused  much  of 
their  social  concern  on  world  politics.  Today  this 
social  concern  is  reflected  in  their  interest  in 
human  services  and  social  work. 

There  has  been  increased  interest  in  career- 
oriented  programs  to  complement  the  liberal  arts 
objectives  of  the  College.  Elon  over  the  decade 
held  these  two  educational  areas  in  a  wholesome 
balance. 

In  1977  Elon  instituted  a  major  examination  of 
educational  and  administrative  programs.  Funded 
by  a  $2  million  Title  III  grant,  nearly  80 
consultants  visited  the  campus  and  examined 
particular  activities.  Their  reports  provided  im- 
portant perspectives  which  enabled  various  de- 
partments to  conduct  their  own  studies  and 
recommend  changes  that  would  strengthen  the 
College.  As  the  decade  closed,  many  major  fields 
were  strengthened  and  new  programs  added. 

Some  of  the  more  important  new  programs  are 
Cytotechnology  and  Medical  Laboratory  Techni- 
cian programs  in  cooperation  with  Biomedical 
Reference  Laboratories,  Inc.  of  Burlington,  Radio 
Broadcasting,  Journalism,  Computer  Information 
Science,  Community  Recreation,  Commercial  Lei- 
sure and  Sports  Management,  Public  Adminis- 
tration, and  Cooperative  Education. 

General  programs  to  support  students  in  their 
educational  pursuits  were  established  in  this 
decade.  The  Honors  Program  enriches  the 
educational  experiences  of  our  gifted  young 
people.  The  Learning  Resources  Center  provides 
computer,    audio-visual,    and    tutorial    support. 
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Self-paced  instruction  is  available  in  the  attractive 
new  Center.  The  Academic  Skills  Program,  an 
important  and  successful  program,  strengthens 
those  who  need  reinforcement  in  mathematics, 
reading  comprehension  and  writing.  An  Academic 
Advising  Center  has  been  established  to  provide 
students  the  attention  they  need  to  formulate  their 
educational  goals.  A  program  to  help  students 
with  career  planning  and  placement  has  been 
strengthened  with  additional  personnel  to  relate 
job  opportunities  to  our  career-oriented  areas  of 
study. 

The  library  has  made  significant  strides.  The 
gift  of  the  Stratford  College  library  to  Elon 
increased  library  holdings  in  important  areas. 
Computer  tenninals  and  typing  facilities  for 
students  enhance  utilization  of  the  library. 

The  administrative  services  of  the  College  were 
also  strengthened  in  the  '70's.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  made  helpful  improvements  in  the 
Bylaws.  The  administrative  staff  was  reorganized. 
The  Title  III  grant  enabled  the  College  to 
purchase  an  administrative  computer  that  serves 
many  of  the  administrative  offices  on  the  campus. 
The  Business  Office  is  being  reorganized  and  the 
offices  in  the  Alamance  building  are  being 
renovated. 

Intercollegiate  athletics  reached  new  highs  in  the 
late  '70's  And  early  '80's,  winning  national, 
divisional  and  conference  titles  in  many  fields. 
The  strengthening  of  these  programs  was  reflected 
in  the  NAIA  national  championship  won  by  our 
football  team  in  December  1980. 

The  varsity  athletic  fields  and  field  house  are  on 
45  acres  of  newly  acquired  campus  to  the  north. 
The  cluster  of  miscellaneous  buildings  by  the 
power  plant  is  gone.  The  contents  have  been 
moved  to  the  old  Elon  Middle  School  which  the 
College  purchased.  The  old  north  building  has 
been  moved  closer  jo  magnetic  north— at  least 


north  of  the  Harper  Center,  and  a  new  300  bed 
residence  hall  is  being  constructed  to  form  the 
north  terminus  of  a  campus  mall  that  vrill  stretch 
south  to  the  Alamance  building.  A  144  bed 
residence  hall,  the  Oaks,  was  added  last  year  on 
the  site  of  the  old  veterans  apartments. 

Students  like  Elon.  They  are  coming  in  ever 
increasing  numbers.  An  increase  from  1 ,843 
students  in  1970  to  2.576  in  1980  led  to  the 
decision  to  build  residence  halls.  The  decision  to 
locate  residence  halls  and  parking  lots  at  various 
sites  was  based  on  a  master  campus  plan  drawn 
up  by  architects  in  the  mid-I970's.  I  think  Elon 
graduates  would  approve  the  many  changes 
made  in  the  1970's. 

Strengthening  academic  and  student  life  pro- 
grams, maintaining  an  attractive  campus,  and 
providing  essential  support  services  have  required 
additional  financial  resources.  Infiation  and 
changing  financial  support  policies  of  the  federal 
government  make  the  challenge  of  retaining  a 
strong  college  even  more  difficult.  It  is  our  hope 
and  expectation  that  Elon  will  secure  the  resources 
needed  to  maintain  the  pace  and  quality 
developed  in  the  I970's.  The  students  are  on 
campus  in  large  numbers,  a  well-qualified  faculty 
and  staff  are  in  place,  and  the  physical  plant 
provides  an  adequate  environment  for  the 
interaction  between  faculty  and  students  to  take 
place.  Given  proper  financial  support,  Elon  can 
continue  to  provide  a  good  education  for 
thousands  of  young  people  in  the  decade  of  the 
I980's. 

Elon  is  a  great  institution.  We  have  a  better 
state,  nation,  and  worid  because  of  both  the 
historic  and  the  present  service  of  this  College. 
Each  of  us  leads  a  fuller  and  more  effective  life 
because  of  our  connection  vrith  Elon.  Further- 
more, we  have  a  responsibility  for  ensuring  a 
continuation  of  the  high  level  of  service  and 
progress  that  have  characterized  the  past  92  years. 
I  am  grateful  to  the  large  number  of  alumni  and 
friends  who  want  to  assist  this  College  with 
various  types  of  support.  I  look  forward  to  our 
work  together  as  the  College  continues  to 
progress. 
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Senator  Scott  Makes  $100,000  Gift 


Former  State  Sen.  Ralph  H.  Scott  of  Alamance 
County,  a  member  of  the  Elon  College  Board  of 
Trustees,  has  made  a  $100,000  gift  to  the  college. 

Announcement  of  the  gift  was  made  during  the 
semi-annual  board  meeting  at  the  college.  The 
funds  will  be  used  to  construct  a  pedestrian  plaza 
at  the  front  of  the  campus  off  Haggard  Ave. 

Given  in  memory  of  Scott's  wife,  Hazeleene 
Tate  Scott,  who  died  Feb.  20,  the  mall  will 
.  feature  -  brick  walkways  and  lawn  areas  and  will 
be  known  as  Scott  Plaza. 

"We  are  Delighted  that  Sen.  Scott,  who  has 
served  Alamance  County  and  Elon  College  with 
such  unselfishness  for  so  many  years,  has  honored 
Eton  College  in  such  a  tangible  and  meaningful 
way,"  said  Dr.  Fred  Young,  president  of  the 
institution.  "His  gift  will  do  much  to  beautify  the

Sen.  Scott,  who  has  been  a  member  of  the  Elon 
College  Board  of  Trustees  since  1960,  served  in 
the  North  Carolina  Senate  for  almost  30  years.

He 
has  served  on  the  boards  of  directors  of  several 
other  firms  and  as  vice  president  of  the  Alamance 
Broadcasting  Company. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  Grange, 
the  local  Masonic  and  Shrine  Lodges,  and  is  a 
past  president  of  the  Burlington  Kiwanis  Club,  the 
local  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  N.C.  State 
University  Alumni  Association.  In  1963  he  was 
President  Pro-Tern  of  the  State  Senate,  has  been 
chairman  of  the  Governor's  Commission  on 
Mental  Retardation,  is  a  director  of  Memorial 
Hospital  of  Alamance  County,  a  trustee  for  May 
Memorial  Library,  and  has  served  on  the 
Alamance  County  Board  of  Commissioners. 

Sen.  Scott  serves  as  chainnan  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  Carolina  Casualty  Company  and  is  a 
member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  First  Federal 
Savings  and  Loan  Association  of  Burlington, 
Copland  Fabrics  and  Mid-State  Tile  of  Lexington. 

He  is  a  member  and  ruling  elder  of  Hawfietds 
Presbyterian  Church  and  a  past  moderator  of 
Orange  Presbytery.  He  has  been  recognized  for 
his  service  to  the  retarded,  to  education  and  to  the 
dairy  industry  with  numerous  awards,  and  is  an 
honorary  member  of  the  Order  of  the  Golden 
Fleece  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Chapel  Hill  and  Ganuna  Sigma  Delta  at  N.C. 
State  University.

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Alumni  Couple  Gives  Fountain 


Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rudy  M.  Fonville  of  Burlington 
have  donated  $50,000  to  Elon  College  for  the 
construction  of  a  fountain  which  will  be  part  of 
the  college  entrance. 

The  lighted  fountain  and  refircting  pool  will  be 
incorporated  in  the  new  "front  door"  area 
renovation  which  is  expected  to  be  completed  this 
fall.  The  entire  area  between  Alamance  building 
and  Haggard  Avenue  is  to  become  a  pedestrian 
mall,  and  will  feature  brick  walkways  and  lawn 
areas. 

"This  thoughtful  and  generous  gift  from  the 
Fonvilles  will  increase  the  beauty  of  our  campus 
and  will  create  a  more  positive  environment  for 
our  students,"  Elon  College  President  Fred 
Young  said  in  announcing  the  gift. 

"The  new  mall  area  will  provide  a  park-like 
atmosphere  for  students  to  gather  outside,  and  the 
fountain  will  certainly  become  a  popular  gathering 
place  on  campus." 

The  reflecting  pool  of  the  fountain  will  be  oval 
in  shape,  90  feet  long  and  60  feet  wide. 
Fountain  jets  will  propel  water  into  the  air  and 
lights  will  illuminate  the  water  as  it  cascades  back 
into  the  pool. 

A  native  of  Alamance  County,  Fonville  is  a 
retired  businessman.  He  is  an  altminus  of  North 
Carolina  State  University  and  Elon  College  and  is 
the  former  general  manager  and  executive  vice 
president  of  the  Burlington  Daily  Times-News. 


"I  went  to  work  for  the  paper  in  1929,  in  the 
advertising  department,"  Fonville  said.  "In  fact, 
in  those  days  the  paper  was  small  and  I  was  the 
advertising  department.  I  was  the  salesman,  the 
advertising  manager,  the  proofreader  and  what- 
ever else  needed  doing." 

From  advertising,  Fonville  worked  his  way  up 
to  business  manager  and  finally  to  the  top 
executive  position.  He  was  also  a  stockholder 
until  the  newspaper  was  sold  in  1979. 

Mrs.  Fonville,  the  former  Frances  Turner,  was 
bom  in  Reidsville.  She  attended  Elon  College  for 
two  years,  left  to  take  a  teaching  position  in  High 
Point,  and  two  years  later  returned  to  Elon  to 
complete  her  studies.  She  graduated  in  1928  and 
taught  for  four  years  in  the  Burlington  City 
School  System. 

The  Fonvilles  are  members  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Burlington,  both  have 
been  active  in  community  volunteer  work  and 
both  are  now  enjoying  the  more  leisurely  pursuits 
of  retirement. 

A  former  member  and  past  president  of  the 
Burlington  Kiwanis  Club  and  a  former  trustee  of 
Alamance  County  Hospital,  among  other  things, 
Fonville  said  he  spends  his  time  "doing  a  little 
gardening,  playing  some  golf  and  just  enjoying 
retirement." 

Of  their  gift  to  Elon  College,  they  said  simply, 
"We're  happy  to  be  able  to  do  it."

A  Depression  era  student  at  Elon  College  has 
left  the  liberal  arts  institution  a  sizable  bequest 
following  his  death  last  August. 

George  R.  Chandler,  a  coal  mining  executive  in 
Western  Kentucky  who  was  a  catcher  for  several 
years  on  Elon's  baseball  team  under  the  coaching 
of  D.C.  "Peahead"  Walker,  bequeathed  the 
funds  to  the  school  to  establish  the  George  R. 
Chandler  Endowment  Fund.  Proceeds  from  the 
endowment  are  to  be  used  at  the  college's 
discretion. 

"This  extremely  generous  contribution  from 
Mr.  Chandler  will  allow  the  school  to  continue 
the  tradition  of  excellence  he  found  here  in  the 
early  1930s  and  which  has  continued  to  this  day," 
Dr.  Fred  Young,  president  of  the  college,  said  in 
announcing  the  gift.  "I  join  the  entire  xollege 
community  in  expressing  gratitude  and  pride  in 
Mr.  Chandler's  gift." 

Mr.  Chandler  was  bom  on  Sept.  7,  1911,  son 
of  Thomas  William  and  Mary  Watson  Chandler 
and  the  grandson  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  George 
Saunders  Watson  of  Elon  College.  Both  his 
mother  and  grandfather  were  members  of  the 
Elon  College  Board  of  Trustees  for  many  years. 
During  construction  of  the  main  campus  buildings 
in  1889,  it  was  Dr.  Watson  who  signed  a  note  to 
aJlow  construction  to  continue  after  the  bank 
threatened  to  foreclose. 

Following  his  student  days  at  Elon,  Chandler 
became  a  partner  in  Chandler  Brothers,  road 
contractors,  and  later  became  a  founder  of 
Ruby-Chandler- Jordan,  a  coal  mining  firm  in 
Kentucky  where  he  lived  until  his  death  in  August 
1980. 

"Our  entire  family  is  proud  of  the  gift  he 
gave,"  said  Mrs.  Frances  Chandler  Wilkins,  a 
sister  and  member  of  the  Elon  board.  "Of  course, 
he  and  1  were  brought  up  on  Elon  College.  We 
heard  it  from  the  time  we  were  born.  We  knew 
every  president  except  Dr.  (William  S.)  Long." 
Dr.  Long  was  the  first  president  and  founder  of 
I  he  college. 

Several  members  of  the  Chandler  family  have 
attended  Elon.  Chandler's  granddaughter,  Beverly 
Boal,  is  currently  enrolled  at  the  coeducational 
college.  Many  family  members  have  been  gener- 
ous supporters  of  the  college. 

In  addition  to  his  sister.  Chandler  is  survived  by 
his  widow,  Mrs.  Ellen  McCormick  Chandler;  and 
ihree  children,  Mrs.  Mary  Lou  Chandler  Boal  and 
George  Ruffm  Chandler  Jr.,  who  both  attended 
Elon  and  now  live  in  Madisonville,  Kentucky,  and 
Mrs.  Sidney  Chandler  Jordan,  who  lives  in 
Warry,  Nigeria.

Trustee  funds   giving  clubs  challenge  grant 


An  Eton  College  trustee  has  issued  a  challenge  to 
alumni,  parents,  and  friends  that  could  net  the 
College's  Annual  Fund  more  than  $30,000  in 
increased  donations. 

Dr.  James  B.  Powell  (see  article  below)  will 
contribute  $100  for  each  new  giving  club  member 
in  1981-82  who  gave  at  the  $0-$99  level  in 
1980-81. 

The  College  has  four  giving  clubs.  The  A.L. 
Hook  Club  honors  givers  in  the  $100-5499 
category.  Donors  who  give  $500-$999  are  enrolled 
in  the  Oak  Club.  The  President's  Club  was 
established  to  recognize  donors  in  the  $1000-54999 
range,  and  the  Chairman's  Council  is  reserved  for 
Elon's  most  generous  benefactors  —  those  giving 
$5000  or  more. 

Those  eligible  to  help  the  College  meet  Dr. 
Powell's  challenge  received  information  in  the 
mail  in  September  and  October.

The  B,  I,  Challenge 


'An  overwhelming  response' 


Dr.    James    B.    Powell's   challenge   follows   in 
the   foot  steps   of   the   highly   successful 
BurUngton    Industries    (B.I.)    Challenge    of 
1980-81. 

The   B.I.    Challenge   earned    for   the   College 
matching    funds    of   more    than    four    times 
the   amount    of   the   challenge   grant.    The 
B.l.    gift    helped    boost    the    Annual    Fund    by 
28.7    percent    in    1980-81. 

Said   Elon   President   Fred   Young   in   a 
letter    to    B.I.    Foundation    Executive    Director 
Charles    A.    McLendon :    ' *The   response   by 
alumni    and    friends    was    overwhelming;    and 
all    of   us   at   Elon   attribute   the   results 
largely   to    the   incentive   provided    by 
Burhngton    Industries." 

The    challenge    found    436    new    members 
for  Elon's  four  giving  clubs.  Three  hundred 
of    these    came    from    the    ranks    of    persons 


who    did    not    give    in    1979-80.    Two-thirds    of 
.   the    new    members    enrolled    in    the    A.L. 
Hook   Club   ($100-$499),    while   nearly   half  of 
the    Oak    Club    ($500-$999)    members    in 
1 980-8 1    came   in    response   to   the   challenge. 
The    Challenge    also    recruited    43    new 
members    of   the    President's    Club 
($1000-$4999).    Finally,    nearly    half   of    the 
members    of   the    newly-established    Chairman's 
Council  ($5,000  or  more)  had  their  gifts  matched 
by  the  B.I.  Challenge.

The  Jim  Powell  style:  challenge  and  commitment 


The  man  who  has  challenged  Elon  College's 
alumni,  parents,  and  friends  to  raise  $30,000  in 
new  giving  club  commitments  for  the  Annual 
Fimd  has  waged  a  career  as  a  businessman  and  as 
a  trustee  that  has  been  animated  by  challenge  and 
commitment. 

An  early  challenge  presented  itself  to'  Dr.  James 
B.  Powell  when  he  was  a  stu(ient  at  Duke  Medical 
School. 

"We  had  to  ship  specimens  to  California  for 
specialized  tests,"  he  once  told  a  newspaper 
reporter. 

From  that  experience  Dr.  Powell  observed  that 
North  Carolina  was  ripe  for  an  independent 
clinical  testing  laboratory  of  its  own.  This 
conclusion  gave  birth  to  Biomedical  Reference 
Laboratories,  Inc.  of  Burlington.  Dr.  James  B. 
Powell  is  the  company's  president. 

The  commitment  of  Dr.  Powell  and  his 
brothers  Dr.  Thomas  E.  Powell,  III  and  Attorney 
John  S.  Powell  nurtured  Biomed  into  a  multi-mil- 
lion dollar  business.  Starting  in  1969  with  four 
employees,  the  company's  sales  this  year  will  be 
approximately  $50  million  and  earnings  will

approach  the  $5  million  mark.  These  are  facts 
that  have  not  gone  unnoticed  by  investors  as 
Biomed  is  one  of  the  most  attractive  stocks  on  the 
over-the-counter  market  since  the  company  went 
public  in  May  1979. 

With  plants  in  four  states,  the  Biomed  miracle 


can  process  20,(X)0  specimens  in  24  hours  for  its 
clients  in  18  states.  And  thanks  to  great  strides  in 
technology,  the  company  is  an  ever  growing 
concern. 

To  extend  the  benefits  of  Biomed's  success  to 
Alamance  County,  in  1974  the  corporation  and 
Elon  College  started  a  co-operative  education 
program  for  medical  laboratory  technicians.

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Science  with  a  conscience 

Alumnus  fights  stereotypes  for  fun  and  profit

Even  though  Dr.  Lacy  Hall  (Elon  '58)  has  made  a 
fortune  with  his  HALL  Occupational  Orientation 
Inventory,  the  Burlington  psychologist  says 
labeling  people  according  to  their  scores  on 
standarized  tests  is  wrong  and  dangerous. 

"Testing  and  measurement  is  the  biggest  threat 
to  one's  individual  freedom  that  we  have  in  this 
country,"  Dr.  Hall  said. 

"You  can  take  a  test,  and  depending  on  the 
score,  I  can  say,  'Well,  I'm  sorry,  you  scored  80, 
and  it  says  right  here  that  in  order  to  apply,  you 
have  to  make  an  85.  It's  nothing  personal,  but 
you  don't  get  this  job,  you  don't  get  into  this 
school,  you  don't  get  into  this  program. '  " 

"Rights  have  just  been  taken  away  from  you. 
It's  all  clinical,  nothing  personal,  and  all  so 
supposedly  scientific.  It's  about  as  scientific  as 
doing  brain  surgery  with  a  hatchet,  that's  how 
scientific  it  is.  But  see,  the  public  doesn't  know 
that.  They  don't  have  any  idea,"  Hall 
complained. 

His  work.  Hall  says,  is  as  non-manipulative  as 
he  can  make  it.  Each  person  who  takes  it  can  go 
back  to  each  question  and  examine  his  answer.  At 
no  time  is  the  person  forced  to  trust  an  imknown

expert  or  a  computer  s  answers,  to  accept  a  score 
without  explanation. 

"My  conscience  won't  let  me  do  that,"  Hall 
explained. 

"Most  occupational  tests  are  based  on 
predictions.  I'm  anti-prediction.  Truly,  you  can't 
predict  the  future  of  an  individual.  You  can  do  It 
for  thousands  of  people  and  say,  'Well,  we  were 
right  40  percent  out  of  100  percent  of  the  time.' 
But  when  it  gets  down  to  the  individual,  all  these 
statistics  are  meaningless,"  Hall  said. 

He  tries  to  help  individuals  paint  a  verbal 
portrait  of  themselves  in  an  organized  way.  With 
his  inventory,  the  counselor  has  to  get  involved. 

In  predictive  inventories.  Hall  said,  the 
counselor  can  sit  back  and,  armed  with  a  score 
sheet,  judge  without  knowing  what  is  going  on. 

Dr.  Hall,  who  lives  on  Long  Pine  Road  in 
Buriington,  was  graduated  from  Williams  High 
School  in  1952  and  went  on  to  Elon  for  a  degree

in  philosophy,  a  master's  from  Duke  University 
and  a  doctorate  from  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  in  counseling.  The  HALL  test  began  as 
his  doctoral  dissertation. 

"I  was  working  as  a  counselor  at  Walter 
Williams  and  my  job  was  working  with  seniors, 
helping  them  to  align  with  careers.  And  I  realized 
that  even  with  a  master's  degree  in  counseling,  I 
didn't  have  enough  skills  to  help  the  students  talk 
sensibly  about  work." 

He  used  standard  inventories,  but  found  them 
of  little  value  in  his  work. 

"I  started  jotting  down  some  questions,  trying 
to  get  at  their  values  and  what  kind  of  lifestyle 
they  wanted.  I  realized  that  even  a  16  year  old 
boy  has  some  sort  of  ideas.  He  can  talk  at  long 
length  about  what  kind  of  car  he'd  like  to  drive. 
What  he's  really  talking  about  is  the  kind  of 
values  that  he  has." 

Even  young  students  already  have  their  own 
values.  Hail  maintains.  He  tries  to  get  the  students 
to  begin  to  think  about  their  values.  That,  he 
said,  is  one  of  the  great  sources  of  frustration  in 
the  schools  —  the  individual  not  being  recognized, 
the  student  denied  a  chance  to  express  and  be 
prepared  to  pursue  his  values. 

"A  child  has  no  way  of  talking  about  it.  He's 
not  able  to  look  at  it  and  say,  'Hey,  I  have  some 
creative,  independent  needs  and  urges  and  values.' 
What  he's  told  is  that  he  is  a  trouble  kid." 

The  success  of  his  inventory,  Halt  said,  is  that 
it  can  be  used  by  teachers  who  recognize  that  it  is 
okay  for  students  to  have  their  own  values.  The 
next  step  is  to  teach  those  students  by  helping 
them  develop  a  vocabulary  to  express  their  values 
and  skills  to  pursue  them. 


The  inventory  consists  of  situations.  The 
subject  responds,  indicating  how  much  or  little 
they  would  like  that  situation.  When  finished  with 
the  questions,  the  person  evaluates  his  own 
answers. 

Rather  than  a  score,  the  HALL  helps  an 
individual  to  see  what  he  likes  and  dislikes.  He 
can  take  those  likes  and  dislikes  into  consideration 
when  choosing  an  occupation  or  to  seeking 
education. 

The  test  does  not  predict  what  a  person  will  or 
should  do  and  does  not  compare  one  person  to 
another.  So,  Hall  said,  there  is  no  reason  to  fake 
the  answers  a  person  thinks  sound  best  or  will 
look  best  on  a  job  application. 

"There  is  no  way  you  can  look  bad  on  it," 
Hall  said. 

The  result  is  that  most  people  immediately  see 
the  risks  they  would  not  normally  notice  but  that 
are  present  in  every  job. 

"They  don't  see  until  they  get  to  talking  about 
it.  Many  people,  particularly  young  people,  don't 
even  think  of  the  risks  of  an  occupation  until  they 
get  into  it,"  Hall  noted.

"I've  had  a  lot  of  fun  with  this,  and  it's  helped 
me  to  grow  an  awful  lot.  It's  brought  me  in 
contact  with  first  rate  people  all  over  the 
country." 

"I've  met  people  who  were  giants  to  me  when  I 
was  in  school.  Now  I'm  just  one  of  the  buddies. 
It's  a  good  feeling." 

Another  rarely  recognized  problem  in  ouir 
society,  Hall  said,  is  the  inability  of  many  people 
to  make  decisions.  The  number  of  decisions  that 
must  be  made  each  day  is  increasing. 

"Many  people  are  perpetual  adolescents 
because  they  never  realize  that  they  can  choose. 
They  just  accept  (the  values)  given  to  them  or 
what  was  around  them  by  virtue  of  where  they 
are.  There's  nothing  right  or  wrong  about  that, 
but  it  is  a  life  of  less  freedom,  it's  a  life  of  less 
independence,"  he  said. 

"Many,  many  people  are  saying,  'Government, 
make  this  choice  for  me.'  They  don't  want  to 
make  those  choices.  This  is  the  antithesis  of  what 
a  free  country  is  all  about. 

"Every  choice,  every  decision  that  you  make  is 
determining  the  direction  and  the  pace  and  the 
quality  of  your  life." 

Hall  has  had  no  trouble  deciding  what  he 
should  do  with  that  situation.  He  is  writing  a 
book  on  decision  making. 
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New  tax  law  helps 
Elon  contributors 


"Delighted!"    was    the    response    of   Elon 
College    officials    when    asked    Iheir    reaction 
10    provisions    governing    charitable    giving    in 
ihe   tax   measure   recently   passed   by 
Congress. 

Dr.    David    W.    Brown,    director    of    the 
annual    fund,    was    particularly    pleased    with 
Ihe    provision    that    allows    for    tax    deductions 
for    charitable    contributions    by    persons    who 
do    not    itemize    their    tax    returns. 

"This   new   deduction    for   those   who   take 
the    standard    deduction    will    help    those 
donors   who   give   in   smaller   amounts," 
Brown   said.    He   noted   that    nearly   a   third 
of  the   donors   to   the   college's   annual    fund 
gave    less    than    $100    in    1980-81. 

"It  takes  many  generous  people  to  _ 
sustain    a    private    college    such    as    Elon, 
and    we    are    happy    that    all    taxpayers    will 
be    able    lo    share    in    tax    incentives    for 
giving. 

"This    new    deduction    helps    our    young 
alumni    who    do    not    yet    have    the    tax 
benefits    of    home    ownership,"    Brown    said. 
He   also    noted    that    many    retired    persons    on 
fixed    incomes    will    also    benefit.    "In    fact," 
he    said,    "any    person    who    takes    the 
standard    deduction    can    further    reduce    his 
tax    liability    through    charitable    contributions." 

Effective   in    1982,    the   bill   allows   tax 
deductions    for   charitable   donations   by 
persons    who    do    not    itemize    their    tax

returns.    The    final    version    would    allow    a    25 
percent    deduction    for    donations    of   as    much 
as    $100    in    1982    and    1983,       25    percent 
of    as    much    as    $300    in    1984,    50    percent 
of    any    donations    in    1985    and    100    percent 
of    any    donations    in    1986. 

Brown    noted    that    the    new    tax    deduction 
is    timed    perfectly    with    the    1982    Elon 
College    Phonathon,    a    February    event    which 
annually    yields    $40,000    in    gifts,    most    of 
them    under    $100.

Elon   College   ranked   third   in   the   state   in 
the    percentage    of   candidates    who    passed    the 
CPA    (Certified    Public    Accountant) 
examinations    in    November    1980.    Duke

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Senior  Oak  succumbs  to  old  age 


The    Senior    Oak,    the    tremendous    tree    known 
for    almost    a    century    as    a    landmark    of    the 
Elon    College    campus,    has    shed    its    last 
leaves   and    died. 

"Oak    trees    are    like    people,"    said    Larry 
B.    McCauley,    director    of   Elon's    physical 
plant.    "They   only   live   so    long,    then   no 
matter    how    hard    you    try,    they    die.    We 
did    everything    we    could    to    keep    it    alive." 

Arborists  last  year  gave  Senior  Oak 
a    careful    examination    after    it    had    been 
struck    by    lightning    and    came    up    with    a 
cautious   diagnosis.    Dead   limbs   were   pruned 
back,    and    the    tree    was    fertilized    according 
to    their    recommendations.    By    spring    a    new 
growth    of   green    leaves    provided    shade    for 
the   campus,    as   they   had   done   since    the 
site    for    the    College    was    selected    over    92 
years    ago.    By   mid-summer,    however,    the 
last    of  the   leaves   turned   brown.    By   the 
end    of    July,    only    a    skeleton    of    the    once 
magnificent    tree    remained. 

The    tree    posed    a    danger    of    falling    and 
had    to    be    taken    down. 

"The    tree    has    so    much    special    meaning 
for    our    alumni    and    college    friends,    it's    like 
losing   a   family   member,"    McCauley    said. 
"But    there    is    some    concern    that    someone 


might    get    hurt    from    falling    branches.    The 
area    under    the    tree    is    still    a    favorite    spot 
for   students,   just    as    it    was   around   the 
turn    of    the    century^" 

College    officials    have    asked    students    and 
alumni    for    suggestions    to    commemorate    the 
oak   or   to    what    use   the   wood   of   the   tree 
migh'    be    put    after    it    is    taken    down. 
Suggestions   have   included    tables,    benches, 
paper  weights,    and    plaques. 

The    Senior    Oak,    which    features    a    large 
curving    trunk    enabling    students    to    literally 
stand    under    the    tree,    took    its    name    from 
years    of    tradition    when    senior    portraits    were 
snapped   around    it.    When    the   village   of 
Mill    Point    was    selected    as    the    site    for    the 
coeducational    college    in    1 889,    the    first 
president,    William    Samuel    Long,    sent    his 
son    to    supervise    the    cutting    of    the    forest , 
telling    him    to    leave    only    the    tall,    straight 
oaks,    since    the    name    "Elon"    is    a    Hebrew 
word    for    oak. 

The    younger    Long    fell    in    love    with  the 
crooked    tree    and    persuaded    his    father    to 
let    it    remain.    To    this    day,    the    tree    has 
dominated    the    oak    grove    near    the    Elon 
College    library.

The  final  week  may  be  spent  in  England  or  the 
travelers  may  opt  for  package  trips  to  Athens, 
Rome,  Paris,  Madrid,  skiing  in  the  Alps,  the 
beaches  of  southern  Spain  and  Portugal, 
Amsterdam,  or  Dublin. 

Also  scheduled  during  the  tour  is  a  chance  to 
sec  performances  of  plays,  ballet  and  symphony 
music  and  to  view,  from  backstage,  a  dress 
rehearsal  of  the  Royal  Opera  Company. 

The  trip  begins  December  31,  and  ends  January 
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21.  The  cost,  including  roundtrip  air  fare  from 
Washington.  D.C.,  hotel  accommodations  (double 
occupancy)  with  continental  breakfast,  group 
lours,  three  theatre  tickets,  transfers  in  London 
and  more,  is  $1399  for  Elon  College  students, 
$1559  for  others.

Alamance  renovation 
progressing  on  schedule

Renovation  of  Alamance  Building,  now 
underway,  should  be  completed  by  late  November 
or  early  December,  says  Dr.  Fred  Young,  college 
president. 

According  to  Dr.  Young,  construction 
scheduled  for  completion  in  August  has  been 
finished.  The  stairwells  at  the  ends  of  the 
building,  the  demolition,  and  "noisy  work"  are 
finished  for  the  most  part,  says  the  president.  The 
building  was  ready  for  use  the  first  day  of  classes 
on  Sept.  10. 

The  new  dormitory  near  the  lake  and  the  Scott 
Plaza  with  fountain  in  front  of  Alamance  now 
have  tentative  completion  dates  of  fall  1982, 
according  to  Dr.  Young. 

Construction  began  this  summer  on  the  new 
dormitory  which  will  house  300  students.  This 
facility  will  help  relieve  present  crowded 
conditions,  says  the  president. 

Brick  walls  have  been  started  on  the  new  dorm. 
Steel-reinforced  concrete  columns  are  being 
poured  to  meet  stringent  requirements  for  safety 
in  storms  and  earthquakes,  the  architect  says.

Terrell   sprinted  the   hundred   yards   or   so   to 
the   front   door   of  Main.    He   intended   to 
ascend   to   the   second   floor   and   ring   the 
college   bell   to   give   the   alarm,   but   when   he 
entered   the   doorway   he   found   the   smoke 
was   too   dense   for   him   to   do   so. 
Frustrated   in  this   endeavor,    he   then   began 
yeUing    "Firel"   as   loud   as   he   could   while 
racing   back    to   the   Power   House   to 
telephone   the   Gibsonville   and   Burlington    fire 
departments   for   aid.    By   the   time   he   had 
made   the   call,    students   and   administrators, 
in   various   stages   of  dress,    were   pouring 
forth   from   ail    the   college   buildings. 

The   community   was   soon   rudely   awakened 
by   the   excitement.    One   student    frantically 
banged   on   the   Lawrence   front    door   while 
yelling.    "Dr.    Lawrence,    the    college    is    on 
fire!"    The  fire  hoses  were   soon   attached   to 
the   hydrants   by   willing   hands,    but    the 
water   obtained    was   virtually   useless   because 
the   Main    Building   was   ablaze   all   over.    The 
firemen   summoned    from   the   neighboring 
municipalities   arrived    in   record   time,    but 
their   hoses   would   not    fit   the   college 
hydrants   and   would   have   done   httle,    if 
any,    good   had   they   done   so,    for   the 
institution's   water   supply   was   soon   drained 
to   a   mere   trickle. 

However ,    the   chemical   truck    from   the 
Burhngton    Fire    Department    proved    to    be 
invaluable.    A   strong   north    wind   was 
blowing   the   flying   sparks   away   from   the 
nearer    East    Dormitory    straight    toward    the 
Alumni   Building,   which   obviously   would 
soon   be   ignited.    Students   and    firemen    then 
climbed   onto   the   roof   of  the   structure   and 
ripped   up   the   tin   roofing   on   the   southern 
comer   so    that   the   chemical   hose   could   be 
inserted    in    the    opening    and    extinguish    the 
blaie,    which    by   then   had   started   in    the 
wooden   eaves.    This   saved   the   building.    The 
frantic   efforts   of  others   prevented   nearby 
houses   and   buildings    from   catching    fire. 

By   such   cooperative   efforts,   all   the 
buildings   at   Elon   were   saved   except    Main,

which   was   hopeless   from   the   start .    At 
great   risk,    students   dashed   into   that   blazing 
structure   and   brought   a   few   typewriters, 
nothing   more.    As   the   fire   ate   through   the 
upper   fioors,    the   large   iron   safes   of  the 
literary   societies   crashed   downward   into   the 
center   of   the   holocaust,   where   the 
president's   safe   had   already   fallen    from   his 
office.    Finally,   the   old   college   bell,    making 
its   last   clank,    plummeted   down    from   the 
tower   to   join   them.    By   mid-morning,    only 
the   thick   smoking   walls   remained   of  the 
structure   that   had   housed   offices; 
classrooms;    the   museum;    the   society   halls; 
the    "Y"    meeting    rooms;    the    library;    and 
the   chapel,    with    its   new   pipe   organ,    where 
more   than   400   graduates   had   received   their 
diplomas.   In    addition,    the   blaze  consumed 
valuable   college   records    that   could    not   be 
replaced.    At    least    90   percent   of   the 
administrative   machinery   of   the   institution 
lay   in    ashes:    And,    had   it   not   been    for 
the   heroic   efforts   of   the   students,    faculty, 
and   townspeople,    aided    by   the   Burlington 
and    Gibsonville    fire   departments,    the   entire 
college   and   a   part   of   the   town   might    have 
suffered   a   similar    fate. 

At    the   time,    it    appearing   likely   that   all 
the   college   buidings   would   catch    fire,    the 
women   busily   removed   personal   possessions 
and    furnishings    from    the    West    Dormitory 
and    Ladies'    Hall.    When    the    Alumni 
Building   began    to   blaze,    the   men   who   were 
not   occupied   with    fighting   the   fire   did    the 
same   thing.    When   order   was    restored,    the 
campus    was    strewed   with   these   salvaged 
belongings,    which    were   returned   to   their 
proper   places   with   considerable   labor.    In 
the   excitement,    some   trunks   were   brought 
outdoors   by   one   person,    but   two   were 
required   to   carry   each   back   to   the   owner's 
room.    Such    occurrences   are   not   uncommon 
under   severe   emotional    stress,    but    seem 
humorous    afterwards. 


The   cause   of   the   fire   was   never 
determined.    One    theory    was   that   a   gas   jet 
had   been   accidentally   left    open   in   one   of 
the   laboratories   and    that    this   caused   the 
building   to   be    filled    with   gas   during   the 
night.    When   the   current    was   turned   on    the 
next  morning,  a  spark  from  electrical 


machinery   in   the   building   caused   a 
spontaneous   combustion   that   resulted   in   a 
flash    fire.    Dr.    A.L.    Hook   was   inclined   to 
consider   this   possibility   plausible.    Shortly 
after   half   past    six   that    fateful   morning,    he 
looked   out   a   window   of   his   home   beside 
the   campus   and   saw   Main   blazing   on   all 
four    floors.    He   did    not   think   that   the 
fire,    which   was   only   a   glimmer   a   short 
time   previously,    could   have  spread  so    fast 
otherwise.    Another,    more    familiar,    theory 
was   that   defective   wiring   was   responsible. 
The   wooden    floors   in   the   building's   interior 
were   cleaned   periodically   with   oil,    which 
was   highly   flammable,    and   would   have 
enabled   a   fire   to   spread   rapidly. 
Nevertheless,    no   specific   reason   for   the  • 
conflagration    was   ever   determined,    but   this 
did   not   change   the   painful    fact   that    Main 
and   much   of  the   college   plant   was   gone. 
The   remaining   problem   was   what   the   next 
step    would    be. 

Fortunately,    no   life   was    lost   nor   was 
anyone   seriously   injured.    Had   the   situation 
been   less   serious,    the   appearance   of   many 
Elonites   would   have   been   ludicrous,    for 
they   were   grimy   from   their   fire-fighting 
efforts,    and   hours   elapsed   before   the   college 
water   power   could   rebuild   the   pressure 
sufficient    for    bathing.    President    Harper 
reacted   to   the   emergency   with   admirable 
calm.    Before   the   blaze   had   entirely 
subsided,    he   summoned   the   faculty   to   a 
meeting   in   his   home   at   ten   o'clock   that 
morning.    He   then   directed   an   assistant   to 
send   telegrams   to   the   trustees   informing 
them   of  the   tragedy   and   requesting   their 
presence   at    the   college   on   January   24   for 
a   special  meeting.    The   Alumni   Secretary 
used   the   same   means   to   notify   the 
institution's   alumni   and   friends   of   the 
calamity. 

Ice   was   on   the   ground   and    freezing   rain 
fell   heavily   on   the   24th   when   the   trustees 
arrived    for   their   meeting. 

They   convened   in   the   president's 
temporary    office    in    East    Dormitory,    the

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first    occasion    known    when    that    building 
was    used    for    such    a    distinguished    purpose. 
En    route    from    the    railway    station    to    the 
meeting    place,    the    board    members    were 
ijeeply    touched   as    they   walked    past    the 
rubble    that    remained    of   the    large    structure 
ihey    had    last    gazed    upon    with    pride,    One 
of    (he    men    remarked    that    he    had  "rarely 
seen    a    building    more    completely    destroyed 
by    fire."    Ii    must    have    been    a    particularly 
emotional    experience    for    former    president 
W.S.    Long    to    view    the    wreckage    of    the 
building    he    had    made    such    a    heroic    effort 
10    construct.    This    did    not    deter    him    from 
opening    the    meeting    with    prayer    and    joining 
his    colleagues    enlhusiaslically    in    their    plans 
for    rebuilding. 

Despite    the    inclement    weather,    the 
occasion    was    "the    largest    meeting    of    the 
Board    of    Trustees    it    has    ever    been    our 
privilage    to    attend,"    commented    the    editor 
of    the    Christian    Sun.    The    principal    action 
taken    was    also    described    in    the   journal: 

We  first  gave  ourselves  to  what  the 
situation  calls  for,  and  after  some 
discussion,  it  was  decided  thai  the  mere  re- 
placmg  of  the  building  which  had  been  de- 
stroyed would  not  answer  the  present  need 
at  all.  It  was  therefore  decided  that  we  must 
now  undertake  to  provide  a  building  plan 
for  the  institution  for  the  next  hundred 
years.  To  do  this  the  Board  decided  to  plan 
for  the  erection  of  at  least  four  new 
buildings,  which  with  the  college  church 
which  had  already  been  planned,  will  make 
really  five  new  buildings,  viz.:  The 
Administration  Building,  a  Science  Hall, 
Library  Building  and  an  Art  Building.  Of 
course  to  do  all  this  will  require  a  great 
effort,  but  the  Trustees  were  in  the  right 
mood  for  undertakmg  great  things  for  the 
college.  The  first  will  be  to  build  the 
Administrtion  Building,  and  then  as  fast  as 
funds  are  available  the  other  buildings    will 
follow. 

To    carry    out    this    elaborate    plan,    it    was 
proposed    to    raise    $300,000    for    buildings 
and    equipment,    and    a    similar    sum    for    the 
endowment. 


This    was    an    ambitious    undertaking, 
buf'the    Trustees    seem    confident    that    it    can 
be    done,"    observed    the    Sun's    eJitor.    Their 
enthusiasm    is    better    understood    in    view    of 
announcements    that    (he    citizens    of    Alamance 
County    held    a    mass    meeting    in    Burlington's 
Municipal    Theatre    on    January    28    at    which 
they    agreed    to    undertake    raising    $100,000    of 
the    needed    money.   The    faculty    and    college 
community    proposed    to    attempt    the    raising 
of    $20,000. 

Various    trustees    pledged    personal    financial 
aid.    including    the    cheering    promise    of 
$50,000    from    Colonel    J.M.    Darden,    of 
Suffolk,    Virginia.    In    addition    to    these 
concrete    gestures    of    aid,    another    factor    was

imporiani ,    reported    the    Sun: 

Every  one  about  the  college  seems  so  full  of 
hope  and  so  determined  to  do  his  or  her 
part  to  make  it  mean  a  bigger  and  greater 
Elon  .     .  Out  of  the  lashes  of  the  building 
and  the  depression  naturally  arising  from 
such  a  loss,  we  heard  not  one  despairing 
thought  expressed— every  one  seemed  to  be 
straining  his  vision  to  see  what  he  could 
discover  in  the  way  of  the  best  things  for 
Elon  College  and  her  future  usefulness. 


Elon  history:  a  labor  of  love  for  Dr.  Durward  Stokes  '64 


A  labor  of  love  is  about  to  come  to  fruition  for 
Dr.  Durward  Stokes,  Elon  College  professor  of 
history  emeritus,  with  the  publication  of  Elon 
College:  Its  History  and  TraditJow  (see  exceppt 
above). 

It  has  taken  three  years  to  compile  the  material 
and  seled  the  more  than  100  photographs 
contained  in  the  book.  The  work  was  made 
specially  difficult  because  a  fire  in  1923 
destroyed  many  of  the  college  records. 

'I  had  to  go  to  other  sources  to  fill  in  the 
missing  information.  It  took  a  great  deal  of 
searching,"  Stokes  said,  explaining  that  he  bad  to 
delve  into  the  school's  archives,  peruse  periodicals 
and  journals  of  the  lime,  interview  alumni  and 
engage  in  a  large  amount  of  correspondence. 

"One  person  led  to  another  until  I  was  writing 
10  and  receiving  letters  from  as  far  away  as  the 
west  coast,"  Stokes  said.  "One  invaluable  source 
of  information  was  the  faculty  records.  For  some 
reason  they  were  in  a  vault  in  the  old  gym  instead 
of  in  the  administration  building  so  they  escaped 
ihe  fire." 

Fortunately,  according  to  Stokes,  the  Rev,  T.H. 
Mackintosh  had  compiled  a  considerable  amount 
of  pertinent  information  from  local  newspapers. 

"He  went  through  them  and  made  notes  and 
wtalogued  them  for  the  school  library,  and  I  found 
'hem  invaluable.  If  he  hadn't,  I'd  be  looking

yet,"  Stokes  said. 

Armed  with  the  notes  and  references  supplied 
through  the  Mackintoshes'  research,  Stokes 
combed  through  back  issues  of  the  Alamance 
Gleaner,  a  weekly  newspaper  published  in 
Graham  from  1875  to  1942,  and  of  the  Christian 
Sun,  the  publication  of  the  Southern  Christian 
Church. 

An  Alamance  County  native,  Stokes  has  had  a 
lifelong  interest  in  history  and,  in  fact,  taught 
history  at  Elon  College  from  1964  until  1979. 

However,  his  route  to  the  teaching  profession 
was  a  circuitous  one.  After  two  years  of  college, 
his  educalion  was  interrupted  and  he  went  into  the 


mercantile  business  in  Graham. 

It  was  not  until  1962  that,  following  an  accident, 
which  necessitated  finding  a  less  physicallv  ^ 

strenuous  occupation,  he  considered  becunmig  a 
teacher.  With  this  in  mind,  he  enrolled  at  Eton  to 
complete  his  degree  requirements. 

"There  were  several  of  us  in  the  class  of  '64 
who  were  considerably  older  than  the  majority  of 
the  students,"  he  said,  "and  we  called  ourselves 
the  'Grandparents  Class'  —  although  1  don't 
believe  any  of  us  had  grandchildren  at  the  time. 

"There  weren't  too  many  of  what  they  call 
'non-traditional'  students  then.  I  guess  we  were 
among  the  first  of  a  trend  ." 

Besides  the  history  of  Elon  College,  now  m 
publication,  Stokes  has  written  A  History  of  the 
Christian  Church  In  the  South,  A  History  oF 
Dillon  County,  S.C.,  and  Company  Shops.  North 
Carolina:  Tbe  Town  Bolll  by  a  RaUroad.  The 
latter  book  will  be  published  this  summer.

"Love  is  sweeter,  the  second 
time  around..." 

And  so  is  the  national  football 
championship. 

Elon  College,  battling  the  odds, 
the  strongest  conference  opposi- 
tion in  the  country  and  a  natural 
tendency  to  be  content  with  that 
first  NAIA  crown  in  1980,  made  it 
two  in  a  row  at  Burlington's 
Memorial  Stadium  on  Saturday, 
Dec.  19.  1981. 

On  a  cold,  clear  day  as  3,800 
shivering  fans  sat  in  tempera- 
tures that  remained  in  the  low  30s 
and  with  a  wind-chill  factorin  the 
teens,  the  Fightin'  Christians 
literally  kicked  their  way  to  the 
crown. 

Early  in  the  fourth  quarter,  af- 
ter Elon  and  the  Pittsburg  State 
(Kans.)  Gorillas  had  matched  su- 
perb defenses  for  over  45  mi- 
nutes, kicking  specialist  Phil 


Renn  kicked  a  23-yard  field  goal 
for  a  3-0  Elon  lead. 

Those  three  points  proved  to  be 
enough. 

Elon's  defense,  led  by  nose- 
guard  Chris  Worst,  tackles 
Adrian  Robertson  and  Quinton''^ 
Ballard  and  linebackers  Ernie 
and  Stanley  Tootoo,  completely 
stymied  a  Pittsburg  State  offense 
that  had  averaged  over  30  points 
per  game  throughout  the  season. 

Elon's  second  quest  was  over. 
The  Fightin'  Christians,  who  be- 
gan a  football  dynasty  of  sorts 
under  the  tutelage  of  Red  Wilson 
back  in  the  early  1970s,  were 
kings  of  the  NAIA  hill  again. 

"This  one."  said  an  elated 
Coach  Jerry  Tolley.  "was  not  as 
thrilling  as  the  first  one. 

"But  it  was  more  satisfying." 

And  it  was  viewed  by  more  peo- 
ple than  any  other  NAIA  cham- 
oionshipgame  in  history.  WFMY- 

V  (Channel  2  in  Greensboro) 


telecast  the  game  live  and  also 
beamed  it  into  the  Kansas- 
Missouri  area.  USA/Cable  de- 
layed its  telecast,  beaming  it  the 
following  Monday  into  nine  mil- 
lion homes  nationwide. 

In  his  post-game  interview. 
Elon's  energetic  head  coach  of 
five  years  commented,  matter-of- 
factly.  that  his  coaching  years 
might  be  numbered,  that  he  did 
not  want  to  coach  for  the  rest  of 
his  life.  Few  journalists  on  hand, 
however,  believed  his  career 
would  end  so  abruptly. 

Nine  days  after  leading  his 
team  to  its  second  straight  title. 
Jerry  Tolley  shocked  the  N.  C. 
sports  world  by  announcing  his 
resignation. 

But  that  is  another  story. 

RED  WILSON,  who  left  Elon  for 
Duke  in  1976  and  is  now  head

Elon  3,  Pittsburg  St.  0 
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NAIA:  Elon  is  nation's  top  host

The  Elon  College  Fighting  Christians  have 
built  a  national  reputation  on  the  football  field  in 
the  past  few  years,  reaching  a  high  point  last  year 
by  winning  the  national  NAIA  football  cham- 
pionship here. 

On  Dec.  19.  the  Elon  team  successfully  de- 
fended that  title  against  Pittsburg  State  of  Kan- 
sas, and  again  the  game  was  played  at  Burling- 
ton's Memorial  Stadium. 

While  the  Christians  have  been  building  that 
reputation  on  the  playing  field,  Alamance  County 
has  been  building  its  own  reputation  as  the  best 
host  for  the  NAIA  games  in  the  nation. 

Melvin  Shreves,  associate  athletic  director  at 
Elon  College,  quotes  NAIA  playoff  director  Dr. 
Charlie  Morris  as  saying  the  people  of  Alamance 
County  do  the  best  job  of  hosting  a  playofTgame  of 
anyone  he  has  seen. 

Shreves  heaped  praise  on  the  people  of  the 
county  for  their  volunteer  efforts  in  staging  the 
Championship  Bowl. 

"The  president  of  a  textile  company  spent  most 
of  the  morning  trying  to  round  up  tarps  for  the 
television  crews,"  he  said,  "and  some  insurance 
people  here  worked  almost  full  time  for  the  past 
two  weeks."  getting  ready  for  the  visitors  from 
Kansas. 

Elon  hosted  its  first  playoff  game  in  1973,  and 


People  from  Alamance  County 
don't  wait  to  be  asked  if  and  when 
they  can  help  as  volunteers  for  the 
myriad  jobs  that  emcompass  putting 
on  a  major  sports  event.  *They  come  to 
us,"  said  Elon  Associate  Athletic 
Director  Melvin  Shreves,  "and  say, 
"We're  ready  when  you  are!'" 


the  local  Chamber  of  Commerce  sponsored  that 
game.  The  Pittsburg  game  was  the  eighth  playoff 
tilt  here,  and  some  of  those  people  from  1973  are 
still  at  work. 

"They  come  to  us,"  Shreves  said,  saying  "we're 
ready  when  you  are." 

"When  we  win  on  Saturday"  and  a  playoff  is 
announced  in  Burlington,  he  said,  "they  call  on 
Sunday  and  say  this  or  that  is  ready.  We  have  this 
to  donate,  or  we  will  help  sell  tickets." 

The  list  of  people  who  volunteered  to  help  is  far 
too  long  to  enumerate,  says  Shreves.  but  their 
efforts  have  been  invaluable  to  the  success  of  the 


playoff  games, 

Many  people  worked  at  gathering  gifls  for  the 
visitors,  and  local  merchants  and  industries  gave 
"everything  from  pencils  to  peanuts  and  socks  to 
jeans  and  pocketbooks." 

A  package  of  gifts  was  prepared  for  each  of  the 
Pittsburg  players,  including  many  of  these  things, 
and  there  were  packages  for  the  cheerleaders, 
with  perfume  and  hosiery.  For  the  coaches  there 
were  jogging  suits,  blankets,  plasticware.  and 
there  were  courtesy  cars  provided  by  area  auto 
dealers. 

Visitors  were  taken  on  planned  shopping  tours, 

"Some  people  even  bought  blocks  of  tickets  for 
Coach  Tolley  to  invite  prospective  students  to  the 
game,"  Shreves  said. 

He  also  had  praise  for  the  area  police  who 
assisted  with  security  through  the  big  weekend. 

The  Championship  Bowl  came  at  an  inoppor- 
tune time  as  far  as  the  college  schedule  was  con- 
cerned. Exams  ended  before  the  game,  and  stu- 
dents and  faculty  were  involved  in  the  exam  pro- 
cess all  week  leading  up  to  the  big  day,  making  it 
difficult  for  them  to  help  with  game  prepartions, 
but  the  help  was  there.  The  week  also  created 
problems  for  the  band,  because  of  exams  and 
game  preparations  at  the  same  time. 

Dorms  closed  before  the  game,  so  some  band 
members  stayed  over  on  their  own  or  returned  for 
the  game.

Elon  College's  new  football  coach  hopes  to  con- 
inue  the  winning  tradition  that  has  carried  the 
jphtin'  Christians  to  two  consecutive  NAIA  nation- 
1  championships  and  openly  welcomes  the 
remendous  challenge. 

Wright  Anderson,  a  34-year-old  native  of  Burgaw 
nd  a  graduate  of  Elon,  was  named  at  a  press  confer- 
nce  at  the  Alumni  Gym  this  morning  by  Athletic 
urector  Dr,  Alan  White  to  succeed  Jerry  Tolley  at 

■  helm  of  the  Christians. 

Following  up  two  national  championship  seasons 
lont  be  easy,"  said  Anderson,  "but  if  I  was  scared  I 
ioiildn't  have  applied  for  the  job.  I  like  the  present 
iiuation  much  better  than  I  would  were  I  coming  in 
fler  a  couple  of  1-9  or  2-8  seasons." 
Anderson  has  been  an  assistant  coach  at  Wake 
orest.  Wichita  State,  the  University  of  Illinois  and 
is\  Carolina  during  his  12-year  coaching  career. 
He  graduated  from  Elon  in  1968  and  played  foot- 
si!  as  a  tailback  and  defensive  end  under  both  Gai-y 
[altocks  and  Red  Wilson,  He  earned  a  B.A.  in  physi- 
il  education  at  Elon  and  later  earned  his  master's 
egree  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina, 

Ive  kept  up  with  Elon's  football  successes  in  re- 
ent  years."  Anderson  said,  "and  you  can  bet  I'm 
roiid  of  what  the  school  has  accomplished  on  the 
ridiron.  Elon  has  built  a  great  football  tradition. 
nd  tradition  means  so  much  in  this  game.  And  I 
lelieve  we  can  continue  that  tradition." 
Anderson  said  he  was  in  Los  Angeles  a  couple 
eeks  ago.  talking  with  a  coach  from  a  California 
ollege.  "He  asked  where  I  went  to  school,  and  I  told 
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Anderson  is  new  Elon  grid  coach"

Elon,"  he  exclaimed,  "Sure  I've  heard  of  Elon. 
im  he  probably  never  heard  of  it,  but  that  I  went  to  They  just  won  two  national  championships  in  a  row!" 
Jon  College  in  North  Carolina." 
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ANDERSON  SAID  he  had  no  set  philosophy  of 
coaching,  per  se.  but  that  he  believes  strongly  in 
motivation. 

"Tve  learned  that  you  treat  individual  players  dif- 
ferently," he  explained.  "It's  like  the  old  saying,  you 
have  to  kiss  some  and  spank  some.  " 

In  past  years  he  has  served  as  both  an  offensive 
coordinator  and  a  defensive  coordinator,  and  he 
feels  those  experiences  will  be  extremely  helpful  at 
Elon. 

"I  plan  no  drastic,  wholesale  changes  in  Elon's 
style  of  play,"  said  Anderson,  who  helped  head  coach 
Pat  Dye  install  the  wishbone  offense  at  East  Caroli- 
na. "I'm  very  familiar  with  the  Elon  offense  of  the 
past  couple  years,  and  I  would  not  even  consider 
switching  to  the  wishbone  next  season. 

"I'll  talk  to  the  coaching  staff  and  get  their  ideas. 
I've  already  had  one  brief  talk  with  them.  I'm  sure 
there'll  have  to  be  a  few  adjustments.  There  always  is 
when  there's  a  coaching  change. 

But  I  know  all  the  coaches  on  the  staff  and  I'm  sure 
we  can  work  things  out." 

Defensive  coordinator  Linwood  Ferguson,  offen- 
sive line  coach  MackyCarden  and  ends  and  lineback- 
ers coach  Don  Kelly  will  retain  their  positions  on  the 
staff 

Anderson  played  at  Elon  with  Carden.  Ferguson 
was  a  graduate  assistant  at  ECU  when  Anderson  was 
there,  and  Kelly  helped  tutor  the  new  coach  in  his 
final  season  at  Elon. 

One  position  remains  to  be  filled,  that  of  offensive 
coordinator  Clayton  Johnson,  who  recently  left  the 
school  after  13  years  to  become  head  coach  at  New- 
berry College.  "I  will  probably  bring  in  one  coach, 
subject  to  Elon's  needs.  Yes,  I  have  some  people  in 
mind,  but  there  is  nothing  definite  at  this  time." 


"WE'RE  DELIGHTED  to  have  Wright  Anderson  as 
the  new  head  coach  at  Elon."  said  Dr.  White  in  a 
prepared  statement.  "He  possesses  a  varied  football 
background  and  he  has  the  knowledge,  skill  and  per- 
sonality that  characterizes  the  leadership  we  desire 
in  order  to  continue  the  outstanding  football  prog- 
ram to  which  we  have  become  accustomed. " 

Anderson  said  that  he  was  delighted  to  accept  the 
challenge  of  his  first  head  coaching  job. 

"Actually,  this  is  really  the  first  pursuit  of  a  head 
coaching  job  that  I  have  ever  undertaken,  and  the 
fact  that  Elon  is  my  alma  mater  influenced  by  deci- 
sion to  apply  for  this  one." 

Anderson  was  a  four-sport  star  at  Burgaw  High  but 
acknowledged  that  he  was  not  an  outstanding  col- 
legiate performer  at  Elon. 

Beginning  his  coaching  career  at  Wake  Forest,  he 
was  assistant  freshman  coach  in  1969  and  held  the 
head  job  the  next  two  years.  In  1973  at  Wichita  State 
he  was  defensive  coordinator  and  academic  counse- 
lor for  a  year  before  joining  Dve  at  East  Carolina  in 
1974. 

He  left  ECU  to  take  a  position  as  offensive  coordi- 
nator at  the  University  of  Illinois  in  1977  and  served 
there  for  two  years, 

Anderson  spent  1979  in  private  business  but  re- 
joined the  ECU  staff  in  1980  and  served  there  during 
the  past  season. 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Gladys  Thomas  of  Bur- 
gaw and  they  have  three  children,  Julie  8,  Wendy  4 
and  Katie  3,  While  Anderson  will  move  to  Elon  im- 
mediately, his  family  will  remain  at  their  current 
residence  in  Greenville  until  the  end  of  the  school 
year.

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Tolley  ends 
Elon  career 
riding  wave 
of  success

ELON  COLLEGE— Jer- 
ry Tolley,  who  led  Elon 
College  football  teams  to 
NAIA  national  titles  in 
1980  and  1981,  resigned  as 
head  coach  of  the  Fightin' 
Christians  on  Dec.  28  but 
will  remain  at  the  2,600- 
enrollment  school  in 
another  capacity. 

The  announcement 
came  in  joint  statements 
from  Elon  President  Dr. 
Fred  Young  and  Athletic 
Director  Dr.  Alan  White 
nine  days  after  Elon  defe- 
ated  Pittsburg  State 
(Kans.)  3-0  for  the  1981 
NAIA  championship. 

Tolley,  who  worked  as 
an  assistant  coach  under 
Red  Wilson  for  10  years, 
succeeded  Wilson  as 
head  coach  in  1977.  And 
he  went  out  a  winner. 

In  his  five  years  as  head 
coach  at  Elon,  Tolley's 
football  teams  won  49 
games,  lost  10  and  tied 
two,  and  his  80.6  winning 
percentage  made  him  the 
NAIA's  second  winning- 
est  active  coach  at  the 
time  of  his  resignation. 
Only  three  active  NCAA 
coaches  boast  higher  win- 
ning percentages. 

His  post-season  record 
of  eight  wins  and  one  loss 
and  two  national  cham- 
pionships in  a  five-year 
period  is  unsurpassed. 
Tolley  was  named  Coach 
of  the  Year  in  the  NAIA  in 
1980. 

Will  Work  in 
Development  OfTice 

Tolley  will  be  working 
in  the  Elon  Development 
Office  while  continuing 
work  on  his  doctoral  dis- 
sertation in  physical 
education  administra- 
tion at  UNG-Greensboro. 
He  expects  his  degree  in 
May, 


The  exact  nature  of  his 
new  job  has  not  been  re- 
vealed but  it  is  expected 
to  include  fund-raising. 

"Coach  Tolley's  deci- 
sion to  leave  the  program 
and  the  coaching  profes- 
sion," said  Dr.  White, 
"was  one  that  I  have 
accepted  with  both  per- 
sonal and  professional 
\  regret  But  it  is  a  decision 
I  that  I  accept  with  due  re- 
spect for  him  as  an  indi- 
vidual. 

"In  his  five  years  as 
head  coach,  he  has  estab- 
lished an  outstanding  re- 
cord and  his  contribution 
to  our  program,  our  in- 
stitution and  our  com- 
munity will  long  be  re- 
membered and  appreci- 
ated. All  of  us  wish  him 
well." 

Dr.  White  said  Elon  will 
look  both  externally  and 
internally  for  Tolley's 
successor.  "The  remain- 
ing assistant  coaches 
(Macky  Garden,  Linwood 
Ferguson  and  Don  Kelly; 
Clayton  Johnson 

accepted  the  head 
coaching  job  at  Newberry 
on  Dec.  14)  are  secure  in 
their  positions  and  those 
who  desire  will  be  given 
consideration  for  the 
head  position. 

"We  will  talk  to  some 
people  we're  interested 
in  and  accept  applica- 
tions from  others  who  are 
interested  in  the  job.  We 
hope  to  fill  the  position  as 
soon  as  possible." 

Said  Dr.  Young: 
"I  accepted  his  deci- 
sion with  deep  regret  and 
have  extended  congra- 
tulations and  apprecia- 
tion for  services  he  has 
rendered  in  his  14  years 
association  with  Elon  as 
an  assistant  coach,  as 
head  coach  and  as  assis- 
tant professor  in  the

physical  education  de- 
partment. 

"We're  delighted  that 
Jerry  will  remain  with 
the  college  as  a  member 
of  the  development  staff. 
We  are  confident  that  his 
contribution  in  this  area 
of  the  college's  program 
will  be  significant" 
'People  Shouldn't 
be  Surprised' 

"My  decision,"  said  Tol- 
ley. "should  have  come  as 
no  great  surprise  to 
anyone. 

"I  have  mentioned 
several  times  in  the  past 
year  that  I  never  had  the 
desire  to  coach  football 
all  of  my  life  and  that  by 
the  time  I  reached  40  (he 
is  39)  I  would  like  to  find 
another  career. 

"I  loved  every  minute  of 
my  coaching  career.  I 
think  that  had  a  lot  to  do 
with  the  successes  we've 
had  at  Elon.  It  was  a  job  I 
held  in  high  esteem  and  I 
felt  I  had  do  to  my  very 
best  at  it.  And  I  prepared 
for  every  game  the  very 
best  I  could.  For  five 
years  we  used  the  same 
amount  of  work  for  play- 
off games  that  we  did  for 
the  weakest  team  on  our 
schedule." 

Regarding  the 

tremendous  five-year  re- 
cord of  49-10-2.  Tolley 
said.  "That  record  and 
the  two  NAIA  cham- 
pionships are  the  highest 
compliments  to  our  prog- 
ram at  Elon.  There  has 
been  a  great  chemistry 
between  myself,  my  assis- 


Eisenhower  trophy  goes  to  Elon 


Elon  College  will  again  be  pre- 
sented with  the  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower 
Award  by  the  National  Football 
Foundation  and  Hall  of  Fame  symbo- 
lic of  its  national  championship  vic- 
torv  in  the  NAIA  Division  I  Champions 
Bowl. 

Dr.  Alan  White,  director  of  athletics 
at  Elon,  will  accept  the  Eisenhower 
trophy  on  behalf  of  the  College  at  a 
special  luncheon  in  Houston,  Texas 
on  January  12. 

Elon  will  become  the  first  private 
college  in  the  nation  to  receive  the 


Eisenhower  trophy  for  two  consecu- 
tive years.  Former  coach  Jerry  Tolley 
accepted  the  award  for  the  football 
team  last  January  at  a  similiar  cere- 
mony. 

"To  be  recognized  by  the  National 
Football  Foundation  and  Hall  of 
Fame  is  an  honor  within  itself."  said 
White  of  the  Award,  "but  to  receive 
the  award  two  years  straight  says  a  lot 
for  our  coaches,  our  players  and  our 
program  as  a  whole.  It's  something 
that  everyone  associated  with  Elon 
can  be  justly  proud  of" 


tant  coaches,  the  college 
community  and  our  loyal 
supporters.  Everything 
clicked  together,  and  you 
need  that  to  win  cham- 
pionships. 

"I've  said  all  along  that 
the  toughest  step  to  win- 
ning a  national  cham- 
pionship is  getting  past 
the  rugged  competition  in 
our  own  conference  and 
making  the  playoffs. 

"Winning  two  straight 
national  titles  is  a 
wonderful  feeling,"  Tol- 
ley declared,  "but  I  also 
am  proud  of  a  new  oppor- 
tunity and  I  hope  I  can 
make  a  go  of  it" 

Going  Out  as 
National  Champion 

Tolley  said  money 
didn't  really  influence 
his  decision, 

"Few  coaches  have  the 
chance  to  step  down  fol- 
lowing a  great  success 
and  go  into  some  other 
job  at  the  same  college," 
he  said.  "How  many 
coaches  have  gotten  out 
immediately  after 
reaching  a  peak?  Most 
stay  on  and  get  fat  and 
don't  do  so  well  after- 
wards." 

Asked  if  his  resignation 
signalled  an  expected  de- 
cline in  Elon's  grid  for- 
tunes in  1982.  Tolley  | 
emphatically  denied  \ 
such  a  forecast 

"We  lose  only  five  star- 
ters  from  this  year's 
squad,"  he  pointed  out. 

Tolley,  an  Edenton  na- 
tive, was  an  end  at  East 
Carolina  University  and 
played  under  the  late 
Clarence  Stasavich,  the 
only  other  North  Caroli- 
na coach  to  win  an  NAIA 
title.  Stasavich  captured 
the  crown  at  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  in  1960. 

Tolley  recorded  the 
highest  winning  percen- 
tage of  any  Elon  coach 
with  his  80.6  figure, 
Horace  Hendrickson 
(1937-41)  was  next  with  a 
31-12  record,  a  winning 
percentage  of  72.7. 

Wilson  (1967-76),  with  a 
percentage  of  67.6,  logged 
the  most  victories  while 
amassing  a  72-34-2  re-  I

The  Chargers  won  the 
NAIA  crown  on  two  occa- 
sions over  20  years  ago. 
and  a  previously  im- 
penetrable defense  and  a 
unstoppable  offense  had 
Michigan  supporters  in  a 
confident  mood  of 
another  crown. 

The  mood  vanished 
quickly  on  a  cold  Dec.  12 
when  Elon  scored  on  its 
first  two  possessions  on 
drives  of  80  and  74  yards.

For  three  quarters, 
Pittsburg  State  got  all  the 
scoring  opportunities 
and  failed  to  score.

Early  in  the  final  quar- 
ter, Elon  got  it's  only 
opportunity  of  the  game 
when  punter  Kelly  Stan- 
ley hit  one  dead  on  the 
Pittsburg  three.  Nose- 
guard  Chri.s  Woxst,  four 
plays  later,  broke 
through  to  block  a  punt 
and  Elon  got  the  ball  on 
the  Gorillas'  eight. 

From  that  very  point 
three  plays  later,  kicker 
Phil  Renn  came  on  and 
booted  a  23-yard  field 
goal  to  give  the  Christians 
a  3-0  victory  and  its 
second  straight  national 
championship.

The  worst  was  yet  to 
come  for  Hillsdale,  a 
school  that  accepts  no 
federal  monies  of  any  sort 
and  is  the  only  private 
school  in  the  playoffs 
with  the  exception  of 
Elon.

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Finals'  media  coverage 
gets  NAIA  record,  too

The  largest  contingent  of  media  representatives 
in  the  history  of  the  NAIA  championship  football 
playoffs  was  on  hand  at  Burlington  Memorial  Sta- 
dium for  the  1981  Champions  Bowl  contest  between 
Elon  and  Pittsburg  State,  according  to  NAIA  Direc- 
tor of  Communications  Charlie  Eppler. 

"We  issued  143  media  passes  for  the  game  to  mem- 
bers of  the  print  media,  to  radio  spoprtscasters  and 
to  television  personnel  covering  the  game,"  said 
Eppler. 

To  Elon,  that  meant  invaluable  exposure  of  the 
football  program  and  the  institution. 

Unprecedented  publicity  came  to  Elon  as  the  re- 
sult of  television  coverage  of  the  game.  Three  North 
Carolina  TV  stations  had  film  crews  at  Burlington 
Stadium  for  the  6  o'clock  newscasts  while  WFMY- 
TV,  the  CBS  affiliate  in  Greensboro,  carried  the 
game  live  to  its  Piedmont  North  Carolina  viewers. 

Cable  system  viewers  across  the  nation  saw  the 
Christians  defeat  the  Gorillas  in  a  delayed  two-hour 
telecast  the  Monday  evening  following  the  Decem- 
ber 19  game  over  the  facilities  of  the  USA/Cable 
Network.

Tolley, 
for  10  years  a  Wilson  aide,  took

In  1978,  Tolley  led  the  team  to 
he  playoffs  again,  and  the  Christ- 
ans  made  their  second  trip  to  the 
inals.  But  in  McAllen,  Tex.  they 
vere  again  denied  the  cham- 
ionship  by  bowing  to  another 
ane  Star  Conference  team,  San 
ingelo  State. 

Following  a  rebuilding  year  in 
979,  the  Christians  finally  hit 
aydirt  in  1980  to  win  their  first 
ational  crown.

untied  season  vanished  the  fol- 
lowing week  when  Norfolk  State 
gained  a  20-20  tie. 

Bouncing  back,  Elon  defeated 
old  rival  Presbyterian  16  to  10, 
but  that  was  followed  by  the 
nightmare  of  a  30  to  17  trouncing 
at  the  hands  of  Catawba's  In- 
dians. 

Elon's  second  quest  could  have 
ended  with  that  loss.  The  team 
was  4-1-1  with  four  rugged  games 
left  on  the  schedule.  Still  ranked, 
the  Christians  were  dropped 
from  the  NAIA's  top  10  teams.  It 
was  definitely  an  uphill  battle. 

Obviously  outraged  by  the  loss 
to  Catawba,  Elon  took  it  out  on 
Gardner-Webb  the  following 
week,  trouncing  the  Bulldogs  56 
to  10.  Newberry  then  fell  by  a  27 
to  21  score,  and  the  Christians 
turned  back  Winston-Salem  State 
by  a  30-20  margin.  After  beating 
Winston-Salem  State,  the  Christ- 
ians were  back  in  fourth  place  in 
the  rankings  with  only  Carson- 
Newman  standing  between  them 
and  another  crack  at  the  national 
crown. 

After  a  half  of  play,  the  Tennes- 
see team  held  a  14-7  lead  and  had 
the  momentum.  Told  in  the  dres- 
sing room  at  halftime  that  they 
were  not  playing  like  national 
champions,  the  Christians  ral- 
lied in  the  second  half  and  won 
going  away,  23  to  14,  They  were  in 
the  playoffs  again.  Not  only  that, 
they  also  wrapped  up  the  SAC-8 
Conference  title  and  the  NAIA 
District  26  crown,  all  in  one 
swoop. 

Ironically,  the  quarterfinal 
opponent  was  the  same  Concord 
State  team  Elon  had  trouble  oust- 
ing the  previous  year,  and  the 
Lions  were  the  host  team. 

On  a  snowy  Dec.  5  afternoon  at 
Bluefield,  W.  Va.,  Elon  scored  a 
safety  in  the  first  quarter,  two 
touchdowns  in  the  second  on 
quarterback  John  Bangley  pas- 
ses to  Kelly  Stanley  and  Jay  Sim- 
mons and  then  routed  the  Con- 
cord eleven  in  the  second  half  to 
prevail  by  a  37  to  8  margin. 

That  victory  matched  the 


Christains  against  9-1  Hillsdale 
(Mich.)  College  in  the  semifinals, 
and  Elon  was  tapped  to  host  the 
game. 

Elon  scored  on  its  first  two  pos- 
sessions with  runs  by  halfback 
Ray  Dalton  and  Bangley.  but  the 
Chargers  also  crossed  Elon's  goal 
line  and  it  was  14-7  after  a 
quarter. 

A  blocked  Hillsdale  punt  by 
Robertson  set  up  a  second  Dalton 
touchdown  in  the  second  quarter, 
and  the  Christians  led  21-7  at 
halftime.  Fullback  Fred  Jordan's 
15-yard  run  made  it  28-0  in  the 
third  period,  and  the  Christians 
came  back  for  two  scores  in  the 
final  segment.  Bangley  sneaked 
over  from  the  two  and  then  hit 
Stanley  with  a  five-yard  scoring 
pass. 


PITTSBURG'S  Gorillas  were 
10-1  after  defeating  the  NAIA's 
top-ranked  Moorhead  State 
(Minn.)  14-13  in  a  quarterfinal 
game  and  getting  a  bye  into  the 
finals  when  Cameron  State 
(Okla.)  was  disqualified  for  using 
two  ineligible  players  most  of  the 
season. 

The  Gorillas'  win  over  Moor- 
head. keep  in  mind,  was  made 
possible  when  freshman  kicking 
specialist  Dave  Hammons  added 
both  extra  points  following 
touchdowns. 

In  the  wintry  finals  at  Burling- 
ton's Memorial  Stadium,  Ham- 
mons missed  four  field  goals, 
three  of  the  chip-shot  variety  and 
made  possible  by  an  Elon  team 
that  lost  the  ball  six  times  on  fum- 
bles. 

Elon's  Renn  got  only  one  oppor- 
tunity. That  came  early  in  the  fin- 
al period  when  Worst  blocked  a 
Pittsburg  punt  after  Kelly  Stan- 
ley had  kicked  the  ball  dead  on 
the  Gorillas'  three-yard  line. 

Three  running  plays  merely 
kept  the  ball  in  the  middle  of  the 
field,  and  Renn  trotted  on  and 
split  the  uprights  with  a  23- 
yarder. 

The  quest,  again,  was  suc- 
cessful.

Sugarfoot's  toe  supplies 
sweet  victory  for  Elon 
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When  Phil  Renn,  Elon's  kicking  spe- 
cialist, drilled  a  23-yard  field  goal 
through  the  uprights  at  Memorial  Sta- 
dium to  give  the  Fightin'  Christians  a 
second  straight  NAIA  championship, 
it  fXilfiUed  a  dream. 

And  it  earned  him  a  unique  nick- 
name; Sugarfoot. 

■'1  guess  what  happened  is  what  a 
field  goaf  kicker  always  dreams  will 
happen."  said  the  21-year-old  junior 
from  Fayetteville.  "i  know  I  always 
wanted  to  come  into  a  big  game  like 
(the  championship  game),  with  every- 
thing riding  on  my  efforts,  and  put  one 
through  the  goalposts. 

"1  can't  describe  how  I  felt.  It  was 
great.  Mainly,  I'm  glad  we  won.  But  I'm 
happy  I  could  have  played  such  an  im- 
portant role  in  our  victory." 

To  culminate  a  season  in  which  he 
was  the  No.  1  kick-scorer  in  the  NAIA 
(15  of  18  field  goals,  35  of  36  extra 
points),  the  quiet,  soft-speaking 
Cumberland  County  youngster  was 
named  the  kick  specialist  on  the  NAIA 
Ail-American  team. 

Renn's  field  goal  came  early  in  the 
fourth  quarter  and  gave  Elon  a  3-0 
triumph  overPittsburg  State  (Kans.)  in 
the  Champions  Bowl,  which  is  the 
NAIA  national  championship  game. 
Elon  defeated  Concord  State  (W.Va.) 
and  Hillsdale  College  (Mich.)  in  quar- 
terfinal and  semifinal  action.  Renn 
kicked  no  field  goals  in  those  games. 

Long  before  he  talked  about  his  own 
feelings  about  the  three  biggest  points 
in  Elon  history,  Renn  gave  credit  to  his 
teammtes. 

"Our  defense,"  he  said,  "was,  to  put 
is  simply,  tremendous.  And  before  a 
kicker  can  do  his  thing,  two  other  im- 
portant moves  must  be  successful. 
First,  the  center  has  to  make  a  perfect 
snap.  And  Frank  Hughes'  snap  was 
right  on  the  money. 

"Then  the  holder  has  to  set  it  down 
just  right.  And  Boyd  Byerly  had  it 
aimed  right  through  the  posts.  All  I 
wanted  to  do  then  was  meet  the  ball:" 

It  wasn't  simply  a  case  of  going  out 


and  moving  his  right  leg,  however.  Ten- 
sion began  to  build  from  the  onset 
when  it  became  evident  that  neither 
Elon's  nor  Pittsburg's  offenses  were 
having  very  much  success  against  two 
rugged  defensive  units. 

"At  halftime,"  Renn  recalled, 
"Coach  (Jerry)  Tolley  told  us  that  many 
games  were  not  won  with  touchdowns, 
that  we  had  a  good  field  goal  kicker. 
That  gave  me  added  confidence.  So 
during  the  second  half,  I  kept  moving 
around,  and  I  tried  to  keep  my  feet 
warm. 

"For  awhile,  I  wondered  if  we  were 
going  to  ever  get  the  ball  into  position 
for  a  field  goal,  but  when  (noseguard) 
Chris  Worst  broke  through  and  block- 
ed their  punt  and  we  got  it  on  the  eight- 
yard  line,  I  took  off  my  coat  and  really 
got  loose." 

Elon  really  didn't  try  that  hard  for 
the  touchdown.  That  was  how  confi- 
dent they  were  in  Sugarfoot  Renn^s 
right  leg.  And  that's  how  confident 
they  were  that  Pittsburg  would  not 
score  afterwards.  Three  running  plavs 
kept  the  ball  in  the  middle  of  the  field. 

"I  was  hoping  wed  get  a  touchdown," 
Renn  acknowledged.  An  extra  point 
would  have  pleased  him  plenty. 

"But  when  the  ball  was  still  on  the 
eight  after  three  plays.  Coach  Tolley 
patted  me  on  the  back  and  sent  me  onto 
the  field. 

"There  was  lots  of  crowd  noise.  I 
tried  to  block  that  out.  I  just  tried  to 
relax  and  make  myself  think  that  this 
was  just  another  chip  shot.  I  really 
gave  no  thought  at  all  to  bad  snap,  fum- 
bled snap  or  bad  hold.  I  have  great  con- 
fidence in  Frank  (Hughes)  and  Boyd 
(Byerly).  The  snap  was  perfect,  and  so 
was  the  hold.  I  met  the  ball  and  knew 
immediately  it  was  a  good  stroke. 

"That  one,"  he  declared.  "I'll  never 
forget" 

Renn  now  wonders  what  he  will  do 
for  an  encore.  He'll  be  back  next  year 
hopeful  that  the  Fightin'  Christians 
can  make  it  three  national  titles  in  a 
row.

Two-time  national 
champion  Elon  College 
placed  two  players  on  the 
first-team  NAIA  All- 
.,4,merica  squad,  two  on 
the  second  team  and  had 
one  mentioned  honor- 
ably, it  was  announced  by 
NAIA  officials.

Seven  of  Elon's  all-time 
great  athletes  were  in- 
ducted into  the  Elon  Col- 
lege Sports  Hall  of  Fame 
during  Homecoming 
ceremonies  on  November 
14  in  Whitley  Auditorium. 

The  inductees,  Warren 
Burns,  Luther  Conger, 
Mike  Little,  Charlie 
Swicegood,  Ed  Wheless, 
the  late  John  Carroll 
Clark  and  the  late  Joe 
Tomanchek,  represented 
nearly  every  varsity  sport 
played  at  Elon  during 
their  collegiate  careers. 

Burns  distinguished 
himself  on  the  basketball 
court  by  lettering  four 
years.  After  two  years  at 
Elon,  he  served  as  a  pilot 
in  the  Air  Force  before 
returning  to  the  oak- 
shaded  campus  to  com- 
plete his  degree  require- 
ments. He  was  named  to 
the  all-state  teams  in  1946 
and  1947  while  serving  as 
team  captain  and  amas- 
sing 785  career  points  to 
become  Elon's  fourth  all- 
time  leading  scorer  at  the 
time  of  his  graduation. 

Burns  also  lettered  in 
baseball  at  Elon  and  as  a 
coach  at  Walter  Williams 
High  School  in  Burling- 
ton, led  his  diamondeers 
to  the  1953  state  cham- 
pionship. Burns  current- 
ly lives  in  Northbrook,  111. 
where  he  is  vice  presi- 
dent in  marketing  with 
Encyclopedia  Britan- 
nica.

tion  All-American  in  1963. 
He  hit  15  home  runs  and 
drove  in  80  runs  in  386 
career  at-bats. 
As  a  punter,  he  averaged 
33.9  yards  on  99  punts. 
Upon  graduation,  he 
played  in  the  Kansas  City 
Athletics  and  the  Detroit 
Tigers  organizations  be- 
fore turning  to  a  career  as

plinarian and  defender 
of  the  playing  rules. 

Wheless  established 
himself  as  one  of  th-" 
finest  quarterbacks  in 
Elon  history.  In  1963  and 
1964,  the  strawberry 
blond  completed  146  of 
324  passes  for  2,323  yards 
and  24  touchdowns.  He 
earned  all-conference 
and  all-state  recognition 
and  was  an  honorable 
mention  All-American. 

Wheless  is  currently 
vice  president  of  Arch 
Knitting  Co.  and  resides 
in  Asheboro.  His  18-year* 
old  son  is  currently  a 
freshman  at  Elon. 


SWICEGOOD  HAD  an 

outstanding  career  on  the 
mound,  but  his  senior 
year  would  be  the  envy  of 
any  ballplayer.  In  1955.  he 
posted  a  5-0  record,  a  no- 
hit,  no-run  game  (one  of 
two  in  his  career)  against 
High  Point,  and  a  .000 
earned  run  average  while 
hitting  .545. 

After  compiling  a  17-9 
career  record  and  a  .267 
career  batting  average. 
Swicegood  signed  a  pro 
contract  with  the  Chicago 
Cubs.  Today  he  resides  in 
Columbus.  Ga.  where  he 
is  plant  manager  for. The 
Bibb  Company. 

Mike  Little  was  another 
baseball  great  of  another 
era  who  also  excelled  on 
the  gridiron  as  a  kicking 
specialist.  The  Shanan- 
doah,  Pa.  native  lettered 
for  four  years  as  a  catcher 
and  batted  .301  during  his 
Elon  career.  He  was 
named  to  all-conference 
teams  three  times,  was  an 
all-state  choice  in  1961 
and  an  honorable  men-
